maii,  the  appointaieiit  of  Mr.  Jameson  as  Att'y 
General  iii  the  room  of  Mr.  Boulton,  and  relative 
to  the  expulsion  of  the  said  William  Lyon  Mac- 
kenzie from  the  House  of  Assembly  in  a  former 
Parliament — and  certain  other  messages,  peti- 
tions and  documents  on  various  subjects  of  grie- 
vance and  public  and  private  wrong — have,  in 
obedience  to  the  orders  of  tlie  House,  made  some 
enquiry  on  the  several  subjects  referred  to  them, 
and  agreed  to  the  following  Report : 

In  1828,  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons  enquired  into  the  causes  of  those  em- 
barrassments and  discontents  vvdiich  had  for 
many  years  prevailed  in  the  Canadas.  This 
Committee  conclude  their  report  by  stating  their 
anxiety    to  record  their  complete  conviction  that 

neither  the  suggestions  they  have  presumed  to 

make,  nor  any  other  improvernent  in  the  Laws 
'^and  Constitutions  of  the  Canadas,  will  be  at- 

tended  with  the  desired  effect,  unless  an  im- 
*•  partial,  conciliatory  and  constitutional  system 

of  government  be  observed  in  these  loyal  and 
'important  Colonies," 

Last  summer  another  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  entered  upon  an  investigation  of 
the  causes  of  Canadian  discontents,  but  confined 
their  enquiries  to  the  Lower  Province,  the  Right 
Honorable  E.  G.  Stanley  having  under  great 
misapprehension  assured  the  House  that  the  ut- 
most harmony  prevailed  between  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  and  the  Council  and  Assembly  of  this 
Colony,. 

1  our  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  results 
of  their  enquiry,  together  vrith  the  evidence.  If 
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it  shall  appear  to  the  House  that  there  is  just 
cause  of  complQint,  and  that  the  government 
has  not  exerted  its  Constitutional  powers  to  re- 
medy the  evils  from  which  the  people  desire  re- 
lief, the  course  to  be  pursued  is  to  address  the 
Throne,  stating  their  grievances  and  praying  re- 
dress. If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  House  shall  be 
of  opinion  that  the  government  is  administered 
impartially,  with  sound  discretion  and  a  single 
eye  to  the  general  welfare  ;  that  its  officers  and 
ministers  enjoy  the  public  confidence  and  v/orthi- 
ly  discharge  their  various  duties,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  but  that  the  Representatives  of  the  people 
will  mark  their  approbation  of  their  conduct  by 
cheerfully  placing  in  their  hands  the  small  Annual 
Grant,  which  ia  name,  more  than  reality,  indi- 
cates a  popular  inliuencc  in  the  government. 

The  almost  unlimited  extent  of  the  patronage 
of  the  Crown,  or  rather  of  the  Colonial  Minister 
for  the  time  being  and  his  advisers  here,  together 
with  the  abuse  of  that  patronage,  are  the  chief 
sources  of  Colonial  discontent.  Such  is  the 
patronage  of  the  Colonial  Oilice  that  the  grant- 
ing or  withholding  of  supplies  is  of  no  political 
importance  unless  as  an  indication  of  the  opin  - 
ion of  the  country  concerning  the  character  of 
the  government^  which  is  conducted  upon  a  sys- 
tem that  admits  its  officers  to  take  and  apply 
the  funds  of  the  Colonists  without  any  iegislativc 
vote  whatever. 

Some  years  ago  the  people  of  the  County  of 
\ork  held  a  meeting  and  petitioned  for  the  re- 
dress of  Grievances;  their  memorial  was  trans- 
mitted by  W.  W.  Baldwin,  Esq.  the  Chaimiau 
of  the  meeting,  to  the  Right  Honorable  E.  G. 
Stanley,  and  his  advice  requested  as  tt)  the  liieau^^^ 
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of  redress,  which  he  most  willingly  gave.  His 
autograph  letter  in  reply,  from  which  the  follow- 
ing is  an  extract,  is  appended  to  Dr.  Baldwin's 
evidence  given  before  Your  Committee. 

[Extract,] 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
"  (which  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  without  any  dis- 
"  respect  to  or  reflection  upon  the  individuals  who 
"  compose  it,  is  at  the  root  of  all  the  evils  com- 
plained  of  in  both  Provinces.)    Upon  the  ex- 
"  elusion  of  the  Judges,  Avith  the  siiigle  exception 
of  the  Chief  Justice,  from  all  interference  in 
political  business — and  upon  the  necessity  of 
introducing  some  alteration  into  the  present 
**  Jury  system — the  three  most  important  points 
"  of  your  petition,  you  will  find  that  the  opinion 
^*  of  the  Committee  entirely  concurs  with  yours, 
"and  that  opinion  I  am  disposed  to  support  to 
"  the  utmost  of  my  power." 

Mr.  Stanley  adds  that  the  Constitutional  re- 
medy is  "  open  to  the  people  of  addressing  for 
"  the  removal  of  the  advisers  of  the  Crown,  and 

refusing  supphes." 

The  patronage  of  the  Crown,  as  now  exer- 
cised in  this  Province,  includes  the  payments  of 
gifts,  salaries,  pensions,  and  retired  allowances 
to  the  Clergy  of  the  Methodist,  Presbyterian, 
Protestant  Episcopal  &:  Roman  Catholic  orders, 
and  to  nearly  the  whole  of  the  civil  officers  of 
the  government,  including  Sheriffs,  Collectors  of 
Excise  and  Customs  Revenue,  Coroners,  Justices 
of  the'  Peace,  Commissioners  of  the  Court  o 
Requests,  the  heads  of  the  several  department 
and  all  in  subordinate  stations  under  them;  t 
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Judges  of  the  District  and  Surrogale  Courts, 
Registrars  of  Conveyances,  Wilib*,  &c.,  Comnvit- 
sioners  of  Customs,  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  &c. 
&c.  These  officers  hold  their  several  situations 
only  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Crown.  The 
Royal  patronage  also  embraces  the  judicial  es- 
tablishment, many  pensions,  the  nomination  of 
one  branch  of  the  Legislature,  by  the  name  of 
the  Legislative  Council,  and  the  appointment  of 
its  speaker  and  other  officers, — the  selection  of 
the  officers  of  the  House  of  Assembly — the  con- 
trol of  the  Indian  Department,  of  King's  College, 
and  of  Upper  Canada  College,  the  appointment 
of  the  twelve  District  Boards  of  Education,  and 
the  direction  of  the  expenditure  of  public  monies 
in  aid  of  Emigration — the  selection  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council — the  uncontrolled  management 
of  millions  of  Acres  of  public  Lands — the  ap- 
pointment of  1500  commissioned  Militia  Offi- 
cers— the  sole  control  of  the  Military  and  Naval 
Forces — and  (subject  to  the  votes  of  the  House 
of  Commons  in  this  case)  the  regulation  of  the 
wh#le  Military  and  Naval  expenditure. 

The  Crown  also  controls  the  expenditure  of  a 
large  annual  amount  of  local  taxation  by  its  pow- 
er of  appointing  the  District  Magistracy  during 
its  pleasure — the  justices  thus  appointed  select 
the  District  Treasurers  and  a  large  number  of 
subordinate  officers,  and  exercise  varied  and  ex- 
tensive civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction.  The  re- 
fusal of  the  bench  of  Magistrates  of  the  Eastern 
District  during  the  present  Session,  to  render  to 
the  House  an  account  of  the  receipt  and  expen- 
diture of  the  local  taxes  and  revenues  raised  from 
the  people,  and  entrusted  to  the  charge  of  these 
functionaries,  under  the  authority  of  several  acts 
of  the  Legislature,  affords  another  proof  tliat  the 
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system  under  which  they  are  appointed  requires 
instant  revision  ;  more  especially  as  the  com- 
plaints of  the  people  of  tliat  District  against 
magisterial  peculation,  as  recorded  on  the  jour- 
nals, are  of  long  standing. 

The  Crovvn  appoints  the  members  of  the 
Court  of  King's  Bench,  and  the  Judges  of  that 
Court  regulate  at  their  discretion  the  taritT  of 
fees  to  be  paid  therein  by  suitors.  These  judges 
are  dependent  on  the  Crown  for  such  retiring 
pensions  as  it  may  sec  fit  to  award  them,  if  any, 
and  enabled  to  look  forward  with  hope  and  ex- 
pectation to  tlie  enjoyment  of  other  offices  and 
situations  within  its  gifi,  by  themselves  and  their 
families. 

The  Canada  Company,  the  several  incorpora- 
ted estabhshments  for  Banking,  Canalling  and 
other  purposes,  and  the  Harbonr,  Dock  &  Wharf 
Companies,  in  nearly  all  cases,  unite  their  patron- 
age with  that  of  the  local  government,  and  stea- 
dily strive  to  increase  the  influence  of  the  Crovv'n. 

The  Post  Office  Department,  with  about  a 
hundred  Deputy  Post  Masters,  is  under  the  solo 
control  of  the  Crown — contracts  are  made,  and 
all  appointments  held  during  its  pleasure  ;  the 
surplus  revenue  is  transmitted  to  England.  No 
detailed  accounts  of  receipts  and  expenditure, 
have  ever  been  laid  before  the  Colonial  Legisla- 
ture. The  rates  of  letter  postage  between  the 
different  places  in  the  Colony,  between  this  Co- 
lony &  the  others — and  between  Upper  Canada 
and  England,  are  very  extravagant.  The  cor- 
respondence with  Europe  is  chiefly  carried  on 
via :  New  York,  which  is  at  once  the  cheapest  and 
most  expeditious  roi^te. 
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Representations  were  made  to  tlie  British 
Government  that  the  Post  Office  system  required 
revision,  and  a  law  vv^as  passed  in  consequence 
to  authorise  the  several  Colonics  to  establish 
Post  Offices.  The  form  of  a  lau^,  such  as  the 
government  would  approve,  is  before  the  House, 
but  its  provisions  are  so  inapplicable  and  absurd 
that  no  benefit  would  be  derived  from  their  en- 
actment. A  change  for  the  better  must  be  that 
which  will  give  the  Colonists  the  entire  control 
of  this  Department  in  Upper  Canada. 

ISalai-ieSj  Fees,  Szc. 

By  the  tables  of  salaries,  fees,  emoluments, 
&:c.,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  patronage  of  the 
Crown,  arising  from  civil  and  judicial  offices  and 
places  within  its  gift  in  the  Colony  extends  at 
least  to  £50,009  a  year  (  exclusive  of  the  Clergy 
Grants)  the  whole  being  raised  from  the  people 
themselves  and  not  one  farthing  derived  from 
England. 

Up  to  1827  an  annual  sum  of  £10,800  Ster- 
ling, or  thereabouts,  was  voted  by  the  Imperial 
Parliament  towards  the  payment  of  the  civil  list 
of  this  Colony,  and  it  was  not  till  April  1834, 
that  the  £4472  allovvcd  yearly  to  Clergymen  of 
the  Church  of  England  from  the  funds  of  Great 
Britain  v/as  withdrawn.  Now,  however,  the 
whole  expense  is  throv/n  upon  the  Colony,  the 
inhabitants  of  which  can  exercise  but  Uttle  in- 
fluence over  a  government  which  disposes  of 
their  property  at  its  discretion. 

Of  these  annual  salaries,  fees  and  emoluments, 
117  persons  receive,  each  under  £100  : — 40  per- 
sons receive  each  from  £lOO  to  £200  ;  29  persons 
receive;  each  from  £200  to  £300  j  23  persons 
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receive,  each  from  £^500  to  £500;  !0  persons 
receive,  each  from  £500  to  £750;  6  persons 
receive,  each  from  £750  to  £1000;  10  persons 
receive,  each  from  £1003  to  £1500  ;  2  persons 
receive,  each  from  £1500  to  £2000  ;  1  person 
receiver,  £2,066,  and  1  person  receives  £4,9^o. 

On  a  reference  to  the  table  of  offices,  salaries, 
&c.,  it  will  appear  evident  that  many  officers 
there  named  could  be  dispensed  with,  and 
that,  of  the  others,  the  greater  part  receive  in- 
comes which  the  services  they  are  required  to 
render  and  the  state  of  the  finances  of  the  Co- 
lony do  not  warrant. 

Upwards  of  £38,000  have  been  paid  from  the 
Colonial  Revenues  within  the  last  eight  years 
to  the  Lieutenant  Governors,  the  greater  part  of 
which  it  is  probable  they  save  and  carry  to  Eu- 
rope. The  incomes  of  Governors  in  the  northern 
parts  of  the  States  vary  from  £lOO  to  £l500  a 
year,  and  the  incumbents  are  taken  from  among 
the  resident  inhabitants. 

The  salary  of  the  present  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor Sir  John  Colborne,  with  his  other  public 
sources  of  income  or  emolument  is  about  £5631 
a  year.*  Formerly  the  amount  of  this  income 
was  less  objectionable  for  it  was  chiefly  derived 
from  Europe  and  the  Lieutenant  Governors 
transmitted  thither  the  surplus  on  their  return. 

£808  is  the  amount  of  the  income  of  the 
Private  Secretary  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor. — 
It  appears  to  us  that  this  office  ought  to  be  done 


*  This  income  will  have  been  increased  since  the  accession  of  the 
piesent  ministry  by  His  Excellency's  promotion  te  the  Colonelcy  of 
a  regiment. 
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CLway  with,  and  the  duties  performed  by  the  ex- 
isting public  departments  which  are  abundantly 
sufficient  for  their  discharge. 

The  Honorable  Peter  Robinson  appears  to 
have  received  of  salary  from  the  Colony  within 
the  last  7^  years  £  12.387.  His  annual  income 
is  now  £1721. 

The  Honorable  Duncan  Cameron  has  received 
snice  January  1827,  £8G24  12  besides  a  variety 
of  other  payments  for  fees,  &c.  There  can  be 
no  pretext  for  paying  this  officer  at  the  rate  of 
£1033  a  year,  and  then  paying  Mr.  Jarvis  £200 
as  a  deputy  to  do  the  business  of  his  office. 

The  Honorable  John  H.  Dunn  has  received 
£11.^534  of  public  money  since  1827.  His  office 
is  a  very  responsible  one,  and  to  it  might  be  con- 
,  veniently  added  the  offices  of  several  bursars, 
treasurers,  commissioners  and  other  pubhc  ac- 
countants in  this  City,  with  a  proportionate  sa- 
ving tathe  public. 

Mr.  Robinson  is  the  "  Surveyor  General  of 
,  Woods,"  the    Surveyer  General"  is  S.  P.  Hurd, 
I  Esquire,  with  an  income  in  fees  and  salary  of 
£742  a  year  or  thereabouts.    The  history  of 
this  gentleman's  appointment  may  be  ascertained 
frona  his  evidence  annexed  to  this  report. 

i     Mr.  Hurd  was  appointed  Surveyor  General  on 
the  1st  of  November,  1829,  and  was  ordered  to 
I  be  paid  his  salary  and  tees  from  that  date  m  full 
!  for  the  first  eix  months;  then  the  Colonial  office 
\  ordered  that  he  should  receive  half  the  income  of 
his  office  until  the  time  when  he  should  thiidi  lit 
to  enter  upon  its  duties. 
Assi:?.!.  No.  21.  jj 
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Between  2  and  3  3^ears  after  he  was  ap|)ointe(} 
he  came  into  the  Province  and  began  to  fulfif 
tlie  duties  of  the  Surveyor  Generalship,  and 
was  paid  nearly  at  the  rate  of  £400  a  year  for 
the  period  in  which  he  had  neglected  the  office  ; 
while  Mr.  Chewett,  the  senior  clerk,  was  also 
remunerated  in  full  by  the  Province  as  the  Sur- 
veyor General,  for  acting  as  his  deputy,  and  has 
since  obtained  a  pension  of  £400  a  year  out  of 
the  Province  revenue  by  an  order  from  England, 
and  retired.  Mr.  Chewitt  with  his  pension  has 
the  Registrarship  of  the  Surrogate  Court  at 
£104  fees  last  year, 

The  multiplication  of  olTices  in  the  land  grant- 
ing Department  creates  great  and  unnecessary 
expense  and  much  confusion. 

Aicht?eacf>n  Strachan's  income  cannot  be  ea- 
sily ascerlained.  The  application  of  the  House 
of  Assembl-y  to  be  allowed  to  look  into  the 
Blue  BK3ok"  or  offi-cial  statement  of  the  pecunia- 
ry affairs  of  the  Colony  sent  to  England,  for  the 
years  1824,  1825,  1826,  1827,  1828,  1829,  1830, 
1 831  and  1832  the  Lieutenan!  Governor  dechnes 
to  coanply  with  ;  and  every  effort  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  obtain  the  particulars  of  the  Archdea- 
con's income  for  a  few  years  back,  by  questions 
put  to  himself  has  proved  unsuccesgful. 

Since  the  1st  of  January  1826,  Dr.  Strachan 
appears  to  have  received  of  ptibhc  money,  as 
Archdeacon,  senior  Executive  Comicfllor,  Rector 
of  York,  President  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
&c.  £7977 ;  and  for  his  journey  to  England  in 
1827.  in  cash  and  lands^,  other  £48.51.  In  all 
£12,828.  Details  and  expl'anations  are  placed 
in  the  appendix,  but  we  presume  that  the  sum 
named  falls  far  short  of  the  ifross  amount. 
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'ft  mi^ht  have  been  expected  that  the  offices 
of  Clerk  of  the  Exeeutive  Council,  and  first 
Clerk  in  that  office  would  have  been  consoli- 
dated into  one  at  about  £300  a  year,  and  no 
fees,  on  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  SmulL  There 
are  very  few  duties  to  perform,  and  these  not 
generally  of  an  important  nature,  yet  Mr.  Bei- 
kie's  name  appears  in  the  Bluo  Book  for  l83i, 
as  Clerk  of  the  Council  at  about  £725  a  year,  to- 
gether with  a  ftr^t  and  second  Clerk  at  £250  and 
£200  a  year  respectively. 

The  Honorable  John  B,  Robinson's  services 
Cor  the  last  eight  years  have  been  repaid  with 
about  £18,000,  nearly  all  of  which  is  from  the 
Colonial  Revenue.  He  has  obtaijied  £400  a  year 
for  services  as  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil, over  and  above  his  other  salary  of  £166G  per 
annum  as  Chief  Justice.  The  situation  of  presi- 
ding member  of  the  Legislative  Council  and 
Chief  Criminal  Judge  of  Upper  Canada  never 
ought  to  have  been  united  in  the  same  person. 
The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  receives 
only  £200,  or  half  the  salary  claimed  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  Council  for  services  far  less  im- 
portant, arduous,  and  fatiguing. 

Mr.  Grant  Powell,  in  his  various  capacities, 
appears  to  receive  £835  a  year,  or  thereabout^g. 
The  extra  allowance  of  £200  over  and  above 
his  salary  of  £200,  as  Clerk  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  ought  not  to  be  continued  ;  and 
his  office  of  Judge  of  the  Home  District  Court 
should  not  be  held  along  with  an  office,  which 
requires  his  services  elsewhere  at  the  same  time 
as  Clerk. 

Mr.  Ruttan's  fees,  as  sheriff  of  the  Newcastle 
District,  amounted  to  £1040  in  1834,  &  to  £1180 
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in  1833;  f?nch  incomes  indicate  tJie  expediency 
of  some  Legislative  action  on  the  fees  of  Sheriffs. 

Mr.  Jones's  fees,  as  Clerk  of  the  District  Court 
for  the  same  District,  appear  to  have  equalled 
£473  in  1834  ;  very  large  sums  were  realized  in 
some  other  Districts.  In  an  office  like  this  where 
neither  talent  nor  legal  acquirement  is  requi- 
site, competent  and  respectable  men  would  glad- 
ly act  for  incomes  of  £100  or  £150,  and  justice 
be  rendered  at  less  cost  to  the  unfortunate. 

The  absurd  system  under  which  the  Collectors 
of  the  Customs  are  remunerated  has  already  ob- 
tained the  attention  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Samuel  Kidout  receives  £500  as  Regis- 
trar, and  £222  as  Agent  to  the  Land  Granting 
Department;  the  latter  office  is  a  sinecure  and 
ought  to  be  abolished.  Many  of  the  Registrars 
perform  their  duties  by  Deputy,  and  it  is  believed 
that  if  their  fees  were  reduced  nearly  one  half, 
enough  would  still  be  paid  for  any  services  they 
are  called  on  to  render,  while  the  expense  to 
the  public  in  conveying  real  estate  would  be 
greatly  curtailed. 

The  salary  and  allowances  of  the  Attorney 
and  Sohcitor  General,  at  £1200  and  £600  a 
year  respctively,  are  unreasonably  high.  The 
Speaker,  for  three  months  in  the  year,  is  required 
to  give  his  attendance  daily,  for  many  hours  a 
day,  and  his  income  is  but  £200.  The  official 
services  of  the  Crown  Lawyers  do  not  certainly 
require  more  talent,  nor  are  they  more  difficult 
or  arduous  than  his. 

The  Crown  Office  is  a  grievance  of  magni- 
tude.   The  incumbent  is  required  to  fulfil  dnties 
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which  any  gentleman  with  an  ordinary  educa- 
tion could  perform,  aided  by  a  few  clerks  at  a 
slender  annual  salary  ;  rumour  had  declared  his 
income  from  fees  alone  to  be  within  a  trifle  of 
£2,000 ;  his  own  statement  in  the  Blue  Book 
for  1834,  gives  £1257  of  fees  that  year,  and 
£111  in  salary,  in  all  £1368.  These  fees  are 
regulated  by  the  judges,  who  have  thus  the  pow- 
er to  remedy  the  evil. 

In  the  detailed  returns  Mr.  Jonas  Jones'  in- 
come as  Judge  of  the  District  Court  in  three 
Districts,  and  other  offices  is  shewn  to  be  £916. 
In  addition  to  the  varied  duties  of  these  situa- 
tions, Mr.  Jones  is  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  for  Improving  the  Saint  Law- 
rence. 

The  Adjutant  General  of  Militia  receives 
£449  as  salary  and  allowances,  (besides  his  half 
pay  as  an  ensign  of  the  regular  forces.)  He  is 
also  allowed  an  assistant  adjutant  general  to  do 
the  work  at  £200  a  year,  one  of  these  salaries 
X)ught  to  be  abolished. 

Peiasiosis. 

Within  the  last  eight  years  there  have  been 
paid  to  eleven  individuals,  in  the  form  of  Pen- 
sion, out  of  the  Province  Revenues,  but  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Legislature,  about 
£30,500 — of  this  vast  sum  of  money  nearly 
£4,000  hav€  been  paid  to  Colonel  Talbot ; — 
£4.000  to  the  late  John  McGill  ;  £3,856  to 
Bishop  McDonell ;  £5,998  to  the  late  Sir  Wm. 
Campbell ;  £3,333  to  the  late  D'Arcy  Boulton, 
Esq. ;  £5,555  to  the  late  Hon.D. W.Powell ;  also 
£1,776  to  the  Hon.  William  Allan,  to  be  by  him 
transmitted  to  Sir  D.  W.  Smith,  Bart.  NortLum 
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berland.  ITad  this  sum  of  £30,500  been  ap- 
plied under  a  fnigal  Government,  to  the  ini- 
proremcnt  of  the  KoadvS  and  Bridges,  it  would 
have  done  the  country  q  great  deal  of  good. 

The  civil  pensions  of  the  United  States  a- 
mounted  in  1 8 1 7  to  |1 ,460  ;  in  1 82 1  to  $  1 ,500  ; 
in  1825  to  S2,100,  and  in  1827  to  $2,000.— 
'I'his  is  the  effect  of  having  the  management  of 
their  own  money. 

I^ccle^iaNtical  E^^tabliii^liiiieiit* 

This  consists  of  four  classes — the  Method i  fs 
' — two  Conferences,  not  in  connexion  with  each 
other.  The  Church  of  England— the  Presby- 
terians, two  Synods,  not  in  connexion  with 
each  other  ;  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 
The  Church  of  England  has  been  upheld  by  the 
Crown  since  the  first  settlement  of  the  colony. 
The  Churches  of  Scotland  and  Rome  received 
but  a  miserable  pittance,  until  within  the  last 
six  or  seven  years.  The  Seceders  from  the 
Scottish  Establishment,  began  to  receive  a  boun- 
ty for  their  spiritual  services  some  three  or  four 
years  ago  ;  and  the  Methodist  conferences  had 
grar)ts  extended  to  them  for  the  first  time  in 
1832  or  183.3.  The  Independents,  Baptists, 
Congregationalists,  Quakers,  Lutherans,  Tunk- 
ards,  Menonists,  Primitive  Methodists  and 
other  sects  do  not  receive  any  part  of  the  pub- 
lic money,  and  several  of  the  Presbyterian  and 
Methodist  Ministers  refuse  to  accept  any  por^ 
tion  of  it. 

The  House  of  Assembly,  in  several  successive 
Parliaments,  has  expressed  its  entire  disappro- 
bation of  the  conduct  of  the  Government  Ui 
thus  attempting  to  uphold  particular  religious 
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sects  hy  money  grants  ;  and  in  (he  lOtli  and 
1  Itli  Farliaments,4]as  declared  that  it  recogniz- 
ed  no  particular  denomination  as  established 
in  Upper  Canada  with  exclusive  claims,  powers 
or  privileges.- 

The  ministers  of  these  Ecclesiastical  establish- 
ments derive  their  official  pensions  entirely  t'rom 
the  pubhc  revenue  raised  within  the  Province, 
and  receive  besides  an  income  from  their  con- 
gregations 5  England  |)ays  no  part. 

There  were  paid  oiit  of  the  Provincial  chest, 
without  any  vote  of  the  Legislature,  in  18.32, 
1833  and  1834,  to  the  four  Etablished  Churches 
£40,441,  of  which  £l5,28i  were  paid  in  1831.* 

Methodist*. 

The  "Canadian  Wesleyan  Methodist  Con- 
ference" received  £800  in  1833,  and  £389  in 
1831  ;  these  sums  were  to  be  applied  to  the 
building  of  Chapels,  &c. 

The  "  British  Wesleyan  Methodist  Conler- 
ence"  formerly  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
received  £1,000  in  183^,  and  £61 1  in  1834,  to 
be  applied  (as  is  stated  to  the  Lieutenant  Go- 
vernor by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Stinson,)     to  the 

erection  or  repairing  Cliapels  and  School- 
*^  houses,  and  ifi  defraying  the  general  expenses 

of  the  various  Missions  in  our  charge."* 

Your  Committee  w^erc  unable  to  obtain  an 
account  of  the  expenditure  af  these  monies  in 


*  £15,2^4  pai  l  to  tlie  Clergy  of  4  particular  denominations  in 
one  year,  is  rather  at  variance  with  a  portion  of  Vis(;o«mt  Goderich's 
despatch,  that  shewing  undue  preference  to  the  Church  of  Engl.ind 
vas  at  variance  with  ha  whole  course  of  policy,  more  espociallj  aa 
Jt' 9,602  of  that  sum  was  given  to  that  deuomijialion. 
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detail.  It  appears  indeed  that  no  siicli  account* 
had  been  transmitted  to  the  Government  Office 
in  either oi  these  years. 

This  appropriation  to  the  INTcthodists  as  an 
Ecclesiastical  Establishment,  is  very  sins^ular. 
In  the  year  1826  the  opinion  entertained  otthem 
by  the  Executive,  is  given  by  Dr.  Strachan, 
vrho  informed  the  Colonial  Minister  in  England 
that  the  Methodist  Ministers  acquired  their  edu- 
cation and  formed  their  prir^ciptes  in  the  United 
States  ;  and  they  felt  the  suspicion  attempted 
to  be  thrown  on  their  loyalty  so  strongly,  that 
they  appealed  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  which 
enquired  into  and  reported  on  tlic  matter  in  the 
year  1828. 

Upon  another  occasion  they  received  a  re- 
buke from  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Colborne, 
as  will  appear  from  the  document  in  the  appen- 
dix containing  liis  Excellency's  answer  to  the 
Address  of  the  Conference,  requesting  him 
to  transir;li  to  His  Majesty  their  Address  on  the 
subject  of  the  Clergy  Reserves.  Since,  how- 
ever, a  share  of  the  public  money  has  been 
extended  to,  and  received  by  them ;  there 
seems  to  have  been  established  a  mutual  good 
understanding. 

The  Church  of  Eng^laiid. 

To  the  Ministers  of  this  denomination,  as 
salary,  kc,  the  government  has  paid  out  of  the 
Province  chest,  within  the  last  three  years,  the 
sum  of  £27,321,  of  which  £9,602  were  paid  in 
1834.    For  details  we  refer  to  the  appendix. 

Within  the  last  eight  years  £3,559  have  been 
paid  to  Archdeacon  Stuart  of  Kingston,  for 
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hit  services  as  Archdeacon  and  Minister  of  the 
Church  of  England.  All  this  money  was  paid 
out  of  the  Province  revenues  without  a  grant  of 
the  Legislature. 

PresHjytcriaBi  €!ei%^5% 

This  christian  denomination  has  received 
£5,541  within  the  last  two  years  ;  part  of  which 
was  to  the  Synod  in  communion  with. the  Scotch 
Church,  and  the  lesser  share  to  the  other  Synod. 

The  detail  of  this  expenditure,  so  far  as  it 
has  been  obtained,  will  be  found  in  the  appen- 

Roman  Catholic  Clergy. 

Within  the  last  two  years  £  1,910  have  been 
paid  to  the  Catliolic  Bishop;  a  part'for  himself; 
a  part  for  his  clergy  ;  a  part  for  repairing  and 
building  Catholic  Chapels  and  Churches,  and  a 
part  for  Educational  purposes — the  payments 
iiavc  all  been  made  from  the  colonial  revenues. 

It  will  be  seen,  from  the  evidence  annexed  to 
this  Report,  that  some  exertions  have  been 
made  by  Your  Committee  to  obtain  the  accounts 
and  vouchers  of  the  payments  made  by  the 
Bishop  to  his  clergy  and  others,  and  for  build- 
ing churches.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  has 
also  directed  an  inquiry  to  be  made  as  to  the  de- 
tails of  this  part  of  the  Ecclesiastical  expendi- 
ture, but,  hitherto,  without  success, 

Celebes. 

Between  the  years  1789  and  1835—25,905 
acres  of  public  lands  were  set  apart  by  the 
Crown  as  Glebes  to  clergymen. 

Of  these  there  were  given  to  the  Church  of 
England  22,345  Acres.

Viscount  Goderich's  Despatch  shews  that 
this  grievance,  for  such  it  was,  has  been  in  part 
removed.  To  what  extent,  however,  the  docu- 
ments Nos.  7.  and  8.  of  the  Appendix  do  not 
very  clearly  shew. 

Ming's  Collcg^c  and  U.  Canada  Collegrc* 

The  former  institution  is  not  yet  in  operation, 
although  much  required  for  the  instruction  of 
the  youth  of  the  Province  in  those  branches  of 
education  not  usually  taught  in  Common  Schools. 

The  latter  is  upheld  at  great  public  expense, 
with  high  salaries  to  its  principal  Masters,  but 
the  Province  in  general  derives  very  little  ad- 
vantage Irom  it.    It  might  be  dispensed  with. 

Viscount  Goderich  had  His  Majesty's  com- 
mands to  express  the  Royal  desire,  that  the  opi- 
nion of  the  people  of  the  colony  might  be  con- 
sulted with  respect  to  the  constitution  of  King's 
College.    A  Bill  has  accordingly  been  sent  to 
the  Legislative  Council,  sanctioned  by  a  large 
majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  for  the  estab-  | 
lishment  of  that  seminary,  but  there  is  not  much  | 
reason  to  expect  that  the  Council  will  coincide  I 
in  opinion  with  the  representative  branch  of  the  j 
Legislature  on  this  important  question.  ' 

Sxpesidititre  oa^  ^EmigraUon. 

Accounts  of  an  expenditure  of  £31,728  18s 
lid  under  the  Crown  Land  Commissioner,  in| 
aid  of  the  Emigration  from  Europe,  were  refer- 
red to  your  Committee,  who,  being  unable  to  ex- 
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amine  into  all  the  details,  sent  for  the  Vouchers 
for  the  late  Mr.  Mount's  expenditure  of  about 
£7,500  of  the  money  in  Adelaide,  Warwick, 
and  Carradoc.  Their  statements,  No.  50  and 
No.  57  of  the  Appendix,  will  show  the  opinion 
they  entertain  of  this  mode  of  expending  the 
provincial  revenue. 

Audit  or  the  Pial^Iic  Aeeouiits. 

The  present  system  is  altogether  inefficient 
for  ensuring  the  application  of  the  revenue  to 
the  purposes  for  which  it  is  intended  to  be  a[)- 
plied.  The  House  of  Assembly,  acting  by  one 
or  more  of  its  committees  in  a  session,  cannot 
examine  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  se- 
veral public  accountants,  owing  to  the  very  com- 
plex, obscure  and  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which 
they  are  furnished ;  and  as  for  the  Executive 
Council,  the  law  recognizes  tliem  not  as  audit- 
ors of  the  revenue,  nor  do  they  merit  the  public 
confidence  as  a  board  of  audit. 

Of  the  grant  for  the  roads  in  1833,  paid 
about  a  year  ago,  nearly  £12,000  entrusted  to 
Commissioners  remain  yet  unaccounted  for. 

The  grants  to  Canals,  many  thousand  pounds 
in  amount,  are  in  general  very  imperfectly  ac- 
counted for. 

The  payments  of  Casual  and  Territorial  Re- 
venue, fines,  forfeitures  and  seizures,  are  also 
very  imperfectly  accounted  for,  either  to  the 
country,  or  to  the  Crov/n  or  its  ministers. 

The  remedy  would  be  a  Board  of  Audit,  the 
proceedings  of  which  to  be  regulated  by  a  well 
considered  statute  under  a  responsible  govern- 
ment; such  a  Board  might  save  the  country 
many  thousands  eacli  year,  but  it  is  diflicult  to 
believe  that  any  efficient  meajis  of  auditing  the 
whole  previiicial  revcnuj  can  bo  provided  by 


Legislative  enactment,  while  the  LegislaUver 
Council  is  constituted  as  at  present. 

*Iletigriis  ol*  Accounts, 

Many  items  of  information  required  by  the 
House  and  its  Committees  from  the  Government 
with  respect  to  the  puhlic  accounts,  the  receipt 
and  expenditure  of  public  monies,  college  and 
other  funds,  monies  placed  in  the  hands  of  indi- 
viduals for  the  payment  of  clergymen  or  the 
building  of  churches  and  chapels,  kc,  have  as  yet 
been  withheld,  and  the  receipts  and  expenditure 
of  the  post-office  department  have  been  very 
unnecessarily  delayed.  In  most  cases  the  par- 
ties whose  duty  it  was  to  compile  these  returns 
have  had  ample  time  to  do  so.  In  many  other 
cases  the  statements  required  have  been  furnish- 
ed to  the  house.  The  remedy  for  aeglecting  to 
supply  returns  in  most  cases,  w^onld  be  by  a  sta- 
tute providing  the  time  and  manner  of  making 
them,  and  naming  the  officers  who  should  ren- 
der them  to  the  Legir^lature;  but  it  is  well 
known  that  such  an  enactment  would  fail  in  the 
Council,  which  has  an  interest  in  preventing  the 
enforcement  of  practical  accountability  to  the 
people. 

Little  respect  is  paid,  even  in  subordinate 
matters,  to  the  wishes  of  the  House  of  Assem- 
bly. In  the  year  1828,  the  late  Francis  Collins 
was  convicted  of  an  alleged  libel  for  imputing 
to  the  present  Chief  Justice  Robinson,  then  At- 
torney General,  native  malignancy.  This  lan- 
guage w^as  induced  by  the  irritation  Mr.  Colling 
felt  at  the  wrongful  denial,  by  Mr.  Robinson,  of 
his  right  to  traverse  to  the  next  assizes.  He 

*  See  recommendations  in  the  Report  of  Sir  Henry  Parnell,  8ir 
James  Kempt,  ?vlr.  Ellice,  and  others  Ccmmissioners  to  report  on 
the  public  revenue — in  the  Appendix. 
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tvrti^,  tio^vevcr,  sentenced  to  a  fine  of  £50,  to  be 
imprisoned  in  the  common  jail  for  twelve  months, 
and  to  find  securities  to  keep  the  peace  for  three 
years,  and  to  remain  in  prison  till  he  did  so. 

The  whole  proceedings  of  the  first  session  of 
tlie  tenth  Parliament  on  that  subject  are  full  of 
interest,  and  exhibit  a  faint  and  imperfect  spe- 
cimen of  the  spirit  v;ith  which  the  government 
was  carried  on,  and  the  criminal  justice  of  the 
country  administered.  It  ended  in  a  simple  re- 
quest from  the  Assembly,  that  the  residue  of  the 
punishment  might  be  remitted,  Collins  having 
already  been  immured  in  the  prison  for  several 
months.  This  reasonable  request  was  flatly  re- 
fused by  Sir  John  Colborne.  It  is,  however, 
humihating  to  notice,  that  a  similar  request  was 
readily  granted  to  a  few  favored  individuals  for 
the  release  of  the  Farmersville  rioters,  who  had 
in  the  most  shameful,  premeditated  and  unpro- 
voked manner,  assaulted  and  beaten  the  chair- 
man of  a  public  meeting,  held  simply  for  the 
purpose  of  returning  thanks  to  Lord  Goderich 
for  his  Despatch. 

Under  the  same  disregard  of  the  views  of  the 
House  of  Assembly,  measures  Avere  adopted  by 
Ilis  Excellency  for  the  second  Leeds  Election, 
quite  at  variance  with  their  known  wishes. 
The  Returning  Officer,  in  his  evidence  under 
oath,  before  the  Grenvillo  Committee,  declared 
Beverley,  where  the  first  election  was  held,  to  be 
an  unsuitable  place.  It  had  already  been  the 
scene  of  disgraceful  riots,  destructive  of  the 
freedom  of  election,  was  in  the  vicini- 
ty of  those  violent  parti zans  of  Messrs. 
Gowan  and  Attorney  General,  who  were  the 
authors  of  the  former  riots,  and  remote  from  the 
district  town  where  any  rioters  could  be  confined. 
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The  Returning  Ofiicer  nho  stat(3cl,  that  the 
time  of  six  days,  limited  by  the  existing  law  for 
the  election,  was  insufficient  for  polling  all  the 
votes  in  the  county ;  and  that  without  an  exten- 
sion of  time  the  next  return  might  depend  on 
which  could  get  their  votes  first  polled.  The 
Returning  Ofiicer  was  also  judged  and  reported 
by  the  Committee,  acting  as  they  were  under  the 
sanctity  of  an  oatli,  deficient  in  firmness,  and  the 
defence  was  declared  frivolous  and  vexatious. 
Yet  the  same  Returning  Officer,  and  the  same 
place  were  selected  by  Sir  John  Colbornefor  the 
new  election,  which  was  ordered  to  take  place 
Vvnthin  so  short  a  time  that  it  was  scarcely  pos- 
sible to  give  the  notice  required  by  law  in  the 
different  townships  so  as  to  apprize  the  free- 
holders. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not  surprizing 
that  renewed  riots  occurred  at  the  second  elec- 
tion, which  has  by  another  Grcnville  Committee 
been  set  aside. 

The  despatch  of  8th  Nor.  1832. 

The  Despatch  from  Lord  Viscount  Goderich 
to  Sir  John  Colborne,  dated  November  8th,  1 832, 
and  specially  referred  to  your  Committee,  is  an 
answer  to  the  representations  of  about  24,500  of 
His  Majesty's  subjects  of  this  Province,  trans- 
mitted to  England  by  Mr.  Mackenzie,  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Committee  and  the  agent  deputed  by 
the  Petitioners  to  urge  their  claims  on  the  con- 
sideration of  Government.*  There  is  an  error 
in  the  Despatch,  which  states  the  number  of 
Petitioners  by  Mr.  Mackenzie  at  8  or  10,000,

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below  the  true  number,  a  subsequent  letter  to 
Mr.  M.  from  the  Colonial  Office,  appended  to 
this  report,  corrects  tha.t  mistake. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  also  went  to  England  as  the 
Agent  of  abont  10,000  Petitioners  of  the  several 
religions  denominations,  whose  claims  Mr. 
George  Rjerson  was  sent  home  to  advocate  in 
1830. 

The  documents  referred  to  your  Committee 
are  very  voluminous,  instead,  therefore,  of  re- 
porting them,  some  extracts  have  been  made 
to  which  the  Despatch  has  reference  ;  these 
selections  and  other  correspondence  with  the 
Colonial  Office  are  appended  to  this  report. 

The  Despatch  itself  recommends  many  very 
valuable  measures  that  His  Majesty  had  been 
graciously  pleased  to  suggest  to  the  Government 
of  this  Province,  and  which  are  eminently  cal- 
culated, if  acted  upon,  to  render  the  people 
raore  happy  and  contented,  viz  : — 

1.  The  passing  of  a  Bill  for  the  amendment 
of  the  Election  laws. 

2.  The  alteration  of  the  Charter  of  King's 
College,  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  agree  with 
the  wishes  of  the  people — [acted  on  this  year 
by  the  Assembly.] 

3.  The  placing  the  Town  Members  of  the 
Assembly  on  the  same  footing  in  respect  to 
wages  as  the  County  Members — [acted  on  this 
year.] 

4.  Allowing  all  the  members  of  religious  de- 
nominations, who  cannot  conscientiously  take 
an  oath,  the  privilege  of  the  elective  franchise 
— [acted  on.] 

5.  The  interdiction  of  the  disposal  of  Crown 
Lands  to  favourites,  and  rendering  them  the 
subject  of  competition — [partly  acted  on.] 
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6.  The  repeal  of  the  law  which  excludes 
British  subjects  from  voting  at  elections  and 
being  elected,  until  the  expiration  of  seven  years 
after  their  return  from  their  residence  in  a  fo- 
reign country — [acted  on  by  the  Legislature.] 

7/  The  non-interference  of  all  persons  hold- 
ing official  situations  in  the  Province  at  elec- 
tions. 

8.  The  strong  recommendation  of  His  Ma- 
jesty for  a  universal  diffusion  of  Education,  es- 
pecially among  the  poorest  and  most  destitute — 
[acted  on  by  the  House  of  Assembly  this  year.] 

9.  The  desire  expressed,  that  the  most  am- 
ple and  particular  information  should  be  given 
to  the  House  of  Assembly  of  the  avails  and 
diposition  of  the  Casual  and  Territorial  revenue. 

10.  The  disposition  expressed  by  His  Majes- 
ty that  the  Ministers  of  religion  should  resign 
tlieir  seats  in  the  Councils,  and  that  no  undue 
preferences  should  be  given  to  the  preachers  of 
the  Church  of  England — [to  this  recommenda- 
tion, the  Address  of  the  Council  hereto  append- 
ed, was  the  answer.] 

11.  The  reducing  the  costs  of  Elections. 

12.  The  passing  of  a  Bill  for  the  independ- 
ence of  the  Judges — and 

13.  The  passing  of  a  Bill  hmiting  the  num- 
ber of  persons  holding  offices  to  seats  in  the 
House  of  Assembly. 

Mr.  Mackenzie,  in  his  efforts  made  in  Eng- 
land for  the  attainment  of  a  redress  of  grievan- 
ces, was  generously  assisted  by  Mr.  Hume, 
(who  has  always  taken  an  active  part  on  behalf 
of  the  people  of  Canada),  and  by  Messrs.  War- 
burton,  Ellice,  O'Connell,  Grote  and  Roebuck, 
Mr.  Viger,  Lord  Howick  and  other  Gentlemen 
of  liberal  principles. 
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Among  other  subjects  of  complaint  embraced 
in  the  Petitions  referred  to  )^our  Committee, 
were  the  neglect  of  general  Education- — the 
delays,  costs  and  partialities  exhibited  in  the 
administration  of  Justice — defective  Jury  laws- — 
inconvenient  polling  places  at  county  Elections 
•^an  imperfect  state  of  the  representation  in  the 
House  of  Assembly — the  Primogeniture  laws — 
tiiG  Crowii  and  Cl(3rgy  Reservesj  and  the  large 
Provincial  debt. 

Upon  these  and  other  matters  of  Grievance, 
your  Committee  have  taken  the  evidence  of  in- 
dividuals ofvario'.is  religious  and  political  creeds 
which  they  herewith  submit  to  the  consideration 
o^  the  House. 

Tiac  tiCgssia^ivc  Cditsacil. 

This  body  forms  a  part  of  the  patronage  of 
the  British  Government;  they  are  the  no- 
minees of  the  Minister  .of  the  colonies, 
who  can  add  to  their  numbers  at  his  discretion. 
In  continually  rejcctirg  the  many  valuable  mea- 
sures earnestly  prayed  for  by  the  people,  they 
may  be  fairly  presumed  to  act  in  obedience  to 
the  power  from  whence  tlicir  appointments  wer© 
derived.  Your  committee  examined  some  of 
the  members  of  the  council  liolding  offices  of 
emolument  under  the  government,  and  from 
their  answers  it  will  readily  be  seen  whether  they 
are  or  are  not  under  the  influence  of  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governors  for  the  time  being. 

Capital  may  be  brought  into  any  country,  but 
under  an  arbitrary,  imprudent,  and  irresponsible 
government  it  will  be  impossible  to  retain  a  large 
share  of  it.  Notwithstanding  the  encourage- 
ment given  to  emigration,  as  stated  in  Mr.  Ro- 
binson's accounts  ;  it  appears  by  No  5  of  the 
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Appendix,  that  the  population  of  the  colony  has 
not  increased  much  beyond  the  natural  rate  in 
an  agricultural  settlement  of  great  extent,  fer- 
tile soil,  and  spare  population.  The  emigra- 
tion at  Quebec  in  these  four  years,  as  also  at 
New  York,  has  been  very  extensive.  The  more 
wealthy  class  of  emigrants  pass  through  Canada 
to  the  United  States. 

Justices  of  the  Peace. 

These  officers  arc  appointed  by  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  alone,  during  his  pleasure.  Their 
powers  severally  and  collectively  are  very  exten- 
sive. By  a  reference  to  the  returns  appended  to 
this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  they  consist 
chiefly  of  persons  of  a  particular  bias  in  politics, 
and  are  a  means  of  extending  the  power  and 
influence  of  the  colonial  system. 

Several  witnesses  were  examined  as  to  the 
mode  of  appointing  Justices  of  the  Peace,  the 
character  of  the  Magistracy,  &:c.  Their  evi- 
dence and  returns  of  the  present  magistrates  of 
tlie  colony  are  submitted  herewith. 

A  Respon§il>le  Ctoiernmeiit. 

The  Governors  of  colonies,  like  other  men, 
are  individually  liable  to  all  the  infirmities  of 
human  nature,  and  in  their  political  capacity, 
when  left  to  act  without  restraint,  they,  no  doubt, 
sacrifice  occasionally  the  interests  and  happiness 
of  the  people,  to  the  gratification  of  their  own 
passions  and  caprices.  One  great  excellence 
of  the  English  constitution  consists  in  the  limits 
it  imposes  on  the  wiU  of  a  King,  by  requiring 
responsible  men  to  give  eflfect  to  it.  In  Upper 
Canada  no  such  responsibility  can  exist.  The  ' 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  the  British  Ministry  ' 
hold  in  their  hands  the  whole  patronage  of  the 
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Province  ;  they  hold  the  sole  dominion  of  the 
country,  and  leave  the  representative  branch  of 
the  Legislature  powerless  and  dependent. 

Mr.  Elmsley,  a  member  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  (the  son  of  a  late  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Provinoie,)  and  formerly  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  retired  from  that  body  lately,  and 
advertised  in  the  newspapers  that  he  could  not 
retain  his  seat  and  act  independently  at  the 
board.  The  Archdeacon  of  York,  Mr.  Mark- 
land,  and  Mr.  P.  Robinson,  three  of  the  present 
members  of  the  Executive  Council,  have  given  a 
different  testimony  before  Your  Committee. 
Mr.  Stanley,  in  his  letter  already  adverted  to,  ex- 
presses his  opinion  of  the  Executive  Council 
with  great  candour  and  frankness,  as  follows : 

"  I  do,  however,  think  tliat  something  might  be  done  with 
"  great  advantage,  to  give  a  really  responsible  character  to 
*'  the  Executive  Council,  which  at  present  is  a  perfectly 
"  anomalous  body,  hardly  recognized  by  the  Constitution, 
*'  and  elTeciive  chiefly  as  a  source  of  patronage." 

In  the  Royal  Instructions  to  Governor  Sir 
Thomas  Cochrane,  dated  the  27th  of  July,  1832, 
signed  by  Viscount  Goderich,  and  printed  by 
order  of  the  House  of  Commons,  your  commit- 
tee find  the  following  passage  : 

"  In  accordance  with  the  uniform  course  of  precedents, 
*'  your  Commission  constitutes  a  Council  which  will  partici- 
*'  pate  with  the  Assembly  in  the  enactment  of  kiws.    It  is 

not,  however,  to  be  denied  that  this  part  of  the  established 
*'  system  of  Colonial  Legislation  has  been  practically  found 

to  be  attended  with  some  serious  difficulties.  The  members 
"  of  Council,  deriving  their  authority  from  the  Royal  Com- 
"  mission,  have  not  seldom  been  regarded  with  suspicion  and 
"  distrust  by  the  great  body  of  the  people.  Their  elevation 
*'  in  rank  and  authority  has  but  too  often  failed  to  induce  a 
"  corresponding  degree  of  public  respect.    Even  the  most 

judicious  exercise  of  their  powers  has  occasionally  worn 
"  the  resembla.nce  of  harshness  when  opposed  to  the  uneni- 
"  mous  or  the  predominant  opinions  of  those  to  whom  the 
"  Colonists  looked  with  confidence  us  their  repKesentativen. 
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Tiic  Councils,  it  nuist  be  confc^std,  Imyc  not  uniformly  ex- 
"  erted  thciiisclvcs  to  repel,  or  to  abate,  tbis  prejudice.  Tbo 
*'  acrimony  engendered  by  sucb  disputes  bas  sometimes  given 
occasion  to  an  eager  assertion  of  extreme  rigbts  on  tbe 
part  of  tbe  Council,  and  to  a  no  less  determmed  deniul  of 
tbeir  necessary  and  constitutional  privileges  on  tbe  part  of 
tbe  Assembly-    Tbe  Councils  bave  also  been  employed  as 
instruments  for  rjjlieving  Governors  from  tbe  responsibility 
tbey  ougbt  to  bave  borne  for  ibo  rejection  of  measures 
*'  wbicli  bavo  been  proi)osed  by  tbe  otber  brancb  of  tbe  Le-- 
gislature,  and  bave  not  seldom  involved  tbem  in  disscnsionss 
wbich  it  would  baye  bt.en  more  judicious  to  decline.  Tbe 
cflbct  of  tbe  instituiion  tberefore,  is  too  often  to  induce  a 
**  collision  between  tbe  dillerent  brandies  of  tbe  Legislature, 
*'  to  exenij)t  tbe  Governor  fronj  a  d\ni  sense  of  resj)onsibilit3-, 
^*  and  to  deprive  tbe  representative  body  of  some  of  its  most 
"  useful  members.    Yet  tbe  compensation  wbicb  migbt  atone 
"  for  ibesc  evils  is  not  obtained,  and  tbe  Council  does  not  as- 
sume  in  tbe  colony  a  i)ositiun  or  an  inilueace  analagous  iq 
"  tbat  of  tbe  House  of  Peers,  because  entirely  desliiute  of 
*'  tbat  bold  on  public  opinion  wbicb  tbe  property  and  indepen-? 
^'  dence  of  its  members,  as  well  as  tbe  antiquity  of  tlie  insli- 
^*  tution  itself,  confers  upon  tbo  Peerage  of  tbis  country." 

In  Upper  Canada,  where  society  doubles  its 
immbers  every  twelve  years,  (v/hile  in  Loiver 
Canada  it  does  so  every  twenty  yeare)  where 
now  towns  and  counties  start  every  year  into  cxr 
istence,  acting  more  on  government  than  actecl 
upon  by  its  directions,  obhging  it  to  abandon 
schemes  of  improyement  bpgun  in  one  direction 
because  population  has  by  chanco  suddenly  ac-« 
cumulated  in  another-r^requiring  new  laws  and 
tribunals  every  Legislative  Sessioji — coming 
from  several  counties  and  bringing  hither  their 
peculiar  aQections,  feelings,  and  prejudices — ia 
such  a  country  the  government  ought  to  follow 
incessantly  the  clianges  that  work  on  public  opi- 
nion— it  should  be  cheap — because  population 
and  capital  spreading  constantly  in  the  wilder- 
ness, there  is  ro  great  accumulation  of  capital  in 
a  few  hands,  though  there  is  a  rapid  one  in  the 
country ;  the  people  aro  above  want  but  cannot 
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indul<Te  in  luxury  and  ostentation — tlicir  display 
will  tiiercfore  ever  make  Iiigldy  salaried  oflicers 
disliked  by  the  community  at  large. 

In  Upper  Canada  the  efforts  of  the  Legisla- 
ture have  been  directed  towards  improving  the 
Executive  Council.  Yet  it  appears  on  enquiry 
that  that  body  affects  to  have  done  neither  good 
nor  harm^ — some  of  its  individual  members  may, 
(as  is  asserted  by  Bishop  IMacdoncU  t)  have  ac- 
quired influence  near  the  Lieutenant  Governors 
and  misled  them,  but  the  body  has  lew  if  any 
definite  attributes,  other  than  in  the  Land  Grant- 
ing Department,  and  tliere  nothing  but  ministe- 
rial acts  to  perform.  It  is  shewn  in  evidence,  by 
Colonel  Rowan  and  others,  that  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  may  or  may  not  shew  the  Executive 
Council  his  despatches,  and  may  or  may  not  ask 
their  advice,  and  may  or  may  not  tbllow  that  ad- 
vice after  having  asked  it,  except  there  be  an 
instruction  from  Europe  to  the  contrary.  They 
arc  occasionally  called  on  to  report  on  special 
matters  tor  tlie  information  of  the  government 
at  home,  which  is  often  seriously  and  intention- 
ally miiled  by  them. 

In  the  appointment  to  oHices,  and  con- 
cerning the  accepting  or  rejecting  Legislative 
Bills,  it  does  not  appear  that  they  have  ever 
been  consulted.  1  heir  power  in  the  Land 
Granting  Department  has  been  done  away  in 
this  Province  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Peter 
Robinson,  and  in  Lower  Canada  by  that  of  Mr. 
Felton,  with  whom  the  respective  Governors 
(alone)  are  supposed  to  consult  and  dQterminc 
on  all  applications  for  land.  The  Canada  Land 
Company  monopoly  too,  necessarily,  renders  ap-

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plications  for  grants  to  the  government  less 
frequent.  It  appears  to  Your  Committee  that 
the  Executive  Council  is  a  nondescript  with 
which  it  is  folly  further  to  contend. 

There  have  been  three  classes  of  persons  ex- 
amined before  Your  Committee — the  first,  of 
whom  the  Venerable  Dr.  Strachan  is  one,  arc 
of  opinion  that  the  Government  is  well  enough 
as  it  is,  and  that  as  to  responsibility  it  is  as  re- 
sponsible as  other  Governments. 

The  second  class  desire  a  responsible  Min- 
istry, some  heads  of  departments  well  paid,  to 
direct  the  government,  to  prepare  bills  and  most 
of  the  business  of  ti)e  session,  and  to  hold  of- 
fice or  lose  it  according  as  they  may  happen  to 
be  in  the  minority  or  majority  in  the  House  of 
Assembly.  This  system  was  never  attempted 
in  any  of  the  old  colonies,  but  Your  Committee 
have  asked  many  questions  with  a  view  of  as- 
certaining what  is  the  public  opinion  ooncerning 
its  practicability  here  ;  and  it  appears  that  Mr. 
Mackenzie,  in  his  letters  to  Lord  Goderich,  ex- 
pressed a  belief  that  with  some  modifications  it 
might  be  productive  of  a  greater  share  of  good 
government  and  public  prosperity  than  is  at 
present  enjoyed  by  the  people. 

A  third  class  contend  for  elective  institutions,* 
and  affirm  that  while  Governors  come  from 
without,  and  Judges  are  commissioned  from 
without,  favoritism  towards  their  connexions 
will  prevail  to  an  extent  that  would  destroy  the 
influence  of  any  set  of"  Ministers,"  constituted 
upon  the  principle  desired  by  the  second  class  ; 
that  the  influence  of  Downing  Street  will  conti- 

*  "  I  really  do  believe  (observes  Mr.  Labouchcre)  that  where  so- 
"  ciety  is  constituted  as  in  Canada,  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  tlie 
"  govornment  to  appoint  the  Legislative  Council  is  the  merest  dclw- 
*'  !^ion.    I  have  ever  been  of  oi)^nion  thattlie  only  way  by  which 

you  oan  give  to  that  body  tho  weight  and  responsibility  whicli  iUvy 
"  ouglit  to  possess  is  by  introdacing  tho  principlo  of  Eioction." 
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nuc  to  prevail  as  hitherto;  and  that  the  favourites 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  will,  as  at  present,  be 
placed  in  important  offices  to  the  exclusion  of 
better  qualified  men. 

The  facts  connected  with  the  cases  of  Mr. 
Jameson,  Mr.  Boulton,  and  Mr.  Hagerman ;  the 
dismissal  of  the  Crown  Lawyers  by  one  Colo- 
nial Minister,  and  the  unexplained  re-appoint- 
ment of  one  of  them  to  his  former  office,  and  of 
the  other  to  the  highest  judicial  situation  in 
Nev/foundland,  a  short  time  after,  by  another  ; 
the  assertion  by  Colonel  Rowan,  to  Mr.  Boulton,* 
on  the  authority  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
that  the  cause  of  his  and  his  colleague's  sum- 
mary dismissal,  was  the  part  they  had  taken  in 
the  House  of  Assembly  to  promote  the  repeat- 
ed expulsions  of  Mr.  Mackenzie,  after  they  were 
(it  Vv'as  presumed)  made  acquainted  with  the 
opinion  of  the  Home  Government  on  that  course 
of  proceeding;  and  the  prompt  and  ready  refu- 
sal of  His  Excellency  to  inform  the  House,  in 
answer  to  its  Address,  of  the  reasons  which  had 
induced  the  Colonial  Department  to  pursue  the 
course  it  did  in  these  matters,  (although  even 
Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  has  admitted  in  his  des- 
patches to  Mr.  Stanley  on  the  Falls  Outrage, 
that  it  had  become  the  usage  in  the  colonies, 
unreservedly  to  submit  such  correspondence  to 
the  Colonial  AssembHes,) — these  circumstances 
clearly  prove  that  there  is  no  responsibility  to 
public  opinion  in  Upper  Canada,  and  it  may  be 
inferred  from  His  Excellency's  reply  that  he  has 
instructions  from  England  to  withhold  from  the 
Legislature  the  official  correspondence  of  the 
Colonial  Department  concerning  their  aflfairs. 

The  cause  of  the  removal  of  the  Crown  Offi- 
cers can  only  be  learnt  by  Your  Committee

cxprcsslj  sajs  it  Was  done  hccanse  they  op- 
posed the  avowed  policy  of  His  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment; the  truth  of  vvliicli  cliarge  is  abundantly 
notorious;  nor  doOs  His  Lordship  seem  at  all  to 
notice  the  personal  indignity  tliey  had  offered  to 
hlinselfeven  as  a  Minister  o(  the  crown.  It  is 
difficult  to  imao'ine  on  what  ground  His  Exeel- 
Icncy  Sir  John  Colbornc  qualirted  the  lanjjuage 
of  the  Colonial  Minister,  and  limited  it  to  the 
case  of  Mr.  Mackenzie's  e^^pillsion,  utiless  it 
was  to  furnish  tiie  excuse  which  Mr.  Boulton  is 
known  to  have  oflered,  that  the  views  oflli^ 
Majesty's  Government  iiad  never  been  com- 
municated to  liim  as  they  had  been  to  Mf. 
Solicitor  General.f  But  although  IJis  Excellent 
cy  has  given  this  limited  view  without  any  knowrt 
authority,  yet  we  have  heard  Mr.  Solicitor  Ge- 
neral publicly  declare  that  his  removal  had  not 
the  re  r.otest  connexion  with  Mr.  Mackenzie's 
expulsions  and  pretended  disqualification  by  the 
late  Provincial  Parliament.  The  declaration 
tliercfore  of  His  Excellency  on  the  one  hand, 
and  of  Mr.  Solicitor  General  Ilagerman  on  the 
other,  are  in  direct  contradiction ;  and  His  Majes- 
ty's government  at  Home  can  alone  tell  where  the 
truth  lies.  It  appears  probable  they  were  dis- 
missed for  opposing  the  views  of  His  Majesty's 
Government,  not  only  in  the  expulsions  of  Mr 
Mackenzie  but  also  fiom  their  treatment  of 
Lord  Goderich  and  of  His  Despatch,  embrac- 
ing a  variety  of  matters  ©f  general  interest  and 
policy,  and  that  they  have  since  been  restored 
upon  irreconcilable  representations  and  excuses 
the  nature  of  which  this  system  of  concealment 
prevents  our  ascertaining.

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Tlie  unexplained  reappointment  to  offiee  of 
the  Crown  Officers,  Mes.^rs.  BouUon  and  Hager- 
man,  men  whose  conduct  and  character  were 
always  particularly  obnoxious  to  the  people, 
created  great  dissatislaction  and  distrust  in  the 
colony. 

If  reference  be  had  to  the  British  Constitu- 
tion, as  settled  during  the  reign  of  King  Wil- 
liam the  Third,  it  will  he  found  that  there  are 
securities  provided  in  it  against  Kinglj  or  ra- 
ther aristocratic  encroachments.    On  that  oc- 
casion the  system  of  Government  in  England 
Mas  remodeled,  and  the    Annual  Assembly* 
bf  Parliament  was  rendered  necessary  in  the 
first  place  by  the  strict  appropriation  of  the 
*'  revenue  according  to  votes  of  supply.    It  was 
secured  next  by  passing  the  Mutiny  bill,  un- 
der  which  the  Army  is  held  together,  and  sub- 
^'  jected  to  IMilitary  disi  ipline  for  a  short  term, 
*^  seldom  or  never  exceding  12  months.  These 
are  ihe  tw^o  effectual  securities  against  milita- 
ry  po\yer;  that  no  money  can  be  issued  to  the 
troops  without  a  previous  authorization  by  the 
*^  Commons  in  a  committee  of  supply,  and  by 
"  l>oth  Houses  in  an  act  o(  appropriation,*  and 
that  no  officer  or  soldier  can  be  punished  for 
"  disobedience,  nor  arsy    court  martial  held, 
without  the  annual  re-enactment  of  the  Mutiriy 
bill;  thus  it  is  stric  tly  true  that  if  the  King  were 
•*  r^ot  to  summon  Parliament  every  year  his 
army  would  cease  to  have  a  legal  existence, 
nnd  the  refusal  of  either  house  to  coiicur  in 
iliO  Iviiiiiny  bill  would    at  once    wrest  the 
^-won]  out  of  his  grasp.    By  the  bill  of  rights,  k 
is  declared  unlaw fjil  to  keep  any  for<ies  in

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time  of  peace  without  consent  of  Parlrarrrent. 

This  consentj  by  an  invariable  and  wholesome 
«*  usage,  is  given  only  from  year  to  year;  and 

its  necessity  may  be  considered  perbaps  the 
*♦  most  povvert'ifl  of  those  causes  which  have 
"  transferred  so  much  even  of  the  Executive 
"  power  into  the  management  of  the  two  Houses 
**  of  Parliament." 

No  such  system  of  checks  and  balances  to 
protect  from  Executive  usurpation  of  popular 
rights  can  be  found  in  Upper  Canada, 

The  class  of  persons  who  are  in  favor  of  elec- 
tive institutions  contend,  that  they  Avere  found 
to  work  well  in  the  old  North  American  colo- 
nies while  in  a  colonial  state  that  the  people  of 
Upper  Canada  are  entitled  to  the  enjoyment  of 
institutions  equally  free  with  those  enjoyed  by 
the  old  colonists  during  the  time  they  were  colo- 
nial, and  under  British  protection — that  few  po- 
liticians are  now  found  contending  that  these 
continental  colonies,  capable  of  containing  a 
large  population,  will  for  a  long  series  of  years 
be  required  to  submit  to  the  inconveniencies  re- 
sulting from  perpetual  interference  by  the  Home 
Government  in  their  internal  concerns.  That 
in  the  House  of  Assembly  many  useful  bills  are 
proposed  and  carried  for  many  successive  ses- 
sions which  are  continually  thrown  out  in  the  Le- 
gislative Council;  of  which  the  return  moved | 
for  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr,  Humej 
and  appended  hereto  gives  particulars  up  to  the 
year  1832 — that  it  is  the  wisdom  of  the  aristo-' 
cracy  to  try  to  make  the  people  fearful  of  them- 
selves, by  raising  idle  cries  about  loyalty,  repub- 
licanism, jacobinism,  and  revolution — that  birth, 
office,  or  peculiar  privileges  ought  not  to  give  to 
a  few  superiority  over  the  many — that  the  legis- 
lativt^  council  neglect  and  despise  the  wishes 
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of  the  country  on  many  important  matters  whick 
a  council  elected  by  the  freeholders  wo«ld  not; 
— tliat  the  people,  if  united  in  claiming  their  pri- 
vileges to  constitute  the  second  branch  of  the 
legislature,  would  obtain  it,  and  that  it  is  weak- 
ness and  wavering  among  cheir  representatives 
which  alone  can  make  them  timid,  as  to  claiming 
the  enlargement  of  their  Hberties — that  the  pre- 
judices of  early  education,  borrowed  from  books 
Written  by  or  under  the  s,uthority  of  pensioners 
and  salaried  lawyers  who  have  with  one  voice 
endeavoured  to  lull  the  people  into  the  very  er- 
roneous belief  that  the  union  of  church  and  state 
And  the  wisdom  of  former  ages  in  devising  great 
privileges  for  the  peerage  are  the  causes  of  the 
greatness  of  England,  while  in  truth  it  is  owing 
to  what  she  has  saved  of  popular  institutions — 
that  elective  institutions  are  the  only  safeguard-s 
to  prevent  the  Canadas  from  forming  disadvan- 
tageous comparisons  between  the  condition  of 
the  colonists  and  the  adjoining  country — and  that 
die  crown  of  England,  by  its  ministers,  exercised 
no  patronage  in  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  ; 
none  in  the  other  New  England  States,  save  the 
appointment  of  a  Governor  ;  none  in  the  proprie- 
tary governments;  and  that  hence  there  is  no 
disloyalty  in  freely  and  calmly  discussing  which 
of  these  modes  of  government  that  have  been 
granted  to  British  subjects  and  countries  will 
best  suit  Canada. 

When  Sir  John  Colborne  assumed  the  gov- 
ernment of  this  province,  in  his  reply  to  the  ad- 
dress of  the  legislative  council  in  answer  to  his 
speech  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  he  express- 
ed to  them  his  opinion  of  the  deficiency  of  in- 
dependence in  that  loyal  body-  His  Excellen- 
cy's communications  with  the  Colonial  Depart- 
ment  convey  the  game  sentiment. 
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The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  flcspa^cli 
ii'om  Uia  Excellency  8ir  Joliii  Colborne  to  Se- 
r.retary  Sir  George  Murray,  dated  York,  Upper 
(Jauada,  iGth  February,  1829. 

"  With  rospect  to  tlio  ironstirmion  of  tlic  c?rocutivp  and 
*'  legislative  councils,  on  which  subjeci  you  require  inturnm- 
tion,    it  is  evident,  that  whatever  [)erson3  may  be  appointed 
members  of  the  executive  council,  there  will  be  a  con^ider- 
able  degree  of  jealousy  existing  in  this  limited  comnmnily 
*'  of  their  influence  and  autliority  ;  ihey  must  necessarily  re- 
*'  side  at  York,  and  will  seldom  be  able  to  accept  the  charge 
*'  without  holding  other  offices  under  die  crown.    On  many 
accounts  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  Chief  Justice  sliould 
retain  his  seat  in  the  executive  council ;  but  tlicre  can  be  no 
*'  doubl  that  occasionally  he  must,  as  a  judge,  be  leu  too  deeply 
"  into  the  political  affairs  of  the  colony. 

"  Composed  as  the  legislative  council  is  at  present,  the  pro- 
*VvincG  has  a  right  to  complain  of  the  great  influence  of  the 
*'  executive  government  in  it.    The  legislative  council  con- 
sisis  of  seventeen   nr-mbers,  exclusive  of  the  Bishop  of 
Quebec  ;  of  those,  from  accidcn'al  causes,  not  more  than 
fifteen  over  attend  to  their  legislfvtivn  duties.   Thus,  out  of  rh^ 
"  number  generally  present,  si?v  are  of  the  executive  council, 
"  and  four  hold  offices  under  the  government;  I  have  thero- 
"  fore  intimated  my  intention  of  rocom unending  to  His  Mu- 
*'  jesty's  government  to  increa5e  the  legislative  council. 

"  It  is  exceedingly  dltficult  to  find  persons  qualified  for  it  ; 
but  if  about  eight  or  ten  more  can  be  s(dected  from  difl!*er- 
^'  ent  parts  of  the  prrovince,  and  the  majority  be  considered 
"  indopend  nit,  there  can  be  no  good  reason  assigned  for  ex^ 
eluding  the  executive  council.'' 

In  the  return  to  tlie  house  of  commons  from 
M'bich  the  above  extract  was  taken,  it  is  noted 
that      vSince  the   date  of  the  despatch,  tlie  ' 
Right  Reverend  pr.  Maedonelh  Roipan  ca- 
tholic  bishop,  and  John  Ehnslcy,  Esquire,  two 
adfjitional  member?,  have  been  added  to  tha 
legislative  council."    Of  these  tlie  first  named* 
lias  a  pension  or  allowance  during  the  pleasure" 
of  the  coloaial  d  epartment,  and  the  last  left  th^ 
executive  council,  declaring  tiiat  an  independeilt^ 
minded  man  could  not  be  therp. 
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Tlie  dependence  of  tlie  legislative  eouncil  in 
strikingly  manifested  by  the  facts  stated  in  the 
evidence  of  the  Honorable  Colonel  Clark,  and 
the  Honorable  William  Dickson,  members  of 
that  body,  before  a  select  committee  of  the  house 
of  assembly  daring  a  late  parliament.-^  It  ap- 
pears that  several  legislative  councillors  had  ob- 
jscted  to  a  measure  strongly  urged  by  the  exe- 
cutive, and  its  failure  was  ine.vitable.  To  en- 
sure its  passing,  coercive  means  were  adopted, 
and  those  members  who  were  dependent  on 
the  government  were  told  either  to  vote  directly 
contrary  to  the  opinions  they  had  thus  publicly 
expressed,  or  be  dismissed  from  their  offices. 
Alter  this  disgraceful  attempt  to  coerce  men  to 
disingenuous  and  inconsistent  conduct,  those  un- 
acquainted with  the  threats  which  had  been  used 
were  astonished  at  the  sudden,  unexpected,  and 
unexplained  change  \r}  the  conduct  of  several 
memi^ers  ;  and  when  this  surprise  was  expressed 
to  the  late  Honorable  James  Baby,  (who  was 
also  an  executive  councillor,  and  the  senior 
member)  he  shed  tears  at  his  humiliation,  and 
only  exclaimed  my  children  "my  children 
and  the  late  Honorable  Chief  Justice  Powell  re- 
plied to  a  similar  enquiryof  surprise,  "  I  have  re- 
ceived a  n.ew  light  within  the  last  ten  min.utes 

It  aho  appears  that  the  last  named  gentleman 
was  on  another  occasion  obliged  to  have  a  pro- 
test be  had  entered  on  the  journals  erased,  and 
the  erasure  can  be  seen.  The  protest  of  Chief 
Justice  Povyell  was  against  a  school  bill,  passed 
the  House  of  Assembly,  then  uninformed  of  its 
Ix^aring,  under  the  ambiguous  phraseology  pf 
yvhich  it  was  intended  to  give  Dr.  Btraclian  £300

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a  year.  The  bill  passed  , and  Dr.  Strachan  for 
many  years  received  this  sinecure  salary,  lill  it 
was  done  away  with  on  the  address  of  the 
House  of  Assembly. 

We  have  already  adverted  to  the  circum- 
stance of  the  Chief  Justice  being  introduced 
into  the  Legislative  Council,  of  which  he  is 
Speaker;  and  altho'  the  House  of  Assembly 
have  repeatedly  pointed  out  to  His  Majesty's 
Government,  the  inexpediency,  in  a  limited  com- 
munity like  this,  of  blending  tlie  judicial  and 
political  duties  together,  yet  the  same  injurious 
system  is  continued.  Its  impropriety  has  been 
lately  manifested  by  the  result  of  a  pecuniary 
iiegociation  likely  seriously  to  impair  the  inde^ 
pendence  of  the  judiciary  and  increase  the  dis- 
trust of  the  people. 

The  House  of  Assembly  voted  £200  a  year 
to  the  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council,  being  | 
the  same  as  is  allowed  the  Speaker  of  the  As- 
sembly, whose  duties,  as  we  have  already  sta- 
ted, are  far  more  arduous  and  laborious — but 
since  the  acts  making  the  judges  independent 
and  providing  for  them,  even  undue  salaries,  a 
negociation  has  been  carried  on  which  has  ended 
in  giving  a  further  £200  a  year  out  of  the  Cas-  j 
ual  and  Territorial  Revenue  to  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  King's  Bench. 

As  long  as  these  pecuniary  inducements  and 
bonuses  can  be  held  out  to  those  occupying  tho 
judiciary  we  cannot  consider  it  practically  in  a 
better  or  safer  condition  than  it  used  to  be  :  and 
Your  Committee  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  . 
addressing  His  Majesty's  Government  on  the 
subject  of  thus  exercising  undue  influence  on 
the  judiciary  or  even  countenancing  negocia- 
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tions  derogatory  from  its  presumed  independence 
and  purity,  which  ought  to  be  above  suspicion. 
This  additional  salary  ought  to  be  disallowed. 

It  appears  therefore  that  the  Legislative 
Council,  as  at  present  constituted,  has  utterly 
failed,  and  never  can  be  made  to  answer  the 
ends  for  which  it  was  created ;  and  the  restora- 
tion of  legislative  harmony  and  good  govern- 
ment requires  its  re-construction  on  the  elective 
principle. 

The  opinions  of  Mr.  Fox,  Mr.  Stanley,  Earl 
Grey,  Lord  Erskine,  Mr.  Ellice,  Mr.  Hume,  Sir 
James  Mackintosh,  Mr.  O'Connell,  Mr.  War- 
burton,  and  many  other  eminent  British  States- 
men, have  been  expressed  in  favour  of  elective 
institutions  as  the  most  suitable  for  the  Canadas; 
and  it  appears  to  Your  Committee  that  Mr.  Stan- 
ley correctly  describes  the  Legislative  Council 
as  being  "  at  the  root  of  all  the  evils  complained 
of  in  both  Provinces." 

The  affairs  of  this  country  have  been  ever 
against  the  spirit  of  the  constitutional  act,  sub- 
jected in  the  most  injurious  manner  to  the  inter- 
ferences and  interdictions  of  a  succession  of 
Colonial  ministers  in  England  who  have  never 
visited  the  country,  and  can  never  possibly  be- 
come acquainted  with  the  state  of  parties,  or  the 
conduct  of  public  functionaries,  except  through 
official  channels  in  the  province  which  are  illy 
calculated  to  convey  the  information  necessary 
to  disclose  official  delinquencies  and  correct 
ublic  abuses.  A  painful  experience  has  proved 
ow  impracticable  it  is  for  such  a  succession  of 
strangers  beneficially  to  direct  and  control  the 
affiiirs  of  the  people  4000  miles  off;  and  being 
an  impracticable  system,  felt  to  be  intolerable 
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by  those  for  whose  good  it  was  professedly  in- 
tended, it  oii^ht  to  be  abolished,  aixi  the  do- 
mestic institutions  of  the  province  so  iniproved 
and  administered  by  tlie  local  authorities  as 
to  render  the  people  happy  and  contented. 

Such  appears  to  have  been  the  constitutional 
liberty  conferred  upon  us  by  the  31st  Geo.  3rd  ch. 
31,  by  which  the  British  legislature  enables  us  to 
preserve  the  peace,  welfare,  and  ^ood  govern- 
ment of  the  province,"  reserving  to  His  Majesty, 
as  the  head  of  the  empire,  the  power  of  disal- 
lowing any  colonial  act  incompatible  with  na- 
tional treaties,  with  the  rights  ol  any  other  colo- 
nie^^,  or  with  the  commercial  or  general  interests 
©f  tl^e  empire.  Such  a  system  of  government,  se- 
curihg  to  the  people  inestimable  blessings, 
would  rather  durably  enlarge  than  impair  tiie 
commercial  relations  with  the  parent  state,  in 
exchange  for  which  we  receive  protection;  and 
could  in  no  wise  prejudicially  affect  any  bene- 
fit* now  yielded  to  her,  except  the  loss,  if  loss  it 
can  be  called,  of  that  patronage  the  partial  and 
impolitic  distribution  oi"  whicli  has  ever  proved 
unsatisfactox'y  and  injurious  to  the  colony. 

It  apears  to  your  Committee  that  it  is  more 
important  than  legislatio?i,  rendered  fnii^less  j^s 
it  id  by  the  Legislative  Council,  to  ad<'pt  sut  U 
ineasures  a.s  are  likely  to  ensure  such  an  altera- 
tion in  the  system  of  our  public  nffnirs  as  seems 
indispensible  for  the  peace,  welfire,  and  good 
govermnent  of  this  importatit  pari  of  His  M.-.'jcb- 
ly"s  dominions.  The  history  of  all  coloni<\-^ 
shew  th.u  tliere  has  been  too  mucli  inattention  in 
the  British  government  m  the  selection  of  Gov- 
ernors, it  beuiu  considered  a  matter  merely  <)f 
jmirona?^:e  with  tlie  eolanial  rnini-ter,  in  Downijik^ 
biieet.    iMcn,  IVom  tiic  iuj  lo.ij  poa»sess»iun  of 
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lucrative  power,  whatever  at  first  might  be  their 
relative  stations  soon  acquire  a  comiunnity  of  in- 
terests, and  thus  identified  in  the  purpose  of  sus- 
taining each  other  in  o/Iice,  thej  have  in  this  pro- 
vince mode  common  cause  against  tliat  redress  of 
our  grievances,  and  that  concihation  of  the  public 
mind,  and  that  economy  of  tlie  public  wealthy 
which  are  equally  dictated  by  justice  and  wisdom. 

Although  the  member.^  of  the  Executive 
Council  seem  from  their  own  account  to^ 
rendei  no  benefit  to  the  country,  receiving  howe- 
ver a  salary  from  it,  yet  a  very  difierent  duty  is 
imposetl  upon  them  by  the  31st  Geo.  3rd.  chap. 
31,  called  the  constitutional  act,  from  "which  it 
appears  they  are  appointed  expressly  to  advise 
His  Excellency  upon  the  afifairs  of  the  Province.. 
This  they  have  never  done  satisfactorily.  As 
far  back  as  the  first  Session  of  the  10th  Provin- 
cial Parliament,  the  House  of  Assembly  expres- 
sed their  dissatisfaction  to  His  Excellency  Sir 
John  Colborne  in  the  most  constitutional  mode 
of  doing  so,,  at  the  openinir  of  the  Session  of  the 
Legislature  ;  and  in  the  ^olIo^^  ing  year  the  same 
sentiments  were  again  frankly  conveyed  to  His^ 
E.-fcellency  in  the  answer  to  His  Speech  from 
the  Throne,  by  a  solemn  declaration  that  the 
Executive  had  long  and  deservedly  lost  the  con- 
fidence of  the  country.  In  the  hope  of  tlieir 
just  and  constitutional  wishes  being  attended  toy 
the  people  patiently  waited  for  relief,  but  the 
relaxation  of  their  vigilance  which  some  re- 
maining confidence  in  His  Excellency  unhnppily 
produced  has  only  served  to  bring  disappoint- 
ment, and  to  afford  a  farther  op})ortunity  for  the 
accumulation  of  the  abuses  which  pervade  all 
our  institutions. 

The  growing  condition  of  this  part  of  the  Em- 
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pire,  in  population,  wealth  and  commerce,  requires 
there  should  be  an  entire  confidence  between 
the  Executive  and  the  Commons  House  of  As- 
sembly ;  and  this  confidence  cannot  exist  while 
those  who  have  long  and  deservedly  lost  the  es- 
teem of  the  country  are  continued  in  the  public 
offices  and  councils.  Under  such  a  state  of 
things,  distrust  is  unavoidable,  however  much  it 
is  to  be  deplored  as  incompatible  with  the  satis- 
factory discharge  of  the  public  business. 

When,  in  the  year  1831,  His  Majesty  was  gra- 
ciously pleased  to  suggest  a  further  provision  for 
the  civil  list,  which  the  Colonial  Minister  required 
to  be  made  either  for  seven  years  or  for  the  life 
of  His  Majesty,  the  terms  of  the  proposition 
were  not  candidly  submitted  to  the  Assembly, 
and  notwithstanding  the  strenuous  exertions  of 
those  who  desired  to  make  no  provision  at  vari- 
ance with  the  spirit  of  our  constitution,  the  ex- 
ecutive influence  in  the  Assembly  succeeded  in 
carrying  a  measure  for  a  permanent  and  extrava- 
gant supply,  popularly  called     the  everlasting 
Salary  13ill,"  while  the  liberal  and  gracious  terms 
proposed  by  His  Majesty  on  the  subject  were 
concealed  and  known  only  to  those  who  feeling 
themselves  to  be  above  responsibility  consuma- 
ted  a  measure  which  has  spread  universal  dissa- 
tisfaction and  distrust.    If  this  undue  and  im- 
politic concealment  was  practised  from  any  pre- 
tended apprehension  that  a  just  provision  would  I 
not  be  made  for  His  Pvlajesty's  Government  by  | 
His  Faitliful  Commons,  there  is  nothing  in  the 
history  of  the  country  to  justify  it.  and  as  it  en- 
croached upon  the  constitutional  privileges  of 
the  Legislature,  there  is  no  language  of  censure 
%oo  strong  against  it. 

It  is  not  this  act  alone  of  which  w^e  complain, 
though  it  may  serve  to  illustrate  our  condition. 
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but  the  whole  system  has  so  long  contiuued  va*- 
tually  in  the  same  hands,  that  it  is  httle  better 
than  a  family  compact.  Abuses  have  grown  up 
so  as  to  be  interwoven  with  every  thing;  and 
these  abuses  are  concealed,  or  palhated,  excused 
and  sustained  by  those  v/ho  are  interested  to 
uphold  them  as  the  means  of  retaining  office 
for  their  private,  and  not  for  the  public,  good. 

Hence  it  happens  that  the  most  gracious  in- 
tentions emanating  from  His  Majesty's  govern- 
ment at  home  are  frustrated  by  an  interested 
opposition  in  the  colony;  an  opposition  which 
seldom  reaches  the  knowledge  of  His  Majesty, 
or  His  Majesty's  Ministers  in  England,  although 
felt  most  injuriously  by  the  people.  It  did  in- 
deed lately  come  to  His  Majesty's  knowledge 
from  the  unprecedented  conduct  of  the  whole 
executive  and  official  departments  towards  His 
Majesty,  when  they  received,  during  the  late  Par- 
liament, the  plainest  and  kindest  manifestations 
of  His  Majesty's  justice  and  liberality,  conveyed 
in  the  most  gracious  manner  through  the  Des- 
patch of  Lord  Viscount  Goderich,  now  Earl  of 
Ripon  ;  which  illustrious  stateman  His  Majesty 
had  wisely  placed  at  the  head  of  Colonial  affairs. 
This  highly  important  document,  connected  with 
Mr.  Mackenzie's  negotialions  in  England,  con- 
taining His  Majesty's  pleasure  upon  many  im- 
portant subjects,  and  making  many  valuable  con- 
cessions to  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  people, 
was  publicly  treated  in  our  Provincial  Parliament, 
by  men  in  office,  with  an  indignity  as  ungrateful  as 
it  was  unbecoming,  and  they  even  attempted  by 
their  votes,  happily  outnuml3ered,  to  suppress  the 
despatch  by  returning  it  to  His  Excellency  who 
was  directed  by  the  Earl  of  Ripon  to  make  it 
public.  On  the  24th  day  of  January,  1833,  in  the 
House  of  Assembly,  it  w^as  moved  in  amendmei.t 
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to  a  motion  for  printing  the  despatch  and  docu- 
ments, (in  accordance  with  the  wishes  and  in- 
«trnctions  of  the  noble  Earl,)  that  it  be 

*'  Resolved,  that  it  is  expedient  to  address  His  Excellency  the 
*'  Lieutenant  Governor,  thanking  him  for  His  Message  of  Sa- 
*'  turday  last,  and  assuring  him  that  this  House  is  duly  sensible 
**  of  His  Excellency's  anxiety  to  communicate  whatever  in- 
*'  formation  he  may  consider  important  (o  the  welfare  of  the 
*'  Province,  and  informing  His  Excellency,  that  this  House, 
"  for  ihe  reasons  set  forth  in  tiie  foregoing  resolutions,  is  un- 
*'  willing  to  place  on  its  Journals  the  documents  sent  down  by 
*'  His  Excellency  ;  and  requesting  him  to  allow  this  House  TO 

RETURN  THE  DESPATCH  OF  LORD  GODE- 
*'  RICH,  and  the  accompanying  documents  to  His  Excellency." 

The  House  divided  on  this  amendment,  and  the  Yeas  and 
Nays  were  taken  as  follows  :

From  tliis  it  appears,  that  the  two  Crown 
officers,  and  other  pubhc  officers,  W'cre  in  a  mi- 
nority of  five  in  an  attempt  to  send  The  Des- 
patch of  Lord  Goderich  back  to  his  Excellency. 
Tl>e  same  conduct  was  pursiied  by  them  npori 
ail  the  divisions  upon  that  question,  as  will  be 
seen  by  a  reference  to  the  Journals  of  that  date. 

The  Crown  Lawyers  and  other  officers  had 
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directed  their  objections  both  agaifist  the  des- 
patch and  the  documents  which  accompanied  it  ; 
nor  was  Lord  Goderich  personally  spared.  All 
the  members  of  the  present  Executive  Council 
joined  in  an  unanimous  vote  in  a  similar  expres- 
sion of  censure  against  this  communication  of 
His  Majesty's  pleasure.  Nevertheless  they  still 
continue  in  the  service  of  His  Majesty  over  his 
Canadian  people,  who  have  on  various  occasions 
utterly  renounced  and  disclaimed  these  indeco- 
rous and  impolitic  proceedings.  Thus  was  ex- 
hibited in  the  Provincial  Legislature  the  political 
phenomenon  of  men  repelling  in  an  insulting 
manner  the  gracious  concessions  of  their  Sove- 
reign and  presumptuously  interposing  between 
him  and  his  people  as  an  insurmountable  barrier 
to  his  royal  benefactions. 

On  another  occasion,  the  same  disregard  of 
the  view^s  of  His  Majesty's  Government  w^as 
openly  practised  by  the  repeated  expulsions  of 
one  of  the  members  for  the  County  of  York ;  and 
altho'  the  latter  expulsions  were  effected  against 
the  case  of  Mr.  Wilkes  in  the  British  House  of 
Commons,  against  the  well  established  law  of 
the  land,  and  against  the  well  known  judgment 
of  His  Majesty's  Government,  officially  commu- 
nicated by  a  Despatch  to  His  Excellency,  and 
by  His  Excellency  communicated  to  Mr.  Solicitor 
General  Hagerman ;  yet  in  this  open  and  uncon- 
stitutional invasion  were  found  the  Law  Officers 
and  various  persons  favoured  with  His  Majesty's 
confidence,  by  holding  offices  of  honor  and  trust 
during  pleasure.  And  on  a  late  occasion  when 
the  present  Parliament  voted  the  above  proceed- 
ings, by  a  vote  of  28  to  7,  to  be  expunged  from 
the  Journals  as  subversive  of  the  liberties  of  the 
whole  body  of  the  electors  of  the  Province,  Mr. 
Hagerman  was  found,  w  ith  others,  in  the  minori- 
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ty  against  their  obliteration,  altho'  the  only  re- 
tribution that  could  be  made  to  the  injured  con- 
stituency of  the  country.  We,  by  all  means,  con- 
cede the  undoubted  right  of  the  members  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature  to  vote  independ- 
ently as  they  please,  but  we  deny  the  expediency 
of  allowing  the  justice  and  executive  duties  of 
His  Majesty  to  flow  through  such  unworthy  chan- 
nels, and  thereby  weaken  the  confidence  of  the 
people  in  the  sincerity  of  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment. 

His  Majesty's  Government,  after  much  consid- 
eration, procured  the  passing  of  a  law  in  Lower 
Canada,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  for 
the  relief  of  destitute  emigrants  ;  after  which, 
all  the  Executive  functionaries  in  this  Province 
were  active  in  getting  up  addresses  at  public 
meetings  against  the  measure  as  impolitic  and 
unconstitutional.  And  while  His  Majesty  was 
anxious  to  preserve  harmony  between  Upper  and 
Lower  Canada,  the  same  public  characters  agi- 
tated questions  and  measures,  (such  as  the  an- 
nexation of  Montreal  to  Upper  Canada,)  which 
threatened  the  dismemberment  of  the  sister 
Province  against  her  consent,  and  to  ©ngender 
between  the  two  Colonies  ruinous  animosities. 

This  is  a  state  of  things  which,  the  British 
nation,  it  is  presumed,  cannot  desire  to  perpet- 
uate against  us.  After  the  right  was  conceded 
to  the  present  United  States,  at  the  close  of  the 
Revolution,  to  form  a  constitution  for  themselves, 
the  loyalists  took  refuge  in  this  Province  ;  and,  I 
by  an  act  passed  in  31  st  year  of  Geo.  3.  theyj 
received  the  charter  of  their  liberties,  conferring 
upon  them  a  constitution  for  their  peace,  welfare,! 
and  good  government.  His  Excellency,  Go- 
vernor Simcoe,  was  entrusted  with  the  duty  of 
putting  it  into  operation,  and  in  the  first  speech | 
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delivered  by  him  from  the  throne,  he  made  the- 
following  memorable  declaration  : — "  I  have 
"  summoned  you  together  under  the  authority  of 
"  an  Act  of  the  Parlramont  of  Great  Britain, 
"  passed  last  year,  which  has  established  the 
"  British  Constitution,  and  all  the  forms  which 
"  secure  and  maintain  it,  in  this  distant  colony." 
And  upon  closing  the  same  session  he  said 
"  I  particularly  recommend  to  you  to  explain 
"  that  this  Province  is  singularly  blest,  not  with 
"  a  mutilated  constitution ;  but  with  a  constitu- 
"  tion  which  has  stood  the  test  of  experience, 

and  is  the  very  image  and  transcript  of  that  of 
"  Great  Britain." 

It  is  reasonable  for  the  people  to  desire  to  see 
these  declarations  from  the  throne,  recorded  on 
our  Journals,  faithfully  observed  by  those  in  the 
confidence  of  His  Majesty,  and  that  these  insti- 
tions  may  be  made  such  as  will  s^cnre  to  them 
their  civil  and  religious  liberties  to  tlieir  just  ex- 
tent. This  country  is  now  principally  inhabited 
by  loyalists  and  their  descendants,  and  by  an 
accession  of  population  from  the  mother  coun- 
try, where  is  now  enjoyed  the  principles  of  a 
free  and  responsible  government ;  and  we  feel 
the  practical  enjoyment  of  the  same  system  in 
this  part  of  the  empire  to  be  equally  our  right; 
without  w^hich  it  is  in  vain  to  assume  that  we  do 
or  can  possess  in  reality  or  in  effect  the  very 
image  and  transcript  of  the  British  Consti- 
tution." 

The  House  of  Assembly  has,  at  all  times, 
made  satisfactory  provision  for  the  civil  govern- 
ment, out  of  the  revenues  raised  from  the  people 
by  to.xation,  and  while  there  is  cherished  an  un- 
impaired and  continued  disposition  to  do  so,  it  is  a 
reasonable  request  that  His  Majesty's  adviser  in 
the  province  and  those  about  him  should  pos- 
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sess  and  be  entitled  to  the  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple and  their  representatives,  and  that  all  their 
reasonable  wishes  respecting  their  domestic  in- 
stitutions and  affairs  should  be  attended  to  and 
com])lied  with. 

Your  Commttee  would  respectfully  recommend 
that,  besides  the  usual  number  for  the  Journals, 
a  large  edition  of  this  report,  with  the  evidence  and 
other  appended  documents,  should  be  priuted  in 
a  portable  form,  as  early  as  possible,  and  distri- 
buted among  the  members  of  the  House,  for 
general  circulation  throughout  the  colony. — 
And,  as  the  affairs  of  the  Canadas  will  pro- 
bably occupy  a  large  share  of  the  attention  of 
the  Imperial  Parliament  during  its  present  ses- 
sion, it  might  perhaps  be  advisable  to  transmit  to 
London  a  certain  number  of  copies  for  distribu- 
tion among  those  members  of  the  Legislature 
who  take  an  active  interest  in  Canadian  affairs.

Mr.  Mackenzie,  seconded  by  Mr.  Yager,  moves  that  the 
Clerk  be  directed  to  prepare  at  the  close  of  the  present  Session, 
lists  of  the  titles  of  all  Bills,  which  having  originated  in  this 
House  during  the  last  or  present  Sessions  of  the  Legislature, 
were  rejected  or  declined  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Lcgislativ« 
Council ;  or  which,  having  been  so  sent  up  were  altered  by  the 
Legislative  Council  so  as  to  cause  their  subsequent  rejection  in 
this  House ;  or  which  having  originated  in,  and  been  passed  by 
the  Legislative  Council,  Avere  afterwards  rejected  by  this  House; 
stating  also  the  titles  of  any  Bills  wliich  being  passed  in  the  Le- 
gislative Council  and  Assembly,  are  refused  the  Royal  assent  or 
reserved  for  the  consideration  of  His  Majesty;  and  that  g^uch  lists 
of  titles  be  annexed  to  and  printed  with  the  last  Report  of  tha 
Committee  on  Grievances,  as  ordered  by  the  House  to  be  print- 
ed in  pamphlet  form,  as  also  the  Leeds  Ballot  Bill,  with  the  votes 
at  its  passage  ;  the  Bill  to  amend  King's  College  Charter,  with 
the  votes;  and  the  General  Education  Bill  from  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Education,  with  the  votes.

I  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada  shewn  to 
witness,] — It  v/as  made  out  under  my  superintendence. 

2.  The  first  name  of  a  member  holding  office  is  that  of 
Mr.  Boulton,  then  Attorney  General, — Why  are  his  salary 
and  allowances  set  down  at  £300,  when  it  was  well  known 
they  amounted  to  four  times  that  sum  t — I  would  rather  not 
answer  that  question,  without  seeing  the  original  returns  from 
I  the  different  officers.    Additional  Remark. — I  now  find  that 
I  BO  further  provision  was  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  At- 
'  torney  General  until  the  13th  February,  1833. 

o.  If  a  member  of  the  House  of  Assembly',  holding  office, 
makes  an  incorrect  return  to  the  Government,  does  the  Go- 
vernment office  correct  th«  error  ? — Certainly,  if  known  to 
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be  iistorroct.    Tlic  case  of  7Ar.  Boulton  w     slu  error  and  din- 
tovered  alter  tlie  returns  were  printed. 

4.  ('an  ^'ou  inlbiMu  llie  ('oirmlttee  why  tliesc  returns  were 
so  long  delayed  ? — I  cannot  toll  wliy,  except  tliat  it  took  a 
very  consideralde  time  to  collect  the  returns  from  tlie  dilTer- 
ent  ofTicers.  They  were  transmitted  on  the  2Sth  March, 
188-3. 

5.  Have  Mr.  Jjoulton  and  his  children  never  received 
more  than  one  acre  of  land  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  1 — 1 
cannot  say,  excejit  Ijy  referrin.^  to  his  own  return. 

C.  Did  not  JNIr.  Burwoil  hold  the  ofllce  of  Deputy  Post 
Master  at  Port  Talbut  in  1832-3? — I  cannot  say.  1  believe 
lie  did. 

7.  Mr.  Richard  D.  Praser's  emoluments  as  collector  of 
customs  at  Johnstown  and  Brockville  are  set  down  at  JC152  | 
Gs.6d. — Do  you  know  on  what  data  that  return  is  made  out?  ' 
— On  Ids  own  return,  I  believe.     No  collector  can  receive 
more  tlian  £100  a  year  per  centage. 

8.  Was  not  the  oliico  of  Custom  House  OiT)cer  conferred  on 
Mf.  Van  Kouf^hnet,  while  he  yet  remained  a  member  of  the 
Assembly,  and  continued  to  sit  and  vote  therein? — It  was — he 
Avas  appointed  in  October,  1832. 

9.  Lord  Goderich  refers  to  the  annual  returns  of  th(>  ofncial 
pstablii>hmcnt  of  the  Colony,  as  a  proof  of  the  smallncss  of 
the  incomes  of  the  public  ofliccrs  and  the  impossibility  that  it 
should  interfere  with  the  freedom  of  election;- — can  you  pro- 
duce these  returns  to  the  committee  ? — I  cannot  produce  any 
returns  without  perndssion  of  the  Executive  Government.  I 
do  not  thiidi  there  is  any  wish  to  withhold  then). 

10.  Are  not  the  late  elections  in  tho  cit}'  of  Toronto,  and 
the  efforts  made  by  INIr.  Sherifl' Jarvis,  a  hii;h  salaried  officer, 
a  proof  of  the  justness  of  the  complaint  alluded  to  in  Lord 
Gbderich's  despatch  "  lljat  public  clTicers  are  enabled,  by 
their  superior  influence  to  overpower,  by  a  lavish  and  cor- 
rupt expenditure,  those  who  have  no  other  recommendatioa 
than  their  own  personal  characters  ?" — I  am  net  prepared  to 
say. 

11.  Does  the  Governor  alone,  or  the  Governor  in  Council, 
appoint  tlfc  Collectors  of  Customs,  and  Excise  Officers  of 
the  Colony' ? — The  Lieutenant  Governor  alone  appoints  these 
officers,  generally  upon  the  approval  of  the  Inspector  Ge- 
neral. 

12.  Did  Mr.  n.  D.  Frascr  petition  or  cpply  for  the  Ofiico 
of  Collector  of  ('ustoms,  or  on  what  grounds  was  it  ghen 
him  ? — I  cannot  say;  he  was  appointed  Icng  before  1  came 
to  the  province*  I 

13.  Was  not  Mr.  Eraser  a  member  of  the  Asscn^bly  I 
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for  a  county  when  lie  reccls-ed  the  aiipointniGiit  of  Collector  of 
the  Customs  t — I  do  not  know. 

14.  Is  it  no  part  of  the  instructions  of  tlie  Government 
to  the  collectors  of  customs  that  they  shall  personally  attend 
to  the  performance  of  their  duties  ] — I  a.m  not  aware  of  what 
instructions  are  given  ;  they  receive  their  instructions  from 
the  Inspector  General. 

15.  It  is  stated  that  Mr.  Ilac'crman  performs  tlic  duty  of 
Solicitor  General  in  person, — lie  was  absent  a  year  in  Eng- 
land, was  his  salary  and  income  the  same  as  if  he  had  been 
here,  and  who  performed  his  duties'? — Mr.  llagerman  was  on 
l-eave  of  absenio — it  is  not  usual  to  suspend  or  discontinuo 
the  salary  of  a  public  officer  under  such  circumstances.  Mr, 
Draoer  performed  the  duties  of  the  office. 

16.  Mr.  Sheriffi  Jarvis  returns  £100  salar}-  as  part  of  his 
emoluments — is  that  income  still  continued  1 — Xo,  he  has  re- 
ceived no  salary  .since  the  House  ceased  to  provide;  the  funds. 
In  the  case  of  Mr.  Cameron,  the  salary  is  continued  by  a  re- 
cent order  of  tho  .Secretary  of  State. 

17.  Mr.  William  Chisholm  is  put  down  in  this  return  aj 
holding  the  oftice  of  Deputy  Post  Master;  has  he  not  lately 
been  appointed  Collector  of  Customs  at  a  place  distant  from 
his  post  offi.ce  ? — He  has  lately  been  a[)pointed  Collector  of 
Customs  at  Oakville. 

18.  Is  he  not  a  merchant  trading  at  that  place,  and  im- 
porting goods  1 — I  do  not  know  that  he  is  a  merchant. 

19.  Is  it  fit  that  a  merchant  should  be  his  own  Collector 
of  Customs  I  am  not  prepared  to  give  an  opinion  on  (hat 
subiect. 

20.  When  appointed  Collector,  was  not  iMr.  Chisholm  Ji 
known  candidate  for  the  office  of  member  of  tiie  Provincial 

j  Parliament  in  conjunction  with  his  Post  Office  "2 — I  cannot 
I  say. 

i  '21.  In  what  manner  are  Justices  of  the  Peace  appointed  ? 
I  — By  his  Excellency  alone,  and  not  with  the  advico  of  the 
j  Executive  Council.  I  am  net  aware  whether  ho  takes  the  ad- 
I  vice  of  tiie  Execntivo  Council  upon  that  subject. 
'  22.  Why  is  it  that  petitions  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  Justices  of  the  Peace,  are  often  unanswered  and 
neglected  l — I  cannot  say. 

2-3.  What  mode  is  adopted  for  the  select!. )n  of  Returning 
Officers  for  counties  and  towns  1 — I  cannot  say. 

24.  As  Civil  Secretary  to  the  Lioutonant  Governor,  do 
you  take  an  oath  of  office  ? — No. 

25.  As  sue!)  have  you  a  Commission,  or  in  wliat  way  are 
you  recognized  as  a  public  officer,  exccjit  by  the  charge  trans- 
mitted f  u'  salary  ? — I  am  considered  merely  as  a  private  cou 
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fidential  Secretary  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  I  hold  nor 
commission  as  such,  at  the  same  time  all  comirwinications  pass 
through  me.    The  appointment  is  notified  in  the  Gazette. 

26.  Under  what  authority  are  your  duties  regulated? — By 
the  order  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

27.  When  was  the  office  of  Civil  and  Private  Secretary 
established  1 — I  do  not  know. 

28.  Are  all  the  despatches  of  the  Home  Government  duly 
enregi|tered  in  your  office  when  received  ?— They  are  not  re- 
gistered in  any  way — they  are  all  kept  either  in  the  office  or 
in  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  possession. 

29.  Were  there  not  other  Despatches  following  those  of 
the  8th  November,  1832,  recommending  certain  changes  in 
the  Executive  Council  ? — I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  I  only 
see  such  despatches  as  His  Excellency  thinks  fit. 

30.  Is  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Secretary  for  the  Co- 
lonies, xv'iih  tlie  Lieutenant  Governor,  submitted  to  the  Exe- 
cutive Council  or  only  such  parts  of  it  as  he  may  think 
proper  ? — Only  such  parts  of  it  as  he  may  think  necessary.

Permission  of  the  fullest  nature  has  been  long 
given,  yet  the  accounts  are  withheld — why  is  this  1 — I  cannot 
possibly  say  why  they  have  not  been  sent ;    I  do  not  think  j 
there  is  any  wish  to  refuse  such  information,  when  applied  for 
in  the  usual  manner.  | 

33.  The  House  of  Commons  twice  addressed  His  Majesty  j 
for  a  statement  in  detail,  shewing  what  payments  had  been 
made  in  1831  and  1832,  to  Bishops,  Rectors,  Missionaries,  or 
other  religious  teachers  in  Upper  Canada,  whether  of  the 
Churches  of  England,  Rome,  Scotland,  or  any  other  denomi- 
nation. Wliy  are  these  returns  still  kept  back? — They  wera 
transmitted  to  England  on  the  l9th  September,  1833. 

34.  Have  the  returns  required  by  the  House  of  Commons 
respecting  the  clergy  of  the  different  denominations  of  chris- 
tians for  1831  and  1832  been  sent  to  England  ? — (See  answer 
to  last  question.)  i 
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So.  VV^e  see,  in  the  Canada  Company's  returjis,  a  pension 
entered  of  £400  Sterling  as  payable  to  Mr.  Cliewett  of  the 
Surveyor  General's  OiFice — a  pension  of  £400  to  Colonel 
Xalhot — a  pension  or  allowance  of  £500  to  the  Bishop  of 
Reiriopolis — a  pension  to  Sir  D.  W.  Smith  in  England  of 
£'200 — a  pension  to  ihe  fan)iiy  of  General  Shaw  of  £100— 
a  salary  to  an  agent  here  for  the  service  of  paying  these  pen- 
sions and  other  snms.  These  payments  are  made  from  the 
public  revenue  of  this  colony.  By  whose  authority  are  they 
so  made] — No  pension  or  allowance  is  paid  by  warrant  without 
the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies. 

36.  Do  you  not  consider  the  custom  of  pensioning  the  Judges 
to  a  large  amount  by  order  of  the  Colonial  Office,  out  of  the 
Upper  Canada  revenue,  &.  without  reterence  to  the  Provincial 
Legislature,  destructive  of  the  independence  of  the  Bencii  m 
a  ereat  measure? — I  am  not  prepared  to  answer  that  question. 

37.  Is  not  the  appointment  of  Public  Officers  and  Magis- 
trates by  an  irr.'sponsible  Executive  Government,  destructive 
in  a  great  degree  of  the  power  of  the  people  in  the  constitu- 
tion ? — I  am  not  prepared  to  answer  that  question. 

38.  How  can  a  Bench  of  Judges,  dependent  on  the  Colo- 
nial Office  for  their  customary  retiring  pensions,  and  indepen- 
dent of  the  House  of  Assembly,  act  imp  irtially  between  th» 
parties  in  cases  where  a  collision  may  arise  between  the 
Legislative  and  Executive  Departments  in  this  Colony,  or 
between  the  British  Statutes  and  the  Provincial  Laws  ? — 
I  cannot  say. 

1*9.  What  number  of  clerks  and  servants  are  employed  iu 
your  office,  and  under  what  authority  are  they  so  employed, 
and  their  incomes  regulated? — There  are  thre«  regular  clerks 
and  two  m'.'sseng;-;.'i,  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
{inil  provide  I  for  by  tlio  Legislature,  and  one  extra  clerk,  on 
account  of  the  increase  of  public  business  in  my  office. 

40.  Who  made  out  the  return  to  tlie  Home  (rovernment  of 
the  Civil  Expenditure  for  the  year  1830  ? — Tcatinot  say. 

41.  Where  are  public  balances  in  the  diffi^rent  departments 
deposited,  and  what  may  be  the  average  amount  deposited, 
paying  no  interest  ? — I  have  no  mea>i3  of  answering  that 
(j'lesticn — probably  the  public  accouutan's  co.ld  give  the 
inforniatlon. 

42.  Is  the  govern m.mt  in  the  h-^Vit  of  aut'^-  -v  '  ■  '-iof 
large  blocks  of  land  to  individuals? — I  a:n  '  one 
in^^tance  in  which  authority  v,vas  received  i'luAX  cne  Colonial 
Secretary. 

45.  In  what  ofiice  is  the  "Blue  Book"  made  up? — For 
t!'.^- 1:^31  two  years  it  has  been  made  up  in  the  Office  of  th« 
Assr.M.  No.  2L  h 
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Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Province,  who  is  responsible 
for  its  correctness. 

44.  What  are  your  emoluments  and  salary  ? — Salary  £208 
6s.  6J. — Fees  for  1834  about  £600  currency. 

45.  Ill  tho  return  made  by  His  Excellency  to  Eugland,  Mr. 
D.  McDonald  is  returned  as  Treasurer  of  ihe  Ottawa  District — 
Mr.  Burnham  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  Trea- 
surer of  the  Newcastle  District,  is  reported  in  His  Excellency'^ 
return  as  having  no  office.  Why  is  the  fact  as  to  Mr.  Burn- 
ham  not  stated!^ — The  return  prepared  for  the  Flouse  of  Com- 
nions  was  mad«  out  from  returns  furnished  by  each  menibec  of 
the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly — on  reference 
to  those  returns  it  appears  that  Mr.  McDonald  stated  that  he 
was  Treasurer  of  the  Ottawa  District.  Mr.  Burnham  did  not 
ni^ntion  that  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  ^k'wcastl«  District. 
The  appointment  does  not  rest  with  tdie  Ex-ecutiy.e  tJovern- 
ntent. 

46.  fnthe  Blue  Book  for  1830,  the  salary  of  the  civil  or 
private  Secretary  is  set  down  at  £182  10s.  and  no  other  fees 
and  emoluments.  In  the  account  sent  to  the  Assembly  for  tho 
same  year,  £347  of  fuos  and  emoluments- arc  added  to  the 
£482  IK)?;.  Who  compiled  that  book,  or  fromi  what  sources  of 
information  w;is  it  compiled: — and  can  the  above  difference  he- 
explained  ? — T.lie  amt)nnt  of  fees  of  tlie  private  Secretary  for 
one  year  can  never  be  ascertained!  for  some  months  after  the 
expiration  of  the  \^ear,  wlK3n  t-he  in^fmnis  are  collwcted  froni  the 
diifcront  issuers  of  marriage  licences  throughout  the  Province;; 
thus  the  returns  sent  to  tlie  Ifousc  of  Asse  mbly  at  the  com- 
nienQement  o^'  183;1,.  eould  oiily  contain  an  estimate  of  tlie, 
ainount  to  be  received  for  IH'il);,  In  consecjiience  of  the  sudden 
dt.Mith  of  tlie  Private  S'ecretary  in  June  1831',  wliile  the  Blue- 
Book  {(}[•  1830  M'as  in  preparation  uiider  his  direction,  tlio- 
amount  of  his  fees  for  that  year  could  not  be-  ascertained,  buft 
the  amount  for  1829  was  inserted  in  the  Book  for  that  year, 

47.  In  tho  Blue  Book  tor  1S30,.  the  income  of  Thomas^

riek  himself,  and  sent  to  Lieutenant  Governor  ColbDrne  to  b.y 
laid  before  the  Assembly  for  that  year,*  his  income  is  si  t 
down  at  £50(^,  stL^ — \V'l)ence  arises  tliis  diHercnce?

Another  subject  of  complaint  by  the  people  is  the 
continual  stoppage  of  the  Bill  for  the  more  equal  division  of 
littestate  Estates;  Is  the  passage  of  that  measure  desired  in 
your  county  V — It  is  a  measure  greatly  desired  by  most  of 
the  inhabitants. 

104.  It  is  a  complaint  by  many,  that  the  business  of  Bank- 
ing  in  this  Province  is  an  injurious  monopoly  ;  what  are  your 
senuments  on  this  subject My  opinion  is,  that  it  is  an  inju- 
rious ^-ystem,^  unsuitable  entirely  to  the  wants  of  the  peole — it 
is  beneficial  to  the  few,  but  injurious  both  to  the  agricultural 
and  commercial  interests  of  the  Colony. 

105.  Many  complaints  are  made  that  the  judges  and  cler- 
gymen'of  the  Church  of  England  and  Rome  hold  scats  in 
the  Legislative  and  Executive  Councils;  are  not  such  seats  in- 
compatible with  their  spiritual  and  judicial  functions  T — I  think 
they  are — and  I  ibink  the  clergy  would  be  better  employed 
attending  to  their  clerical  duties. 

105.  In  what  manner  are  appointments  in  the  Militia  made 
i'n  your  district '? — There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  complaint ; 
those  who  served  in  the  militia  during  the  late  war,  aUo  sons  , 
of  U.  E.  Loyalists,  and  other  old  respectable  scttlerji, 
complain  that  persons  were  placed  over  them  who  have  no 
claim  on  account  of  their  services. 

107.  What  are  your  objections  to  an  Elective  Legislative 
CounciH — If  the  present  system  cannot  be  improved,  I  would 
have  no  objection  to  its  being  elective — but  if  an  amendment 
to  the  present  system  could  be  effected  I  would  stand  by  the 
present  constitution. 

108.  Do  you  consider  the  Canada  Company  a  benefit  or 
an  injury  to  the  Province  ?  Are  not  the  grants  or  sales  of 
land  to  tiiis  company  of  speculators,  residing  in  Europe,  an 
improper  transfer  of  tiie  functions  of  the  Government'? — 
I  have  thought  the  Canada  Company  would  be  an  advantage 
to  the  country  by  bringing  in  a  number  of  respectable  set- 
tlers, but  some  objections  have  arisen  in  my  mind  respecting 
the  way  they  obtained  their  contract  for  the  large  tracts  of 
land  from  the  Government.  That  they  have  had  it  in  their 
power  to  monopolize  and  raise  the  price  of  the  lands  now  in 
their  hands  to  the  injury  of  such  as  wish  to  settle  in  the  coun- 
try, and  I  have  understood  that  they  liave  rather  infringed  on  ; 
the  political  rights  of  the  country. 

109.  A  very  large  sum  of  mono}-,  collected  by  direct  tax- 
ation, is  annually  entrusted  to  the  magistrate?,  ttiey  being  ir- 
responsible to  the  people  either  directly  or  indirectly,  would 
it  not  be  more  in  accordance  witk  the  genius  and  spirit  of  tho 
tfonstitution  if  these  monies  were  placed  under  the  control  of 
persow]  appointed  by  ih.3  fiualifiied  ejectors      I  think  that  if  I 
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the  people  had  it  in  their  power  to  appoint  a  number  of  dis- 
creet mea,  with  the  mas^istrates,  to  look  at  the  district  ac- 
count's, and  direct,  also  with  the  magistrates,  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  same,  that  an  improvement  would  be  effected, 

110.  Do  you  not  consider  the  custom  of  pensioning  the 
judges  to  a  large  annual  amount,  by  orders  from  the  Colonial 
Office,  out  of  the  Upper  Canada  revenue,  and  without  refe- 
rence to  the  Provincial  Legislature,  destructive  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  bench  in  a  great  measure'? — I  do  consider  it 
to  be  an  injurious  and  oppressive  system. 

111.  How  can  a  bench  of  Judges  dependent  on  the  Colo- 
nial Office  for  their  customary  retiring  pensions,  and  indepen- 
dent of  the  House  of  Assembl}^,  act  impnrtially  between  the 
parties  in  cases  where  a  collision  may  arise  between  the  Le- 
gislative and  Executive  Departments  in  this  Colony,  or  be- 
tween the  British  Statutes  and  the  Provincial  Lav^sl — I  think 
they  cannotf 

112.  Ought  not  those  persons  who  advise  His  Majesty  in 
his  appointments  of  fit  persons  to  fill  ihe  judicial  bench  to  be 
responsible  to  the  country? — I  think  they  ought. 

113.  Are  you  of  opinion  that  the  Chief  Jus-tice  or  any  of 
the  Judges  ought  to  sit  in  the  Legislative  Council?  May  not 
the  Judge  be  called  on  in  his  legislative  capacity  to  pass  opi- 
nions and  enact  measures  of  severity  against  the  individual 
whom  afterwards  he  may  be  called  upon  to  try,  as  a  judge,  in 
the  courts? — I  think  it  improper  that  the  Chief  .Tustice  or 
any  of  the  Judges  should  sit  in  the  Leg!.,lative  Council. 

114.  Are  you  of  opinion  that  the  mis?[)propriation  of  the 
public  revenue  is  one  grand  cause  why  hnndrods  of  thousnnds 
of  acres  of  wild  lands  had  to  be  sold  of  late  years  by  She- 
ritT's  Sale,  for  arrears  of  taxes? — I  think  there  is  a  mis- 
management in  our  policy  somev/hcre — I  think  that  the  na- 
ture of  our  standing  in  tlje  country  at  present,  with  regard  to 
a  depression  or  sale  of  lands,  may  be  attributed  to  the  nature 
of  tilings  at  present  with  respect  to  various  ways  in  whicli 
monies  are  gathered  in  the  country  ;  f^-r  instance,  the  sums 
going  into  the  Canada  Company — to  the  College — to  tha 
Crown — and  to  the  Clergy  Commissioner,  have  all  a  tenden- 
'cy  to  bring  on  a  dei)ression  of  bu=;iness  and  lessen  the  circo 
lation  of  money.  The  nature  of  our  connexion  in  trade  with 
Lower  Canada  and  the  United  States,  a*  also  the  system  of 
Bankingf,  tends  to  drain  tiie  country  of  its  circulating  niedinn>, 
I  lost  200  acres  of  land  near  this  city,  which  went  into  iha 
hands  of  the  Hon.  Wm.  Dickson  ;  and  also  many  persons  hi 
the  country  lost  their  lands  in  the  same  way. 

•  115^  Does  not  a  vast  annual  additional  expense  fail  on  tl  $ 
Province,  owin^^  to  the  continual  rejection  of  bills  of  a  gene- 
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ral  character  sent  up  by  the  House  of  AsscmWy,  rejected  in 
the  Legislative  Council,  and  again  intf^oduced.,  debated,  and 
sent  up  by  the  House  of  Assembly'? — Undoubtedly  it  does. 

115.  When  were  you  first  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of 
this  Province  ? — I  was  first  in  the  House  of  Assembly  in  1808.  ^ 

116.  Do  you  think  the  local  kno-vledae  possessed  by  Lieu-  : 
tenant  Governors  of  this  Colony  fully  suificient  to  enable  them  i 
to  nominate  independent  men  otherwise  well  qualified  to  the  \ 
office  of  Legislative  Councillors  1 — I  think  not ;  they  are  ge- 
nerally recommended  by  other  persons.  I  think  there  are  in  j 
the  Legislative  Council  a  number  of  improper  persoiis,  parti-  j 
eularly  those  holding  office.  j 

117.  The  vote  by  ballot  in  elections  is  prayed  for  in  many 
petitions  both  to  the  Assembly  and  His  Majesty — what  is  your 
opinion  of  this  mode  of  voting  ? — I  think  it  the  most  indepen- 
dent mode  of  voting,  and  that  the  majority  of  the  country 
woidd  like  it. 

118.  Are  the  common  schools  sufficiently  iiamerous  and* 
efficient  for  the  wants  of  the  country  ? — They  are  not.  It  is 
grievous  and  injurious  to  the  people,  the  present  S3stem — 
the  district  schools  have  not  suited  the  great  majority  of  the 
inhabitants..  The  common  schools  ouglit  to  be  more  numa- 
rous  by  one  half,  and  ouglit  to  be  better  supported. 

119.  Whcit  is  the  state  of  the  roads  in  your  district  ?  It  is 
iiaditTerent,  but  better  than  in  some  sections  of  the  country, 
Mowing  to  the  nature  of  the  soil.

called  in  and  excunined. 

120.  You  are  now  connected  with  the  press  and  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  paper  ] — I  am. 

121.  Do  you  know  any  law  under  which  newspaper  postage 
<an  be  collected  in  Upper  Canada,  as  a  perquisite  to  a  poste- 
rn aster? — None. 

122.  Are  not  the  letter  postage  rates,  where  they  exceed  one. 
shilling  and  three  pence,  cuirency,  on  a  single  letter,  (which 
is  the  maximum  for  the  greatest  possible  distance  in  the  United 
States)  injurious  to  trade  and  unnecessarily  burthcnsome  on 
this  community  1 — I  think  so. 

124.  VV^ould  not  the  British  Constitutional  system  by  which 
the  head  of  the  government  is  obliged  to  choose  his  councillors 
and  principal  officers  from  among  men  possessing  the  confi- 
dence of  the  popular  branch  of  the  legislature,  be  more  suita- 
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ble  to  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  countiy,  if  adopted  in  Up- 
per Canada,  than  the  present  irresponsible  mode  of  govera^ 
nient? — I  think  no  unprejudiced  man  can  have  a  doubt  on 
that  subject.  Persons  filling  office  to  advantage  ought  always 
to  possess  the  confidence  of  the  people — and  when  they  have 
it  not,  I  think,  discontent  must  prevail. 

124.  Is  it  just  to  the  Baptists,  Quakers,  Menonists,  Tun^- 
kards,  Independents,  Seceders,  and  other  classes  of  christians, 
whose  spiritual  teachers  receive  no  share  of  the  public  revenue 
for  their  religious  services,  that  the  clergy  of  the  Kirk  ofScot^ 
land,  the  Catholic  Bishop  and  clergy,  and  the  Methodist  Min- 
isters should,  without  the  sanction  of  the  legislature,  hav» 
a  bounty  paid  for  the  performance  of  their  religious  duties  1 — ■ 
I  think  it  unjust  and  impolitic.  I  have  been  always  of  the  opi- 
nion that  the  ministers  of  religion  should  be  supported  only  by 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  their  respective  congregations — ■ 
and  in  my  intercourse  with  the  world,  in  various  parts  of  it,  in 
both  hemispheres,  I  have  invariably  observed,  that  where  re- 
ligion or  its  ministers  were  connected  with  the  state,  its  func- 
tions were  carelessly  and  improperly  discharged,  and  I  hava 
further  observed  that  such  a  connexion  had  a  direct  and  infal- 
lible tendency  to  demoralization,  it  made  men,  in  their  politi- 
cal creed,  hypocrites,  but  not  converts  to  any  peculiar  politi- 
cal system  ;  the  truth  of  this  was  well  understood  in  Ireland, 
and  hence  it  was  that  the  catholic  population  in  that  country, 
in  conjunction  with  almost  the  whole  catholic  hierarchy,  have 
always  opposed  such  a  union,  and  often  repudiated  the  proffer- 
ed bounty  of  His  Majesty's  government. 

125.  The  Committee  understand  that  largo  grants  of  va^ 
luable  cleared  lands  have  been  jnade  of  late,  to  clergymen  of 
the  Clmrch  of  England  for  glebes.  Is  this  within  your  know- 
ledge 1 — I  have  heard  it,  but  I  have  no  knowledge  of  it. 

126.  Would  not  it  be  desirable  that  the  clergy  and  crown 
reserves  and  all  reservations  of  land,  otherwise  than  for  edu^ 
cation  were  disposed  of  for  public  purposes,  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  legislature  ? — I  am  of  opinion  that  all  those  re- 
serves should  be  made  available  for  the  public  welfare,  and  b« 
under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  legislature  of  the  province. 

127.  Ought  not  the  whole  public  revenue  to  be  paid  in  the 
gross  into  the  exchequer  or  treasury  of  the  colony,  and  the 
proceeds  applied  only  according  to  law  1 — Yes, 

128.  What  check  has  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  other 
tranches  of  the  government  as  a  means  of  preventing  execu- 
tive usurpations  of  popular  rights'? — I  do  notbelieve  it  has  any 
effectual  check,  nor  do  I  believe  it  can  have  any  such  check 
as  long  as  the  revenues  of  the  province  are  suffered  to  be  man- 
aged and  dissipated  as  they  have  been  hitherto  ;  my  opinion  is 
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titat  th«  popular  hranch  of  the  legislature  should  have  the 
whole  coniiol  of  those  revenues,  and  until  it  shall  havo  bc- 
conno  possessed  of  them,  it  is  not  the  substance,  but  the  more 
shadow  of  a  legislative  body. 

129.  Many  complaints  are  made  that  the  Judges,  and  cler- 
gjmien  of  the  Churches  of  England  and  Rome  hold  seats  in 
the  legislative  and  executive  councils,  are  not  such  seats  incom- 
patible with  tiieir  spiritual  and  judicial  functions? — I  conceive 
that  they  are  incompatable  with  the  discharge  of  their  respec- 
tive functions. 

130.  You  are  requested  to  give  your  reasons  for  such  a 
eonclusioij. — Amongst  the  many  reasons  that  may  be  stated  by 
me,  I  will  only  mention  two,  which  in  my  mind  are  sufficient 
to  sustain  me  in  the  answer  I  have  given  to  the  last  interroga- 
tory. In  the  first  place  it  is  essential,  in  my  judgment,  to  the 
due  administration  of  justice,  that  the  judiciary  of  a  country 
should  be  exempt  from  reproach,  and  even  from  suspicion. 
But  I  cannot  conceive  that  they  can  be  so  exempt  when  they 
mix  themselves  up  in  the  husin<3ss  of  the  legislature,  and  suffer 
themselves  to  be  led  by  private  and  family  feelings,  and  ofte.a 
times  by  the  equally  culpable  motives  of  political  partisanship. 
This  is  notoriously  the  case  in  this  province,  so  much  so,  that 
as  far  as  my  observations  extend,  the  judiciary  have  not  that 
public  confidence  in  the  unbiassed  discharge  vf  their  func- 
tions, which  i«  so  necessary  for  officers  appointed  by  His  AJa- 
jesty  to  administer  justice.  As  to  the  second  part  of  the  iri- 
terrogatory,  I  think  it  must  be  quite  clear  to  every  man  that 
ministers  of  religion  may  be  more  usefully  engaged  in  the 
discharge  of  their  sacred  functions,  but  independ-ent  of  this 
consideration,  their  previous  habits  of  life,  generally  speakings 
render  them  unfit  for  the  developement  of  the  intricate  science 
of  legislation.  I  am  fortified  in  this  opinion,  by  the  judgment  of 
His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  this  province, 
who  intimated  to  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  of  York,  soma 
two  or  three  years  ago,  that  his  services  could  be  dispensed 
with,  in  both  the  legislative  and  executive  councils,  and  1  have 
reason  to  believe  that  his  judgment  was  influenced  by  rea- 
sons similar  to  those  I  have  already  stated. 

131.  Do  you  consider  the  Canada  Company  a  benefit  or  an  | 
injury  to  the  province?  Are  not  the  grants  or  sales  of  land  i 
to  a  company  of  speculators  residing  in  Europe  an  impro])er 
transfer  of  the  functions  of  the  government  ? — I  think  it  highly 
improper  and  injurious  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country, 
iaasmuch  as  it  tends  to  enrich  a  few  land  jobbers  at  tii© 
expense  of  the  people,  and  inasmuch  as  it  blocks  up  the 
country  to  the  industrious",  unless  they  may  be  willing  1o  pay 
such  sums  of  money,  in  purchase*  as  tha^f^  land  jobbers  inu/ 
think  fit  to  demand. 
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132.  Vvhat  nre  your  objections  to  an  elective  Legislative 
Council  ? — Considering  the  Legislative  Council  in  the  abstract, 
I  have  no  objection  to  its  present  constitution,  btif  viewing 
the  materii^l  of  which  it  is  as  at  present  composed,  its  depend- 
ence on  the  Executive,  and  its  insufficiency  for  the  purposes 
for  which  it  has  been  constituted,  I  should  certainly  prefer  the 
introduction  of  the  elective  principle.  For  the  last  seven 
I  years  I  have  not  been  an  inattentive  observer  of  this  branch 
lof  the  Legislature,  and  I  have  no  hesi-tation  in  pronouncings  it 
'a  nuisance  that  ought  speedily  to  be  abated.  It  appeared  to 
me  that  almost  every  popular  measure  originating  in  the  elec- 
tive branch  of  the  Legislature  met  their  disapprobation^  nnA 
that  they  were  hostile  to  any  thing  like  irrnovation  on'  tlm  old 
system-  of  abuses,  against  which  the  country  has  been  so  long 
and  so  justly  protesting.  From  this  and  many  other  reasons, 
that  may  be  enumerated,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  the  co-nstifu- 
tion  of  the  Council  should  be  modified.  Nor  can  I  see  any 
modification,  that,  in  the  present  circumstances  of  the  countr}^ 
will  give  it  usefulness  or  effect,  save  by  rendering  it  elective. 
Indeed  notwithstanding  my  attachment  to  what  is  good  in  the 
institutions  of  the  country,  I  am  quite  clear  that  the  people 
lare  the  best  judges  of  the  capabilities  of  the  men  thai  are 
I  employed  in  Legislation  for  their  benefit,  and  that  to  them 
'alone  should  be  entrusted  their  appointment.  It  is  impossi- 
Ible,  I  should  think,  that  a  Minister  four  thousand  miles  re- 
imoved  from  us,  can  understand  the  merits  and  capabilities 
I  of  our  Legislators  better  than  we  do  ourselves,  nor,  jut^ging 
{from  past  appointments,  can  we  be  even  sure  to  find  in  tha 
impartial  reprcsentat jans  af  the  Executive,  to  His  jMajesty*s 
Government,  a  sufficient  security  against  the  appointment  of 
unfit  persons  to  that  exalted  office. 

133.  Can  you  give  this  Committee  any  information  with 
respect  to  any  bargains  made  between  the  Colonial  Govern- 
ment and  the  Canada  Company  1 — I  would  rather  not  answer 
tiiat  question. 

134.  The  Committee  has  a  right  to  the  information  it  re- 
quires.— The  only  knowledge  t  have  touching  any  transaction 
or  bargain  of  the  Company  with  the  Government  is  derived 
|from  private  conversation  I  have  had  with  the  head  of  th« 
Executive.  I  do  not  know  that  this  conversation  was  confi- 
dential, but  certainly  it  was  private,  and,  therefore,  I  should 
deem  it  an  especial  favour  if  this  Honorable  Committee 
would  hold  me  excused  from  giving  the  required  information.

135.  Has  any  inconvenience  resulted  in  your  District  froiri  th« 
selection  of  voting  places  at  Elections  and  what  places  would  you 
fecointnend  for  your  County  ? — I  could  not  answer  that  (question 
at  present. 

136.  What  is  the  most  convenient  polling  place  in  the  3vd 
JtidVng  of  Lincoln  1 — I  cannot  tell,  I  am  opposed  to  Riding  Elec- 
tions altog-ether. 

137.  Are  the  Common  Schools  sufficiently  numerous  and  effi- 
eient  for  the  wants  of  the  country? — No  they  are  not. 

ISS.  Do  you  think  the  Lieutenant  Governors  of  themselves 
possess  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  inhabitants  o(  the  several 
Districts,  to  enable  them  to  select  judicious  persons  as  Justices 
of  the  Peace? — No,  1  am  certain  they  do  not. 

139.  Does  not  the  inequality  of  the  system  of  taxation  of  rata- 
ble property,  cultivated  and  uncuUivated,  alTord  just  grounds  of 
complaint  on  the  part  of  the  people  ? — I  think  so,  A  m"an  owning 
IZOtT acres  of  land  with  perhaps  GU  atres  iujproved,  will  pay  7  day* 
statute  labor,  while  a  poor  laborer  not  wortli  a  shilling,  will  be 
assessed  3  days. 

140.  Have  not  the  resident  settlers  by  the  improvements  they 
have  made,  and  the  House  of  Assembly  by  its  liberal  grimts  for 
roads,  bridges,  and  in  aid  of  inland  navigation,  given  to  the  i)ublic 
lands  their  greatly  increased  value  as  couipared  with  1792? — Yes. 

141.  Ought  not  the  revenue  arisiug  from  these  lands  to  hav« 
been  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  war  loss  claims,  instead  of 
rncreasing  the  public  debt,  and  duties  on  imports,  for  that  pur- 
purpose  ? — 1  think  they  ought.  I  think  the  government  ought 
to  have  given  us  lands  immediately  after  the  war,  to  have  paid  off 
the  losses. 

142.  Are  the  lands  granted  to  the  U.  E.  Loyahsts,  as  the  re- 
ward of  their  services,  of  which  the  first  Governor  of  this  Trov- 
rnce  makes  bonorable  mention,  free  from  taxation  and  road  dues  ? 
—They  arc  not. 

143.  Would  not  the  British  constitutional  system,  by  which 
the  head  of  the  government  is  obliged  to  choose  his  councillors 
and  principal  ofiicers  from  among  men  possessing  the  confidence] 
of  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature,  be  more  suitable  to  the  I 
wants  and  wishes  of  the  country,  if  adopted  in  Upper  Canada,! 
than  the  present  irresponsible  niode  of  government  ? — I  think  the 
Executive  Council  ought  to  be  amenible  to  the  House  of  Assem. 
bly,  and  that  the  Governor  ought  to  be  obliged  to  consult  them. 

144.  The  undue  preferences  and  exclusive  privileges  granted 
to  certain  religious  denominations,  are  much  complained  of; 
would  it  not  tend  to  strengthen  good  government  if  tl  were  al- 
together abolished  ? — Yes,  I  think  it  would. 

145.  Would  not  it  be  desirable  that  the  Clergy  and  Crown 
yeserves  and  rsH  reservations  of  land,  otherwise  than  for  education, 
were  disposed  of  for  public  purposers,  Uiider  the  control  of  the 
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l  egislature? — I  tliink  all  these  lands  or.glit  to  be  put  under  the 
control  of  the  legislature. 

lio.  Would  it  not  be  better  that  the  sale  and  disposal  of  the 
public  lands,  Hn(J  other  public  proprty,  were  in  all  cases  i-eguiated 
I  by  law  ? — Yes,  1  tiiink  it  would. 

I  147.  Ought  not  the  whole  public  revenue  to  be  paid  in  the 
I  gross  into  the  exchequer  or  treasury  of"  the  colony,  and  the  pro- 
j  eeeds  aj)plied  only  according  to  law  ? — Yes,  I  th^^lk  so. 

148.  What  check  has  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  other 
I  branches  of  the  goverLment,  as  a  means  of  preventing  executive 

tisurpations  of  popular  rights? — Not  any — the  House  of  Assem- 
bly is  a  mere  shadow. 

149.  Another  subject  of  complnint  by  the  people  Is,  the  conti- 
nued stoppage  of  the  bill  for  the  more  equal  division  of  In- 
testate's Estates — is  the  jjassagi^  of  tliat  measure  desired  in  your 
county  ? — Yes,  every  where,  as  far  as  my  knowledge  extends. 

150.  What  bank  notes  are  chiefly  circulated  in  the  riding  in 
which  you  live? — Chiefly  the  Agricultural  Bank,  they  are  three 
to  one  of  the  otlier  Banks. 

151.  iMany  comfilaints  are  made  that  the  Jud2:es  and  Clergymen 
of  the  Church  of  England  and  Rome  hold  seats  in  the  Legisla- 
tive and  Executive  Councils,  are  not  such  seats  incompatible 
with  their  spiritual  and  judicial  functions  ? — I  think  they  are. 

152.  In  what  manner  are  Justices  of  ike  Peace  appointed  in 
your  district  ?    By  the  Governor.

— A  man  that  has  not  firmrie^s  atxf 
independence  of  mind  to  come  forward  and  vote  openly  and  deci- 
dedly, ought  not  to  have  a  vote  at  all — but  in  the  present  state  of 
things  in  this  country,  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  vote  by  ballot, 
which  I  think  would  prevents  great  deal  of  knocking  down  aud 
picking  up,  and  would  save  a  greart  deal  of  time  in  trying  contest- 
s''«ketio'n».

160.  Was  that  the  nominal  value? — It  was  the  amount 
which  the  Company  had  the  power  of  calling.  The  Company 
kad  an  additional  power  of  doubling  the  capital  in  case  two-tliirdr 
•fthe  subscribers  agreed  to  it. 

1<)V.  What  sum  has  been  paid  on  each  share? — In  1824  there 
wis  £10  paid,  between  that  and  1833  there  was  £7  more,  and" 
•ince  that  there  was  10s. 

162.  Wiist  i.^  thfe  E^chaiti^e  value  in  London? — The  Piock 
Exchange  valiie  touched  £.*>.%  latest  information  gives  42.  This* 
18  riot  in  any  way  connected  wndi  the  operations  of  the  Company, 
but  is  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  bullion  arising  from  the  quantity 
•xported  to  the  Uruted  States,  and  the  hoarding  of  bullion  cou- 
(wquent  on  the  unsettled  st-ate  of  Europe. 

163.  Another  subject  of  complaint  by  the  people  is  the  contin-

— Yes,  in  the  Huron  Tract  they  are — the  mo- 
ment land  is  surveyed  in  that  tract  it  is  ours  we  having  paid  lor 
it  ;  in  the  Crown  Reserves  it  is  otherwise,  because,  by  the  second 
agreement  we  obtained  a  pre-emption  of  the  Grown  Reserves,  s« 
that  luitil  we  apply  for  them  they  belong  to  the  Oown.

186.  How  has  the  increase  of  value  on  the  stock  been 
effected  3 — From  the  great  increase  of  emigration,  and  the  money 
tjtorrght  into  the  country  by  emigrants,  much  more  extensive

205.  Have  the  company  taken  proper  means  to  encourage  a*»d 
t)romote  the  settlement  of  tiie  tract  ? — For  the  first  year,  in  Godc- 
rich  alone  ;  since  then  they  havetaiien  no  pains  to  assist  the  settler*. 
>Last  year,  there  was  a  steandioat  employed  to  bring  settlers  frowi 
Detroit  to  Goderich.  Instead  of  attending  to  that  they  went  sc- 
-^/eral  times  on  pleasure  trips  up  I-ake  Huron,  once  for  three  weeks 
or  so  at  a  time.    By  that  trip  the  settlement  lost  f>0  Scotch  farwi- 

,ries.  From  the  best  information  I  can  obtain,  we  lost  from  25ft 
"^0  300  families,  who  chiefly  settled  in  Michigan,  and  the  other 
slates,  because  the  Comi>any  neglected  tliem. 

206.  Are  the  Agents  to  the  Company  kind  to  the  settlers? —

Wavttyou? — Charles  Prior,  Juo.  Brewster,  aud  Cai)t;iin  Dunlop. 
They  do  ju'st'wliaf  they  please.  There  are  nineteen  TovvijsHfps 
in  the  Huron  Tract,  and  only  these  three  Magistrates. 

206.  Hare  the  Company  made  any  road  in  tlic  trr.ct  T — Yes, 
one  frora  Wilmot  to  Goderich,  and  one  froin  V'anuersbarg  to 
lioodon  village.  Those  roads  extend  upwards  of  ninety  miles, 
and  will  cost  about  £17,000,  which  is  allowed  them  out  of  the 
purchase  money.

221.  Tlie  Committee  informed  the  witne^^s  that  as  the  cnpv«r- 
tation  alluded  io  by  hirr>,  on  his  previous  examination,  was  nut 
confidential,  nor  relating  to  private  and  personal  affairs,  thfiv 
were  desirous  to  ol>ta}n  information  as  to  the  agreement  with  th«- 
Canada  Company. 

The  only  kno-wledge  I  have,  regarding  any  tvajisactlon  or  brn- 
gain  between  the  Executive  of  this  Province,  and  the  Canada 
Company,  arises  from  the  conversation  alluded  to  in  my  previ- 
ous answer,  which  I  had  had  with  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  some  three  or  four  3'ears  ago.  He  stated  tome  tliaf 
the  Company  threatened  the  resignation  of  their  charter  in  con- 
sequence of  the  continuation  of  the  sales  of  the  Crown  anti 
Clergy  Reserves  in  this  Province.  He  further  said  that  the- 
Commissioners  complained,  that  the  Company  sustained  a  seriou< 
jnjnry  from  these  sales,  and  that  something  should  be  done  to  stop 
their  mouths.  He  then  spoke  to  me  vecarding  the  Huron  Tract  antf 
said  that  he  was  thinking  of  having  it  conveyed  to  them  I  took  the 
liberty  of  suggesting  to  His  Excellency  that  it  would  be  better  for 
the  interests  of  the  country  to  accept  the  proffered  resignation  ;  he 
immediately  replied,  what  in  that  case  would  we  do  for  money  ? 
How,  for  instance,  would  we  pay  the  different  Churches  ?  I  uh- 
derstood  them  to  mean  by  this,  the  Churches  receiving  pensions 
by  order  of  His  Majesty's  Government.  These  Lands,  or  thi* 
ituron  Tract,  was  shortly  after  convryed  to  the  Company.  This 
is  the  substance  of  the  conversation  that  passed  between  tha 
Governor  and  me  on  that  occasion. 

222.  Are  you  nware  whether  the  grants  by  the  Colonial  Of- 
frCP  to  the  Catholic  clergy  out  of  the  Revenues  of  this  Province,

223.  Have  you  any  proofs  of  a  misapplication  ? — The  monle* 
passed  through  my  hands,  as  Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese,  for 
several  years,  and  it  came  within  my  knowledge  that  they  hav«^ 
been  misapplied,  lis  misapplication  was  frecjuently  complained 
of  by  the  Clergy  and  the  laity.  It  was  complained  of  in  tlie  first 
instance,  I  believe,  some  five  or  six  years  ago,  by  ^he  Reverend 
Angus  M'Donell,  the  Bishop's  nephew,  and  the  Rev.  William' 
Fraser,  two  officiating  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  in  a  f)etitioi> 
to  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Colborne,  and  subsequently  in  a 
petition  from  th'^  Rev.  William  Fraser  to  His  Majesty's  Seer  tary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies,  which  was  left  in  the  Goverameut 
office  for  the  purpose  of  beinc  transmitted.  When  tlio-^je  l*eti- 
tions  were  laid  before  His  Excellency  he  sent  for  me  to  inquire 
my  opinion  of  the  cour4:e  it  would  be  most  prndf^nt  for  liim  t* 
pursue  in  such  circumst<tnces.  1  humbly  suggeiifed  that  cop'p* 
.«hould  be  furthwith  furnished  to  Rishop  M'Donell,  with  a  vie**^ 
to  obtain  from  him  sbtcb  detailed  ififorjuation  reg^^^idini:  Hi-;  I^fiv- 
jesTy's  a^ipropriatt^n.  a-s^  would  eo*bk;  him  to  coiue  co  a  jr^^J  dec^

Sion  on  the  mattev  complained  of.    His  Exc  ilency  did  ro^  and 
shortly  after  the  Bishop  arrived  in  this  town,  and  directed  me  to 
use  my  influence  with  Mr.  Secretary  Mudge  t3  have  the  whole 
affair  quashed.    He  said  that  he  was  not  prepared  to  go  into  such  an 
investigation,  and  desired  me  fo  make  overtures  to  Mr.  Fraser,  to 
induce  him  not  to  press  it.    Oihers  of  the  Clergy,  namely,  the 
Rev,  Messrs.  Cullen,  Gordon,  Dempsey,  and  Cassady,  made  fre- 
quent cm  plaints  to  me  in  my  official  character  of  Vicar  General, 
of  the  mal-appropriation  of  this  fund  on  the  part  of  the  Bishoj). 
,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Culien  stated  that  he  was  obliged,  against  his  con- 
science, to  give  the  Bishop  receipts  for  money  he  never  paid  him, 
re])resenting  himself  to  be  a  schoolmaster,  though  he  never  liad 
been  such ;  and  further  said  that  his  conscience  was  so  tortured 
on  this  subject,  that  he,  on  one  occasion,  wallied  from  Glengarry 
to  Montreal,  to  consult  Rev.  Mr.  Roque,  of  Montreal,  whether  he 
could,  under  any  circumstances,  continue  to  grant  the  Bishop 
such  receipts  in  future.    A  commission  was  appointed  by  the 
parishioners  of  this  cit}',  some  three  or  four  years  ago,  to  en- 
quire into  th.s  appropriation,  togetlier  with  other  matters  of  Ec- 
clesiastical polity.    The  Report  of  the  commissioners  is  in  my 
possession,  and  it  appears  there,  from  the  evidence  of  the  ciergy- 
men  already  named,  that  gross  peculation  has  been  committed  on 
this  fund.    The  Commissioners  made  a  representation  of  this 
to  ilis  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  January,  1829,  but 
to  no  purpose.    A  subsequent  representation  was  made  to  him, 
but  inquiry  was  denied,  and  it  was  strangely  assumed,  in  contra- 
diction of  the  most  positive  testimony,  that  tlie  Ivishop  had  appli- 
ed the  whole  according  to  His  Majesty's  benevolent  interjtions. — 
I  then  found  it  necessary  to  put  myself  in  communication  with 
His  xMajesty's  Local  Government,  and  with  the  Colonial  Secre- 
t^ry,  in  Dov/ning  Street,  on  this  subject ;  and  though!  stated  that 
the  monies  passed  through  my  hands,  and  that  one  fourth  of  the 
whole  was  usually  reserved  for  School  Masters,  and  tliat  out  of 
the  residue  large  suras  were  occasionally  ])aid,  (on  one  occasion 
£212  10)  to  the  Bishop's  order,  which  was  never  accounted  for, 
and  that  to  my  certain  Knowledge  the  Bishop  was  in  the  habit  of 
applying  portions  of  these  monies  to  his  own  private  purposes,  and 
that  upon  one  occasion  I  paid  to  him,  therefrom,  by  a  check  on 
the  bank  of  Upper  Canada,  the  sum  of  £40.  to  pay  his  expenses  to 
Sandwich,  in  the  Western  District;  and  other  sums  at  various 
times,  yet  it  was  assumed  against  this  prolferod  evidence,  that 
the  Bishop  acted  with  the  strictest  integrity  and  prn{)riet.y.    J  am 
in-the  position  to  prove,  unequivocally,  before  any  tribunal,  tha.t 
His  Majesty's  bounty,  in  this  regard,  has  been  most  sliamefully 
abused,  and  the  Clergy  already  named  by  me,  if  called  upon, 
can  prove  it,  though,  |)erhaps,  not  to  the  same  extent.  Notonlv 
did  the  Bishop  misapply  the  monies,  but  he  even  went  so  far  as 
to  direct  me  to  give  2^  per  cent,  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor's 
private  Secretary  for  the  simple  performance  of  the  official  duty 
of  his  office  as  such  Secretary.    The  correspondence  1  here  of- 
fer in  evidence.

In  the  same  envelop  with  this  I  send  you  a  power 
Attorney  for  Mr.  Mudg-eto  enable  him  (to  enable  him)  to  draw  the 
salary  of  the  Catholic  Ciergy-men   and  edioolmusters  of  this 
Province,  from  Government. 

I  autiioiise  you  to  leave  2|-  per  cent  of  the  money  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Mudge  as  a  small  acknowledgment  for  the  trouble 
and  any  expense  that  may  attend  the  procuring  of  the  warrant  and 
drawing  of  the  money.  When  drawn  he  \\\\\  band  it  to  you  for 
distribution,  and  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  write  to  the  different 
individuals  to  inform  them  that  you  have  the  money,  what  sum 
each  is  to  receive,  and  how  they  are  to  draw*  for  it. 

I  have  been  told  that  Mr.  Fraser  may  prosecute  me 
for  the  forty  pounds  I  paid  to  you  at  York,  because  it  would  appear 
lhat  he  is  in  possession  of  a  letter  of  mine  authorising  him  to  draw 
upon  Mr.  Baby  to  that  amount,  and  he  has  been  telling  to  others 
nithough  not  to  myself  that  he  will  compel  me  to  pay  those  forty 
pounds. 

To  save  myself  tlierefo-rc  from  farther  trouble  fron> 
>ny  friend  on  this  score  you  must  pay  him  the  share  that  was  put 
down  for  him  in  the  distribution  of  the  current  half-year  j£35  in  lieu 
of  what  was  ordered  to  him  in  the  preceding  half-year»  and  it  will 
be  necessary  to  obtain  his  acknowledgment  to  that  effect. 

Query. 

I  shall  write  to  Mr.  Campion  if  you  approve  of  it  and 
order  him  to  put  himself  under  your  directions  for  some  time  till  hisr 
liealtii  be  re-established.  I  think  he  might  be  of  great  service  to  you 
in  carrying  your  plans  mto  execution,  and  in  paying  occasional 
visits  to  the  rear  Townships  attached  to  the  Mission  of  York.

I  beg  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  present  my  kind  res- 
pects to  Colonel  Baldwin,  to  Mrs.  and  Mr.  O'Grady,  and  my  warm 
regard  to  the  dear  little  fellows.

iical  influence  over  his  Clergy  in  conjunction  with  the  Governc 
of  this  Colony      He  got  up  a  petition  against  Mr.  Maekenzi* 
attended  a  pubhc  nieeting  in  Mrs.  Jordan's  Inn,  and  harangue 
the  people;  and  by  the  most  inexcusable  misrepresentations,  o' 
taiaed  signatures  to  said  petition  inducing  the  signers  to  be 
lieve,  from  Aitars  dedicated  to  the  service  of  Religion,  that  tl 
document  to  which  he  invited  them  to  affix  their  names  was  it. 
tended  solely  for  the  advancement  of  the  Catholic  Chnrci: 
Shortly  after,  he  left  here  for  Penetanguishene,  accompanied  by 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gordon  and  Crevier ;   and  Mr.   Gordon  told 
me  that  he  stopped  on  his  way,  to  perform  Divine  Service  in  tlie 
Catholic  Church  of  the  Township  of  Toronto,  and  that  he  did 
on  that  solemn  occasion,  instead  of  preaching  the  morality  of  iho 
Gospel,  inveigh  in  the  most  violent  and  unbecoming  manner 
against  William  Lyon  Mackenzie,    lie  went  from  that  to  Adja- 
la,  where  he  parted  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  having  given  hi  in 
previous  instructions  to  obtain  signatures  in  the  best  manner  he 
<;ould  to  a  blank  pa})er,  which  he  left  him  for  that  purpoje.  Th 
Rev.  Mr.  Gordon  told  me  that  he  was  shocked  and  scandalized 
the  manner  in  which  this  political  crusade  was  conducted.    I  nij  - 
self  have  frequently  heard  the  Bishop  preach,  before,  and  after 
the  event  here  alluded  to,  and  his  sermons,  invariably,  as  far  I 
have  been  al)Ie  to  judge  of  them,  presented  a  strange  and  incohe- 
rent nie;llcy  of  politics  and  Christianity.

Very  Rev.  and  Do?tr  Sir, 

We  have  begun  and  we  must  finish  with  tji 
R;iv.  Mr.  Crevier,  Lettors  from  the  Messrs.  B-ihy  and  from  S.ster 
St.  Patrick,  of  which  I  pond  h'-'rewith  copies,  were  brought  hero  by 
the  last  past  but  one.  Tno?e  letters  prove  the  imperious  necessity 
of  removing  Mr.  Crevier  from  the  parish  of  L'Assumption  without 
further  delay,  and  although  it  be  with  very  great  reluctance  that  I 
could  think  of  giving  you^  the  fatigue  and  tronhle  of  executing  so 
disagreeable  a  commission,  I  find  I  have  no  alternative  but.  to  in- 
trude once  more  on  your  good  nature,  and  obliging  disposition,  by 
requesting  that  you  would  take  a  second  journey  to  Sandwich  and 
put  the  finisiiing  hand  to  the  work  you  have  already  begun  in  that 
parish. 

You  will  receive  along  with  this  full  and  ample  powers  from  me 
to  deal  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crevier  as  circumstances  may  require, 
either  to  remove  him  to  another  mission,  and  the  one  that  would 
suit  him  best  is  that  of  Penetanguishine,  because  the  greater  part 
of  liis  heareio  there  would  be  Indians  ;  or  withdraw  his  faculties, 
or  if  necessary  suspend  him  at  once.  Should  any  part  of  his  pa- 
rishioners br3  seduced  by  him  to  resist  your  authority,  and  fermeni 
the  spirit  of  discord  and  dissension  in  the  congregation,  tlio^-: 
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must  be  dealt  with  as  rebellious  and  sch.smntic;  and  even  if  t!;e 
whole  or  a  majority  of  them  prove  refractory,  quod  Detis  acertat, 
we  would  rather  you  to  put  the  parish  under  iiiterdict  and  lock  the 
door  of  the  Church  than  allow  the  Divirie  authority  invested  in  us 
to  be  thus  despised  and  trampled  upoa. 

The  holy  days  being  now  pasf,  I  trust  you  will  find  it  prnctieable 
to  take  a  second  jaunt  to  Sandwich,  as  soon  as  possible  after  th-^j 
receipt  of  this  letter,  and  as  you  are  not  accustomed  to  speak  or 
preach  in  the  French  language,  I  empower  you  to  take  Mr.  Cullen 
along  with  you  in  order  to  announce  from  the  pulpit  your  orders 
and  instructions  to  the  Catholics  of  Sandwich.  After  dismissitjg 
Mr.  Crevier  you  will  leave  Mr.  Cullen  in  his  place  until  I  get  that 
parish  supplied  with  another  Clergyman. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  you  will  find  the  Messrs.  Baby  and  tlio 
well  disposed  part  of  the  congregation  ready  to  second  ycur  lauda- 
ble efforts  to  bring  the  confused  and  mismanaged  affairs  of  that  pa- 
rish into  order  and  regularity,  and  to  put  the  infant  establishment 
of  the  female  school  in  a  train  to  continue  its  progress  towards 
completion. 

I  would  wish  you  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  and  to  submit  to 
him  my  intentions  and  orders  in  reference  to  Mr.  Crevier — for  it 
-has  been  always  a  principle  of  mine  from  which  I  would  not  wish 
to  deviate  on  this  occasion,  whenever  I  found  it  necessary  to  resort 
to  an  extraordinary  exercise  of  my  spiritual  authority  to  do  so  with 
the  approbation  and  consent  of  tlie  temporal  power.  From  the 
uniform  kindness  and  condescension  which  we  have  received  fVom 
His  present  Excellency  Sir  John  Colborne,  I  should  hope  that  he 
would  have  the  goodness  of  furnishing  you  with  such  recommend- 
ation as  would  procure  you  sufficient  support  from  the  Civil  autho- 
rity of  the  Western  District,  on  the  event  of  your  finding  any  in- 
surmountable dilficulties  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Crevier,  or  his  party, 
in  the  execution  of  our  orders.  J  should,  however,  be  extremely 
Borry  to  resort  to  the  civil  power,  except  in  ca.=e  of  absolute  neces- 
sity, at  the  same  time  I  should  not  be  very  backward  in  givino-  a 
broad  hint  to  Mr.  Crevier  that  1  was  in  possession  of  such  a  power 
and  should  not  hesitate  to  make  use  of  it  in  case  of  necessity. 

I  would  advise  you  to  take  the  Hun.  Mr.  Baby  with  you,  when 
you  wait  upon  His  Excellency  on  the  business  above-mentioned 
as  he  IS  better  acquainted  than  you  or  I  with  the  characters  and 
matters  to  be  overhauled  in  Sandwich.  From  what  has  already 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  His  Excellency  respecting  Mr.  Crevier's 
electioneering  transactions,  I  should  trust  he  would  have  the 
less  objection  that  he  should  be  removed  from  Sandwich,  if  neces- 
sary, and  placed  in  a  situation  more  suitable  to  his  peculiar  talents 
and  qualifications,  being  tolerably  well  versf>d  in  the  Indian  lan- 
guage, and  a  thorough-bred  voyageiir,  he  would  be  admirably  quali- 
fied lo  match  the  Yankee  Methodists,  and  rescue  the  poor  Indians 
of  Penetanguishine  and  Lake  Simcoe  from  the  fangs  of  these 
reptiles.

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22G.  Have  yon  any  other  evidence  to  shew  the  comraitlec  that 
a  baueful  influence  exists  in  this  Colony  injurious  to  its  welfare 
and  prosperity  1 — I  think  that  the  existence  of  a  baneful  influence 
to  a  great  extent  cannot  be  denied  by  any  person  acquainted  with 
the  circumstances  of  the  Province — It  is  notorious  that  all  offices 
of  honour  and  emoiumeni  in  every  departmeut  of  the  Government 
are  monopolized  for  the  most  part  by  some  three  or  four  private 
famalies  and  their  adherents,  to  the  exclusion  of  superior  talents 
and  integrity,  and  it  is  equally  notorious  that  even  ihc  meanest 
office  in  the  patronage  of  the  llxecutive  is  only  conferred  on  per- 
sons of  a  [)articuh)r  political  bias,  and  that  the  country,  in  conse- 
quence thereof  sustains  serious  hijury,  and  that  its  alfections  are 
alienated  in  a  great  degree  from  the  local  administration.  As  a 
corroboration  of  what  1  liere  assert,  I  give  in  evidence  the  follow- 
ing letters  from  a  meaiber  of  the  Legislative  Council.

30lh  Nov.  1830.  \ 

Very  Rev.  and  dear  Sir, 

Your  favor  of  the  29th  Srptcinber  from  Sandwich, 
and  your  interesting  and  valuable  communication  of  the  20Lh  Octo* 
her  from  York,  are  both  before  me.  A  very  severe  cold  which  eon- 
fined  mo  to  my  room  for  several  weeks,  prevented  me  from  replying 
to  them  till  now.  I  shall  take  them  in  the  order  of  their  dates  :  Mr. 
Fluet's  conduct  in  deserting  his  post  at  Amhertsburgh,  without  the 
sanction  or  even  the  knowledge  of  his  superiors  both  snr])riscs  and 
disappoints  me  very  much  :  it  is  so  contrary  to  the  general  tenor  of 
liis  conduct  since  1  have  known  him, — On  reflection,  and  coupling 
this  transaction  with  the  circumstance  of  his  going  through  Sand, 
wich  without  waiting  on  you,  I  suspect  that  he  imbibed  no  favorable 
impressions  from  his  host  and  confrere  at  Niagara,  which  makes  me 
sincerely  regret  that  he  had  been  left  exposed  to  the  seduction  of  a 
character  wiiom  I  now  begin  to  think  of  a  more  designing  and  dan- 
gerous description  than  I  was  aware  of  at  one  time.  I  shall  write  fo 
Mr.Fluet  to  hold  himself  in  readiness  to  return  to  Amhcrstburgh,  how 
60on  His  Excellency  will  have  the  goodness  to  restore  his  salary  to 
him,  and  I  request  you  will  use  your  utmost  exertion  and  influence 
with  His  Excellency  to  have  that  done  as  goon  as  possible.  Do  not 
fail  to  acquaint  Mr.  Fluet  the  moment  you  succeed  with  His  Excel- 
lency. 

The  names  I  wish  to  be  inserted  in  the  Deed  of  Trust,  for  the 
glebe  land  in  York,  are  my  own  name  and  that  of  my  successor  in 
office,  and  those  of  the  Parish  Priests  of  York,  and  of  Kingston  for 
the  tune  being,  and  of  the  Honorable  James  Babv,  and  of  Alexander 
McDonell  of  York,  Esq. 

I  have  been  greatly  disappointed  at  not  having  the  honor  of  re- 
ceiving His  Excellency  under  my  humble  roof  here  as  I  had  been 
given  to  expect.    It  was  too  late  in  the  season  when  he  arrived  in 
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Klngfston,  and  he  told  Mr.  Wm.  McD.  that  he  could  not  venture 
this  length,  but  that  he  would  write  me  soon.  Thus  have  I  been 
deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  talking  to  His  Excellency  on  the 
various  subjects  you  were  so  kind  to  suggest.  I  beg,  however,  you 
will  thank  His  Excellency  for  his  great  condescension  in  mention- 
ing his  reasons  for  not  appointing  the  persons  I  recommended  to 
him  at  Kingston  for  Commissions  of  the  Peace.  His  Excellency 
must  have  come  to  a  determiuation  of  withholding  their  appoint- 
ments from  those  persons  in  consequence  of  private  information 
received  of  their  character.  There  are  secret  foldings  in  the  ma- 
gistracy of  Kingston,  which  I  could  develope  if  necessary  ;  for  the 
present  suffice  it  to  say,  that  there  is  a  knot  or  junta  of  Magistrates 
in  Kingston,  as  exclusive  and  hostile  to  Catholics  as  any  corpora- 
tion in  Ireland,  who  will  never  admit  a  Catholic  into  their  body  if 
they  can,  more  especially  an  Irish  Catholic — and  of  all  the  men  on 
earth  Mr.  Walter  McCuniff,  for  very  substantial  reasons  which  I 
could  mention  to  you  viva  voce,  but  would  not  choose  to  conmiit  to 
paper.  You  may  present  my  humble  respects  to  His  Excellency, 
and  say,  that  being  personally  acquainted  with  the  major  part  of 
the  Magistrates  of  Upper  Canada,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  assert  that 
one  half  of  them,  not  to  say  more,  are  not  better  qualified  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  than  every  one  of  those 
I  recommended  in  Kingston,  and  you  may  add,  that  it  is  my  full 
conviction  that  until  a  certain  proportion  of  Catholics  get  into  the 
Commission  of  the  Peace  there  will  never  be  peace  and  security  in 
the  province. 

Mr.  Campion  called  here  on  his  route  to  his  native  country ;  I 
understand  from  him  that  he  was  to  visit  Montreal  and  Quebec. 
He  wrote  me  previous  to  his  departure  from  Niagara,  that  it  was 
his  intention  to  spend  some  time  in  England,  and  perhaps  in  France, 
and  pressed  me  hard  to  send  him  an  order  on  you  for  his  quota, 
which  I  did  on  the  terms  we  agreed  on  at  Niagara,  viz :  that  he 
should  previously  place  the  money  he  collected  for  building  a 
Church  at  Niagara,  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Cullen  or  the  Elders,  and 
this  was  a  conditio  sine  qua  non.  When  here,  1  told  him  he  might 
as  well  leave  his  quota  in  lieu  of  the  collection  being  nearly  of 
equal  amount.  How  he  managed  I  do  not  know,  but  if  I  understand 
Mr.  Micon  rignt,  he  did  not  seem  to  act  in  Montreal  to  his  satis- 
faction. 

Your  proceedings  in  Sandwich  demand  my  most  grateful  and  sin- 
cere thanks.  On  that  subject  1  have  much  to  communicate  to  you 
which  will  supply  ample  subject  for  more  letters  than  one ;  the  task 
we  have  undertaken  is  an  arduous  one,  but  we  must  go  through  with 
it ;  the  able  manner  you  began  the  work  gives  me  great  hopes  that 
you  will  bring  it  to  prosperous  issue.

of  the  resolutions  entered  into  at  the  meeting  held  in  your  presencn 
at  Sandwich,  of  the  Curate  and  Church  Wardens  of  that  Parish,  on 
the  8d  of  October  last,  confirming  the  appointment  of  the  Commit- 
tee  nominated  on  that  occasion,  and  ordering  them  to  proceed  im- 
mediately  to  the  discharge  of  their  duty.  If  you  think  proper  to 
forward  it  to  Mr.  Crevier  to  convince  him  that  I  entirely  approve  of 
what  you  have  done,  aud  that  you  continue  to  act  under  my  autho- 
rity I  shall  be  well  pleased. 

A  copy  of  it  has  been  forwarded  to  Mr.  Crevier  and  another  to 
Mr.  Bap't  Baby. 

A  petition  signed  by  a  few  of  the  Church  Wardens  and  a  num- 
ber of  the  Parishioners  of  Sandwich,  praying  to  overturn  what  had 
bson  done  at  the  meeting  of  the  3rd  Optober  last,  before  you,  and 
proposing  another  plan  of  their  own,  has  been  sent  me.  On  the 
perusal  of  this  petition,  the  first  idea  tint  occurred  to  me  was  to  re- 
turn an  angry  answer  to  it,  but  upon  refl  ection  1  thought  it  better  to 
treat  it  witii  the  contempt  it  deserved,  and  to  send  no  answer  at  al!  ; 
My  approval  of  the  former  meeting,  and  my  orders  to  carry  tlie 
resolution  of  it  into  execution  being  in  my  own  opinion  a  sufficient 
answer.  Mr.  Crevier's  conduct  towards  the  religious  women  at 
Sandwich  has  been  every  thing  but  what  it  ought  to  be,  or 
might  be  expected  from  his  clerical  character  and  situation  as  the 
pafctor  of  a  flock.  If  you  get  out  a  patent  de-^'d  of  the  lands  grant- 
ed by  the  Huron  l!id;ans  for  the  use  of  the  Parish  of  Sandwich,  in 
trudt  to  the  Bisliop  of  the  DiOcese  and  his  successors  in  office,  and 
to  the  Parish  Priest  of  York,  for  the  time  being,  and  to  Francis  and  j 
Bap't  Baby,  Esv^rs.,  that  ground  may  easily  be  cleared  then  of  j 
carpenters  and  blacksmiths  shops,  and  every  other  nuisance  that  ! 
can  prevent  tlie  premises  from  the  use  for  which  the  donors  intend- 
ed them.  It  is  indeed  a  matter  of  no  small  surprise  that  the  busi- 
ness has  been  so  long  neglected,  consid -ring  that  there  have  been 
an  Executive  Councillor  and  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Assembly 
both  catholics,  and  both  natives  of  Simdwich  ;  but  a  still  greater 
mattei  of  surprise  and  chagrin  is  that  the  lot  given  by  the  late 
Bishop  Burke  for  the  use  of  the  York  Mission  should,  for  the  saving 
of  a  few  dollars,  be  sold  for  the  taxes,  when  our  friend  the  Honor- 
able James  Baby,  our  friend  Alexander  Macdonel  Cullechie,  our 
friend  Mr.  Bergin.  and  your  friend  Peter  Macdougall,  were  on  the 
Fpot.  The  speculative  genions  of  th(?  two  last  is  too  much  upon 
tlie  alert  to  allow  such  a  chance  as  that  to  pass  without  their  know- 
ledge. Ever  since  1  have  com.e  to  Upper  Canada  I  have  invaria- 
bly observed,  that  one  Presbyterian  or  one  Methoflist  would  give 
}umso]f  more  trouble  to  promote  the  interest  of  his  religion  l.han 
590  Catholics;  I  am  the  more  confirmed  in  the  truth  of  this  apser. 
lion,  by  the  procrastinations  and  repeated  suspensions  of  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Council  respecting  the  grant  of  the  lot  at  the  mouth  of 
the  River  Trent.  Had  proper  energy  been  applied  at  first  the  mat- 
ter might  have  been  decided  at  once,  but  by  delaying  it,  additional 
obstacles  and  difficulties  have  been  daily  conjured  up.  The  Eng- 
lish clergyman  of  BjHvillehas  held  meetings  and  conferences  with 
the  Church  of  England  clergyman  of  ihe  Carrying  Phtce,  &c. 
Those  charitable  and  disinterested  members  of  the  Established 
Church,  not  salisfiv^d  with  one  seventh  of  the  whole  lands  of- 
the  Province,  must  draw  up  a  petition  to  their  Bishop)  now  at 
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Head  Quarters  to  prevent  the  Catholics  from  obtaining  a  grant  of 
this  solitary  lot  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Trent  and  llis  Lordship 
has  assured  those  clergymen  that  there  was  not  the  least  chance  of 
our  ooLaining-  the  Lot. — Hence  all  the  changes  and  yacilating  in 
the  Council,  and  the  important  discoveries  of  its  being  one  day  a 
Church  Lot,  and  another  a  site  for  a  Town. 

Since  the  death  of  General  Brock  till  the  arrival  of  his  present 
Excellency  I  hatl  invariahiy  found  an  incessant  score':  influence 
undermining  and  counteracting  my  efforts  and  exertions  to  contri- 
bute moril  and  religious  instructions  to  ll'm  Majesty's  Catholic  sub- 
jects of  Upper  Canada.  After  receiving  the  Prince  Regent's  thanks 
for  my  own  conduct  in  defence  of  the  Province  during  the  late  war  ; 
the  Colonial  Minister  Earl  Bathurst  encreased  my  ovvn  salary,  an  d 
gent  orders  to  the  Executive  Government  of  the  Province  to  pay  ko 
much  annually  to  a  certain  number  of  Catholic  Clergymen  and 
Teachers  that  I  .vas  to  recommend  ;  but  notwithstanding  that  thoso 
individuals  had  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duty  by  my  direc- 
tions, and  that  I  produced  the  positive  orders  of  Earl  Bathurst  that 
they  should  receive  their  salaries  ;  yet  Dr.  Strachan  and  Justice 
Powell  w!io  under  the  nominal  administration  of  Colonel  Smith,  Mr. 
Gore,  and  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  actually  governed  the  Province 
^tili  they  quarrelled  among  tiiemselves  resisted  the  payment  of  those 
salaries  in  defiance  of  His  Lordship's  orders  for  seven  years,  and 
obliged  me  to  take  two  journeys  to  Europe  at  no  small  trouble  and 
expense. 

The  liberality  and  manly  vigor  of  Sir  John  Colborne's  mind  hag 
kept  our  enemies  at  bny  since  the  commencement  of  his  prosperous 
administration,  but  his  great  kindness  to  us  is  a  suflicient  cause  for 
stirring  the  envy  and  the  malice  of  these  who  wouid  wish  to  keep 
us  for  ever  in  the  back  ground,  and  I  am  sure  their  secret  machina- 
tions are  in  active  operation  in  other  matters  as  vv^cll  as  in  depriving 
us  of  the  lands  at  the  mouth  of  the  Trent,  and  I  am  very  certain  that 
if  you  are  not  upon  the  alert  and  do  not  proceed  with  both  vigour 
and  prudence  our  P^netanguishine  Mission  will  fall  to  the  ground^ 
and  the  allowance  made  to  the  Missionary  or  Teacher  of  the  Huron 
Indians  at  Amherstburgh  will  be  lost,  I  however  still  depend  much 
on  your  active  zeal,  and  the  good  intention  and  justice  of  Sir  John, 

I  have  no  words  to  express  my  indignation  at  the  disgraceful  con- 
duct of  the  two  Missionaries  of  the  VV^estern  District  towards  Fran- 
cis Baby,  Esq.  the  most  independent,  the  most  upright,  and  I  verily 
believe  the  most  honest  member  that  ever  sat  in  the  Provincial  As- 
sembly of  Upper  Canada  since  its  first  formation,  and  a  Cathokc  ; 
to  oppose  such  a  man,  and  lend  their  baneful  influence  to  support  a" 
deep  designing  enemy  of  their  Holy  Religion  and  of  every  smcere 
professor  of  it !  ! !  Such  conduct  appears  to  me  not  only  mischiev- 
ous, malicious,  and  disgraceful  but  down-right  madness,  and  wouid 
lead  a  person  to  believe  that  they  themselves  are  really  infected 
with  the  very  crime  which  they  impute  to  Mr.  Baby. 

It  requires  however  no  great  sagacity  to  perceive  that  Mr.  Cre- 
vier's  hostility  towards  that  gentleman  is  because  he  conceivea 
him  a  bar  in  the  way  of  carrying  into  execution,  his  selfish  views 
on  the  revenues  of  the  Parish  and  the  lands  of  the  nuns.  Nono 
I  can  be  more    convinced  of   the  injurious  consequence  of  Mr, 
I  Crevier's  very  improper  conduct  throughout,  nor  more  determined 
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to  let  him  feel  the  effects  of  it  than  I.  Indeed  it  was  my  intcn. 
tion  for  some  time  past  to  remove  him,  and  tho  only  thing  that 
prevented  me  was  the  difficulty  of  getting  liim  replaced.  °  The 
Bishops  of  Lower  Canada  are  not  much  disposedto  part  v/ith 
any  of  their  clergy  that  they  find  useful  for  themselves,  and  those 
they  would  most  readily  part  with  would  be  the  least  useful 
to  us.  The  tythes  and  casualties  of  the  parish  of  Sandwich 
would  be  no  doubt  an  inducement  to  a  Canadian  priest  if  those 
were  found  to  be  much  greater  than  his  own,  but  were  they  tea 
times  greater  than  they  are  he  would  think  himself  perfectly  justi- 
fied, and  even  authorised  to  apply  the  whole  of  them  in  entertaining 
his  friends  and  enriching  his  family  who  seldom  turn  out  the  more 
respectable  or  the  better  christians  for  being  pampered  on  the  reve- 
nues of  the  church  and  the  patrimony  of  the  poor. 

I  would  be  extremely  sorry  that  the  conduct  of  Messrs.  Crevier 
and  Fluet  should  be  exposed  before  His  Excellency,  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and  still  more  so  before  the  Provincial  Assembly  first 
because  the  mischief  already  done  could  not  thereby  be  remedied  ;• 
secondly  because  a  recurrence  of  a  similar  evil  may  easily,  and  ef. 
fectually  be  prevented  without  resorting  to  such  a  measure,  and 
thirdly  because  very  many  of  the  members  of  the  Assembly  who 
are  inveterate  enemies  to  our  holy  religion  and  most  anxious  to  be 
furnished  with  all  the  weapons  they  could  against  it  would  not  fail 
to  seize  upon  such  transactions  as  took  place  at  Sandwich  at  the 
last  Election,  and  turn  them  to  our  discredit  and  disgrace,  and  it 
would  be  difficult  to  calculate  on  the  consequences.  You  will  be 
pleased  to  inform  me  how  soon  you  will  obtain  the  Patent  Deed  of 
the  Church  land  in  Sandwich  and  in  the  mean  time  I  shall  do  what 
I  can  to  procure  a  religious  wom.an  to  join  those  already  there.  I 
applied  to  the  Congregation  Nuns  some  time  ago  but  they  would 
have  nothing  to  do  with  that  Institution  without  they  got  the  land 
and  the  whole  establishment  for  themselves  without  any  regard  to 
the  poor  individuals  that  had  commenced  it  and  had  already  under- 
gone 80  much  sufferings  and  privations.  I  shall  hope  however  to 
be  more  successful  in  some  other  quarter  and  meet  with  more  disin- 
terested zeal  for  religion.  What  a  pity  we  could  not  prevail  on 
some  of  the  noble  hearted  and  heroic  daughters  of  St.  Patrick  to 
cross  the  Atlantic  and  communicate  a  spark  of  the  love  of  God,  and 
holy  zeal  for  the  religion  of  Christ  which  filled  their  own  hearts  to 
the  hard  and  selfish  mind  of  some  of  our  Canadians  of  both  Pro- 
vinces. 

I  request  to  know  the  time  that  the  lot  of  land  granted  by  the 
late  Bishop  Burke  to  the  mission  of  York  was  sold  for  the  taxes, 
and  the  person  who  bought  it.  Whatever  documents  I  have  or  can 
procure  to  prove  the  legality  of  our  right  to  that  property  shall  be 
forwarded  to  you. 

Please  to  accept  of  my  most  sincere  thanks  for  your  kind 
and  friendly  offer  of  quarters  under  your  hospitable  roof  dur- 
ing my  projected  visit  to  York  this  winter.     In  truth  I  ought 

be  ashamed  of  all  the  trouble  I  have  given  you  and 
your  brother's  excellent  family  all  the  times  I  have  been  at  York 
since  you  came  to  it.  If  I  be  called  thither  ex  officio,  I  shall  go 
but  not  otherwise.  For  besides  the  fatigues  of  so  long  a  journey, 
the  precarious  state  of  the  weather,  and  want  of  accommodation 
m  this  inclement  season  of  the  year  I  find  my  funds  so  completely 
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drained  and  myself  so  mucli  involved  by  educating'  boarding",  and 
clothing  seven  or  eight  ecclesiastics  for  so  many  years  at  my  own 
I  expense  without  the  smallest  assistance  from  any  other  quarter  ex- 
j  ccpt  the  fe^v  pounds  that  you  have  been  remitting  to  the  two  of 
I  them  that  have  been  teaching  here,  that  I  could  hardly  command  to 
I  day  what  would  defray  my  travelJing  expenses  to  and  from  York. 
'  I  have  been  obliged  to  discharge  the  Canadian  ecclesiastic  that  I 
had  employed  for  five  or  six  years  back  in  teaching  theology,  and 
taking  upon  myself  the  task  of  giving  lectures  to  my  young  peo- 
ple and  of  attending  morning  and  evenmg  Religious  exerc'ses. 

If  1  cannot  make  them  profound  Theologians  or  highly  educated 
Priests,  I  trust  they  will  turn  out  by  the  grace  of  God  pious  and 
zealous  Missionaries,  with  as  much  knowledge  as  will  enable  them 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  calling  with  credit  to  themselves 
and  advantage  to  their  flocks. 

I  sent  up  by  Mr.  Mican  of  Niagara  three  Missala  one  for  Mr, 
Gordon  one  for  Mr.  Cullen  and  one  for  Mr.  Brenan  and  1  shall 
take  up  a  couple  of  Chalices  and  a  Cibormm  with  me  when  I  go  up 
myself  to  be  disposed  of  where  they  shall  be  wanted  most. 

I  am  thinking  to  call  a  meeting  of  my  Clergy  and  to  lay  before 
them  many  matters  tiiat  appear  to  me  necessary  for  the  propagation 
of  our  holy  religion,  the  uniformity  of  church  discipline,  &c.  &c.  and 
I  would  be  obliged  to  you  by  letting  me  know  your  opinion  where 
such  a  meeting  should  take  place  who  should  be  called  to  it,  and 
matter  that  should  be  discussed  at  it? 

The  Post  comes  but  once  a  week  this  way  and  this  letter  has 
been  by  mistake  omitted  to  be  sent  along  with  the  mandate  to  the 
Incumbent  and  Church- Wardens  of  Sandwich  which  I  sent  to 
jVou,  bnt  as  two  copies  have  been  sent  to  that  Priest  I  shall  defer 
(taking  harsher  measures  until  I  learn  what  elfect  that  instrument 
may  have. 

I  beg  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  offer  my  kindest  regard  to  your 
brother  and  Mrs.  O'Grady,  and  the  dear  little  Brazilians. 

And  believe  me  to  be,  with  high  esteem  and  sincere  regard,

Very  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : 

Your  valuable  and  much  esteemed  communication  of 
the  9tli  current  came  to  hand  by  the  last  post.  I  am  charmed  and 
delighted  with  your  successful  exertions  in  promoting  the  sacred 
cause  in  which  we  are  both  embarked,  and  I  never  cease  thanking 
^he  Divine  Goodness  who  in  the  decline  of  my  health  and  mental 
faculties  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  send  me  so  zealous  and  so 
powerful  a  co-operator  as  you  have  already  proved  yourself  to  be, 
in  this  infant  portion  of  Our  Lord's  vineyard.  What  you  are  plea- 
sed to  call  a  mild  sway  others  may  perhaps  call  weakness  and 
irobecihty,  but  we  have  always  made  it  a  principle  of  action  never 
to  resort  to  extremities  until  the  nature  of  the  case  rendered  coerciv© 
measures  necessary.    There  is  a  point  beyond  which  indulgence 
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and  forbearance  cannot  be  carried,  without  swerving  from  dutn 
and  betraying  the  sacred  trust  committed  to  our  charge ;  the  RevJ 
Mr.  Crevier  having  ac  length  driven  us  to  that  point  eliall  find  us 
as  firm  and  determined  m  the  execution  of  our  duly  as  we  had 
boon  reluctant  to  adopt  harsh  measures  while  there  remained 
any  hope  of  milder  ones  sufficing.  In  my  last  letter  I  trust  you 
would  find  my  orders  and  instructions  regarding  Mr.  Crevier  Euffi. 
ciently  ample. 

When  you  get  to  Sandwich,  and  shall  have  arranged  the  n-.csl 
important  part  of  your  business  tliere,  you  v/ill  send  for  Mr.  Fluetc 
and  make  such  arrangements  v^ith  him  as  you  may  find  expcdic;  f 
after  having  taken  all  the  necessary  informations  respecting  ! 
different  missions  of  Amherstburgh,  the  River  Thames,  and  L 
down.  You  are  at  liberty  to  fix  his  residence  at  either  of  the  t\v  " 
first  places  where  you  will  judge  it  most  conducive  to  the  good  cf 
religion,  but  I  think  Amherstburgh  ought  to  be  his  principal  resi- 
dence. 

It  gives  ms  hearLfelt  pleasure  to  find  you  so  well  satisfied  with 
the  few  clergymen  I  have  been  able  to  send  under  your  jurisdiction 
and  control. 

The  greatest  satisfaction  that  I  can  enjoy  in  this  life  and  I  may 
say  the  only  one  is  hearing  of  the  good  conduct,  and  well  doing  of 
those  ecclesiastics  I  have  been  struggling  to  educate  and  train 
up  for  llie  sacred  ministry.  Although  not  profound  thcologiana 
nor  def'p'y  versed  in  abstruse  sciences?,  I  trust  they  will  bo  guided 
by  the  iiifliience  of  a  true  apostolic  spirit  and  prove  sufficiently  ca- 
pable to  afford  the  necessary  moral  and  religious  instructions  to 
those  under  their  spiritual  directions  to  secure  their  eternal  salva- 
tion. 

The  zoal  and  activity  of  the  Catholics  in  the  townships  mention- 
ed in  your  letter  in  co-operating  with  the  Missionaries  in  buildin 
churches,  and  diffusing  the  sacred  principles  of  our  holy  religii 
is  no  small  addition  to  my  consolation  and  comfort  on  this  occasion 
but  the  credit  of  their  conduct,  and  of  the  wonderful  progress  o: 
the  good  work,  is  next  to  Divine  Providence  due  to  you    whose  ju- 
dicious plans  and  wise  regulations  they  only  carry  into  execution 
I  have  tiiree  more  ecclesiastics  now  in  the  third  year  of  their  the 
logy,  one  of  these  I  find  necessary  to  retain  about  myself,  the  otln 
two  I  could  spare  and  would  be  glad  to  send  you  one  of  them  i; 
you  wished  it,  but  Mr.  Campion  has  taught  us  not  to  make  them 
too  soon  their  own  masters,  and,  therefore,  for  the  future  no  clergy- 
man shall  have  charge  of  a  mission  until  he  be  one  or  two  year 
under  the  surveillance  and  command  of  an  elder  missionary. 

I  admit  the  justness  of  your  observation  in  reference  to  the  Rc 
Mr.  Fluet,  but  I  trust  you  will  do  your  utmost  to  preserve  the  pci; 
pion  for  the  teacher  of  the  Indians  of  Amherstburgh  whether  it  bc- 
Mr.  Fluet  or  any  other  you  may  settle  in  that  place, 

I  hereby  give  you  full  and  ample  powers  to  make  the  exchange 
required  v;it]i  our  excellent  friend  Colonel  Allan  between  the  land 
in  Wilmot  and  in  Guelph,  and  I  shall  be  ready  to  sign  any  instru- 
ments that  may  be  nccecsary  when  I  get  up  to  York.  I  feel  ex. 
trpmcly  happy  and  return  you  many  thanks  for  obtaining  the  patent 
for  the  lands  granted  to  the  nuns  and  Parish  Church  of  ^Sandwich 
So  far  from  accusing  you  of  inertness,  or  inactivity  that  I  feel  jr

debted  to  you  and  give  full  credit  for  all  the  acquisition  that  this 
Diocess  has  made  since  you  have  been  at  York,  which  13  more  than 
was  done  for  the  whole  time  previous.  Your  Petition  for  the  Lot 
at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Trent  I  very  much  approve  of  as  an  en- 
ergetic, respectful,  and  a  very  spirited  one.  From  the  shuffling  and 
unmanly  conduct  of  the  Council  in  this  affair,,  you  vi^ill  now  be 
convinced  of  the  truth  of  my  assertion  that  a  secret  influence  is 
constantly  at  work  to  arrest  the  progress  of  the  Catholic  Religion 
in  this  Province.  It  affords  me  much  gratification  that  you  have 
so  wonderfully  advocated  the  cause  of  our  friend  Mr.  MacCuiiiff. 
It  is  true  enough,  that  several  of  the  Magistrates  of  Kingston  are 
afraid  of  him  and  have  good  reason  to  be  so,  because  \vere  he  to 
expose  the  very  improper  conduct  of  some  of  them  which  he  has 
in  his  power  to  do,  they  should  never  sit  upon  a  Magisterial  Bencli 
in  Kingston  or  elsewhere,  and  His  Excellency  needs  not  dread  a 
deficiency  of  as  worthy  and  as  able  characters  to  fill  the  Bench  of 
Magistrates  in  Kingston  as  those  who  threaten  to  resign  in  the 
event  of  McCunifi"'s  appointment. 

The  truth  is  there  is  an  Augean  Stable  to  clean  out  in  Kingston, 
H^nd  perhaps  the  sooner  the  work  is  done  the  better. 

1  return  you  my  most  grateful  thanks  for  your  kind  and  generous 
suggestion  of  applying  the  proceeds  of  the  lot  of  land  near  York  to> 
the  liquidation  of  my  debts  ;  but  although  upv/ards  of  five  thousand 
pounds  behind  hand  between  the  new  Church  of  this  Parish  and 
other  Churches  with  the  expenses  of  supporting  my  Ecclesiastics 
and  other  outlays  for  religion  I  am  unwilling  to  appropriate  any  of 
the  small  property  given  for  the  use  of  the  Church  as  long  as  I  can, 
in  full  reliance  that  his  Divine  Majesty  for  whose  honor  and  glory 
I  have  involved  myself  in  difficulties  will  in  His  Gracious  Good- 
re^s  extricate  me  out  of  them.  I  shall  do  every  thing  in  my 
power  to  obtain  as  soon  as  possible  the  documents  you  desire  in 
reference  to  the  lot  above  mentioned. 

I  send  you  herewith  the  distribution  for  the  half-year  from  the 
1st  of  July  to  the  31st  December,  1830  and  give  you  permission 
to  alter  it  to  a  certain  extent  if  you  think  that  by  doing  so  it  will 
afford  more  general  satisfaction. 

Our  friend  Mr.  Fraser  who  has  made  a  very  decent  competency 
by  his  savings  and  speculations  in  Kingston  does  not  appear  to  me 
entitled  to  a  quota.  Your  confrere  the  V.  G.  of  Kingston  has  been 
a  good  deal  out  of  pocket  in  improving  the  Church  and  Presbytery 
without  any  prospect  of  being  refunded,  the  P^ev.  Angus  M'Donell's 
quota  has  been  increased  at  your  own  recommendation]  and  for  very 
cogent  reasons.  There  will  remain  a  small  surplus  of  £20  sterling 
which  you  can  keep  in  your  own  hands  in  the  mean  time, — there 
ought  to  be  some  fund  established  to  meet  contingencies.  Your  tra- 
velhng  expenses  to  Sandwich  must  be  taken  out  of  some  place. 

It  is  my  intention  to  have  a  meeting  of  my  Clergy  at  Kingston  as 
soon  after  the  Easter  holy  days  as  possible  to  put  the  affairs  of  the 
diocess  on  a  more  regular  footing  than  they  have  been  yet.  We  have 
much  to  arrange  then,  and  it  will  require  the  united  wisdom  and  ex- 
perience of  all  to  concert  and  adopt  plans  the  best  adapted  to  pro- 
mote  the  interest  of  our  holy  religion. 

I  shall  be  much  obliged  to  you  by  hearing  from  you  on  rccci{)t  of 
ihis^  and  informing  me  the  precise  time  you  will  start  for  Sandwich, 
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likewise  if  you  are  desirous  that  I  should  send  you  any  of  my  Eccle- 
siastics, but  you  must  not  forget  that  I  would  not  wish  to  entrust 
him  with  the  charge  of  a  mission,  but  only  to  serve  under  a  Clergy- 
man of  greater  experience  for  one  or  two  years. 

I  expect  to  go  to  Montreal  soon  to  procure  the  necessary  do:;u- 
ments  respecting  the  lot  of  land  bequeathed  by  the  late  Bishop  Burke 
to  the  mission  of  York.

JAMES  KING,  Esq.,  Barrister  at  Law,  called  in  and 
examined. 

227.  Have  you  a  copy  of  the  petition  of  the  churchwardens 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  this  city  presented  to  His  Ex- 
cellency previous  to  Dr.  O'Grady's  departure  for  Rome  ? — I  have 
not. 

228.  Have  you  any  rccolloction  of  a  petition  by  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Fraser  of  St.  Andrews,  to  His  Excellency  Sir  Peregrine  Mait- 
land,  complaining  that  lie  had  not  for  some  yeais  received  the  al- 
lowance made  to  him  by  His  Majesty  as  a  clergyman  of  King- 
ston ? — I  copied  the  petition  for  him — it  was  afterv/ards  signed  by 
him  and  laid  before  His  Excellency  in  Council.  I  understand 
that  Bishop  M'Donell  and  Mr.  Fraser  compromised  the  matter 
afterwards.  The  sum  allowed  Mr.  Fraser,  as  he  stated  to  mc. 
was  jGIOO  per  annum. 

229.  Do  you  know  of  a  petition  presented  by  the  Rev.  Angus 
McDonell  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  Fraser,  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
complaining  of  the  undue  distribution  of  the  allowance  from  the 
Colonial  Office? — In  the  memorial  of  the  churchwardens  to  His 
Excellency  we  prayed  for  a  copy  of  that  petition,  as  we  under- 
stood it  to  contain  a  charge  of  peculation  against  Bishop 
M'Donell. 

230.  Was  it  refused  ? — His  Excellency's  answer  was,  that  the 
original  petition  was  sent  to  Bishop  M'Donell,  and  that  it  was  not 
yet  returned,  bJit  he  had  written  for  it.  We  never  got  the  copy, 
nor  heard  of  it  since. 

231.  AVere  you  a  petitioner  to  the  House  of  Assembly  last 
Session  complaining  of  the  misapplication  of  the  public  monies 
"ranted  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Clergy  and  School  Masters? — I 
was.  Upon  a  motion  to  refer  it  to  a  Special  Committee  of  enqui- 
ry, the  House  refused  to  commit  it.  It  was  signed  by  the  Roman 
CathoUc  Laity  generally,  at  least  by  all  who  were  applied  to. 
The  petition  complained  in  the  first  place  of  His  Majesty's  supre- 
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raacy  over  the  Church — of  tythes  payable  to  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic CJergy — of  the  misapplication  of  £1000,  sterling,  granted  for 
the  support  of  the  Clergy  Schools — that  no  Roman  Catholic 
School-liouse  had  been  erected  in  this  city.  And  very  few,  if 
any  in  the  Province— the  petitioners  further  requested  immediate 
enquiry  into  the  appropriation  of  £1000,  and  the  abolition  of  all 
pensions  and  sinecures  payable  to  the  Clergy — an  additional  alle- 
gation was,  that  there  were  few,  if  any,  Catholic  Schools  in  the 
Province. 

2S2.  Do  you  know  what  Roman  Catholic  Schools  have  been 
established  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Royal  bounty  ? — I  have  ne- 
ver heard  of  any  in  the  Province. 

233.  What  reason  had  you  for  believing  that  the  £1000  was 
misapplied? — The  Rev.  Mr.  O'Grady  was  parish  Priest  at  this 
place.  He  had  the  distribution  of  a  part,  or  the  whole  of  the 
distribution,  under  the  Bishop's  order.  He  shewed  me  a  check 
in  Bishop  M'Donell's  favour  for  £40  on  the  Bank,  which  he  said 
was  to  pay  the  Bishop's  travelling  expenses  to  and  from  Sand- 
wich. I  was  aware  that  this  was  a  misapplication  of  the  funds. 
There  was  another  case.  I  understood  that  Mr.  Angus  M'Donell 
the  Bishop's  nephew,  got  his  share  of  the  Government  appropri- 
ation, (although  it  was  refused  to  Mr.  Crevier,  whom  the  Bishop 
removed,)  on  the  supposition  that  his  tythes  were  sufficient  for 
his  maintenance.  After  Mr.  M'Donell's  removal  to  Sandwich — 
After  Mr.  Crevier  was  removed  he  spent  the  winter  with  Bishop 
M'Donell,  who  gave  him  a  check  for  a  portion  of  this  money,  al- 
though he,  Mr.  Crevier,  was  not  in  charge  of  any  parish.  With 
regard  to  the  mal-appropriation,  1  was  one  of  the  Committee 
appointed  at  an  adjourned  meeting  convened  by  Bishop  M'Donell, 
to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  the  state  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Religion  in  Upper  Canada.  The  Rev.  Lawrence  Dempsey  gave 
in  evidence  before  us,  that  he  was  obliged  to  sign  receipts  to  Bishop 
M'Donneil  in  the  capacity  of  Schoolmaster,  for  monies  he  never 
received,  and  that  he  never  was  a  schoolmaster.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Gordon's  evidence  was  a  corroboration  of  Mr.  Dempsey's.  Mr. 
Gordon  is  now  officiating  clergyman  at  Niagara.  It  was  given  in 
evidence  that  a  quantity  of  Sacred  Vestments  and  Church  Plate 
had  been  presented  by  Cardinal  Weld  for  gratuitous  distribution 
amongst  the  Clergy  of  the  Province,  and  that  they  were  sold  to 
those  Clergymen  by  Bishop  M'Donneil,  who  took  their  notes  and 
stopped  the  amount  out  of  the  Government  appropriation.  I 
was  a  member  of  the  commission  appointed  by  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic congregation  of  the  Parish  of  this  city,  who  enquired  among 
other  matters  into  the  application  of  £250,  sterling,  paid  by 
Government  for  Roman  Catholic  Schools,  as  a  part  of  the  annual 
grant  to  the  Clergy.  Doctor  O'Grady  gave  the  following  evi 
dence  before  us  "that  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cullen  was  ordained 
into  the  priesthood,  he  declared  to  him  (Dr.  O'Grady)  his  readi 
ness  to  testify  on  oath,  that  he  never  acted  in  the  capacity  of  a 
school  master,  and  moreover  that  he  was  forced  against  his  will 
and  conscience  by  the  Bishop  to  give  him  receipts  formonies  thai 
were  never  paid  him,  either  as  being  such  alledged  Schoolmaster 
or  otherwise."

234.  How  many  Justices  of  the  PeRce  are  there  in  the  County 
you  represent,  and  how  many  in  each  Township? — A  new  Com- 
mission has  been  issued  since  I  left  Glengarry.  When  I  left 
home  there  were  nine  Magistrates  resident  in  Cliarlottenburgh — 
three  in  Lochiel,  one  in  Lancaster,  but  none  in  Kenyon. 

235.  Are  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  resident  in  your  County 
chosen  exclusively  from  one  party  in  politics,  or  indiscriminately 
from  respectable  men  entertaining  various  political  opinions  ? — 
I  am  not  aware  that  the  appointments  were  made  with  reference 
to  the  political  opinions  of  the  persons  appointed. 

23o.  Are  men  chosen  to  fill  the  Commission  of  the  Peare, 
and  the  offices  of  the  district  who  have  been  long  resident  in  it, 
or  are  strangers  more  generally  preferred  ? — I  cannot  answer  that 
question  positively. 

237.  What  Bank  notes  have  the  greatest  circulation  in  your 
district  ? — 1  cannot  say  ;  I  expect  there  are  as  matiy  Lower  Ca- 
nada Bank  notes  as  any  other. 

238.  What  is  the  state  of  the  roads  in  your  District  ? — 
Bad. 

239.  Are  the  common  schools  in  your  District  sufficiently 
numerous  and  efficient  for  the  wants  of  the  country  ? — They  are 
numerous,  but  not  efficient. 

240.  Do  you  think  the  Lieutenant-Governors,  of  themselve-^, 
possess  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  several 
districts  to  enable  them  to  select  judicious  persons  as  Justices  of 
the  Peace  ? — I  should  think  not.  I  am  rather  of  opinion  that  | 
the  new  Commission  was  issued  upon  the  recommendation  of  tlie 
late  members  of  Assembly. 

241.  Has  any  inconvenience  resulted  in  your  district  from  li 
selection  of  voting  places  at  Elections,  and  what  places  would 
you  recommend  for  your  county  ? — I  am  of  opinion  that  two  poll- 
ing places  would  be  best.    The  two  most  central  places,  in  my  - 
opinion,  are  Williamstown  and  Alexandria. 

242.  Have  the  monies  arising  from  the  sale' of  'wild  lands  fof 
assessed  taxes,  or  from  payment  of  such  assessments  on  there 
lands  been  prudently  expended  by  the  Magistrates  in  your  Dis- 
trict?— I  rather  think  that  such  p/arts  as  the  law  requires  to  be 
applied  on  the  roads  has  been  prudently  expended.  I,  as  a  Ma- 
gistrate,  recommended  that  the  remainder  be  applied  towards 
paying  the  expense  of  erecting  the  Gaol  and  Court-house,  in- 
stead of  which,  it  was  applied  to  Government  purposes. 

243.  Is  it  just  to  the  Baptists,  Quakers,  Menonists,  Tunkards» 
Independents,  Seceders  and  other  classes  of  Christians,  whose 
spiritual  teachers,  receive  no  share  of  the  public  revenue,  for 
their  religious  services,  that  the  Clergy  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland, 
the  Catholic  Bishop  and  Clergy,  and  the  Methodist  Ministers 
should,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Legislature,  have  a  bounty 
paid  to  them  for  their  performance  of  their  religious  duties  ? — ■ 
My  opinion  of  that  is,  that  no  particular  sect  should  be  required 
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to  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  atly  others— that  all  should' 
be  supported  by  contvibutions  from  their  own  [)articular  Congre- 
gations.   If  this  money  be  given  with  a  view  of  facihtating  ortr 
way  to  the  other  work),  I  think  each  denomination  sliould  pay 
for  the  salvation  of  their  own  souls. 
!      244.    The  Committee  understand  that  large  grants  of  valuable 
I  cleared  lands  have  been  made  of  late  to  Clergymen  of  the  Church 
'  of  England  for  Glebes,  is  this  so  within  your  knowledge  ? — No. 
i      245.    Do  you  know  if  the  sum  of  £()OuO  of  the  [)ub]ic  monies 
j  (in  the  hands  of  Bishop  IM'Donell)  being  lent  to  the  House  of 
I  Maitland,  Gardner  and  Auldjo  ? — Only  by  report. 
1     240.    What  Schoolmasters  did  the  Bishop  bring  from  Europe  t 
1  — Four,  IMr.  Hammond,  ■Mr.  IMurdock,  Mr.  IM'Donald,  and  Mr. 
I  M'Piierson.    I  think  the  latter  came  from  the  West  Indies. 
I     247.    From  wdiat  funds  were  they  paid  ] — I  cannot  tell.    I  un- 
derstand that  iiI(X)  is  allowed  for  each  of  them  by  government. 

248.  Did  they  teach  SchooP — Three  of  them  tanglit  school 
ia  Glengarry  for  some  time.  One  of  them  taught  ^ii  connnoii 
school. 

249.  Are  there  any  Catholic  School  Masters  now  in  Glengar- 
ry, paid  out  of  the  Government  appropriation  to  such  teachers  ? — 
I  am  not  aware  that  there  are.  l^ishap  xM'Donell  paid  the  School- 

i  masters  referred  to  in  my  former  answer.  It  is  more  than  five 
years  since  they  left.  I  am  aware  tha.t  the  Bisho])  has  been  occa- 
sionally giving  the  Common  School  Teacher  ;U  iUexandria  sonis 
money.  I  know  that  he  had  paid  him  in  aJl  .C18 — this  was  about 
a  year  or  two  ago. 

250.  Out  of -what  funds  did  the  Bishop  build  tlie  Church  at 
Raphaels] — I  have  never  seen  the  accounts,  though  a  mciuber 
of  that  Church — I  have  heard  a  good  deal  of  entreatj   made  by 

,  the  Clergy  for  persons  to  come  forward  and  rissist  in  ^^etf/ng  up 
,  the  building.    I  had  no  personal  coiiccrn  with  the  buiid  ng  of 
the  Church  myself. 

251.  Was  there  any  government  grants  towards  building  that 
I  church  ? — I  ha\e  no  certainty  that  such  was  the  case. 

252.  Does  the  Bishop  exact  tythes  from  the  Catho/ics  of 
Upper  Canada? — In  Glengarry,  the  clergy  exact  tythes,  under  th« 
authority  of  the  old  French  law. 

253.  Are  there  many  members  of  the  Church  of  England  in 
Glengarry  ? — There  are  very  few,  1  scarcely  know  a  faau/'y,  but 

i  there  are  '>3,00l)  acres  of  land  set  .;part  lor  iheir  clerg  y. 
I     254.    Are  there  many  Catlioiics  in  Glengarry      -J  think  that 
I  the  County  is  about  e(|aally  divided  between  Cathulics  and  Pres- 
!  byterians. 

I  255.  Are  you  acquainted  wiih  3Ir.  Gillivray  1 — I  was  acquaint- 
ed with  him. 

2.5G.    Are  you  aware  tliat  he  was  rgciit  for  the  Cishop  in  the 
collection  of  notes  due  for  tyrhes  and  marriages  — J  saw  a  niati 
pay  him  ujoney  on  behalf  of  the  Bishoj).     1  do  not  know  what 
i  the  note  was  for. 

I  257.  What  is  the  general  ch;uge  for  marrying  • — Between  two 
I  and  three  dollars. 

253.    Did  you  ever  hear  that  ihe  sum  of  j£-25  was  ever  charged 
Ass£M.  No.  21.  M 
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for  laanlage  ^— No.  But  during  the  buildlno:  of  th«  Climeh,  I 
Jiave  heard  instances  of  persons  signing  notes  for  £25  towards  de- 
fraying the  expense  of  the  bnilding. 

259.  Did  it  ever  come '.vithin  your  knowledge  that  the  cattle, 
«ows,  and  chattel  property  of  persons  subscribing  to  the  Church, 
were  sold  to  pay  their  subscription  ? — Yes. 

260.  In  what  circumstances  were  these  Tner>=  yrho- were  call ed 
upon  to  give  their  notes  fo^r  £25  towards bmnung  the  Church?— 
Generally  fjrrnrrers, 

2*51.  Were  any  labonrina  men  who  were  not  freeholders,  call- 
ed upon  to  j)ay  this  sum  ? — I  heard  of  several  young  men  giving 
their  notes,  without  any  reasonable  prospect  of  paying. 

2G2.  Was  this  £25  ever  demanded  except  from  persons  getting 
married  ? — Yes.  It  was  the  general  average  towards  paying  fof 
the  building  the  Church. 

263.  Are  you  aware  that  Catholic  School  Houses  hare  beei 
erected,  or  Catholic  School  Masters  maiiUained  out  of  the  funds 
provided  by  the  Governufent  ? — There  was  a  Sehoo}: House  erect- 
ed at  S-t.  Raphaels,  but  1  cannot  say  from  what  funds.  I  am  not 
Rcquarnted  with  what  has  been  done  in  other  parts  of  the  Pro- 
v»<ice. 

264.  Does  not  the  inequality  of  the  system  of  taxatisn  of  rate- 
sbie  property,  cultirated  and  uncultivated,  afford  jufst  grounds  of 
complaint  on  the  part  (if  tiie  {>eople  ? — I  do  not  think  it  does,  as 
far  *s  Glengarry  is  concerned. 

265.  Have  not  the  resideiit  settlers  by  the  improvements  they 
Trave  m?ide,  and  the  House  of  Assembly  by  its  liberal  grants  for 
Roads,  Bridg^es,  and  in  aid  of  Inland  Navigation,  given  to  the 
pnbliG  Lands  tlieir  greatly  increased  value  as  compared  with 
1792  ? — ^I  should  suppose  so. 

265.  Ought  not  the  revenne  arising  from  these  lands  to  have 
been  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  war  claims,  instead  of  in- 
ereasing  the  public  debt  and  duties  on  imports  for  that  purpose! 
— I  think  that  the  wild  lands  should  be  at  th«  disposal  of  the  Le- 
gislature, to  be  applied  to  such  purposes  as  they  should  consider 
best. 

267.  Wlint  has  been  the  effect  produced  in  your  County  by 
the  sale  of  Wi!d  Lands  for  nrre:irs  of  taxes  ?  Such  as  have 
]oi-'t  their  lands  ferl  dissatisfied. 

263.  Has  the  effect  been  to  divide  property,  or  to  aceumulat# 
it  into  the  h-ands  of  a  few  individuals? — I  could  not  say,  until  I 
could  sec  how  much  each  individual  has. 

269.  Would  not  the  British  Constitutionul  system,  by  which 
the  hea  1  of  the  government  is  obliged  to  choose  his  councillors 
and  principal  officers  from  among  luen  possessing  the  confidence 
of  the  popular  branch  of  the  Lerrislafure,  be  more  suitable  to  th# 
wants  and  wishes  of  the  country,  if  adopted  in  Ujiper  Canada,  thna 
the  present  irresponsible  mode  of  governm«nt1 — I  think  if  the 
Legislature  and  Executive  would  pull  oneway  it  would  be  best. 

270.  What  check  would  you  propose  on  having  partial  and  in- 
judicious legislation  in  England,  ajTecting  the  corameree,  an^, 
?h*C'::gb  h  ihe  general  interests  and  properly  ef  this  Colcny  I— 
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I  think  tUat  such  matters  raight  be  Uft  to  the  wisdom  of  xh%  Lt- 
gislature  of  this  Piaviiice. 

271.  Ought  not  the  wheie  pF.l4ic  revenne  to  he  paid  in  th« 
gross  into  the  exchequer  or  treasury  of  the  Colony,  a*id  .th« 
proceeds  applied  only  according  to  law  ? — I  think  so. 

272.  What  check  has  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  other 
branches  of  the  Government  as  a  means  of  preventing  executive 
trsarpation  of  popular  rights? — I  should  think  that  the  other 
branches  care  but  little  about  the  Assembly  stopping  the  supplies 
while  they  exclusively  have  the  coiitrol  of  the  Casual  and  Iv.'ri- 
•torial  Revenue. 

.273.  Another  sutjject  of  complaint  is  the  continual  stoppag* 
of  the  bill  for  the  more  equal  division  of  L'ltestates'  Estates.  1* 
the  passage  of  that  measure  desired  in  your  county? — I  do  not 
know  that  the  county  have  expressed  any  opinion  on  that  subject 
except  in  the  petitions  of  1831.  My  own  opinion  is,  that  parents, 
if  they  have  children,  society  looks  for  them  to  support  them 
equally,  and  not  leave  them  a  burthen  on  sooiety. 

274.  Many  complaints  are  made  that  the  Judges  and  Clcrgy- 
ijnen  of  the  Church  of  England  and  Rome  hold  seats  in  the  La- 
•gislative  and  Executive  Councils ;  are  not  such  seats  incomjiati- 
ble  with  their  spiritual  and  judicial  functions  ? — I  think  that  witk 
regard  to  clergymen  they  have  enough  to  do  in  their  spiritual  de- 
partment. 

275.  Do  you  consider  the  Canada  Company  a  benefit  or  an  in- 
jnry  to  the  Province.  Are  not  the  grants  or  sales  of  L  ind  to 
tlys  company  of  speculators  residing  in  liurope  an  improper 
transfer  of  the  functions  ef  the  Governraent  ? — I  thin-k  so,  I  think 
it  is  better  there  should  be  no  agent  in  the  shape  of  a  land  com- 
pany between  the  Governor  and  the  Emigrant.  I  think  the  Ca- 
nada Company  injurious  because  whatever  mon&y  is  paid  to  the 
-company  is  taken  from  the  sum  w  hich  might  have  improved  hif 
farm.  I  think  it  is  better  to  raise  taxes  from  improved  property 
than  to  lay  them  as  a  weight  upon  the  original  settlers— that  after 
persons  have  made  themselves  comfortable  they  are  then  to  cow- 
tribute  tn  the  necessities  of  society. 

276.  What  are  your  objections  to  an  Elective  Legislative  Coun- 
cil, and  what  are  your  objections  to  the  Legislative  Council  as 
now  constituted  ? — I  have  not  given  sufficient  consideration  to  th* 
subject  to  know  how  it  could  be  improved. 

277.  Do  you  not  consider  the  custom  of  pensioning  the  judgee 
to  a  large  aimual  amount,  by  orders  from  the  Colonial  Office, 
out  of  the  Upper  Canada  Revenue,  and  without  reference  to  the 
Provincial  Legislature,  destructive  of  the  independence  of  the 
bench  in  a  great  Pleasure? — I  should  think  it  much  better  to 
regulate  thei-r  retiring  pensions  by  law,  having  reference  to  the 
■extent  of  their  services. 

278.  How  can  a  bench  of  judges  dependent  on  the  Colonial 
<3flfice  for  their  customary  retiring  pensions,  and  independent  of 
the  House  of  Assembly,  act  impartially  between  the  parties  in 
eases  where  a  collision  may  arise  between  the  Legislative  and  Ex* 
eeutive  Departmetils  in  this  Colony,  .or  betwe?*^n  the  Bnti*h  f^la- 
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tutes  -and  tbe  Provincial  Laws. — 1  think  huraaii  nanire  has  a  Iraa- 
irig  to  the  hand  that  feeds  it. 

279.  Ought  not  those  persons  who  advise  His  INfajesty  in  his 
appointment  of  fit  persons  to  fill  the  judicial  bench  to  be  respon- 
sible to  the  country  ? — I  think  so. 

280.  Ate  you  of  opinion  that  the  Chief  Justice  or  any  of  the 
Judges  ought  to  sit  in  the  Legislative  Councin  M»y  not  ths 
Judge  be  called  on  in  his  Legislative  capacity  to  pass  opinions  and 
enact  measures  of  severity  against  the  individual  whom  afterward^ 
he  may  be  called  upon  to  try  as  a  Judge  in  the  Courts '!'— 
I  think  that  a  Judge  having  given  his  opinion  once,  should  not 
sit  a  second  time  on  the  sanie  case. 

281.  What  fees  were  charged  by  Sheriffs  on  the  sale  of  wild 
lands  for  taxes  in  your  district  ? — Only  seven  shillings  and  six- 
pence currency,  and  free  deeds  afterwards  given  by  the  Sheriff, 

282.  What  objection  can  be  urged  against  a  fair  and  equal  re^ 
presention  of  the  qualified  Electors  in  the  House  of  Assembly  ? — 
Why  should  four  townshi|)s  in  one  part  as  a  county,  with  4,000 
inhabitants  send  two  members,  and  five  or  six  in  another  part,  as 
a  riding  with  15,000  send  only  one? — This  arrangement  being 
based  neither  on  extent  of  territory,  property,  nor  population 
Population  and  territory  1  think  should  be  the  basis, 

28-3.  Does  not  avast  annual  additional  expense  fall  on  the  Pro- 
vince owing  to  the  continual  rejection  of  bills  of  a  general  char- 
acter sent  up  by  tlie  House  of  Assembly,  rejected  in  the  Legis- 
lative Council,  and  again  introduced,  debated  and  sent  up  by  ths 
House  of  x\ssembly  ? — 1  cannot  say  what  bills  have  been  sent, 
but  the  tendency  of  continually  refusing  bills  must  create  addi 
tional  expense. 

284.  In  what  way  can  the  ])opular  branch  of  the  Legislatiir 
influence  the  Government  so  as  to  secure  the  appointment  oi 
proper  persons  as  arbitrators  to  decide  each  four  years  on  the 
proportion  of  revenue  coming  to  Upper  Canada  from  duties 
levied  at  the  port  of  Quebec  ? — They  could  only  recommend  an 
arbitrator  by  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Assembly. 

285.  What  becomes  of  the  Clergy  Reserve  monies  vested  in 
the  British  funds'! — I  cannot  tell. 

28G.  Are  Grand  and  Petit  Jurors  summoned  with  perfect  fair- 
ness in  your  district? — I  think  so,  fori  have  at  different  times 
been  observing  the  Sheriff  in  cases  when  1  supposed  he  had  a 
feeling ;  and  I  could  never  discern  the  least  appearance  of  par- 
tiality. 

287.  Do  you  think  the  local  knowledge  possessed  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governors  of  this  colony  fully  sufficient  to  enable  them  to 
nominate  independent  men  otherwise  well  qualified  to  the  office 
ef  Legislative  Councillors  ? — 1  think  that  a  good  deal  depends 
upon  the  information  they  get  from  others. 

287.  The  Vote  by  Ballot  in  Elections  is  prayed  for  in  many 
petitions  both  to  the  Assembly  and  to  his  Majesty — What  is  your 
opinion  of  this  mode  of  voting  ? — I  am  in  favor  of  that  system  of 
voting.

288.  Has  there  been  at  any  time,  within  your  knowledo-e,  any- 
one schoolmaster  residing  and  teaching  in  this  city,  who  received 
any  salary,  or  portion  of"  tlie  appropriation  given  to  Catholic  teach- 
ejs,  for  his  services  — Yes,  John  Sawyer,  or  Seers ;  he  received 
within  my  knowledge  about  £20  per  year  for  teaching  in  this 
place. 

289.  How  long  since  he  taught  in  this  place  ? — I  cannot  tell, 
but  1  saw  the  money  paid  to  him  last  winter.    I  think  there  is 

1  another  teacher  now  in  his  place  who  will  receive  tlie  money. 

290.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  a  person  named  John  Butler 
I  having  received  any  portion  of  it,  under  the  pretext  of  his  being 
I  n  schoolmaster? — No,  I  do  not  know  any  thing  of  it.    I  know  Mr. 

Butler,  but  do  not  know  that  he  has  received  any  government 
money.  If  he  has  received  money,  it  was  not  received  in  the  capa- 
city of  a  schoolmaster, 

281.  Was  he,  Butler,  honaJi.de  a  schoolmaster  coming  within  the 
intention  of  Earl  Bathurst's  despatch  authorising  Bishop  McDotieU 
to  apply  one-fourth  of  His  Majesty's  bounty  for  the  clergy  to  the 
payment  of  schoolmasters  ? — Mr.  Butler  might  have  received  some- 
thing at  one  period  as  a  schoolmaster,  because  he  taught  school  at 
one  time  here  in  this  town. 

292.  Have  you  any  knovv'ledge  of  the  Rev.  P.  McDonogh  havmg 
at  any  time  refused  to  receive  his  portion  of  the  government  ap- 
ipropriation,  and  if  so,  what  were  his  stated  reason  or  reasons  ? — 
No,  I  believe  he  always  received  his  share  of  the  goveinmeut  al- 
lowance. 

293.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  a  sum  of  £900  sterling,  or 
any  other  sura  or  sums,  having  been  received  by  Bishop  McDonell 
or  any  other  person  on  his  behalf,  from  His  Majesty's  Government 
or  the  Local  Government,  for  any  ecclesiastical  or  other  public 
purpose  ;  and  if  so,  state  how  the  same  has  been  applied  ? — I  un- 
derstood there  had  been  jC900  received  for  the  erection  of  churches. 
As  to  the  manner  in  which  It  was  appropriated  I  cannot  give  an 
exact  account,  but  I  know  that  £300  has  been  applied  towards 
finishing  the  Church  at  Glengarry — £150  to  put  an  addition  to  the 
Church  in  Kingston — £25  to  tlie  Church  at  Loughborough — £25 
to  the  Church  at  Camden — 1  believe  £40  to  the  Church  at  London 
— and  about  the  same  sum  to  the  Church  at  St.  Thomas' — I  think; 
it  was  £100  to  the  Church  at  Niagara,  and  about  the  same  amount* 
to  the  Church  at  St.  Catharines — and  I  believe  it  was  £100  to  the 
Church  at  Peterborough — £90  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Church 
at  Amherstburgh — (he  rest  has  been  divided  between  the  diiferent 
missions,  but  1  do  not  know  in  what  proportion. 

294.  In  whose  care  was  the  money  expended  on  the  Church  at 
Glengarry  placed  ] — In  the  hands  of  commissioners  nominated,  I 
believe,  by  the  Bishop — they  were  Col.  Alexander  Fraser,  Hugh 
McGiliis,  Esq.,  and  the  Right  Rev.  Remigius  Gaulin. 

295.  Was  £100,  expended  on  the  Peterborough  Church,  receiv- 
ed as  a  donation  from  Cardinal  Weld  ? — The  money  has  been  sub- 
ecribed  but  not  drawn. 

396.  Did  you  ever  present  a  petition  either  by  yourself  indivLdu- 
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idly  or  in  eanjunction  with  any  other,  and  with  whora,  to  tb«  liMt4 

of  the  Executive  ol  this  Province,  complaining  of  the  mal-appro- 
priation  of  certain  moniea  placed  at  Bishop  McDonell's  disposal 
for  ecclesiastical  .or  other  public  purposes  1 — I  never  presented 
any  petition  myself,  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  person,  cons- 
plaining-  of  mal-appropriation  by  Bishop  McDonell  of  any  sums  of 
money  received  by  him  which  could  come  under  the  control  of  th« 
Provincial  Parliament. 

297.  Did  you  present  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  any  petition, 
at  any  time,  complaining  that  monies  wliicii  had  been  placed  m  tiia 
"Bishop's  hands  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  had  been  misapplied.* — 
No,  1  never  did.  Tiie  petition  I  presented  was  merely  en-quiring^ 
what  suras  of  money  had  been  paid  by  the  British  Government  for 
me,  from  period  to  period. 

296.  Have  you  a  copy  of  that  petition? — I  have  not  a  copy  hero, 

209.  What  was  the  reason  that  Mr.  Crevier  was  removed  from 
Sandwich  ? — I  do  not  know. 

800.  Do  you  know  of  any  sum  of  money  lodofed  by  Bishop  McDo- 
well in  the  hands  of  Maitland,  Garden  and  Auldjo,  the  appropriation 
©f  the  Imperial  Government  for  schools  and  for  ecclesiastical  purpo- 
*«8 ! — The  Bishop,  when  in  Enofland,  received  a  sum  of  froni 
jC2,000  to  £3,000,  which  he  lodged  in  the  house  of  Maitland,  Gar- 
den and  Auldjo,  because  he  was  then  on  his  way  to  Rome,  which 
house  failed  before  the  Bishop's  return  to  the  country,  and  the 
Bishop  has  been  compelled  to  pay  this  money  out  of  his  own  pri- 
yate  funds. 

301.  Arc  you  aware  that  one-fourth  of  the  annual  appropriation 
made  in  England  is  for  the  support  of  schools? — No,  but  the  Bi- 
■hophas  discretionary  power  to  appropriate  one-fourth  of  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  support  of  scliools.  There  are  some  school* 
in  the  Province  partially  maintained  from  this  bounty. 

302.  Is  it  just  to  the  Baptists,  Quakers,  Menonists,  Tunkcrs,  In- 
dependents, Seceders,  and  other  Christians,  whose  spiritual  teach- 
ers receive  no  share  of  the  public  revenue  for  their  religious  servi- 
ces, that  the  clergy  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  the  Catholic  Bishop 
and  Clergy,  and  that  the  Methodist  Ministers,  should,  without  th« 
eanction  of  the  Legislature,  have  a  bounty  paid  for  the  performance 
of  their  religious  duties  ? — It  depends  altogether  upon  the  opinion 
©fthe  Government. 

303.  Would  it  not  be  desirable  that  the  Clergy  and  Crown  Re- 
serves and  all  reservations  of  land^  otherwise  than  for  education, 
were  disposed  of  for  public  purposes,  under  the  control  of  the  Lc- 
I'islature''' — I  think  it  would  be  desirable. 

304.  The  undue  preferences  and  exclusive  privileges  granted  to 
certain  religious  denominations  are  much  complained  of;  would  it 
not  tend  to  strengthen  good  government  if  they  were  altogether 
abolished? — I  am  not  aware  of  any  undue  preferences,  except  the 
Clergy  Reserves,  which  are  a  real  grievance  in  the  country. 

805.  Are  you  of  opinion  that  clergymen  of  any  denomination 
«ughtto  have  seats  in  the  Legislative  Council,  or  that  such  seats 
are  compatible  with  their  spiritual  functions? — lam  decidedly  of 
opinion  that  no  clergyman  of  any  denomination  should  hold  a  eeat 
either  in  the  Legislative  or  Executive  Councils. 

300.  Ar«  the  Common  School*  in  your  District  suffieiently  no- 
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Imcrott?  and  efficient  for  the  wants  of  the  country  .' — Thry  ar*  not, 
I  think  the  sale  of  the  Clergy  Reserves,  if  appropriated  to  Educa- 
tion, would  afford  sufficient  fund  for  the  support  of  coinmoa 

1  Behools. 

307.  What  is  you  opinion  of  the  system  of  District  Schools  in 
Upper  Canada? — I  beliove  inmost  cnses  they  ar'.j  a  niiisance  j  I 
I  think  that  if  the  jCIOO  would  be  d'vided  among  four  commoii 
schools  it  would  tend  more  fjr  tiie  benefit  of  the  country. 

3()8.  What  tythes  are  generally  exacted  about  Glengarry  or 
Sandwich  1 — The  twenty. sixth  bushel  of  grain  only.

I  while  I  published  in  Kinjjston  about  £125,  this  was  to  th« 

end  of  1832. 

311.  Ts  the  return  correct  which  states  you  to  have  paid  in 
'  1829  £0  ;  in  1830  nothing  ;  and  only  £6  in  1831 1— It  is  not 

correct. 

312.  What  might  be  the  amount  paid  during  these  years'? — 
:  I  think  70  or  £80. 

313.  The  Kingston  Chronicle  is  enternod  in  this  Return  as 
paying  £lO  a-year;  is  that  a  fair  return  ? — I  should  not  sup- 
pose that  they  ever  sent  so  few  as  50  copies. 

314.  Do  you  know  any  law  under  which  newspaper  postage 
,  can  be  collected  in  Uj)per  Canada  as  a  perquisite  to  a  Post- 
1  master  T — No ;  I  do  not  believe  they  pretend  it  is  by  law,  but 
.  by  an  order  of  the  Postmaster-General,  and  given  as  a  per- 
I  quisite  to  his  deputy,  as  I  understand* 

j  315.  Are  not  the  Letter  Postage  rales,  where  they  exceed 
I  Is.  3d.  currency,  on  a  sing:le  letter,  (which  is  the  maximum 
!  for  the  greatest  possible  distance  in  tiie  United  States)  iujuri- 
j  ©us  to  trade  and  unnecessarily  burthensonie  on  this  commu- 
nity?— I  have  always  thought  the  postage  from  here  to  Eng- 
land as  enormous. 

317.  How  would  you  recommend  newspaper  postage  to  be 
collected  t — I  think  it  ought  to  be  collected  from  the  party  re- 
;   feiving  the  newspaper. 

j  318.  Do  you  think  that  newspapers  ought  to  be  subject  to 
j  postage  ? — I  do  for  the  reason  that  it  is  a  valuable  service 
I  performed  to  the  person  receiving  the  paper,  with  the  ex- 
I  pense  of  which,  the  public  ought  not  to  be  burthcned  ;  be- 
cause it  would  be  taxing  the  poor  to  maintain  the  rich. 

319.  What  rate  of  postage  would  you  recommend  ok  news- 
papers 1 — Not  more  than  a  half-penny  per  sheet.

32J.  Have  you  ma-le  lecommendatious  to  Tlis  Excellency  for 
fit  men  to  be  plivced  in  the  comniission  of  the  pea-ee  I — No,  I 
never  did  to  my  knowledge. 

322.  Are  the  justices  of  the  pence,  resident  in  your  county, 
chosen  exclusively  from  one  [)arry  in  politics  or  indis'criiUinately 
from  respectable  irien  euteriaining  various  political  opinions  ] — 
As  far  as\my  knowledge  goes  1  do  not  see  any  difference.  A  gen- 
tleman by  the  name  of  Munroe,  who  went  about  with  a  petition 
for  the  removal  of  Sir  John  Colborne,  has  been  since  appointed 
9  magistrate. 

323.  Are  llie  common  schools  in  your  district  suffieiently  nii- 
meruus  and  eilicient  for  the  wants  of  the  country  ?

324.  Has  any  inconvenience  resulted  in  your  district  from  tha 
selection  of  voting  [)laces  at  elections,  and  what  places  would 
you  recommend  for  your  county?

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da*,  than  the  present  irresponsible  mode  of  Government  ? — I  am- 
perfectly  satisfied  with  the  present  mode  of  government,  I  think 
a  change  would  be  an  injury  to  the  comitry. 

330.  Why  have  you  formed  this  opinion  ? — I  form  this  opinion 
from  having  heard  no  propDsed  changes  which  would  answer 
equally  well. 

331.  What  check  would  you  propose  on  hasty,  partial,  and 
injurious  legislation,  in  Kngland,  affecting-  the  eoniinerce^  and, 
through  it,  the  general  interests  and  prosperity  of  this  colony  ? — 
I  could  not  say. 

332.  Would  not  it  be  desirable  that  the  Clergy  and  Crown  Re- 
serves, and  all  reservations  of  land,  othemvise  than  for  edu<)ation, 
were  disposed  of  for  public  purposes,  under  the  control  of  the 
legislature] — All,  except  such  parts  as  might  be  reserved  for 
the  sitpport  of  the  Estabhshed  Chucch. 

333.  Ought  not  the  wliole  public  revenue  to  be  paid  in  the 
gross  into  the  exchequer  or  treasury  of  the  Province,  and  the 
proceeds  applied  only  according  to  law? — I  am  clearly  of  apinion 
that  one  deposit  would  be  better,  because  it  would  be  easier  look- 
ed after. 

334.  Another  subject  of  complaint  is  the  continual  stoppage 
o<*  f he  bill  for  the  more  equal  distribution  of  Intestates'  Estates; 
Is  the  passage  of  that  measure  desired  in  your  county? — I  think 
not.

— There  are;  each  of  the  endorsers  and  also  the  drawer 
are  prosecuted,  and  three  suits  and  three  bills  of  costs  incurred 
for  the  recovery  of  one  debt;  if  the  debt  to  the  hunk  is  j£4l,  the 
costs  in  some  cases  arise  as  high  as  J£GO  additional.

•'?95.  Have  yott  heard  of  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  bein^ 
given  to  Bishop  i\l''l>onell  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Church 
or  Seminary  at  Guelph?^ — 1  have — £1000  were  sent  to  th« 
Bishop  by  Cardinal  Weld  for  that  purpose — but  these  monies 
were  otherwise  applied  by  his  Lordship — to  prove  which  I 
put  the  following  letter  in  evidence. 

St.  Raphael's,  Glengarry,  ) 
Jan.  16th,  1830.  \ 

Very  Rev.  Dear  Sir, 

I  wrote  you  a  letter  on  the  '20th  of  November 
last  to  be  conveyed  to  you  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Gordon,  but  before 
his  return  from  L'vver  Canada,  whore  he  had  gone  to  see  his  bro- 
ther, the  Navigation  closed,  and  the  roads  broke  up,  so  that  his  de- 
parture has  been  delayed  from  day  to  day,  in  hopes  that  sleighing- 
would  commence  in  which  we  have  been  I  may  say  hitherto  disap- 
poititpd — that  letter  as  well  as  tins  one  will  be  handed  to  you  by 
Mr.  Gordon. 

Ttie  contents  of  your  favor  o^  the  16th  of  November  are  truly 
intcresring.  The  remarks  on  the  conduct  of  some  individuals  of 
our  brethi'C!!  are  to  me  mo^t  distressing  and  call  for  iminediate  at- 
tention. I  autlioriscd  you  on  a  former  occasion  to  take  Mr.  Com- 
pton  n!id*'r  your  surveillance,  to  examine  strictly  and  minutely  mto 
tills,  couduci,  and  1  hereby  reptat  my  nijunctions  and  urdcii*  to  you 
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to  the  same  purpose,  and  I  charge  you  to  exerbistj  over  him  and 
over  Mr.  Gordon  and  over  every  other  pries>t  that  is  or  may  here- 
after be  employed  in  your  districi,  the  pov.'er  and  control  of  a  vicar 
general  until  further  orders.  Regulttr  powers  may  afterwards  be 
given  in  due  form  as  circumstances  may  require.  In  the  mean 
time  I  beg  and  entreat  of  you  lo  procure  for  me  every  possible  in- 
formation^'respecting  the  conduct  of  those  individuals  to  whom  you 
alluded  in  that  letter. 

1  feel  much  obliged  to  you  for  suggesting  the  idea  of  holdmg' 
conferences  of  the  clergy,  it  is  one  that  I  long  cherished  myself 
when  the  state  of  the  missions  would  admit  of  the  clergy  conven- 
ing for  that  purpose,  well  aware  of  the  great  good  which  such  an 
institution  produced  in  Iroland  in  my  time  and  is  cal-culated  to  pra- 
duce  in  tiiis  country.  Hitherto  hovvtver  while  two  priests  were 
not  within  the  distance  of  hundreds  of  miles  of  one  another,  tk«  ■ 
thing  was  entirely  impracticable,  and  even  yet  it  is  only  in  very  few  ' 
pa,rts  that  it  can  be  thought  of,  but  please  God  to  increase  the 
Kumber  of  our  clergy  I  trust  the  practice  may  become  general. 

The  kindness  and  attention  which  Sir  John  Colborne  was  pleas- 
ed to  show  to  me  during  the  time  1  had  the  honor  of  accompany- 
ing- His  Excellency  last  summer  on  his  visit  to  Montreal  and  ta 
the  Rideau  Canal,  I  siiall  ever  remember  with  the  most  grateful 
feelings,  and  1  shall  ever  consider  it  one  of  the  most  mortifying 
circumstances  of  my  life,  being  deprived  of  the  honor  of  seeing 
His  Excellency  under  my  humble  roof:  owing  to  my  servants  mis- 
taking the  time  of  his  arrival  in  Cornwall,  my  horses  and  carriage  ' 
were  not  sent,  although  I  sent  an  express  on  purpose  to  inform 
them.    I  was  most  anxious  that  he  would  see  these  Bmai'l  esta- 
bUshmerits,  and  witness  the  struggles  I  have  had  to  support  them. 
My  seminary  alone  in  which  I  have  been  generally  supporting  for 
the  last  five  years  from  seven  to  nine  or  ten  young  men  has  cost 
me  at  an  average  Jt^3()0  per  annum,  being  obliged  to  provide  be- 
sides board  and  education,  clothing  and  every  other  necessary  for 
several  of  them  who  have  not  the  means  of  procuring  those  tliinga  j 
for  themselves.    This  and  the  expenses  of  the  buildings  here  j 
which  from  first  to  last  have  amounted  to  upwards  of  jC3,000  cur-  \ 
rency,  without  the  aid  of  a  single  dollar  from  any  human  being,  : 
have  subjected  me  to  serious  difficulties.   Dr.  Weld  has  indeed  ad-  I 
Tanced  me  one  thousand  j)ounds  towards  building  a  church  at 
Gnelph  which  has  gone  partly  to  clear  Mr.  Eraser  out  of  Kingston 
as  you  know  and  partly  to  purchase  a  piece  of  ground  attached 
to  the  house  bought  for  the  use  of  the  Bishop  in  Kingston 
and  partly  to  defray  expenses  contracted  by  the  building  of  other  | 
churches;  and  I  am  yet  after  all  three  thousand  pounds  more  be-  : 
hind  hand  with  the  Parishoners  of  St.  Raphael  of  money  borrowed,, 
for  the  building  of  their  new  Parish  Church,  the  greater  part  of  j 
that  sum  they  will  however  be  able  to  pay  themselves  in  tune.  Of! 
this  long  detail  of  my  difficulties  and  embarrassment  you  are  at  | 
liberty  to  communicate  as  much  or  as  little  to  His  Excellency  as  : 
you  may  think  proper.    I  shall  petition  His  Excellency  on  behalf  of  i 
the  Indians  of  Penetanguishine  or  the  Colonial  Minister  through 
His  Excellency  and  to  save  postage  shall  enclose  it  under  cover  to 
Col.  Eraser  our  Representative  who  will  tal»e  an  active  part  in  any  . 
thing  fijut  conceiud  our  holy  religion.     I  wish  most  earnestly  to  j 
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visit  York  in  the  course  of  next  month  if  the  state  of  the  roads  will 
be  such  as  to  render  my  journey  any  ways  comfortable,  I  send  you 
enclosed  the  distribution  of  the  Government  money,  and  you  may 
acquaint  the  Gentlemen  concerned  to  draw  upon  you  when  their 
money  is  ready  for  distribution.

— These  sums  v^ere  not  paid  to  the  Arciidea- 
ron  in  this  Province  ;  but  were  with  otiier  monies  mentioned' 
ill  the  statement  allowed  to  the  Canada  Company  (including 
tlie  premium  of  exchange)  as  an  offset  from  their  hrist  instal- 
ment in  consequence  of  their  having  been  paid  to  them  iD 
Kngland  as  I  presnmed  from  a  statement  on  that  subject  in  the 
lleceiver-Generai*s  office.

— I  think  all  public 
revenue  of  every  descrij/tion  should  be  paid  into  the  hands  of

Only  by  a  fair  lepresentation  to  the  British  Parliament. 

44^.  The  undue  preference  and  exclusive  privileges  granted 
to  certain  religious  denominations,  are  much  complained  of;

altogether  abolished? — 1  think  it  would.  Tliere  are  2,500  acres

481.  In  the  return  mnde  to  Ills  ATajesty^s  Government  fot 
1834,  upon  information  ohtained,  if  is  prc>.un!ed  from  30iir 
t)fiice,  we  fnid  that  £530  sterling  ])aid  to  the  i^leih6dists  is 
withheld.  Why  has  it  been  kept  hack  It  was  inadvert- 
ently omitted  in  copying  from  the  W  arrant  Book.  As  the 
authority  for  the  paynu-nt  was  a  despat^-h  frorti  Mr.  Stanley 
and  the  money  was  accounted  for  hy  the  Jleceiver-Cieneral  in 
the  accounts  transmitted  hy  him  to  the  Trcasusry,  there  would 
be  no  want  of  information  on  the  siihject. 

482.  In  ca^es  where  the  different  public  accountants  may 
have  neglected  to  transmit  their  accounts  periodically  to  your 
office  for  inspection,  what  steps  have  you  taken  ?  —  I  take  what- 
ever steps  the  law  |)oints  out  when  they  aie  controlled  by  tire 
law.  On  other  occasions,  make  it  known  to  the  Lieutenant 
Governor. 

483.  Would  it  not  be  dc^sirable  that  the  whole  of  your 
duties  as  Inspector  General  should  he  accurately  defined  hy 
law  ? — It  would  he  ntuch  more  ajrreeahle  to  me,  provided  it 
was  consistent  in  every  respect  with  my  offiCe,  which  of  coursft 
is  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Lientenant  Governor.- 

484.  What  account  have  you  to  shew  this  Committee  who 
are  in  arrear  on  leases,  ferries,  bonds,  &-C/ ? — The  account, 
so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  has  been  transmitted  with  the  public 
accounts,  except  in  one  or  two  instances  where  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  parties,  in  order  to  save  loss  to  the 
psiblic. 

485.  Can  you  sView  this  Committfe  the  detailed  accounts 
and  vouchers  of  the  monies  paid  to  tlie  Methodists  in  1833 
and  1834,  amounting  to  £2800  ?  —  The  vouchers  are  the  war- 
rants in  ttie  hands  of  the  Receiver  General. 

485.  Oil  reftrring  to  the  Journals  of  1833-4  (-:^ppendix 
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pci^c  19,)  it  appears  that  £284  los  SJcl  was  due  by  Mr.  S-oli- 
citor  General  llagerman  in  a  balance  on  his  recf^ipts  as  Col- 
I  lector  of  Customs  several  years  before.  How  was  that  debt 
settled  ? — The  Solicitor  General  claims  a  larger  suisi  from 
government,  which  claim  is  now  before  the  Council,  and  if 
allowed  would  be  much  more  than  a  set  off  against  that  sum — 
it  therefore  would  not  have  been  accurate  to  state  it  as  money 
likely  to  become  available. 

487.  It  appears  by  documents  sent  down  to  the  House,  that 
£795  18s  lOJ  and  £143  13s  11^  £939  12s  8d  sterling, 
were  paid  to  Mr.  Chewett  (from  the  duties  levied  under  14th 
Geo.  3rd)  in  1832  and  1833  because  he  had  paid  over  that 
sum,  or  half  his  salary  and  emoluments  from  1st  November, 
1829,  to  Mr.  Hurd  the  present  Surveyor  General — why  was 
this  payment  made,  and  when  did  Mr.  Hurd  commence  his 
personal  services  in  this  country  ] — Reference  to  be  had  to  the 
parties  themselves, 

488.  Is  the  Lieutenant  Governor  obliged,  in  matters  of 
5tate  policy,  to  ask  your  advice  as  an  Executive  Councillor  1 — 
In  some  cases  the  law  directs  that  he  shall  consult  his  Council, 
but  not  in  others  ;  with  respect  to  the  Land  Granting  Depart- 
ment he  is  required  by  tlie  constitution  to  do  so. 

489.  If  he  asks  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council  is  he 
obliged  to  follow  it  ]    If  he  asks  your  advice  and  disagrees 

;  with  you  in  opinion  can  he  resist  your  suggestions  and  follow 
;  the  dictates  of  his  own  judgment'? — An  answer  to  this  ques- 
tion is  contained  in  the  reply  of  His  Excellency  to  an  address 
of  the  Assembly  on  that  subject. 

490.  If  the  Lieutenant  Governor  sees  fit  may  he, not  call 
for  the  opinion  of  any  one,  two,  or  three  of  the  members  of 
the  Executive  Council,  without  sumn)oning  the  others'? — The 
Lieutenant  Governor  is  at  liberty  to  take  advice  of  any  one 
of  his  Council  when  he  pleases.  When  he  takes  their  advice 
in  Council,  they  are  all  summoned  to  attend. 

491.  If  His  Excellency  receive  Despatches  from  the  Colo- 
nial Office,  can  he  act  on  them  as  he  sees  fit  without  the  advice 
of  tlie  Executive  Council  ? — It  depends  upon  the  nature  of 
the  Despatches. 

492.  If  jje  docs  ask  their  advice  can  he  submit  an  extract 
of  the  Despatch  to  their  consideration,  or  are  all  despatches 
and  communications  between  tha  Lieiitenant  Governor  and 
the  Colonial  Office,  enrcgistered  and  open  to  the  inspection  of 
all  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council? — I  do  not  answer 
that  ([tiestion. 

493.  Has  the  Lieutenant  Governor  the  power  of  appoint- 
ing honorary  and  ordinary  members  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil / — \o,  the  appointments  are  made  by  the  King.

any  explanation  ? — I  have  read  the  letter  and  hav«  notUii;^ 
farther  to  state  on  tlio  subject. 

495.  If  the  Lieutenant  Governor  should  he  oesirous  o? 
paying  away  the  revenue  on  his  own  responsibility,  or  with 
the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  without  tlie  sanction  of 
iaw,  wh'dt  check  is  thereto  jjrevent  hisdoingso? — I  thiiik  th« 
question  could  be  best  answered  by  the  Receiver  General  iu- 
whose  charge  tho  revenue  is  placed. 

496.  To  whom  are  tho  Executive  Councillors  responsibla' 
ior  the  advicd  they  give  the  Eieatenant  Governor  at  any  time?" 
— This  question  has  been  answered  in  the  reply  of  His  Excel- 
lency before  alluded  to. 

4-J7.  In  case  the  Executive  Council  had  recommended  «• 
grant  oi  land  to  be  given  to  any  person  on  petition,  during^ 
tb«  period  when  land  was  granted  here,  could  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  refuse  or  confirm  their  decision,  at  his  pleasure,  or 
was  he  bound  by  their  acts  1 — He  could  refuse  or  confirm  as  be' 
pleased. 

498.  Referrinf^  you  to  the  despatches  of  Sir  Poresrine" 
Jflaitland  to  Sir  George  Murray,  printed  by  order  of  the  IIous« 
of  Commons,  and  containing  an  account  of  certain  circum- 
Mances  arising  out  of  a  military  outrage,  alleged  to  have  taken 
place  at  the  Falls  of  Niagara,  wherein  the  private  character  of 
Mr.  Forsyth,  the  complainant,  is  assailed,  a  select  committer 
©f  this  House  denounced  as  "  conspirators,"  and  the  House  it-' 
self  described  to  His  Majesty  as  "an  imprincij)led  faction"— • 
the  Committee  wishes  to  know  by  whose  advice  and  on  whos* 
responsibility  these  despatches  were  written  T — T  do  not  desira 
to  answer  that  question. 

499.  Would  not  the  British  Constitutional  system,  by  whicH 
the  head  of  the  government  is  obliged  to  choose  his  Council- 
lors and' principal  officers  from  among  men  possessing  the  con- 
fidence^ of  tlve  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature,  be  more 
suital)le  to  tho  wants  and  wishes  of  the  country,  if  adopted  in- 
Upper  Canada,  than  the  present  irresponsible  mode  of  gov- 
ernment?— I  do  not  desire  to  ofler  an  opinion  on  this  subject. 

500.  What  are  your  objections  to  an  Elective  Legislative 
Council  ? — I  have  no  desire  to  give  an  opinion  on  any  general 
sabject  where  the  reasons  for  that  opinion  cannot  be  under- 
stood and  recorded. 

501.  The  vote  by  ballot  in  elections  is  prayed  for  in  maii y 
petitions  both'to  the  Assembly  and  to  His  Majesty.  ^Vhr^r  v. 
your  opinion  of  this  mode  of  voting? — I  decline  giving  ir  v 
opinion  upon  that  question. 
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-502.  Do  you  not  consider  tlio  cuslom  of  pensioning-  tha 
Judges  to  a  hn-^Q  annual  amount,  by  orders  from  the  ColouisI 
Office,  out  of  tho  Ujjpcr  Canada  revenue,  and  without  refer- 
ence to  the  Provincial  Legislature,  destructive  of  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  bench  in  a  great  measure? — 1  do  not  give  an/ 
opinion  on  that  subject. 

503.  How  can  ai»ench  of  judges,  dependent  on  the  Coloni- 
al Office  for  their  customary  retiring  pensions,  and  indepen- 
dent of  the  House  of  Assembly,  act  impartially  between  tha 
parties  in  cases  where  a  collision  may  arise  betweeti  the  Le- 
gislative and  Executive  Departments  in  this  Colotiy,  or  be- 
tween the  British  Statutes  and  Colonial  Laws  ? — ^^I  do  not  bo- 
lievo  it  would  influence  their  decisions,  and  is  certainly  bat- 
ter than  their  being  dependent  on  the  peoj)le. 

504.  Do  you  think  the  Lieutenant  Governors  of  themselves 
have  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  sevoral 
districts  to  enable  them  to  select  judicious  persons  as  justiacs 
of  the  peace? — They  may  be  possessed  of  it  by  making  pro- 
per inquiries  from  the  persons  in  those  districts,  and  I  hava 
no  doubt  they  do  so.

506.  Jt  is  complained  to  His  INL'ijcsty  that  sheriffs  hold 
their  offices  in  abject  dependence  on  the  m' ill  of  a  government 
irresponsible  to  pubjic  opinion  ;  that  they  choose  tlie  grand 
and  petit  jurors  without  reference  to  their  fitness,  but  ofton 
from  political  considerations;  what  remedy  would  you  pro- 
vide so  as  to  secure  to  the  subject  a  fair  trial  by  jury  ? — They 
are -now  governed  in  their  duty  by  tlie  law,  and  the  law  may 
be  changed  whenever  the  .three  branches. gtccede  to  it. 

507.  Have  not  tlie  resident  settlers,  by  the  improvements 
they  have  made,  and  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  its  liberal 
grants  for  roads  and  bridges,  and  in  aid  of  inland  navigation, 
given  to  the  public  lands  their  greatly  increased  value,  as 
compared  with  1792  ? — Both  circumstances  have  increased 
the  value  of  those  lands  together  with  the  increased  demand 
caused  by  immigration. 

508.  Ought  not  tlie  revenue  arising  from  those  lands  to 
have  been  applied  to  tlie  liquidation  of  the  War  Looses  claims, 
instead  of  increasing;  the  public  debt  and  duties  on  imports 
for  that  purpose  ? — 1  have  no  reply  to  make  to  that  question. 

509.  Do  you  know  why  the  Province  is  paying  £2(}0  ster- 
ling a  year  to  Englaiid  a*>  a  pen'-ion  to- Sir  D.  W-  Smith,  a 
Northumbrian  Baronet? — I  take  it  for  granted  it  is  by  an  or^ 
der  kom  lils  Majestx 's  Government. 
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510.  If  £200  was  considered  an  eqiiivajcnt  provision  f»r  1 
a  surveyor  general,  on  what  principle  'vas  i^400  lately  grant-  :  \ 
ed  as  a  pensio.'i  to  Mr.  Chewett  who  merely  held  the  ofiice  of*  j 
acting  surveyor  j^eneraH — It  is  by  an  order  from  the  Kin^^'t  ,  | 
Government  that  pension^are  assigned  to  the  servants  of  the 
Crown. 

511.  Is  it  just  that  the  Baptists,  Quakers,  PJononists,  Tv,'-,. 
kards,  Independents,  Secedors,  and  other  classes  of  Chi;- 
tians,  whose  spiritual  teachers  receive  no  share  of  the  puli; 
revenue  for  their  religious  services,  that  the  Clergy  oft 
Kirk  of  Scotland,  the  Catholic  Bishop  and  Clergy,  and  tint 
the  Methodist  Ministers  should,  without  the  sanction  of  tlio 
Ijogislature,  have  a  bounty  paid  for  a  performance  of  theii 
religious  duties'? — I  have  no  opinion  to  give. 

512.  Would  it  not  be  desirable  that  the  Clergy  and  Crown 
Reserves  and  all  reservations  of  land,  otherwise  than  for  edu- 
cation and  roads,  were  disposed  of  for  public  purposes,  unu*  : 
the  control  of  the  Legislature'? — I  have  no  opinion  to  give 
this  Committee  on  those  subjects. 

513.  Ought  not  the  whole  public  revenue  to  be  paid  in  tlie 
gross  into  the  exchequer  or  treasury'  of  the  Colony,  and  tho 
proceeds  applied  only  according  to  law  ? — I  give  no  answer. 

514.  What  check  has  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  other 
branches  of  the  Government,  as  a  means  of  preventing  (exe- 
cutive usurpation  of  popular  rights'? — The  constitution  is 
quite  as  well  understood  by  every  person  present  as  by  mv- 
self.

JAMES  KING,  Esq.,  again  called  in  and  examined.  ^ 

514.  *What  influence  have  the  Governinent  pensions  on  the 
the  Catholic  clergy  of  this  Province  ? — These  pensions  convert 
some  of  them  into  politicians,  and  as  Bishop  McDonell  is  a 
pensioner  himself  and  independent  of  tije  people,  it  makes 
him  less  anxious  to  j)romote  the  religion,  of  which,  in  tliis 
Province,  he  is  at  the  head.    I  recollect  en  one  occasion  tlie 
Rev.  Mr.  Downey,  an  exceedingly  intemperate  man,   was  i 
staggering  through  tiie  streets,  at  noon  day,  intoxicated,  com- 
ing from  the  hospital  to  Bishop  McDonell's  house.    1  called  j 
the  Bishop's  attention  to  it  through  the  press;  but  nolhihg 
was  done.    I  believe  that  the  disputes  l<etwecn  ihe  Bishop  " 
and  Doctor  O' Grady  had  their  origin  in  poliiics.  '.:  A 
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Prior  to  the  Bishop's  retuni  from  liis  political  mlssioii 
through  the  Colony  in  18ol-1832,  ho  lelt  clirectior.s  v  hh  Dr. 
O'Grady  to  call  a  public  mecli5]g  of  the  Catholic  people  of 
ihis  place  to  address  His  Majesty  on  behalf  of  the  local  Go- 
vernment; the  meeting  was  called  by  the  Inspector  General, 
(Mr.  Baby)  and  others  and  the  requirement  met  with  no  support. 
The  Bishop,  on  his  return,  expressed  displeasure  that  Dr. 
O'Grady  had  not  taken  active  means  to  insure  the  success  of  the 
meeting  ;  he  then  called  one  hiniself.  The  Bishop  sent  forme 
that  morning  and  requested  that  I  would  join  him;  I  told^ 
him  that  I  would  attend  no  political  nieetiiig  exclusively  of 
Roman  Catholics,  apart  from  the  rest  of  the  population  of 
the  place  ;  when  he  took  me  by  the  arm  to  endc  ii^or  to  get 
pie  to  attend,  but  I  would  not.  From  that  time  forward  the 
Bishop's  manner  was  altogether  changed,  and  I  date  from 
thence  the  commencement  of  ail  the  hostility  which  has  since 
existed  between  the  Bishop  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  O'Grady.

penses in  attending  the  of  agreement  with  the  Ca- 
liada  Company  : — in  your  letter  of  3rd  March  you  stale  that 
it  was  for  your  salary  as  Archdeacon  of  York  in  1825 — were 
two  sums  paid? — There  was  only  one  sum  of  £300  sterling, 
paid  to  me,  and  I  understood  it  to  be  as  I  have  stated  in  my 
fetter. 

535.  Can  you  point  out  to  this  Conimittee  any  law  of  th© 
Province  establisliing  the  Exec'utiv.3  Council  a  Board  to  judge 
and  audit  the  Aceouiits  of  public  ofiicers  and'  others'? — I  be- 
lieve  tliat  the  Executive  Council  sat  as  a  Board  of  Audit  pre- 
vious to  the  enactment  of  the  Consthution  dnd  has  continued 
tO"  do  so  ever  since^ 

536.  Have  your  functions  and  salary  as  President  of  the 
General  Board  of  Education  ceased,  and  if  ^o,  under  what 
authority,  and  who  has  succeeded  to  the  emoluments  and  of- 
fice 1 — 1  understood,  that  in  consequence  of  an  address  of  the^ 
House  of  Assembly  that  board  was  suppressed. 

537.  By  what  authority  were  the  Statutes  given  out  by 
tontract  in  1825,  and  after  being  well  and  cheaply  done  have- 
ever  since  been  given  at  a  far  higher  price  to  Mr,  Stanton  ?— 
I  havi?  ao  knowleflge  of  that  question. 
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538.  [Witness  is  shewn  tiie  Official  Return  of  bills  from  the 
A  ^  .i>n)hly  lost  iji,  or  h)st  by  anTeiidments,  from  the  Legislative 
C,!  in;-n,  and  asked]  What  change  would  you  propose  in  the 
L  \i{i.slalv'e  Council,  so  that  it  nright  better  harmonize  with  the 
IIi)u-;o  of  Assembly'? — I  cannot  answer  that  question,  for  I  do 
not  uiidor.^land  it,  unless  it  imply  a  change  in  the  Constitution 
to  which  no  loyal  subject  can  consent. 

539.  Are  there  nof,  in  yom-  o[)inion,  too  many  dependent 
persons  a;)d  holders  of  oifjce  hi  the  Legislative  Council  ? — 
Certainly  not. 

540.  What  check  would  you  propose  against  sudden,  ill- 
advised,  and  injurious  Legislation  in  tlie  Imperial  Parliament, 
on  matters  eftecting  the  trade  and  commerce,  and  through 
them,  tlic  agricultural  and  general  interests  of  the  Province  ? — 
I  do  not  feel  coinpctcnt  to  give  any  opinion  on  that  subject. 
I>ut  this  I  know,  that  the  [)arent  state  is  ever  readj/  to  con- 
fer every  benefit  in  her  power  upon  her  colonies,  consistent 
Aviih  the  o-eneral  interests  of  the  empire,  and  no  calony  can 
with  justice  expect  more. 

541.  Was  I\Jr.  Appleton's  application  for  his  proportion  of 
the  piiljlic  monies, as  a  teacher  in  tlsis  city,  unfavorably  reported 
on  to  tlie  Lieutenant  Governor  by  ilis  Council? — 1  have  no» 
recollection. 

542.  When  you  were  absent  in  England  22  months  did  your 
salaries,  emoluments,  and  advantages  from  office  cantinue  to' 
be  paid  the  san^e  as  when  you  were  at  home  doing  the  duty  ? — . 
The  duties  were  pertormed  at  my  own  expense. 

5x3.  Does  not  a  vast  annufjl  additional  expense  fall  upor* 
the  Province,  owing  to  the  continual  rejection  of  bills  of  a: 
^^eneral  character,  sent  up  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  rejected 
in  the  Legislative  Council,  and  aeain  introduced,  debated  and 
sent  uj)  by  tlio  House  of  As.-?embly  ? — I  beg  leave  to  state  t'nat 
the  Legislative  Council  reject  no  bills  without  good  reason*,, 
and  that  body  has  always  appeared  to  me  to  have  made  the" 
good  of  the  Province  much  more  its  study  than  ths  House  of 
Assembly,  and  need  fear  no  comparison  in  true  patriotism, 
wisdom,  and  ability. 

544.  In  what  way  can  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legisla- 
ture infl.]3ncc  the  goveniment  so  as  to  secure  tlie  appointment 
of  prop.?r  pr^-  jons  as  arbitrators,  to  decide  on  the  proportions  of  < 
revenue  coming  to  Upper  Canada  from  duties  levied  at  the'  ' 
port  of  Q  icbec  ? — I  do  not  answer  tb.at  qtiestion,  not  undi';  - 
■slanding  why  one  brancli  of  the  Legislature  should  have  mui  c- 
influence  than  either  of  tlie  other  two  ;  but  experience  proves 
that  the  arbitrators  of  this  Province  have  always  conducted 
the  bii'^iness  with  success  aiid  ability.    What  more  can  be 
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545.  Would  not  the  British  Constitutional  system,  by  which 
the  head  of  the  government  is  obliged  to  choose  his  Council- 
lors and  principal  officers  from  among  men  possessing  the  con- 
fi  Jence  of  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature,  be  moro 
S  iitable  to  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  country,  if  adopted  in 
ITpper  CanaJa,  than  the  present  irresponsible  mode  of  govern- 
neat? — I  do  not  believe  the  government  is  an  irresponsible 
Olio  ;  the  rest  of  the  question  is  too  vague  to  admit  of  a  defi- 
nite answer. 

546.  In  what  way  is  the  government  of  this  colony  respon- 
sible to  public  opinion,  as  expressed  by  the  representatives  of 
the  people  in  Parliament? — I  could  not  answer  that  question 
otherwise  tlian  by  saying,  that  the  government  is  quite  as  re- 
sponsible as  any  other  government. 

547.  [The  witness  is  shewn  the  Post  Office  Return,  and 
asked]  What  mode  would  you  recommend  for  the  better  gov- 
ernment of  the  Post  Office,  and  for  allowing  the  controul 
thereof  to  the  Colony  1 — I  have  not  given  the  subject  consi- 
deration. 

548.  In  case  public  officers  prove  remiss  in  the  performance 
of  rheir  duties,  how  or  by  what  tribunal  can  they  be  tried  ? — T 
am  not  aware  of  any,  l3ut  I  think  a  court  of  impeachment, 
under  proper  regulations,  would  be  of  great  use — I  think  the 
Legislative  Council  would  be  a  proper  tribunal  for  that 
purpose. 

549.  Do  you  not  consider  the  custom  of  pensioning  the 
Judges  to  a  large  annual  amount,  by  orders  from  the  Colonial 
Office,  out  of  the  Upper  Canada  revenue,  and  without  refer- 
ence to  the  Provincial  Legislature,  destructive  of  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  bench  in  a  great  measure  t — The  Judges  are 
rendered  independent  by  law ;  but  the  law  is  deficient, 
in  as  much  as  it  does  not  provide  for  a  retiring  allowance  to 
the  Jurlges,  if  therefore  there  be  any  fault  it  is  in  the  House  of 
Assembly. 

550.  Do  you  think  Lieutenant  Governors,  of  themselves, 
possess  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  seve- 
ral districts  to  enable  them  to  select  judicious  persons  as  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  1 — Certaluly  I  do,  for  they  have  the  best 
so!U'''es  of  infi^rmation,  and  are  quite  independent. 

55L  It  is  cf)mp]ained  to  His  iMajesty  that  sheriffs  hold  their 
offices  in  abjo.  t  dependence  on  the  will  of  a  government  ir- 
responsible to  public  opinion  ;  that  they  choose  the  grand  and 
petit  jurors  v.ioiout  reference  to  their  fitness,  but  often  from 
political  ronsidi  rations  :  wiiat  reniedy  would  you  provide  g© 
as  to  sr-rure  to  the  subject  a  fair  trial  by  jury  ? — I  cannot  an- 
swer t'.vv,  question,  owing  to  its  assumptions,  which  I  do  not 
ad  ant. 
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552.  Hhvc  not  tlie  lesideiU  settlers,  by  the  improvements 
tliey  have  made,  and  {he  lious^  of  Assfjmbly,  by  its  liberal 
grants  for  roads  and  bridges,  and  in  aid  of  inland  navigation, 
given  to  the  pubilc  lands  their  greatly  increased  value  as  com- 
pared with  1792/ — It  is  an  incidental  advantage  which  srives 
them  no  particr.ldr  claim. 

553.  Ought  not  ilie  revenue  arising  from  tiiese  lands  to*' 
have  been  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  War  Loss  claims, 
instead  of  increasing  the  public  debt  aird  duties  on  imports 
fdrthat  purpose? — I  would  not  answer  that  question,  for  1  do 
not  admit  it  correciness,  as  the  Government  have  given  large 
sums  tor  that  vei-y  [)urpose. 

504.  Ought  not  the  whole  public  revenue  to  be  paid  in  the  : 
gross  into  tlie  exchequer  or  treasury  of  the  Colony,  and  the  ; 
proceeds  applied  only  according  to  law  1 — I  do  not  answer 
that  question,  • 

505.  Does  not  the  immense  patronage  of  the  local  anr^gen- 
eral  Government,  uncontrolled  as  it  appears  to  be  by  the 
House  of  Assembly,  render  nugatory  in  a  great  degree  the  j 
e^rbrts  of  the  representative  bod}  to  assert  and  maintain  its  | 
constitutional  independence? — Certainly  not,  for  the  meniheF&- 
cf  the  House  of  Assembly  have  been  the  chief  office  holder* 
and  the  chief  office  expectants  for  the  last  thirty  years. 

556.  The  vote  by  ballot  in  elections  is  prayed- for  in  many 
petitions  both  to  the  Assembly  and  to  His  Majesty;  what  li 
your  opinion  oi"  ti;is  w.odci  of  voting? — Nobody  would  ask  fur 
the  vote  by  ballot  but  from  gross  ignorance  ;  it  is  the  most 
corrupt  way  of  using  the  franchise. 

557.  Is  it  Just  to  tlie  Baptists,  Quakers,  Menonists,  Tun 
kards.  Independents,  Seccders,  and  other  ci<isses  of  Christians,, 
whose  spiritual  teachers  receive  no  share  of  the  public  reve- 
nue for  their  religious  services,  that  the  Clergy^  of  the  Kirk 
of  Scotland,  the  Gatliolic  Bishop  and  Clergy,  and  the  Metho-* 
dist  Ministers  should,  without  the  sanction  of  tl;0-  Legisla- 
ture, have  a  bounty  paid  for  the  performance  of  their  religi-- 
ous  duties? — That  question  is-not  i)ut  in  a  way  in  which  h 
could  answer  it. 

557.  Tlie  undue  advantages  and  exclusive  religious  j)rivi- 
leges  i?r;intod  to  certain  religious  denominations  are  much 
complained  of;  would  it  not  tend  to  strengtnen  good  govern- 
ment if  thoy  were  altogether  abolisiied  ? — There  should  Ijc 
in  every  Chrisiian  country  a)i  ostablislied  religion,  otherwise 
it  is  not  a  Cliristiaii  hnt  nii  Tnfidol  country. 

559.  Tlie  Gov'  riiii.ji.L  oi"  IJppei-  Canada  dors  not  confine 
hself  to  maintaiiiina  oiio  form  of  the  Christian  reliiiion;  it: 
sfdects  four  particular  d(.*noniination'^ ;  ;»nd  williln  the  last  tv.  o^ 
y^ars  appears  to  have  paid  them  about  £35,000,  while  th»- 
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^ther  sects  received  no  part  of  the  public  monies :  do  you 
think  tliis  was  a  just  course  ? — The  Government  does  so  little 

in  support  of  the  Christian  religion,  that  I  am  thankful  thej 
do  this  much. 

560.  Do  3^ou  consider  the  Clergy  Corporation  legal  f — ■ 
Certainly  I  do, 

561.  Are  you  aware  that  the  Legislative  Councillors  re- 
,ceive  a  far  larger  proportion  of  the  taxes  than  they  and  their 
families  contribute  1 — I  have  not  the  means  of  answering  that 
question,  for  I  am  not  aware  of  their  receiving  any  share  of 
the  taxes  whatever. 

562.  Do  you  think  the  local  knowledge  possessed  by  the 
■Lieutenant  Governors  of  thi.  Colony  generally,  suflicient  to 
enable  them  to  nominate  independent  men,  ctherwi^Q  ,weji 
qualified,  to  the  office  of  Legislative  Councillor  1 — I  think  tho 
informJition  is  very  open  to  them. 

563.  Has  not  the  present  ir'-esponsible  system  of  govern- 
ment in  Upper  Canada,  a  tendency  to  discourage  the  gn)igra" 

.tion  of  the  more  wealthy  and  enterprising  class  of  emigrants 
into  the  Province  ? — Certainly  not ;  the  Executive  Govern- 
ment does  every  diing  to  encourage  emigration,  but  the  slan- 
<lerous  newspapers  make  people  at  a  distance  believe  that 
there  are  difliculties  in  the  Province,  and  produce  a  contrary 
titfect. 

564.  In  your  letter  of  the  Srd  of  March,  to  Colonel  Rowan,, 
in  explanation  of  a  payment  of  £500  or  £524  sterling,  made 
40  you  in  London  from  the  Canada  Company's  fund,  you  state 
'that  it  was  to  defray  charges  respecting  King's  College;  we 

are  desirous  to  ascertain  for  the  information  of  the  House,  the 
way  in  which  this  money  was  ex])ended,  and  the  particular 
items  of  expense  incurred  by  you,  for  v/hich  this  was  your 
•reminieration  t — I  have  no  fart  ler  explanation  to  give  thaii 
what  my  letter  contains.  The  Colonial  Department,  under 
whose  direction  it  was  expended,  was  satisfied,  and  no  part  of 
the  £500  remained  with  me. 

565.  On  referring  to  public  documents  within  our  reach,  we 
find  that  £324,  and  £524  sterling,  and  £712  l6s  2d,  and 
£678  6s  8d,  and  2000  acres  of  land  in  the  Gore  of  Toronto, 
Were  given  or  paid  to  you  when  in  London  or  since,  on  ac- 
:count  of  3^our  journey  to  England,  or  on  matters  therewith 
connected.  It  also  appears  that  since  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1826,  you  have  received  £2,250  as  President  of  the  Board  o!: 
Education,  up  to  January  1833 ;  £2700  as  Archdeacon  oi 
York,  and  £1000  as  an  Executive  Councillor;  besides  sums 
*'  for  dilapidations  on  your  living;'*  fur  ihe  gaol  ground  ;  for 
the  "  small  strip  rents,''  Toronto  ;  for  the  acre,  formerly  the 
fiospitdl  Squdre,  with  other  sums.    For  the  nifoimation  oi 
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tliis  Committee,  and  in  order  to  prevent  misrepresentations 
and  misapprehension  we  are  desirous  that  you  would  furnish 
the  Committee  with  a  statement  of  all  monies  or  grants,  as 
payments  made  to  you,  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  since  1st  of 
January,  1826,  whether  from  Colonial  Revenue,  Crown 
Lands,  the  Society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  His 
Majesty's  Government,  rents  of  reserves,  clergy  grounds, 
glebe  rents  or  uses,  or  from  any  other  public  source  whatsoever, 
either  here  or  in  England  ? — For  a  complete  explanation  of 
the  various  matters  contained  in  this  questi^sn,  I  beg  leave  to 
refer  to  two  letters  addressed  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Royan  ; 
one  bearing  date  the  31st  January,  the  other  the  3rd  Fe- 
bruary,* both  are  I  believe  in  the  possession  of  the  Commit- 
tee. .  In  these  will  be  found  answers  quite  satisfactory  to 
every  honorable  mind. 

I  must  at  the  same  time  enter  my  protest  against  the  man- 
ner of  putting  this  question,  which  is  evidently  calculated  to 
mislead  the  careless  and  ignorant,  though  I  am  willing  to  be- 
lieve that  such  could  not  be  the  object  of  the  Committee. 

Various  sums  are  mentioned,  vvhix:h  were  pnid  at  riiftcrrnt 
times,  for  great  and  important  services,  and  items  of  annual" 
income  are  multiplied  by  ten,  as  if  I  had  received  such  iargei' 
sums  at  once  ;  whereas  they  are  spread  over  the  space  of 
ten  years,  and  ought,  in  common  decency  as  well  as  in  jus- 
tice, to  have  been  specified  accoj  ding  to  their  annual  amount, 
or  ono  tenth  partof  that  which  the  question  makes  them,

intromissions  as  a  manager  of  Public  landa  ? — Half  yearly  for 
Crown  Lands  sold,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  for  the  dues  on 
Crown  Timber. 

5G7.  Do  you,  as  a  Membtsr  of  the  Executive  Council,  audit  your 
own  transactions,  in  your  several  capacities  of  Crown  Land  Com- 
missioner, Commissioner  for  the  sale  of  Clergy  Reserves,  and 
Surveyor  General  of  Woods;  cr  are  these  accounts  submitted

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to  no  supfcrvision  whatever  on  this  side  the  Atlnntic?--]  do  not  attend 
;he  auditing  of  my  own  accounts.    In  the  first  instance,  they  are 
i  sent  to  the  Inspector  General  for  examination,  and  by  him  sub- 
I  rnitted  with  his  remarks  to  the  Council,  for  audit. 
'      568.  Were  the  laborers  under  the  late  Mr.  Roswell  Mount's 
superintendence  ])aid  for  Sunday  work  ?    Occasionally  they  wei  e, 
as  it  was  necessary  that  there  should  be  no  delay  in  preparing 
houses  to  shelter  the  Emigrants  as  they  arrived,  as  well  as  to 
«rect  Store-houses,  and  an  Hospital. 

569.  Could  not  the  Surveyor  General  perform  the  duty  you  are 
paid  £500  sterling  for,  under  the  title  of  "  Surveyor  General  of 
Woods"  ? — I  think  the  duties  of  the  present  Surveyor  General 
occupy  all  his  time. 

570.  Is  the  large  number  of  Clerks  in  your  office  esisential  to  the 
transaction  of  the  public  business  entrusted  to  you? — They  are 
all  absolutely  required.  The  House  of  Assembly  having  raised 
the  salary  of  the  Clerks  in  otlier  public  offices,  the  Clerks  in  my 
own  petitioned  the  Governor  in  Council  to  be  placed  on  the  same 
footing  ;  and  I  received  an  order  directing  me  to  make  the  addi- 
iional  allowance. 

N.  B. — The  latter  part  of  this  answer  was  given  in  reply  to  a 
question  respecting  the  increase  of  salary  allowed  to  my  Clerlis. 

571.  Have  not  the  resident  settlers,  by  the  improvements  they 
have  made,  and  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  its  liberal  grants  for 
roads,  bridges,  and  in  aid  of  inland  navigation,  given  to  the  public 
lands  their  greatly  increased  value  as  compared  with  1792  ? — Yes, 
no  doubt. 

572.  Ought  not  the  revenue  arising  from  these  lands  to  have  beea 
applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  War  Loss  Claims,  instead  of  in- 
creasing the  public  debt  and  duties  on  Imports  for  that  purpose  ? 
— I  decline  answering  that  question. 

573.  Does  not  the  immense  patronage  of  the  local  and  general  go- 
vernment, uncontrolled  as  it  appears  to  us  to  be,  by  the  House 
of  Assembly,  render  nugatory,  in  a  great  degree,  the  efforts  of 
the  Representative  body,  to  assert  and  maintain  its  constitutional 
independence  ? — I  decline  answering  that  question. 

574.  Do  you  approve  of  the  government  paying,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Assembly,  for  the  religious  services  of  four  Chris- 
tian denominations  ? — I  decline  answering  that  question. 

575.  Would  not  the  British  Constitutional  system  by  which  the 
head  of  the  g-overnment  is  obliged  to  choose  his  Councillors,  and 
principal  officers  from  among  men  possessing  the  confidence  of  th© 
popular  branch  of  the  Legislature,  be  more  suitable  to  the  wants 
^ind  wishes  of  the  Country,  if  adopted  in  Upper  Canada,  than 
the  present  irresponsible  mode  of  government  ? — I  decline  an- 
swering that  question. 

576.  Do  you  not  consider  the  custom  of  pensioning  the  Judges  to 
large  annual  amount,  by  orders  from  the  Colonial  Office,  out  of 
the  Up'ppr  Canada  Revenue,  and  without  reference  to  the  Provin- 
cial ijca.islahiir,  destructive  of  the  independence  of  the  Bench 
in  3  gre'dt  m-eHsure  ? — -1  am  nut  [*u?|)aied  to  answer  ihut  question. 
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577.  Do  you  thiak  the  Lieutenant  Governors  of tben>!»elvc8  posseMr  ! 
a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  various  Districts^ 
to  enable  them  to  select  judicious  persons  as  justices  of  the 
Peace  ? — The  Lieutenant  Governor  has  various  sources  from 
which  to  obtain  information  as  to  persons  qualified  to  be  Magis- 
trates, among  others,  from  the  Members  of  the  House  of  Asseni- 
t)iy  at  their  anaiial  meetings. 

•576.  In  case  the  House  of  AsseniWy,  or  large  bodies  of  the  people, 
should  be  of  opinion,  that  a  public  otiicer  deserved  impeach- 
ment— by  what  authority  could  he  be  tried  ? — I  am  not  aw  are  of 
^.any  power  ves.ed  in  any  iribunal  here  for  that  purpose. 

579.  It  is  complained  to  His  Majesty,  in  petitioiKS  nuiperouKly 
signed  that  Sheriffs  hold  their  offices  in  abject  dependence  on  the 
.will  of  a  government  irresponsible  to  public  opinion,  that  tlioy 
chocse  the  Grand  and  Petit  Jurors  without  reference  to  their  fit.  I 
ness,  but  often  from  political  considerations.  What  reme(hf 
-would  you  provide  so  as  to  secure  to  the  subject  a  fair  trial  by 
jury  ? — I  have  not  given  the  subject  sufficient  consideration  to 
enable  me  to  suggest  any  better  mode  than  the  present. 

580.  Would  it  not  be  better  that  the  sale  and  disposal  of  tha 
public  laiuls  and  other  public  piopfcrty  were  in  all  cases  rcgul^- 
:ed  by  Ihw  ? — I  see  no  objection  to  such  a  measure. 

581.  Ought  not  the  whole  public  revenue  to  be  paid  in  the  grosg  | 
into  the  Exchequer  or  Treasury  of  the  Colony,  and  the  proceedfi 
applied  only  according  to  law  ? — must  decline  answering  th<^t 
question. 

582.  Would  not  it  be  advisable  that  the  Clergy  and  Crown  Roc 
serves  and  all  reservations  of  land,otherwisc  than  for  education  and 
roads  were  disposed  of  for  public  purposes,  under  the  control  erf 
the  Legislature? — I  must  decline  answering  that  question. 

583.  What  check  has  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  other  branch; 
es  of  the  government,  as  a  means  of  preventing  Executive  usur- 
pations of  popular  rights  ? — I  think  the  sum  annually  required 
from  the  Assembly  to  carry  on  the  public  service,  is  a  suffieient 
eheck. 

534.  Has  not  the  present  system  of  government  in  UpperCnnada, 
tendency  to  discourage  emigration  of  the  more  wealthy  and  en- 
terprising class  of  ejiiigtants  into  the  Province  ? — 1  do  not  think 
it  has,  hitherto. 

585.  The  vote  by  ballot  is  prayed  for  in  many  petitions, both  toth«- 
Assembly  and  to  His  Majesty:  what  is  your  opinion  of  this 
mode  of  voting  ? — I  have  always  been  opposed  to  the  vote  by 
ballot.

indeed  very  little  evidence  especially  from  Upper  Cana(.^a,  but  which 
manifested  universally  as  anxious  a  d  sire  to  coine  at  the  real  trutfi, 
and  to  do  impartial  justice,  as  any  committee  upon  which  I  ever 
had  the  l\onor  of  sitting.

Upon  the  subject  of  the  Const itut'on  of  the  L^g-jplative  Council, 
(which  I  do  not  hesitate  te  say,  without  any  disrcfpeet  to  or  rc  flec- 
tion upon  the  individuals  who  compose  it,  is  at  the  root  of  all  the 
•evils  complained  of  in  both  Provinces) — upon  the  exclusion  of  the 
Judges,  with  the  single  exceptioii  of  the  Chief  Justice,  from  all  in- 
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terfbrencQ  in  poiicical  bustneae — and  upon  fho  neceesitj'  of  intrcKliw. 
ing  some  alteration  into  the  pregent  Jury  system — the  three  mo|t 
important,  points  of  your  Petition,  you  wjll  find  that  the  opinion  of 
the  Committee  entirely  concurs  with  yours— and  that  opinion  I  am 
disposed  to  support  to  the  utmost  of  my  power, 

The  absence  of  the  Judges,  I  am  inclined  to  take  upon  somewhat 
different  grounds.  As  a  substantive  proposition  there  cannot  be  a 
doubt  of  the  propriety  of  tlie  prayer  of  the  Petitioners  upon  Una 
head:  and  I  should  even  go  the  length  of  saying,  that  it  must  not 
only  be  a"  most  reasonable"  but  a  very  urgent  ground,  which  ought 
to  be  alleged  for  giving  a  leave  of  absence  to  a  Canadian  Judge. — 
It  is  because  I  think  tlie  proposition  in  itself  so  undeniable,  that  I 
regret  to  find  it  mixed  up  with  a  peculiar  case,  mvolving  much  of 
party,  and  much  of  personal  excitement — I  mean  of  course  the  re- 
moval of  Judge  Willis.  Upon  the  limited  information  which  I  have 
obtained  of  tliis  case,  chiefly  liowever  from  parties  favorable  to  the 
Judge,  I  cannot  help  thinking,  without  expressing  any  opinion  as 
to  the  legal  construction  of  the  disputed  Act,  and  even  admitting 
him  to  be  right  in  his  interpretation,  that  his  mode  of  giving  that 
interpretation,  and  subsequent  conduct,  is  open  at  least  to  the 
charge  of  indiscretion  ;  and  necessarily  placed  the  Government  in 
a  situation  to  have  at  least  a  fair  excuse  for  his  removal,  if  they  de- 
sired it ;  and  feeling  this  very  strongly,  I  cannot  but  regret  that  thia 
personal  ease  should  occupy  so  much  of  the  space  devoted  to  the 
constitutional  grievances  of  the  Province. 

With  respect  to  the  appointment  of  the  Judges  during  pleasure, 
and  not  as  in  England,  during  good  behaviour,  giving  also  the 
power  of  impeachment  before  the  Legislative  Council,  I  must  ac- 
knowledge my  belief  that  the  circumstances  of  the  colony  do  not 
at  present  warrant  such  a  step,  however  anxiously  I  may  desire  to 
«ee  the  time  when  they  may  do  so — but  at  present  I  conceive  such 
independence  upon  the  Crown  would  practically  be  dependence  up- 
on the  people,  more  especially  unless  they  hold  permanent  salaries, 
of  which  nothing  is  said ; — and  the  very  terms  of  the  Petition  seem 
to  limit  a  future  time,  when  they  speak  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
"being  so  modified  as  to  become  an  independent  branch  of  the  Le- 
gislature"— to  Buch  a  modification  I  fear  time,  as  well  as  Parlia- 
mentary enactment,  or  recommendation,  may  be  wanting.  In  the 
meantime  I  highly  approve,  as  a  general  practice,  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  Judges  from  the  English  Bar — but  I  think  it  could  hardly 
be  made  a  general  rule,  w^ithout  too  much  discouraging  the  legal 
profession  in  Canada — nor  is  it  properly  a  subject  for  the  interfer- 
ence of  the  Britisli  Parliament.  The  same  objection  may  be  urged 
to  the  agitation  of  several  of  the  minor  grievances  complaiiu  d  of. 

On  the  last,  and  one  of  the  most  important  topics,  namely  the 
appointment  of  a  Local  Mmistry,  subject  to  removal  or  impeach- 
ment when  they  lose  the  confidence  of  the  people,  I  conceive  there 
would  be  great  difficulty  in  arranging  such  a  plan — nor  are  the 
v/ishes  of  the  Petitioners  very  clearly  expressed — for  in  point  of 
fact  the  remedy  is  not  one  of  enactment  but  of  practice — and  a  con- 
stitutional mode  is  open  to  the  people,  of  addressing  for  a  removal 
of  sdviecrs  of  the  Crown,  and  refusing  suppliee,  if  necessary  to 
enforce  their  vviehse. — I  do  however  think  that  sometlnng  might  b« 
i9n%  with  g^reat  advantage,  to  givo  a  mora  really  responsible  char- 
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acter  to  the  Executive  Counc'l,  which  at  present  is  a  perfectly  »no- 
malous  body,  hardly  recoirtiised  by  the  Constitution,  and  effectivij 
i  chiefly  as  a  source  of  patrouag-e. 

j  I  ought  not  to  conclude  without  acqnaintingr  yon  that  os  it  is  a 
I  breacii  of  parliamentary  forms  to  aliude  in  any  petition,  to  the 
I  speeches  delivered  by  members  i.i  their  places,  the  direct  animad- 
j  versions  in  your  Petition  upon  the  speech  of  Mr.  Huskisson  may, 
I  and  probably  will,  be  taken  as  a  technical  ground  to  prevent  its  re- 
!  ception :  the  debate  however  may  equtilly  be  taken  upon  it,  and 
j  I  shall  take  an  op|K)rtunity  previously  of  coranmnicating  with  Sir 
George  Murray,  that  he  may  be  prepared  to  state  on  tliat  occasion 
the  Views  of  Government  relative  to  the  vaiious  points  adverted  to. 

I  have  now.  Sir,  stated  to  you  without  reserve,  though  briefly, 
my  general  views  of  the  different  points  of  your  Petition. — If  I  can- 
not entirt-ly  concur  in  all  of  them,  I  give  you  at  least  a  pledge  that  I 
shall  not  be  deterred  by  any  considerations  from  oppressing  my  real 
opinions,  nnd  from  supporting  your  cause,  when  I  can  conscionti- 
ously  do  so,  in  Parliament,  with  whatever  power  I  may  po.ssess. 

I  have  only  to  express  in  addition  my  sense  of  the  hoHor  dons 
me  in  confiding  this  Petition  to  my  care,  and  my  hope  that  nothing 
in  my  public  conduct  will  forfeit  the  confidence  reposod  in  me.

I  place  in  the  Colonies  by  the  Government  atHoine  being  kept  in  ig- 
norance of  the  truth,  and  the  best  mode  to  obtain  redress  is  to  aj- 

'  ply  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Colonies  direct,  and  to  send  to  some 
Members  of  the  Commons  copies  in  form  of  patition  to  be  presen- 
ted if  the  Secretary  does  not  afford  relief. 

The  present  Secretary  Sir  George  Murray  has,  in  his  plaee  in 
the  House  of  Commons  expressed  the  best  opinions  and  principles 
on  which  he  intended  the  Colonies  shall  be  governed,  and  we  are 
anxious  to  know  wliether  his  orders  are  to  enforce  those  principles. 
The  Assembly  in  Upper  Canada  should  agree  to  nothing  which 

I  is  not  for  the  interest  of  the  community  awd  the  proper  controul 
over  every  item  of  expenditure  should  be  the  first  and  most  impor- 
taat  object  for  them  to  attend  to.    We  understand  that  orders  have 
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beftn  sent  out  to  make  the  Colleg-**  of  Dr.  Strachan  open  k)  all  sect*,  i 

and  liiat  it  is  to  bo  also  under  a  joint  nianagoiiiGnt  of  ail  sects  of 
Protestants,  and  there  is  nothing  the  Canwdians  should  be  more  ; 
cautious  about  than  the  encroachments  cf  the  Church  of  Ei.glaud 
to  any  thing  like  a  dominant  vt  ligion. 

1  have  endeavoured  to  Ciit  oft"  the  supplies  of  money  votc<]  by  Par  j' 
iianient  for  the  Churcli  of  England  njissionaries,  but  us  yet  with- 
out success. — I  shall  not  cease  to  repeat  my  endeavours  in  that,  r  - . 
pect  ns  I  consider  it  most  important  to  the  peace  of  all  the  ^,^ 
American  Colonies.    We  expect  to  hear  tliat  some  changes  i 
been  made  respectmg  your  Council,  and  I  agree  with  you  iha. 
til  these  are  responsibh3,  and  removable  on  the  call  of  the  p 
for  abuse  of  j)o\ver  you  will  not  be  right.

SIR, 

I  hove  to  T<po1og!ze  for  not  having  acknowledged,  tU 
tlio  time  when  I  received  it,  your  lottt^r  of  Jinujary  8rd,  coinnmai- 
ciiting  to  me  the  intention  of  a  large  body  of  the  people  of  Ufspej 
Canada  to  entrust  to  me  a  petition  addressed  by  them  to  the  House 
of  Lords.  But  as  the  letter  which  I  then  had  the  honor  to  receive 
from  you,  was  not  aceon)panied  by  the  petition  itself,  I  tiiouglit  it 
would  be  better  for  me  to  wait  till  that  document  should  reach  me, 
Ictore  I  troubled  you  vviih  my  letter. 

I  have  now  received  tlie  petition,  and  filiall  not  fail  to  prc?ent  it 
at  an  early  period,  to  the  House  oi  Lords.  It  is  necessary  however 
that  I  should  state  tliat  1  am  not  without  some  apprehension  that 
Ihere  may  exist  a  technical  difficuhy  in  the  way  of  its  reception, 
inconsequence  of  its  coi.lai)iing  a  d)rect  reference  to  certain  worda 
supposed  to  have  been  used  by  Mr.  Huski.-son  in  the  Houso  of 
Commons  during  the  Ifst  session.  The  Houses  of  Parliament  are  , 
very  particular  upon  this  point,  and  I  have  known  more  instances 
t'.an  one  where  p  titiotis  have  not  been  received  in  consequence  of 
II  similir  rciferencc  to  ppceches  made  by  members  of  I'arliament. 
I  shall  however  tend'.r  your  petition  to  the  House,  whicli  will  of  I 
course  decide  whether  it  can  he  received  or  not.  In  the  mean  time  I 
beg  yon,  as  well  as  those  on  wiio-e  behalf  you  have  transmitted  the 
petition  to  me,  to  believe  thnt  1  am  fully  sensible  of  tb.c  hoEOr  which 
they  have  done  me  in  selecting  me  as  the  channel  of  cominnnica- 
tion  between  so  large  a  portion  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canat^a  and 
thQ  House  of  Lords.  It  cannot  but  be  highly  gratifying  to  me  to 
Jearn  that  I  owe  this  distinction  to  the  manner  in  whicli,  upon  a 
p  irticular  occasion  most  in  e  csting  to  that  country,  I  discharged 
rny  duty  as  His  Maj'^sty's  Sscretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies ;  and 
I  assure  3^ou  that  I  retain  an  anxious  desire  to  ?ee  that  portion  of 
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fhe  King's  dominions  flourishing-,  contented  and  happy.  It  will  be^ 
my  duty  to  give  my  best  attentiou  to  the  various  important  particu- 
lars adverted  to  in  the  letter  which  you  hnve  addressedvio  me,  and 
in  the  petition  which  has  fi)l]owed  it  ;  and  if  in  some  respects  I 
rmy  not  concur  in  all  the  opinions  entertained  by  yourself  and  the 
petitioners,  I  venture  to  trust  that  yon  and  they  vi^ili  be  disposed  to 
a--cribe  it  to  anything  rather  than  indifF>>rorice  to  the  feelings  or 
ihe  mterests  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada. 

I  am  of  course  not  in  possession  of  th.e  senrimonts  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's Government  upon  the  various  matters  fo  which  the  petition- 
ers wish  the  attention  of  Parliament  to  be  called  :  but  the  Commit- 
tee which  sat  during  the  last  session  have  upon  many  important 
topics  expressed  opinions  which  appear  to  be  much  in  unison  with 
those  entertained  by  the  Colonists,  and  which  have  doubtless  alrea- 
!dy  attracted  the  notice  and  consideration  of  the  Government.  The 
jappointment  of  that  Conimittee,  and  the  extent  to  which  they 
jcarried  their  investigations,  are  strong  proofs  of  the  ready  disposi- 
jtion  of  tlie  government  and  the  Legislature  of  the  parent  country 
!to  watch  over  the  concerns  of  so  important  and  valuable  a  depen- 
idency  of  the  Crown,  which  requires  nothing  but  a  wise,  just,  and 
liberal  administration  of  its  affairs,  to  secure  to  its  inhabitants  that 
Icncreasing  prosperity  which  from  its  great  natural  resources  it  is 
entitled  to  anticipate ;  and  if  in  any  way  1  can  contribute  to  the 
promotion  of  so  interesting  an  object,  it  will  always  be  a  matter  of 
great  personal  gratification  for  me  to  do  so.

PETITION 

To  the  King's  Most  Excelletn  Majesty  (and  to  the  several  other 
h ranches  of  the  Impevial  and  Provincial  Legislatures.) 

We,  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  inhhb'tnnts  of 
Upper  Canada,  are  constrained  by  the  most  painful  necessity  to 
aopaal  to  the  justice  of  your  Majesty  against  the  mis-rule  of  the 
Provincial  administration,  and  humbly  to  point  out  to  your  Majesty 
the  alarming  increase  of  our  grievances,  and  the  necessity  of  tiieir 
redress,  as  they  become  more  and  more  inveterate  from  the  patience 
with  which  we  have  hitherto  endured  them.  We  offer  our  warmest 
thanks  and  gratitude  to  your  Majesty  for  appointing  to  be  a  j  d^e 
over  your  Canadian  people,  the  Hon.  John  VValpoie  Willis,  whose 
private  virtues  and  acknowledged  learning,  blended  with  high  and 
uncompromising  principles,  uniformly  evinced  in  the  impartial  dis- 
charge of  his  judicial  duties,  liave  already  endeared  him  to  the 
country,  as  one  of  its  greatest  blessings,  and  as  atFjrding  to  the 
people  the  most  flattering  presage  of  a  new  era  in  the  administra- 
tion of  justice — of  this  blessing  we  have  been  unconstitutionally 
deprived,  and  mierule  hns  at  length  become  so  hold,  and  power  se 
inms'^rimmate  of  jts  victirfs?,  as  to  pp'j^rii  f;'Oxn  th^y  jiulgment  seat 
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the  boiiorable  Mr.  Justico  Willis,  who  thero  proscntcd  wliat  has 
long  been  wished  for  but  seldom  seen,  the  stern  and  fearless  inte- 
grity and  independence  of  a  British  judge.  Such  judicial  integri- 
ty and  independence  are  alarmingly  endangered  when  such  i 
judge,  without  impeachment  and  even  without  a  charge,  can  be  so 
ignominiously  amoved  from  this  high  office. 

Although  we  entertain  the  fullest  confidence  in  your  INTajesty's 
desire  to  promote  the  happiness  and  protect  the  rights  of  British 
subjects  throughout  your  ample  and  glorious  dominions,  yet  our 
hopes  of  speedy  redress  are  not  a  little  discouraged,  by  a  know- 
ledge that  while  we,  on  our  pnrt,  open  to  your  Majesty  the  abuses 
and  oppressions  growing  upon  us,  tJie  very  persons  we  accuse  are 
pressing  through  otiier  ciiannels,  affording  a  more  favorable  access 
to  your  Royal  belief,  those  interested  misrepresentations,  which  are 
designed  both  to  promote  misrule,  and  protect  the  authors  of  it;- 
for  it  cannot  be  forgotten  that  misreprescntatioits  from  such  sources 
have  already  recently  endangered  our^  civil  and  religious  liberties 
and  cruelly  vilified  and  traduced  the  fair  characters  of  the  dissent- 
ing  denominations  of  Christians  in  this  Province.  And  the  im- 
pending consequences  of  stich  secret  misrepresentations  are  further 
apprehended  from  the  tenor  of  the  speech  of  the  Right  Honorable 
Wm.  Huskisson,  your  Majesty's  principal  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Colonies  in  the  Imperial  House  of  Commons,  as  reported  in 
Bome  of  the  public  prints. 

Notwrthstanding  defects  in  the  law  defining  our  ConejLitution, 
we  are,  nevertheless  warmly  attached  to  it,  and  view  with  just  feaf 
every  attempt  to  amend  it,  without  the  intervention  of  our  Provin- 
cial Legislature  which  is  the  constituted  guardian  of  our  rights 
and  liberties,  and  which,  considering  the  great  distance  of  the  Im- 
perial  Leg'slature,  can  best  understand  our  necessities  and  appl/ 
the  proper  remedies.    It  has  long  been  the  source  of  many  grievan-  I 
ces,  and  of  their  continuance,  that  the  Legislative  Council  is  form-  | 
ed,  not  of  an  independent  gentry  taken  from  the  country  at  large, 
but  of  Executive  Councillors  and  placemen,  the  great  majority  of 
whom  are  under  the  immediate,  active,  and  undue  influence  of  the  | 
person  administering  your  Majesty's  Provincial  government,  holding 
their  offices  at  his  mere  will  and  pleasure.    Hence  arises  in  a  great 
measure  the  practical  irresponsibility  of  Executive  Councillors  and 
other  official  advisers  of  your  Majesty's  representative,  who  have  ' 
hitherto  with  impunity  both  disregarded  the  lava's  of  the  land,  and 
despised  the  opinions  of  the  public.  From  the  impunity  with  which 
the  greatest  abuses  have  hitherto  existed,  and  the  difficulty  in  such  - 
a  state  of  things  of  applying  an  efficient  remedy,  most  of  our  grie* 
vances  have  taken  their  origin  and  growth. 

First,  The  rejection  by  the  Legislative  Council,  of  the  most  sal- 
utary measures  passed  by  large  majorities  in  the  House  of  Assem- 
bly, and  much  desired  by  the  people. 

Secondly,  The  frequent  want  of  a  casting  voice  in  the  Court  of  | 
King's  Bench  in  this  Province,  ov/ing  to  the  illegal  absence  of  the  ; 
judges,  especially  of  the  Cliief  Justices,  as  well  on  distant  journies 
out  of  the  Province,  as  on  attendances  on  the  Legislative  and  Exe- 
cutive Councils. 

Thirdly,  Tiie  undue  influence  which  the  mingled  duties  of  Le- 
gislative and  Executive  advice.have  on  the  judicial  function. 
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Fourthly,  The  aesuraption  of  a  power  by  the  Executive  to  ap- 
propriate a  largo  portion  of  tlie  revenue  and  other  monies,  raised 
from  the  sale  of  land  and  otherwise  in  the  Province,  independent 
of  the  will  or  sanction  of  the  Assembly. 

Fifthly,  The  extravag-ant  augmentation  of  salaries,  offices  and 
public  expences,  quite  disproportioned  to  the  state  and  circumstan- 
ces of  the  Colony. 

Sixthly,  The  confinement  of  public  prosecutions  of  offences  to  the 
sole  conduct  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  in  the  Colony,  em- 
barrassing private  prosecutors  in  this  small  community,  where  the 
influence  of  politics  and  family  connexions,  is  so  injuriously  felt. 

Seventhly,  The  retaining  in  public  offices  and  the  introduction 
into  the  same  of  persons  who  notoriously  ought  to  be  excluded. 

Eigiithly,  The  want  of  carrying  into  effect  that  rational  andcon- 
Btitutionol  control  over  public  functionaries,  especially  the  advisers 
of  your  Majesty's  Representative,  which  our  fellow  subjects  in  En- 
gland enjoy  in  that  happy  country. 

Ninthly,  Our  present  imperfect  Jury  System. 

Tenthly,  That  sheriffs,  coroners,  and  other  public  officers  hold 
their  offices  during  pleasure,  and  not  during  good  beliaviour,  or  oth- 
erwise as  in  England. 

Eleventhly,  That  the  supreme  judges  of  the  land  hold  their  of. 
ficee  during  pleasure,  and  are  subjected  to  the  ignominy  of  an  arbi- 
trary removal. 

Wherefore  we  humbjy  entreat  for  the  interference  of  your  Royal 
prr'rogative  to  favor  our  exertions  to  correct  the  grievances  under 
which  we  labor. 

We  humbly  suggest  that  the  Legislative  Council  should  be  in- 
creased in  number,  of  whom,  a  small  proportion  only,  strictly  limit- 
ed by  law,  to  be  permitted  to  hold  or  enjoy  any  place  of  emolument 
or  profit  under  the  Government,  or  to  be  members  of  the  Executive 
Council. 

Secondly,  That  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Kings  Bench,  be  not 
Legislative  Councillors,  nor  Executive  Councillors,  nor  Privy 
Coiincillors,  in  any  respect  in  the  Ctjlony. 

Thirdly,  That  the  Judges  shall  not  be  permitted  to  absent  them- 
selves  from  the  Province,  but  on  the  most  reasonable  cause  and 
with  leave  obtained  as  prescribed  in  the  British  acta  relative  to 
Colonial  Oificers. 

Fourthly,  That  the  Judges  be  made  independent  as  in  England, 
holding  thoir  offices  not  as  at  present  in  this  Province  but  during 
good  bel'aviour  to  be  inquired  into,  by  impeachment  alone,  in  the 
Provincial  Parliament,  before  the  Legislative  Council,  when  that 
body  is  so  modiiiad  as  to  become  an  independent  branch  of  the 
Lejjislature. 

Fifthly,  ThDt  for  some  time,  at  least  till  the  Province  affords  an 
adoqudtp  source  of  legal  and  constilutiouai  education,  the  Judges 
bf?  ap;)()iMtod  i'roai  the  bar  in  Engifi-id. 

Sixtiily,  That  n.  Legislative  Act  be  made  in  the  Provincial  Par- 
liament, to  facilitate  the  mode  in  which  the  present  constitutional 
rosponsibility  of  the  advisers  of  tlie  local  Government,  may  be  car- 
ried pracfif;a;HMnro  effect;  not  only  by  the  removal  of  these  advi=. 
Assl^m/Xo.  21.  T 
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sers  from  office,  when  they  lose  the  confidence  of  the  people,  but 
also  by  impeachment  for  the  heavier  offences  chargeable  against 
them. 

Seventhly,  That  our  present  Jury  System  be  amended  by  a  new 
law  whereby  the  jurors  to  be  impannelled  may  be  more  equally  ee- 
lected  from  the  country  and  less  at  the  mere  nomination  of  the 
sheriff  or  his  officers  ;  such  new  law  to  extend  both  to  grand  and 
petit  jurors^ 

Haviiig  thus  under  the  pressure  of  the  present  crisis  hastily  con- 
eentrated  our  most  pressing  grievances,  and  humbly  prayed  for  the 
royal  aid  of  your  Majesty's  prerogative  in  providing  appropriate 
remedies,  we  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects  cannot  omit 
again  to  bring  under  your  Majesty's  serious  notice  as  indicative  of 
the  necessity  of  a  change  of  men  and  measures,  the  recent  violent 
and  unconstitutional  removal  from  office  of  the  Hon.  John  Walpole 
Willis,  a  public  wrong,  calling  more  and  more  loudly  for  our  moat 
earnest  remonstrance  to  your  Majesty,  and  strongly  elucidating  the 
injurious  character  of  the  policy  pursued  by  the  present  Provm- 
cial  administration; 

Such  was  the  apprehension  of  the  practical  bad  consequences  of 
the  King's  Bench  being  without  a  casting  voice,  that  previous  to 
Easter  Term  last,  a  memorial  was  addressed  to  His  Excellencv, 
pointing  out,  in  some  respects,  the  failure  of  justice  in  such  a  state 
o^  things,  and  requesting  His  Excellency  to  suspend  his  leave  of 
absencr,  to  the  Chief  Justice,  whose  departure  from  the  Province 
was  at  that  time  publicly  spoken  of,  even  until  after  the  approach-  ! 
ing  term.    His  Excellency,  however,  did  not  tliiiik  proper  to  do  so, 
and  the  evil  consequences  anticipated  have  been  realised.  During 
the  terms  of  Micliaelmas  and  Hilary,  last  past,  with  a  full  Bench, 
there  was  not  fewer  than  ten  cases  wherein  differences  in  opinion 
arose  amongst  the  judges  on  important  points,  and  in  Easter  Term,  j 
during  which  the  Chief  Justice  was  absent,  the  two  Puisne  Judges  | 
were  divided  in  opinion,  in  six  several  cases.    In  such  a  state  of  ' 
things,  substantial  justice  cannot  be  said  to  be  administered.   The  j 
Provincial  law  wisely  enacts  that  your  Majesty's  Chief  Justice  of 
this  Province,  together  with  two  puisne  Justices,  shall  preside  in 
the  Court  of  King's  Bench.    And  as  a  diversity  of  opinion  has,  in 
many  important  points,  unhappily  prevailed  among  the  judges  of 
that  Court,  which  is  tlie  only  one  of  superior  jurisdiction,  and  from 
which  in  tlie  vast  majority  of  cases,  there  can  bo  no  appeal,  the 
importance  of  maintaining  that  Court,  as  organized  by  law,  becomes 
the  more  urgent,  and  the  violation  of  that  law  productive  of  the 
greater  evils. 

Under  these  circumslancop.  we  feel  that  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  ; 
Wiilis  deserves  the  approbation  and  confidence  of  all  good  men,  for 
withdrawing  from  the  Court  House,  under  a  conscientious  convic- 
tion in  his  own  breast,  that  he  could  not  administer  justice  accord- 
ing to  law,  while  the  Court  was  not  constituted  as  (hat  law 
required. 

vSonsihle  as  we  are  that  the  appointment  of  Judges,  esteemed  by 
the  people  for  their  learning,  and  beloved  by  them  for  (heir  vir  ucs, 
is  in  every  Colony  so  blesse(^  the  most  conclusive  evidonce  of  the 
hoaith  of  tliP great  body  politic,  s-o  do  we  foel  t];at  this  deliberate,  v^u- 
IcntanJ  luiconctilutionai  removal  oi"  Mr.  Justice  Willis,  deprivi;  ;; 
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:df  the  benefit  of  his  honourable  and  conscientious  services,  is  a 
grievance  of  such  magnitude  as  requires  your  Majesty's  paternal 
interference  ;  and  this  evil  we  feel  the  more  serious,  because  it  fur- 
nishes the  present  provincial  administration,  with  an  opportunity 
of  placing  upon  the  judgment  seat,  a  man  labouring  under  those 
prejudices  of  family  connections  and  party  feeling  from  which  Mr, 
Justice  Willis  was  necessarily  and  happily  free,  persons  withal  very 
inferior  to  that  gentleman,  in  education,  in  talents  and  in  legal 
knowledge.  While  strongly  feeling  this  injury,your  Majesty  will, 
we  beseech,  hear  our  complaint  of  the  conduct  of  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Justice  Sherwood,  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Justice, 
and  of  Mr.  Justice  Willis,  proceeded  alone  to  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  your  Majesty's  Court  of  King's  Bench  ;  and  yet  abstain- 
ed from  offering  any  justification  for  such  assumption,  for  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Public,  although  requested  to  give  to  the  Bar  his 
legal  reasons  for  such  a  course.  He  had  at  that  time  vacated  his 
office,  by  absenting  himself  from  the  Province,  without  the  leave 
prescribed  by  law. 

We  should  omit  a  matter  of  the  first  importance  to  the  happy 
conduct  of  our  civil  affairs,  did  we  forbear  to  mention  to  your  Ma- 
jesty, with  all  the  delicacy  becoming  us,  when  referring  to  the  ex- 
ercise of  your  Royal  Prerogative,  the  total  inaptitude  of  military 
men,  for  civil  rule  in  this  ProvineOo 

The  almost  constant  absence  of  your  Majesty's  Representalive 
from  the  seat  of  Government,  where  almost  daily  is  required  his 
assiduous  superintendence  over  public  affairs  and  public  functionj?- 
Ties — his  total  unacquainfance  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  country, 
with  the  exception  of  those  whoso  ofScial  occupations  place  them 
about  his  person,  whereby  he  can  be  but  ill-informcd  of  the  true 
state  of  the  country,  or  of  the  condition  or  vi^ants  and  wishes  of  its 
people — the  charge  of  disloyalty  against  tliose  who  question  the  po- 
licy of  the  present  administration — a  system  of  espionage  spread- 
ing from  the  seat  of  Government,  over  the  face  of  the  country — a 
.threatened  degeneracy  in  the  state  of  society,  endangering,  by  the 
insidious  operations  of  those  morbid  causes,  that  pubhc  feeling  tru- 
ly British  and  yet  happily  alive  in  this  colony — the  undue  influence 
■over  electors  in  many  ways,  but  especially  by  the  issuing  of  pa- 
tents granting  land,  sent  into  the  co;intry,  in  profusion,  to  be  distri- 
buted by  candidates  acceptable  to  the  present  Provincial  administra- 
^tion — the  acceptance  of  office  by  Members  of  the  House  of  Assem- 
;bly,  without  vacating  their  seats,  as  is  the  necessary  consequence 
in  England,  and  the  almost  mortal  violence  offered  to  the  Constitu- 
tntion  by  the  exercise  of  worse  than  military  rule  in  the  intimida- 
tion of  the  more  dependent  members  of  the  Legislative  Council 
into  the  views  of  the  Administration,  at  the  peril  of  their  ofrices, 
as  wa3  exposed  in  the  testimony  of  the  Honorable  Wm.  Dixon  and 
the  Honorable  Thomas  Clark,  in  their  evidence  before  a  committee 
■of  the  House  of  Assembly,  during  the  last  session  of  the  Provin- 
•C'al  Parliament.  Wherein,  we  your  Majesty's  faithful  and  loyal

Majesty  had  appointed  him,  and  thus  protect  your  Majesty's  royal 
choice,  your  faithful  Judge,  and  us,  your  loyal  subjects,  frem  the 
wrongs  that  arbitrary  rule  in  the  Provincial  Authorities,  unchecked, 
would  assuredly  inflict. 
And  your  Majesty's  Petitioners  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

With  respect  to  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
ttie  Gospol,  the  Lord*?  Cornmifjsioners  of  the  7>easury  have  already 
anet.oncd  an  arraiigeiiient  which    ;5  been  coamm.'.jcatod  to  ilia

Secretary  of  thit  bedy  ;  upon  the  same  principle  Lord  Goderich 
would  sug"ge3t  the  propr  e  y  of  making,  in  the  present  year,  the 
usual  ^n-aiit  of  1,0001.  f.o  tne  King's  College  in  Nova  Scotia,  re- 
ducing this  sum  to  500Z.  in  the  year  1833,  after  which  it  mig!  t  be 
altogether  discontinued.  With  respect  to  the  ealfiries  directly 
paid  by  the  public  to  the  indivduals  by  whom  they  are  received,  Loid 
Goderich  conceives  that  they  stand  on  somewhat  differents  grounds,- 
from  the  assistance  given  to  corporate  bodies  having  otiier  and  flue-- 
tuating  sources  of  income.  These  salaries,  forming  the  two  first  itema 
of  the  estimate,  having  been  accepted  under  the  idea  that  they 
would  be  a  provig'on  for  their  lives  bv  persons  who  have  abandoned 
other  prosp  .cts  in  their  profession,  his  Lrjrdsliip  is  of  opinion  th.'«t 
that  they  should  continue  to  be  paid  during  the  lives  of  the  parties 
by  whom  they  are  received,  or  until  they  can  be  otherwise  provided 
for.  With  this  explanation  I  am  directed  to  reqnest  that  you  wiil 
bring  under  the  co'isider  ttioii  of  their  Lordships  the  propriety  of 
eubmittmg  to  Parliament  the  accompanying  estimate.

Gentlemen  : 

I  shall  not  fail  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  your  memorial  addressed  to  the  King. 

In  returning  my  best  thanks  to  you  for  your  good  wishes, 
I  may  venture  to  affirm  that  the  assurances  of  your  desir© 
and  determination  to  promote  the  interests  of  pure  religion,  will 
afford  general  satisfaction ;  because  a  very  unfavorable  im^ 
pression  has  been  made  from  one  end  of  the  Province  to  thu 
other  as  regards  an  imputed  secular  interference  on  the  part 
of  your  preachers  :  an  impression  I  am  afraid,  that  must  tend 
to  counteract  the  salutary  effects  that  ought  to  result  from  ths 
active  piety  and  zeai  of  your  Society.  1  refer  with  reluc- 
tance to  the  public  opinion  formed  of  the  doctrines  inculca^ 
.t€d  by  ministers  of  every  denomination  of  Christians,  or  the 
principles  which  they  are  said  to  espouse  :  but  on  this  occa» 
sion  I  think  it  right  to  acquaint  you  that  although  the  charac- 
ter of  your  ministers  is  probably  aspersed,  and  although  they 
may  not  as  is  said,  take  advantage  of  the  influence  acquired 
by  their  sacred  office,  to  conduct  the  political  concerns  of  the 
people  committed  to  their  care,  to  be  instructed  only  in  the 
i  words  of  eternal  life,  yet^  /  cannot  imagine  that  if  there  were 
not  some  grounds  for  the  imputation,  of  their  inconvenient  at- 
tention to  secular  concerns  a  desire  for  the  return  of  the  IVes^ 
hyan  Missiomric?  toresume  their  pastoral  hbors  in  thi^  Pro^ 
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vince  would  not  have  been  gcmrally  expressed.  This  coiicli;siou 
may  be  erroneous,  but  I  am  in  soniemeasure  led  to  ilfrom  tbe 
reports  which  I  have  receiv  ed  of  the  absurd  advice  ofi'cred  l)y 
\our  Missionaries  to  tiie  Indians,  &  their  officious  iuterftronce  ; 
if  any  reliance  can  be  placed  on  the  statements  of  the  Indi- 
ans themselves,  the  civilization  of  whom  the  Superintendcnt> 
of  the  Indian  Department  are  endeavoring  to  accomplish. 

With  our  excellent  Constitution  in  this  Province,  I  trust  ■ 
shall  always  find  a  sufficient  number  of  supporters  of  Ci-. 
and  Religious  freedom,  without  the  interference  of  the  Miiii-- 
ters  of  the   Gospel.      Your  PreacJrers,  zvhether  they  arc 
brought  from  the  United  States^  or  any  other  foreign  coimtri/^ 
will,  I  hope  experience,  while  they  act  honestly  and  rcsp> ! 
British  Institution.^,  the  same  protection  and  encouragema: 
and  freedom,  ivhich  all  Americans  enjoy,  who  have  foiiiia 
an  asylum  among  us,  and  choose  to  live  under  the  British 
Government  in  this  Province,  and  securely  enjoy  the  riglils 
of  our  own  Colonists — which  are  assured  to  every  denomi- 
nation, party  sect  or  persuasion. 

Your  dislike  to  any  Church  Establishment,  or  to  the  parti- 
cular form  of  Christianity  which  is  denominated  the  Clujrch 
of  England,  may  be  the  natural  consequence  of  the  constant 
success  of  your  own  efficacious  organised  system.  The  small 
number  of  our  Church  is  to  be  regretted,  as  tvcll  as  that  t/tc 
organization  of  its  Ministry  is  not  adapted  to  supply  the  pre- 
sent wants  of  the  dispersed  population  in  this  neio  country  : 
but  you  will  readily  admit  that  the  sober-minded  of  the  Pro- 
vince are  disgusted  with  the  accounts  of  the  disgraceful  dissen- 
sions of  the  Episcopal  Methodist  Church  and  its  separatists — 
recriminating  memorials,  and  the  warfare  of  one  Church  with 
another.  The  utility  of  an  Establishment  depends  entirely 
on  the  piety,  assiduity,  and  devoted  zeal  of  its  Ministers^ 
and  on  their  abstaining  from  a  secular  interference,  which 
may  involve  them  in  political  disputes.  The  labours  of  the 
Clergy  of  Established  Churches  in  defence  of  moral  and  re- 
ligious truth,  will  always  be  remembered  by  you  who  have 
access  to  their  writings,  and  benefit  by  them  in  common  witii 
other  christian  societies.  You  will  allow,  I  have  no  doiil 
Oil  reflection,  that  it  would  indeed  (with  the  inconsiderabh 
population  of  the  Province)  be  imprudent  to  admit  the  rights 
of  societies  to  dictate  G7i  account  of  their  present  >^iumerical 
strength,  in  what  way  the  lands  set  apart  as  a  provision  for 
the  Clergy  shall  be  disposed  of  Ample  information  on  the 
q^uestioii  has  been  laid  before  the  Imperial  Parliament,  and 
uo  inconvenience  while  it  is  pending  can  arise  in  respect 
t!i3  occupation  of  these  lands  :  for  there  are  more  acres  novit 
piTered  for  sale  than  pm-chasers  can  be  found  for  them. 
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In  a  few  years  the  Province  will  he  peopled  hjj  iniiiioiis  cj 
our  oivn  countrymen^  and  many  of  the  arrangements  of  His 
Blajeatifs  Gvvernwent  n  ill  have  reference  natura'dy  io  the 
population  of  the  Mother  Country^  destined  to  occupy  the 
Waste  Lands  of  the  Croicn, 

The  system  of  Education  which  has  protliiccd  the  best  and^ 
ablest  men  in  the  United  Kingdom,  will  not  he  ahandancd 
here,  to  suit  the  limited  vicios  of  the  leaders  of  Scciciies,  iv/io 
perhaps  have  neither  experience  or  judgment  to  appreciate 
1  the  value  or  advantages  of  a  liberal  Ediicaiic7i.  But  tlie 
British  Government  wiil,  I  am  confident,  witli  the  aid  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature,  establish  respectable  schools  in  every 
part  of  the  Province,  and  encourage  all  societies  to  follow 
their  example. 

A  Seminary,  I  hope,  will  not  he  termed  exclusive,  tvhich  is 
open  to  every  one,  merel}^  because  the  classical  masters,  rue 
brought  from  our  own  Universities. 

It  may  be  mentioned,  without  giving  offence  to  the  members 
of  any  church  or  persuasion,  that  there  are  fete  individuals 
who  think  that  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  can  conduct  political 

^journals,  and  keep  themselves  unspotted  from  the  world,  and 
put  away  all  bitterness  and  wrath,  and  clamour  and  evil 
speaking,  which  the  attacks  of  their  adversaries  may  engender, 
or  that  their  avocation  will  not  force  them  to  spend  their  time 
like  the  Athenians  in  their  decline,  in  nothing  but  "eilher  to 
tell  or  to  iiear  some  new  thing,"  I  am  persuaded  that  the 

, friends  of  religion  wiil  strongly  rccomm.end  ministers  of  th-^ 
Gospel  to  labour  to  increase  the  number  of  Christians,  rather 
than  the  number  of  their  own  sects  or  persuasions,  to  close 
their  Churches  and  Chapels  against  all  political  meetings,  raul 
indeed  all  nieetings  for  the  transaction  of  secular  business,  aiu! 
never  to  permit  their  consecrated  places  to  be  profaned  by  the 
party  s})irit  of  the  hour.

In  1832,  the  net  sum  paid  by  Govgrnment  to  this  Clerry  (from 
the  revenues  raised  out  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada,)  was, 
£5,438. 

In  the  return  sent  in  1833,  to  His  Majesty's  Governmrnt  h\ 
England  (see  Blue  Book)  an  account  is  given  of  45  Parishes,  \n 
all  of  which  there  is  at  least  one  clergyman,  and  in  some  Parish- 
es tvfo.  The  population  of  each  Parish  is  also  set  down,  and  the 
number  of  persons  who  geaerally  attend  the  services  of  the 
Church  of  England.  In  a  note  it  is  stated  that  "they  (the 
Clergy)  derive  no  local  benefit  from  their  respective  charges."

By  reference  to  the  printed  papers  sent  down  with  Mr. 
Spring  Rice's  despatch  of  5th  Aug.  1834,  it  appears  that  after 
the  1st  of  April,  in  that  year,  it  was  proposed  by  the  Colo- 
nial Department  that  the  Society  for  the  Propogation  of  the 
Gospel  in  foreign  parts,  or  in  other  words  the  English  Nation, 
should  pay  annually  to  the  Church  of  Englrind  Missionaries  in 
Lower  Canada,  3794/.,  by  a  direct  vote  of  the  British  Par- 
liament 611/.,  and  by  the  people  of  the  Colony  nothing ;  that 
no  monies  should  be  paid  to  the  Church  of  England  Clergy 
from  England,  but  that  7229/.  should  be  taken  and  paid  them 
from  Revenues  raised  from  t '^e  people  of  Upper  Canada 
themselves  ;  that  4444/.  should  be  paid  to  the  Church  Mis- 
sionaricii  in  Nova  Scotia,  by  a  vote  of  the  Imperial  Parliament^

In  1827,  John  Macliar,  John  McKenzie,  John  McLawrin, 
George  Sheed,  Hugh  Urquhart,  and  Archibald  Connell  appear 
to  have  commenced  their  labours  as  Kirk  Ministers  pensioned 
by  the  Crown,  out  of  the  Revenue  of  Upper  Canada,  (Fund 
D.)  at  £100  a  year  each.  Alexander  Gale  was  added  to  their 
number  in  1829  ;  Messrs.  McGill  and  Ross  in  1830.  Subse- 
quently they  have  become  still  more  numerous,  and  now  re- 
ceive a  certain  fixed  sum  per  annum.

!  which  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assemblj^  can  know  no- 
I  thing  unless  tliey  were  to  send  for  the  detailed  accounts  and 
vouchors,  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  examine  at  the  late 
period  of  the  session  at  which  the  Government  sent  r^own 
these  statements.  In  Charles  Rubidge's  account  for  1831, 
35/.  are  charged  for  Joseph  Talbot's  ofnce  service,  and  Scan- 
laa  and  Hutchinson  received  40/.  and  117/.  l")  for  medical 
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aid  ;  Rubidge  gets  87/.  10  for  ajjency,  and  nearly  291  for 
his  contingencies;  and  Charles  Rubidge,  jun.  has  21/.  15  fur 
issuing  provisions. 

Wellesley  Richey's  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditure 
of  2081/.  in  Oro,  Orilla,  and  xMedonte,  1832,  is  like  that  of 
Mr.  Robinson  himself,  a  specimen  of  the  imperfect  mode  of 
accounting  for  public  monies  which  prevails  in  Upper  Cana- 
da. All  monies  paid  to  public  accouutants  should  be  paid 
into  the  Treasury,  so  that  the  gross  receipts  and  expenditure 
might  be  seen,  instead  of  which,  Mr.  Richey  retains  and  de- 
ducts the  monies  paid  him  by  the  Simcoe  emigrants  for  pro- 
visions and  imj)leraents  £328  12  3^,  in  the  same  manner  as 
Mr.  R.  had  retained  and  deducted  the  proceeds  of  the  oxen, 
&.C.  He  charges  333/.  10  for  his  agency  over  and  above  all 
allowances. 

Roswell  Mount's  account  is  for  7558/.,  but  he  deducts  near- 
ly 334/.  for  provisions  sold  to  emigrants  in  Carradoc,  Ade- 
laide and  Warwick,  and  nearly  39/.  more  paid  him  for  labor 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  Government.  The  difference  is 
£380  1  lOJ.    His  charges  are  as  follow  : 

To  amount  paid  for  transport  of  emigrants'  baggage,  517/. ; 
to  paid  for  labor  on  the  roads  in  Adelaide,  Warwick,  and  Car- 
radoc, 2,915/.;  to  paid  for  supplies,  2,630/. ;  to  paid  for  the 
erection  of  houses  in  Adelaide  and  Warwick,  948/. ;  for  hos- 
pital expenses  in  Adelaide  and  Warwick,  218/.;  to  himself 
c.s  agent,  330/,,  omitting  fractions* 

The  Committee  have  called  on  Mr.  Robinson  to  transmit 
the  detailed  statement  of  this  account  with  the  vouchers,  for  , 
examination. 

In  the  account  of  the  expenditure  of  Mr.  Alexander  Mc-  | 
Donell,  M.  P.  P.,  Peterborough,  (amounting  to  715/.  19  5)  | 
289/.  are  charged  for  his  own  services  as  an  agent,  besides  his 
travelling  expenses,  and  182/.  10  for  a  salary  to  Joseph  Tal- 
bot as  a  clerk. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Fitzgibbon  claims  51/.  4  6  for  his  ser- 
vices as  an  emigrant  agent,  and  for  the  forage  of  his  horse.

£517  10s.  are  charr^cd  for  teaming  provisions  to  the  Emi- 
jarants  to  Adelaide,  Carradoc  and  Warwick  for  teaming  bag- 
jiage  to  these  Townships  ;  for  teaming  Provisions  from  Bear 
Creek,  &c.  In  cases  where  baggage  has  been  teamed,  no 
mention  is  ^indo  whose  baggage  was  so  teamed,  but  Bela' 
Brewster  Brigham  certifies  occasionally  that  the  work  was 
done  and  that  too  correctl}^  at  a  fair  price. 

No.  6  is  an  account  for  labour  done  by  persons  under  tlie;; 
superintendence  of  Mr.  Mount,  at  various  wages,  such  as  2s. 
4d.  and  3s.  9d.  per  day.    Tlie  amount  being  .il,437  15s.  6d.. 

The  Vouchers  to  No.  6,  are  pay  lists  of  about  386  labor- 
ers. These  pay  lists  arc  not  weekly  or  monthly  receipts,  but 
include  in  one  receipt  or  pay  list  each  person's  labour  within 
the  months  of  August,  September  and  October,  1832.  It 
would  appear  that  the  labourers  were  paid  for  seven  days  in. 
each  vveek,  for  it  reqnhcs  ii^most  cases  that  the  Sundays  he, 
\nrluded  to  make  up  tlie  days  charged,  from  the  beginning  to 
the  end  of  tlie  periods  charged. 

In  501110  cases  the  errors  in  computation  of  time  have  been 
corrected  by  the  Venerable  the  Archdeacon  of  York,  wIk 
presided  in  the  audit  of  Mr.  Mount's  accounts,  by  the  Execu- 
tive Co^incil.  For  instance,  in  one  of  the  lists,  fifteen  pence 
is  deducted  for  an  overciiarge  in  the  time  of  Daniel  MeCaw, 
while  no  notice  is  taken  of  the  fallowing  charge  in  the  same 
list,  viz : — 

"  William  Robins,  from  19th  Septem.ber  to  20th  October— 
39  days  at  2s.  4d..../^.4  lis." 

An  Audit  which  allows  39  days  between  the  lOtli  Sepfem- 
ter  and  the  20th  of  October  is  not  much  to  be  depended  om- 
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In  the  Executive  Councirs  audit  21.  5  eacli  is  deducted 
;from  the  teaiDing  ucconnt  of  Jesse  Coruwall  and  Wni.  Vail, 
'because  the  vouchers  had  not  been  signed,  and  2s.  4d,  is  vvith- 
jield  from  a  laborer,  being  one  daiy's  work,  for  (iie  same  rea= 
son. 

On  the  other  hand  33/.  17  is  allowed  Thomas  Gibbons  in 
the  account  of  supplies^  the  10th  No.  in  that  account,  and  in- 
stead of  a  voucher  far  that  sum,  a  duplicate  receipt  of  Ro- 
bertson and  Brothers  is  endorsed  on  the  back  No.  10,  and 
placed  in  its  stead  among  the  vouchers. 

As  to  the  laborers'  signatures,  they  are  generally  attested 
by  Bela  Brewster  Brigham,  who  also  acts  in  the  capacity  of  an 
^endorser  on  a  variety  of  accounts,  that  services  were  perform- 
ed and  that  the  charges  are  just.  To  distinguish  between 
Ithose  who  can  and  those  vvho  cannot  write,  the  latter  are  made 
to  put  crosses  as  their  marks.  The  signatures  of  those  whom 
the  witnesses  {)rofftM'  to  have  seen  sign  their  names  are  in 
many  cases  imaginary,  for  in  some  pay  lists  three,  four  or  five 
of  them  are  evidently  written  by  the  same  hand,  and  occasion- 
ally what  purports  to  be  the  signature  of  the  laborer  is  evi- 
!  dendy  that  of  the  person  vvho  attests  that  he  saw  him  wjrit@ 
liis  name. 

Some  of  the  signatures  on  the  pay  lists  are  certified  to  by 
3^ohn  Burke  and  Edward  Burke,  the  signatures  to  some  other 
pay  lists  are  not  attested  by  any  witnesses  at  all. 

£218  8  3J  are  claimed  for  Hospital  expenses,  of  vvhicli 
Dr.  R.  N.  Starr's  bill  is  for  "medicines  and  attendance  fur- 
nished to  750  emigrants  in<:amp  and  hospital,"  at  21,  per  day, 

Dr.  Hawkins'  bill  amounts  to  92/.  nearly,  and  he  names 
tile  various  patients  for  whom  he  demands  payment.  The 
sickness  must  have  been  very  great  indeed. 

Anotlier  account  is  for  disbursements  by  Mr.  Mount,  as  emi- 
grant superintendent,  amounting  to  329/.  14  0. 

£207  1  6  are  for  his  v/ages  at  15s.  per  day,  and  Is.  6d. 
per  day  additional  "  for  a  ration  ;  "  83/.  2  6  are  for  a  daily 
allowance  of  7s.  6d.  to  Colonel  Bela  Brewster  Brigham  as 
assistant  superintendent  under  Colonel  Mount ;  39/.  10  are 
to  James  Inches  as  clerk  at  5s.  a  day.

ON  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  PUBLIC 
REVENUE. 

The  following  Extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  Commis- 
sioners on  Revenue  in  Great  Britain,  recommends  llie  observ- 
ance of  principles  of  the  utnwst  importance  to  the  public 
welfare,  for  promoting  economy  and  retrenchn  ent,  and  par- 
ticularly for  ensuring  strict  accoui^tubility  in  every  department 
of  the  public  service. 

Report  on  the  Public  Revenue  of  Great  Britain y  hy  Sir 
Hmry  Parnell,  31.  P.,  Lord  John  Russell,  M.  P.,  Sir 
James  R.  G.  Graham,  M.  P.,  Sir  James  Kernjjt,  and 
the  Rhjit   Honorable  Edward  Ellicc,  E.  Poulett 

Thompson,  M.  P.,  and  Mr.  F.  T.  Barine,  M.  P,,  daicJ 
War  Office,  October  8th,  1831. 

EXTRACTS  : 

To  accomplis^h  with  perfect  security  and  efficiency  these  objecis 
of  safe  custody,  legal  appropriation,  and  record,  it  is  obviously  ne- 
cessary that  all  public  monies  whatever,  should  in  the  ftrst  instance 
be  paid  into  tiie  exchequer.  But  it  appears  from  the  accounts  laid 
before  Parliament,  that  the  whole  amount  of  the  public  income  ia 
not  go  paid,  but  that  amounts  derived  from  divers  sources  of  reve- 
nue are  received  and  disbursed  without  the  intervention  of  this  in- 
Btitution,  or  being  in  any  way  submitted  to  its  control.  It  is  also 
certain  that  considerable  sums  arising  from  taxes  and  other  matters 
are  deduct  .d  from  the  grosS  receipt.^,  and  retained  and  expended 
by  several  departments,  which  only  account  to  the  exchequer  fur 
the  nett  amount,  after  such  deductions.  We  think  this  practice 
tjhould  be  discontinued  ;  and  We  recominnnd  that  the  gross  receip's 
of  public  money,  whether  arising  from  taxes  in  each  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom,*  from  the  incouje  or  sale  of  Crown  properly 
under  the  admiijistration  of  the  Woods  and  Forests  ;  from  the  sale 
of  Old  Naval  Ordnance  or  other  Stores  ;  from  unclaimed  divi- 
dends;  unclaimed  prize  money  ;  deduction  from  pensions,  loans  or 
Excliequer  Bills,  or  from  any  other  sources,  should  b^;  placed  wit-  - 
out  deduction  ill  the  custody  of  the  Exciirquer,  and  be  accounted 
for  to  Parliament,  whose  auLuority  should  be  necessary  for  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  whole. 

We  teel  this  principle  to  be  one  of  paramount  importance  for  the

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security  of  the  public  money  in  the  two  great  branches  of  receipt 
and  expenditure,  we  think  that  no  portion  of  the  public  treasure^ 
fihould  be  arrested  under  any  plea  or  pretence  whatever,  on  its  way 
to  the  Exchequer,  and  that  no  }>i)rtion  of  it  should  be  issued  from 
the  Exchequer  without  previous  Parliamentary  sanction.  Your 
Lordships  will  perceive  that  a  really  efficient  and  complete  control 
can  be  introduced  into  the  different  departments  of  the  public  ser- 
vice only  by  the  adoption  and  establishment  of  the  principle  we  re- 
commend— a  principle,  which  we  believe  to  be  the  necessary  pre- 
liminary to  all  satisfactory  financial  reform  ;  by  which  means,  not 
only  will  the  whole  of  the  pulLc  treasures  be  made  available  for 
the  public  service,  but  the  expense  for  collection  will  appear  as  a 
part  of  the  public  expenditure,  and  be  consequently  placed  imme- 
diately under  Legislative  and  official  control. 

We  may  refer  to  the  satisfactory  effects  which  have  been  pro- 
I  duced  by  the  introduction  of  such  a  regulation  into  the  administra- 
1  jtion  of  the  public  finances  of  France  in  justification  and  support  of 
our  opinion  on  this  essential  point.    If  difficulties  should  occur,  or 
^  objections  be  started  from  peculiar  circumstances  to  the  immediate 
application  of  this  rule  in  all  cases,  it  appears  essential  to  recog- 
nise the  important  principle  on  which  it  is  founded,  and  to  urge  up- 
on your  Lordships  the  policy  of  admitting  the  smallest  possible  num- 
ber of  exceptions  to  its  application,  and  of  allowing  those  excep- 
tions to  continue  for  the  shortest  possible  period.  We  feel  confident 
that  a  short  experience  of  this  improvement  will  soon  remove  the 
impediments  which  may  at  first  be  opposed  to  its  adoption.* 

We  recommend  as  an  additional  means  of  disembarassing  th« 
.  Exchequer  of  useless  and  complicated  duties,  the  immediate  abo- 
lition of  fees.    Not  only  the  Exchequer,  but  every  department  of 
the  public  service  would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  their  total  sup- 
pression.

'     •  A  regulation  of  this  character  was  introduced  into  France,  by  an  ord- 
nance of  the  i4th  September,  1832,  and  appears  to  have  been  eminently 
beneficial  in  its  operation.    It  provides,  tliat  under  no  circumstances  cau 
Tiiiy  branch  of  adminittratiou  receive  or  dispose  of  any  other  funds  thaa 
those  which  have  been  voted  for  its  service  by  Legislative  authority — 
that  in  case  of  any  sale  nf  public  property,  the  proceeds  of  such  sal-^ 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury,  and  shall  not  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Deparfment  to  which  the  property  belonged.    In  order  to  accomplish 
this  object,  it  decrees  that  the  presence  and  sanction  of  an  officer  of  the 
Treasury  shall  be  necessary  for  etfecting  any  such  sale,  and  it  prescribes 
Iht;  form  under  wiiich  the  sale  must  be  conducted.

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account  at  the  Exchequer.  Wc  recommend  tliat  tliese  boohs 
.should  be  under  the  management  of  two  departmente,  one  of  re- 
^:ord  and  the  other  uf  accounts.  In  the  deparimont  of  record,  sdl 
tlie  joyiii  orders  for  .directing  credits  lo  be  given  for  tlie  service  of 
the  several  public  departments,  should  be  entered  in  an  abstract 
form,  and  in  the  same  vvaj"  all  tlie  monthly  and  other  Treasury 
warrants  for  ^ivinu-  credits  at  the  Bank  of  Enfrbmd.  It  should  also 
record  all  Parliamentary  Grants  and  Acts  of  Parliament  connected 
with  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money.

<r]uer^  should  be  chronologically  and  daily  entered,  sucli  specification 
papers  or  other  documents,  having  been  duly  compared  with  the 
daily  statement  of  receipts  sent  by  the  Balik  to  the  Exchequer.

With  the  xdew  of  accomplishing  a  complete  settlement  of  the 
annual  accounts  and  of  preventing  all  obscurity  or  mistake,  arising 
from  the  mixing  of  the  amount  of  credits  for  the  service  of  one 
year,  with  the  amount  of  credits  for  the  service  of  another  year, 
we  propose  that  the  Exchequer  shall  cease  to  give  credits  on  the

'  to  the  particular  service  ;  but  as  soon  as  the  principal  or  double 
'  entry  books  take  possession  of  the  facts  of  an  account,  liowov^er 
intricate  and  varied,  they  become  subjected  to  its  general  and  har- 
monious law.  Its  macliinery  is  employed  to  obtain  o.n  ultimate 
balance  sheet,  whicb  will  present  in  a  concise,  corrT'ct  and  mtelli- 
gible  form  all  the  centralized  facts  of  receipt  oti  the  one  side,  and"" 
'  of  expenditure  on  the  other,  under  their  special  heads.  Of  the  ef- 
i  fitacy  of  this  system  the  trading  world,  in  its  infinite  variety  of 
commerce  and  concerns,  gives  unanimous  evidence. 

Into  every  well  regulated  manufactory,  into  every  extensive  mer- 
cantile establishment,  in  every  part  of  the  civilized  world,  it  has  gra- 
dually  bur,  peremptorily  forced  its  way.  The  Revenues  of  no  Go- 
vernment have  been  safely  administered;  the  accounts  of  no  Govern^ 
ment  have  been  intelligibly  kept  ;  the  business  of  no  Government 
has  been  promptly  and  satisfactorily  despatched,  until  the  com-' 
1  mercial  systv'im  has  been  introduced,  with  its  order  and  uniformit5% 
i  into  the  different  departments.  Several  of  the  Governments  of 
!  Europe  harve  adopted  this  method  after  repeated  arid  vain  attempts 
I  to  accomodate  by  other  means  the  dissimilar  usages  of  their  varion* 
i public  otticns  to  one  general  system  ;  and  there  is  nri  instance  of 
I  any  Government  having  abandoned  the  mercantile  practice  afier 
[having  once  employed  it.  On  the  contrary  every  Government  thuf 
'has  introduced  it  has  borne  testimony  to  its  adaptation  to  national 
i  concerns,  and  its  complete  efficiency  for  all  fiscal  and  ^nanciaF 
!  operations  and- records',  h  is  the  system  adopted  by  the  East  India' 
Company,  both  at  home  and  in  their  dependencies  abroad,  and  we 
need  only  refer  to  Mr.  Bouring's  report  on  the  public  accormts  of 
!  France  for  irresistible  proofs  of  its  value,  practicability,  comprehen  - 
j  siveness,  clearness  and  efiiciency.  Indeed  it  appears  from  hie  state- 
j  ment,  that  a  succession  of  ministers  of  France  have  borne  unani- 
mous and  cordial  testimony  to  the  excellent  workings  of  the  conr- 
'  mercial  system  of  accounts,  in  all  the  departments  of  government ; 
that  tiie  objections  originally  suggested  against  it,  by  persons  who 
!had  not  attentively  considered  its  bearings,  on  the  grounds  of  its 
not  being  adapted  to  public  official  accounts,  have  all  given  way 
before  the  evidence  of  its  sufficiency  and  superiority.  In  the 
!  words  of  Count  Ch^sbrol  (the  late  minister  of  France,)  simplicity 
i  and  rapidity,  in  the  progress  of  the  public  accounts,  have  been  ac-' 
companied  with  clearness  and  regularity  of  result, — incomplete- 
I  ness  and  delay  have  been  succeeded  by  publicity  and  promptitude. 
:  The  system  of  accounts  as  adopted  in  France  has  afforded  per™- 
!  feet  security  against  defiult  and  delapidation  ;  it  lias  brought  wif  ji  it 
j  savings  of  expense  to  the  amount  of  several  millions  sterling  per 
I  annum;  it  has  diminished  the  labors  and  anxieties  of  public  servants, 
I  and  has  again  and  again  been  eulogized  after  ebiborate  and  de- 
tailed examination  by  statesmen  of  all  parties  in  both  Houses  of 
the  French  Legislature.  Opposed  to  such  facts,  and  to  the  admit- 
ted experience  of  the  whole  commercial  world,  we  do  not  conceive 
the  opinions  hostile  to  this  system  of  accounts  have  any  considera- 
ble weight. 

The  latfc  Board  of  TrsasLiry  in  their  minute  of  the  14th  July, 
1829,  recognize  the  plan  of  double  entr) ;  as  the  principle  proper  to 


he  adopted,  and  state  the  propriety  of  Piibstituting,  for  the  nume- 
?ous  account  books  now  in  use,  a  regular  Cash-book,  Journal,  and 
Ledger,  as  the  foundation  of  a  system  of  Book-keeping  upon  a  plan 
of  double  entry;  and  again  they  declared  that  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  Book-keeping  by  double  entry  is  above  all  indispensable  to  the 
euccess  of  the  new  measures. 

This  is  indeed  the  great  principle  of  the  best  commercial  ac- 
counts, and  though  in  the  auxiliary  books  of  merchants,  there  are 
many  varieties  suited  to  their  different  concerns,  there  is  no  essen- 
tial  difference  in  the  way  in  which  all  intelligent  merchants  keep 
their  double  entry  journal  and  ledger.  The  ledger  invariably  repre- 
sents concentrated,,  and  not  diffuse  accounts,  it  is  in  a  word  the 
amalgamation  of  similar  facts  under  their  different  heads  ;  it  is  the 
Volume  of  results  and  not  of  particulars  ;  it  is  in  fact,  the  tabular 
centralization  of  all  the  various  auxiliary  books,  and  the  final  in- 
fltrument  of  the  balance  sheet.  The  plan  of  double  entry  is  but  the 
means  of  collecting  in  the  ledger,  the  particular  facts  scattered 
fhro'  the  elementary  books  in  which  they  are  recorded.  A  proper 
system  of  accounts  will  arrange  all  details  in  its  progress,  but  while 
it  arranges,  it  condenses  at  every  step,  till  it  brings  all  its  topics 
nn^er  their  principal  and  primary  heads  in  the  pages  of  the  ledger  ;. 
and  when  a  reference  is  made  from  it  to  the  journal  and  auxiliary 
books,  it  will  readily  supply  all  details  v/ith  the  greatest  facility  and' 
accuracy > 

"V7"e  have  said  thus  much  in  recommendation  of  this  f?ystem,  from; 
the  strong  conviction  we  entertain  that  its- general  adoption  in  tiie 
public  departments  is  the  great  prominant  all- important  improve* 
ment,  without  which,  every  other  will  be  necessarily  and  essentially 
imperfect. 

This  system  properly  understood'  leaves  nothings  to  the  caprice  of 
the  accountant ;  it  subjects  all  the  elements  of  an  account  to  an- 
undeviating  self  corrective  operation,  the  result  of  which  is,  as  we' 
have  said,  their  centralization  under  their  appropriate  heads.  Ft 
provides  against  all  confusion  between  contingent  and  positive 
elaims,  between  payments  ordered  and  payments  made,  in  a  word^- 
compels  the  grouping  together  of  all  facts  which  are  of  a  similar  or 
homogeneous  character. 

In  another  report  we  shall  suggest  to  your  Lordships  such  pra'n?r  j 
for  the  payment  of  the  public  expenses  as  appear  to  us  necespary  to^-  j 
be  adopted,  in  consequence  of  the  alterations  we  hjive  brought  un-  | 
der  your  consideration,  respecting  the  receipts  and  issues  of  tlie 
public  money.

Addres<t  by  the  House  of  Asse?nhli/  of  Up- 
per Canada  to  Mis  Majesty  on  the  disallowance  of  iht 
Bank  Acts. 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

We,  Your  IVIajesty's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects  fh« 
Commons  House  of  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada  ia  Provincial 
Parliament  Assembled,  in  full  assurance  of  Your  Majesty's  ear- 
nest desire  to  promote  tlie  welfare  of  Your  people,  beg  leave 
humbly  to  address  ourselves  to  Your  Majesty  upon  a  matter  of 
the  deopcAt  interest  to  Your  faithful  subjects  in  this  Province. 
*  *  *  *  W^e  huuibly  re})reserit,  that,  although  the  disa'low- 
ance  of  these  acts  may  appear  to  be  authorized  by  the  letter  of 
the  Statute  of  the  Brirish  Parliament,  *  *  *  *  ^/ei  it  is 
contrary  to  its  spirit  and  meaning,  and  to  the  principles  of  a  free 
governiuent.  We  believe  that  this  provision  was  made  to  remedy 
the  evil  which  might  be  occasioned  by  the  Royal  Assent  bein^ 
given  in  the  Colony  to  a  Provincial  Act  that  should  be  found  in- 
compatible with  the  rights  and  interests  of  other  portions  of  the 
empire,  but  we  cannot  thiidi  it  was  intended  to  give  a  power  of 
interfefence  with  our  internal  alfairs.  Against  such  an  interfer- 
*nce,  we  rtspecifuHy,  but  plainly  and  solemnly  protest,  as  inconsis- 
itnt  with  those  sacred  constrtutiorad  principles  which  are  essential 
to  a  free  government ;  since  it  is  manifest,  that  if  Your  Majesty's 

[  Ministers,  at  a  distance  of  more  than  four  thousand  miles  and  not 
at  all  controllable  by  or  accountable  to  Your  Majesty's  subjects 
here,  and  possessing  necessarily  a  slight  and  imperfect  knowledge 
of  the  circunistancAS  of  this  country,  the  wants  and  habits  and 
feelings  of  the  inhahitanis  and  the  mode  of  transacting  business 
among  us  can  dictate  a  different  course,  in  relation  to  mea^uris 
affecting  ourselves  only,  from  that  which  the  people  by  their  repre- 
^ntativts,  and  v/ith  the  concurrence  of  the  other  Branches  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature,  have  chosen,  ive  are  reduced  to  a  state  of 
mere  dependance  upon  the  ivill  and  pleasuee  of  a  ministry  thai  are 
irres])onsible  to  us,  and  beyond  the  reach  and  operation  of  the  piitlic 
opinion  of  the  Province;  and  no  one  can  rely  upon  our  Provin- 
Aiallaws,  although  they  may  be  constitutionally  and  deliberately 
formed,  hat  tiie  most  unhappy  uncertainty  and  want  of  confidence 
will  prevail  and  extend  their  disastrous  inlluence  over  all  our  bu- 
«iness  transactions.  We  resptctfuUy  claim  the  same  right  in  behalf 
of  Your  Majesty's  Subjects  in  ihis  Province,  to  be  consulted  in  the 
vxaking  of  laws  for  their  peace,  welfare  and  good  government  which 
e-Mr  fcllotv  suhjects  in  Great  Britain  enjoy,  in  resp(ct  to  laws  to 
Which  their  obedience  is  required  ;  and  akhoug>,  from  the  necessity 
of  the  case,  power  must  be  granted  to  the  head  of  the  erripire  of 
preventHig  colonial  laws  being  adopted  and  enforced  which  are  in- 
etHnjiatible  witli  ircatics  between  Your  Majesty's  GoverDrnent 
?j)d  foreign  -Si/c'tes,  or         tjie  just  right,?  of  any  other  of  Your 

I  Majp«-!v  s  Colonies  :  vet  ;vith  ther^  acepdon!^.  wt  humv/y  [tuhmit 
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that  no  laws  ought  la  he,  or  rightJuUy  can  he  dictated  to,  or  impos- 
ed upon  the  people  of  this  Province,  to  ivhich  they  dto  not  freely  give 
their  consent,  through  the  coyistitutional  medium  of  representatives 
chosen  by,  and  accountable  to  themselves' 

The  force  of  our  humble  and  diUifal  remonstrance  against  tkt 
principle,  of  an  interference  of  Your  Majesty's  Ministers  with  our 
internal  o^airs,  v/e  are  not  wiiiing  fo  diminish,  by  insisting  upon 
the  inconveniencies  and  evils  liiiely  to  follow  from  the  exercise  of 
power  which,  &c.  *  *  *  *  * 

We  therefore  respectfully  and  humbly  pray  that  Your  Majesty, 
taking  these  matters  into  Your  favorable  consideration,  will  be 
graciously  pleased  not  to  disallow  these  Provincial  Acts  and  not 
to  permit  Your  Majesty's  Ministers  to  interfere  imth  our  internal 
affairs  ;  bat  to  leave  the  same  entirely  to  the  discretion  and  control 
of  the  Legislature  of  this. Province.'^

RemarJcs  on  casual  Revenue  Accounts. 

Some  of  these  drafts  on  the  public  Treasury  refer  to  n@ 
low  or  general  regulation. — The  one  Vf  e  have  selected  shews 
Sir  P.  Maitland  drawing  on  Mr.  Receiver-General  Dunn  for 
such  travelling  charges  as  he  thought  fit,  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  Mr.  Dunn  had  been  his  agent  or  land  steward  ;  His  Ex- 
cellency's Secretary  gives  a  receipt  accordingly.  There  is 
only  this  difference — the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  in  England 
might,  if  they  thought  fit,  disallow  the  biU,  and  cause  the 
officer  to  refund.  The  people  of  Upper  Canada  who  ought 
to  exercise  a  control  have  not  hitherto  interfered. 

Among  other  payments  from  the  casual  Revenue,  we  notice 
the  following : — 

In  April  l4,  1826,  Grant  Powell,  Esq.  received  payment 
for  fifty-nine  days,  stated  as  having  been  expended  in  enquir^^ 
ing  into  abuses  in  matters  of  Timber  on  Crown  Lands,  at  the 
r^te  of  FouBTEEN  Dollars  for  each  day.    (Furtd  ¥..) 
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Oa  thd  18th  of  October  in  the  same  year,  forty-six  aays  oa 
the  sariie  enquiry  of  C\  A.  Hagerman,  Esq.  paid  at  the  rate  of 
jfourteenDoWdn  per  day.    (Fund  K.) 

These  payments  per  day  are  seven-fold  lilgher  than  those 
of  the  Members  of  the  House  of  Assembly. 

The  account  or  Fund  D.  was  ordered  to  be  Ixept  separate, 
by  a  letter  from  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  dated  31st  of 
August,  1827  ;  it  shews  the  receipts  and  payments  of  fundi 
derived  from  the  Canada  Company. 

Seven  years  compensation  to  S.  Ridout,  (Registrar,  H.  Dv) 
because  he  had  been  deprived  of  the  office  of  collecting  feei 
and  distributing  them  to  the  officers  of  the  Land  Granting  De^ 
partjnent,  allowed  iu  lieu  thereof  1,555/. 

£100  and  300^.  paid  to  the  Hon,  P.  Robinson,  to  enable 
him  to  erect  a  Mill  for  Emigrants  in  the  New  Castie  District. 
£600  for  the  completion  of  the  Government  Mill  at  Peierbv- 
rough,  paid  to  Mr.  Alexander  McDonell,  1827. 

£3,000  paid  into  the  Military  Chest  in  Montreal,  9th  Jan.  I 
1828,  for  advances  m-^ide  in  England  for  the  service  of  I 
Upper  Canada.    It  does  net  appear  Vrhat  the  services  were. 

The  like  remark  applies  to  other  £1,438  paid  into  tha 
Military  Chest  on  the  4th  of  Feb.  following. 

To  Mr.  Dunn  £308,  to  enable  him  to  remit  to  England,  j 
«ut  of  the  Colonial  Revenue,  the  pension  of  the  Widow 
Campbell  for  1827,  per  order  of  Mr.  Secretary  Huskisson. 

To  Z.  Mudge  for  repairs  of  the  Government  House,  audi; 
•d  in  Council  28th  February,  1829— £615, 

With  reference  to  the  public  printing,  it  appears,  that  not 
only  did  the  Executive  Government  pay  Mr.  Robert  Stanton 
a  very  extravagant  price  for  the  work  he  did,  but  also  ordered 
him  to  receive  600/.  out  of  the  Casual  Revenue  on  tl.e  2d  of 
February,  1826 — to  enable  him  to  complete  a  large  printing 
establishment  to  compete  wiih  other  printers  in  Toronto,  he 
re-paying  the  same  b}'  annual  instalments  in  the  course  of' 
seven  years,  without  interest.  He  was  also  paid  120/.  on  the 
1st  of  November,  1828,  out  of  the  public  revenue  under  tlia 
pretext  that  it  was  to  make  up  a  deficiency  of  compensation 
for  1827  and  1828.  Mr.  James  McFarlane's  name  appears  in 
the  accounts  as  being  in  the  receipt  of  50/.  a-year  as  a  retain- 
er, undr^r  the  pretext  that  it  was  paid  him  annually  for  pub- 
lishing^ proclamations,  <fcc. ;  tliis  doceur  has  either  been  since 
transferred  to  some  fund  unknown  to  this  Comniittca  or  di#-- 
jsontinyed  of  lafe  ^-ears.

May  it  tlease  Your  Excellency  : 

We,  His  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects  the  Commons  of 
Upper  Canada  in  rrovincial  Parliament  assembled,  humbly  re- 
quest that  Your  Excellency  would  be  graciously  pleased  to  di- 
rect that  there  be  laid  before  this  House,  statements  entering 
into  a  detail  of  j)articnlars,  and  shewing — 

1st.  The  whole  expense  which  has  attended  the  building  of 
Upper  Canada  College,  with  the  houses,  outhouses  and  gardens 
thereto  belonging,  and  ali  the  improveuieuts  and  alterations  made 
in  the  said  premises  from  the  commencenient  up  to  this  time; 
with  the  authority  under  which  such  buildings  were  erected, 
and  such  alterations  and  improvements  made ;  and  from  what 
funds  the  payments  have  been  severally  taken. 

2d.  The  expenditure  which  has  been  made  on  the  grounds 
purchased  for  King's  College,  from  the  linie  the  grounds  were

His  Lordship  at  the  same  time  directs  me  to  inform  you  that 
I  Iw3  is  not  aware  to  what  letters  and  petitions  you  refer,  as  having 
been  transmitted  by  you  to  this  office  and  not  acknowledged  : 
lie  is  unable  to  find  any  communications  which  have  not  received 
all  due  attention.  I  am  further  to  observe  that  although  Lord 
Goderich  is  ready  to  hear  any  observations  you  may  have  to  offer 
upon  the  affairs  of  Upper  Canada,  as  an  individual  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  that  Province,  and  as  a  Member  of  the  Assembly, 
he  cannot  recognize  you  as  being  deputed  to  act  for  any  other 
persons,  nor  can  he  enter  into  any  discussion  with  you  upon  the 
measures  which  His  Majesty's  Government  may  think  it  right  to 
pursue.

understood  my  letter  of  the  23d. 

That  letter  does  not  as  you  seemed  to  have  supposed  "  shut  the 
door  of  the  Colonial  Office,  on  all  that  vast  mass  of  facts  which  j 
you  have  offered  to  submit  as  deputed  in  behalf  of  the  unrejU'eseiU-  1 
ed  land  ownertJ,  and  inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada."    On  the  con- 
trary Lord  Goderich  has  expressly  stated  his  perfect  readiness  to 
have  any  facts  or  observations  which  you  may  think  it  necessary  to 
bring  under  his  consideration,  he  only  declines,  as  you  iiave  no 
authority  from  any  recognized  body,  to  enter  into  any  official  dis-  I 
cussion  with  you  upon  the  public  affairs  of  the  Colony,  or  to  aduiit  I 
that  you  are  the  organ  of  thobo  whom  you  term  the  unrepresented 
land  owners  and  inhabitants  of  Qpper  Canada. 

Lord  Goderich  cannot  form  his  judgment  as  to  the  wishes  and 
opinions  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada  from  the  unauthorised 
statements  of  individuals  in  opposition  to  those  of  the  Assembly  in 
which  he  is  convinced  that  all  classes  of  the  inhabitants  are  fairly 
represented. 

With  reference  to  the  petition  of  Mr.  Morrison  to  which  you  re- 
fer, I  am  directed  to  observe  that  your  letter  upon  that  subject  was  ' 
duly  attended  to,  (altho'  according  to  the  rules  of  the  office  it  ought  ' 
to  have  been  sent  thro'  the  Governor.)    A  despatch  was  written  to  I

I  am  directed  by  Viscount  Godericli  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letters  of  the  27th  August  and  5th  September. 
In  answer  to  these  communications  I  have  to  inform  you,  that 
the  other  addresses  as  well  as  that  from  the  Niagara  District 
have,  in  the  usual  manner,  been  laid  before  His  Majesty,  and 
you  are  at  liberty  to  state  this  fact  to  the  persons  by  whom 
they  have  been  signed  without  receiving  a  separate  answer 
to  each. 

With  respect  to  the  War  Losses  and  the  state  of  the  repre- 
sentation although,  of  course,  he  can  enter  into  no  discussion 
with  any  private  individual  on  such  subjects,  Lord  Goderich 
is  willing  to  receive  and  to  pay  such  attention  as  they  may 
appear  to  require  to  any  further  written  statements  you  may 
think  fit  to  submit  to  liim,  if  you  have  any  thing  to  ofler  v\  hich 
can  only  be  verbally  communicated,  His  Lordship  will  not 
refuse  on  his  return  to  town  to  afford  you  such  opjwrtunitics 
of  addiessing  him  as  his- other  avocations  will  allow. 

Mr.  Thomas  Aj^pleton's  petition  having  been  received  un- 
accomi)anied  by  any  acknowledgment  from  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  it  was  sent  to  Sir  John  Colborne  by  tlie  July  mail, 
with  directions  to  return  it  to  Mr.  Apj>Ieton  with  a  copy  of 
Lord  Goderich's  circular  letter  of  2d  May,  183L  You  did 
not  even  allude  to  Mr.  Applelon's  petition  in  3'our  letter  of  the 
13th  of  June,  nor  for  some  weeks  subsequently,  and  Lord 
(ioderich,  therefore,  presumed  that  it  had  been  forwarded  by 
the  individual  himself  direct  from  Upper  Canada.

Lord  Godeiich  directs  me  to  observe,  that  it  is  the 
practice  of  this  office  to  retain  for  the  purpose  of  reference  all 
j}apers  which  are  enclosed  in  letters  addressed  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  that  a  departure  from  this  rule  might  lead 
to  the  greatest  inconvenience.    As,  however,  you  appear  to 
have  been  ignorant  of  this  being  the  caso,  and  in  consideration 
oi  the  nature  of  some  of  the  papers  you  are  anxious  to  recover,  j 
Lord  Goderich  has  directed  them  to  be  returned,  but  he  thinks  ! 
it  necessary  that  you  should  be  distinctly  warned  that  such  an  , 
indulgence  will  not  again  be  extended  to  you,  and  that  all  ' 
papers  you  may,  in  future,  transnjit  to  him,  v.ill  be  deposited  ' 
in  this  office  as  public  documents. 

With  respect  to  ihe  mode  of  transmitting  petitions  to  \ 
country.  Lord  Godericli  is  not  aware  in  what  manner  he  can  | 
render  more  explicit  the  information  }  ou  have  already  re-  j 
ceived.    You  have  been  told  lliat  the  letters  enclosed  in  mine

of  the  13ih  ult.  were  sent  by  u  mistake  of  the  clerk  by  whom 
that  letter  was  put  up,  and  it  has  been  pointed  out  to  you  that

Lord  Goderich  does  not  feel  himself  at  liberty  to  make  any 
I  application  to  his  Grace  the  Postmaster-General  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  petition  which  has  been  sent  to  you.  The  inhabi- 
tants of  Upper  Canada  have  a  secure  and  easy  mode  of  trans- 
mitting  their  complaints  to  the  Throne,  by  the  regular  official 
channels,  and  permission  could  not,  without  much  risque  of 
1  abuse,  be  granted  to  individuals  acting  in  no  public  capacity 
to  receive  packets  free  of  postage.

The  organization  of  the  Legislative  Council  (rhe  effects  of 
v/bich  1  ai!i  also  desirous  fully  to  detail  in  a  separate  paper,)  is 
such  as  to  deprive  tlirat  Honorable  Body  of  even  the  appearance  of 
itidepcudencc  in  its  procee(iiugs.  Its  chief  purpose,  at  present, 
appears  to  be  the  introduction  of  iinpopular  measures  into  the 
Colonial  Legislature,  and  tlie  shielding,  in  as  great  degree  as 
possibly  may  be,  the  several  Colonial  Governors,  from  that  unpo- 
puiaviiy,  blame  and  reproach,  which  would  be  tlieir  portion  if  it 
fell  to  t!ieir  lot,  (as  it  annually  does  to  tlie  lot  of  the  Councils 
Legislative  of  tlieir  nomination  and  choice)  to  negative  and  put 
down  measures  origmaiiijg  in  the  Assembly,  of  a  character  great- 
Jy  desircdby  the  whole  body  of  the  people. 

Hitherto,  the  Houses  of  xissembly  have  scarcely  excited  even 
a  momentary  attention  in  this  Country  when  they  forwarded 
eompsainis;  for  as  it  appears  to  me,  by  observation,  there  is  so 
much  doincsiic  !)usincss  of  a  very  important  character  to  be  trans- 
acted, tliat  it  is  found  impossible  for  His  Majesty's  Ministers  to 
spare  the  time  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  state  of 
society  in  Upper  Canada.  The  Legislative  Council,  therefore, 
has  been  enabled  to  render  what  1  would  call  useful  Legislation 
upon  measures  of  gie.it  and  general  interest  (during  the  last  12 
years  at  least,  as  may  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  Journals,) 
abortive. 

The  Government  has  annually  supplied  itself  with  the  revenues  of 
the  Province,  utterly  disregarding  every  resolution  of  the  Assem.- 
bly  in  the  lOth  Parliament,  to  correct  the  evil.  Information  even 
as  to  the  objects  to  which  their  (the  people's)  money  is  applied,  is 
annually  reiuscd  in  respect  to  a  great  part  of  the  funds  of  the 
Colony,  by  the  Colonial  Governors,  to  nnaniraous  addresses  of 
successive  Assemblies  (See  Journals  of  1829,  1830,  and  1831) 
the  Royal  Instructions  being  the  plea  of  such  refusgils.

Lower  Canada  did  not,  like  the  Upper  Province,  adoj;t 
the  English  law  ns  a  rule  of  decision  in  all  cases ,of  6ontru-

its  Legislature  attempting  to  remedy  the  evil  so  far  as  relates 
to  ills  purity  of  Elections,  by  introducing  and  passing  Bills,

Some  fi*7D  evidences  of  colonial  v.i'is.ruh  and  of  the  neglect 
which  His  Mojesii/''s  late  Goverpmenl  and  the  TAeuie- 
tiant  Goven^ors  appointed  under  thpn  have  treated  (he  eJJ'oris 
made  hy  the  ninth  and  tenth  Parlivvicvl:^  to  give  ejfcet  to  the 
opinions  of  the  landowners  of  the  adony  : 

1st.  The  Local  Legislature  (in  Assembly)  resolved,  that 
the  annual  appropriation  of  £1U,825  derived  from  sales  of 
land  was  improvidently  misapplied.

They  resolved  (page  08)  that  the  loyalty  and  attach- 
ment of  tiie  people  to  ilis  Mcijesty's  [)erson  and  government, 
would,  if  possible,  be  strengthened  by  leaving  them  with  thiMr 
local  legislature  and  the  executive  to  their  own  internal  coji 
corns,  and  by  discountenancing  all  private  and  injurious  i  , 
presentations  made  for  the  purpose  of  counteracting  the  b( 
directed  exertions  for  the  correction  of  public  abuses;  wtii-, 
priv^ate  and  injurious  representations  have  hitherto  been  i' 
successfully  made  to  promote  misrule  and  protect  the  auth.:;

The  valuable  series  of  resolves  from  which  these  are  tak<  : 
were  communicated  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor;  doubtless  ! 
instructions  prevented  him  from  attending  to  them,  NO: 
WERE  TBEY  ATTENDED  TO  HERE. 

On  the  4i;i  day  of  January  last,  the  Legislature  of  the  st^r 
of  New-York  assembled  at  Albany:  Mr.  Throop  sent  tlici; 
message,  from  which  I  will  make  but  one  short  extract.  Si;^ 
witnessing  the  means  taken  by  His  Majesty's  Government 
reform  abuses  in  the  representation  hero,  I  have  indulged  \- 
expectation  very  shortly  to  see  tlie  same  language  held  by 
British  Governor  in  Upper  Canada  to  a  fairly  chosen  Leg; 
lative  Assembly..  It  would,  indeed,  be  the  true,  the  abidii; 
interest  of  this  great  nation,  so  to  speak  to  the  freemen 
Upper  Canada  ;  for  it  w  ould  promote  the  public  good. 

Mr.  Throop's  remarks  w:ere  as  follow  :  "  The  wealth,  tl 
"  trade,  the  external  pomp  of  a  nation  do  not  always  indicfi 

a  liappy  condition  of  the  people  who  compose  it.  Throri;' 
*'  the  perversions  by  man  of  the  blessings  which  a  kind  Pro- 
*'  vidence  designs  for  all  his  reasonable  creatures,  we  some- 
*'  times  witness  the  incongruity  of  great  apparent  natioi^;  ' 
"  prosperity,  while  a  large  proportion  of  the  population  dc 
*'  privcd  of  every  comfort  are  absorbed  in  the  cares  of  pi- 
*'  curing  the  means  to  sustain  life.    It  is  not  so  with  us.- 
*'  Ilert  natlonaJ p!'osj)':riii)  is  the pi'osperity  of  every  indiv 
*'  nual ;  not  a  cent  is  conirihuted  hy  loay  of  tax^  not  adoli- 
*'  is  expended  frojn  the  public  cojfers  zvhich  is  not  assented 
"  hy  the  people,  and  enwloyed  to  enlarge  their  means  of  c.m 
joymcnty 

In  Upper  Canada,  as  X\n%  report  abundantly  shews,  the 
opinions  uf  the  people  are  asnmch  unrepresented  in  the  pre- 
sent Parliament  as  they  were  fourteen  years  ago  when  the 
Gag-law  passed,  making  it  a  cringe  for  them  to  meet  and  com 
plain.  Vv  ith  us  in  Canada,  "  national  prosperity"  is  the 
prosperity  of  "  the  few,,'  the  poverty  of  the  many.  Such 
remarks  are  unpleasant,  but  it  is  here  where  relief  can  he  had 
tjiat  they  ought  to  be  made. 
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4th.  The  niiitli  Parliaiuent  sent  au  address  io  the  King  on 
tlic  subject  of  the  Post  Office  Department — aiid  addressed 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  requesting  bim  to  forward  it  to 
London.  (See  Journal  of  Assenibly,  1825-6,  pages  58,  69, 
and  113).  To  tliis  day,  I  believe,  it  remains  unanswered, 
and  when  I  was  chainnan  of  the  Post  Office  Committee  of 
Enquiry,  I  could  not  obt<^in  from  the  Postmaster  GeneraPs 
Depu^^yat  Quebec,  any  information  of  tlie  revenue  raised  in 
,the  Colony.  That  functionary  however  continues  to  tax  every 
newspaper  that  passes  through  the  Post  Ofiicc  in  the  two  Can- 
adas,a  penny  cach,which,hesides  his  salary,  he  puts  in  his  pock- 
et as  a  perquisite  of  office.  The  removal  of  this  odious  and 
evidently  useless  impost,  authorized  by  no  lav/,  would  have 
been  the  work  but  of  a  moment,  but  all  the  remonstrances  of 
all  the  presses  and  Legislatures  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada 
have  v/eighed  as  nothing,  thus  far,  when  placed  against  an 
ancient  and  venerable  abuse  from  wJiich  a  colonial  oificer  de- 
rives great  revenue,  the  tax  being  paid  at  the  expense,  in 
many  cases,  of  that  sum  which  would  have  assisted  in  giving 
the  rudiments  of  education  to  a  son  or  daughter  of  a  settler, 

5th.  In  the  report  of  a  select  committee  of  the  Assembly 
on  the  attempts  made  to  disgrace  Captain  Matthews,  (which 
report  was  received  by  the  House  in  opposition  the  Go- 
vernment influence  and  ordered  to  be  printed,  as  also  entered 
again  on  the  body  of  the  Journal  for  1828)  the  Colonial  sys- 
tem as  seen  in  Upper  Canada  is  thus  described  : 
.  "  If  every  effervescence  of  feeling  upon  every  jovial  or  inno- 
"  cent  occasion  is,  in  these  Provinces  lo  be  magnified  into  crime 
J'  by  the  testimony  of  secret  intbrmers,  If  there  can  longer  ex- 
"  ist  a  political  inquisition  which  shall  scon  the  motives  of^  every 
"  faithful  servant  of  the  public.  If  tlie  authorities  in  Canada 
**  shall  humble  the  independence  of  the  Legislature  by  scandal- 
"  iziiig  its  members  and  causing  them  to  be  ordered  to  Quebec 
**  and  thence  to  En2:land,  to  sustain  a  fate  which  under  such 
"  corroboration  p.s  Lord  Dalhousic  receive.'],  might  cover  them 
'*  with  ignominy,  or  bring  them,  however  innocent,  to  the  block  ; 

or  if  the  members  of  our  community  shall  be  awed  into  politi- 
**  cal  subserviency  by  the  fear  of  oppression,  or  lured  by  the  cor- 
**  rupt  hope  of  participating  guilty  favors;  then  indeed  will  the 
"  prospect  before  us  lov/er,  and  this  fine  Province  become  a  dis- 
"  tant  appendage  of  a  mighty  em])ire,  ruied  by  a  few  aspiring 
'*  men  with  the  scourge  of  power."* 

6th.  Another  extract  will  servo  to  shov/  how  little  influence 
the  House  had  with  the  Goverumeni  here,  and  in  Canada, 
when  it  presumed  toconsnre:

The  House  appointed  a  committee  of  enquiry,  of  wh: 
Mr.  Rolph  was  tlio  cliaTi  znan;  and  the  report  oi'lhat  conimii  ii 
(which  censured  i  Captain  riiilpotts  and  the  local  Govern- 
ment)  was  referred  b  ick  to  tlse  comniillee,  additional  evidence  | 
taken,  and  the  whole  reported  to  the  House  and  ordered  to 
be  printed.    On  anotl>er  of  Mr.  Forsyth's  petitions,  a|  select 
conmiitlee  unaniniousiy  reported,  among  other  things,  that  "  it 
"  appeared  to  them  upon  exaniinaiion  that  some  of  the  most  ^ 

darincj  outrages  against  the  peace  of  the  community  have  j 

passed  unprosecuted,  and  that  the  persons  guilty,  have,  from  I 
"  their  connexions  in  high  life,  been  promoted  to  the  most  | 
"  important  oflices  of  trust,  honor  and  emolument  in  the  local  ' 

Government.    It  appears  that  tlio  Crown  Officers,  who  f  ■ 
"  ercisc  an  exclusive  right  to  conduct  criniinal  prosecuti' 
"  iu  the  Courts  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  General  (« 
"  Delivery,  are  in  the  habit,  even  in  the  first  instance,  of  be  p 

retained  and  taking  an  active  part  in  the  defence  of  the  * 

vil  action  for  the  wrong,  by  wiiich  it  is  inevitable  tliat  pr. 
"  sccutors  w  ill  be  discouraged  to  apply  to  them  for  professiorMtl 
"  aid,  and  justice  therefore,  in  many  cases,  fail,  unless  the 
"  riohttj  of  prosecutors  and  of  the  Bar  are  asserted  and  nplield, 
*'  as  in  England.  From  the  testimony  given,  your  Committee 
"  do  not  hesitate  to  come  to  that  conclusion,  m  wliich  they 
"  are  supported  by  tlie  testimony  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Jus- 
"  tice  Willis,  and  nearly  all  the  witnesses  examined."  The 
reports  and  evidence  arc  printed  in  the  appendix  in  the  Jeurnaf 
of  1S2S;  but  they  only  aflorded  additional  proof  of  the  utter, 
powerlessnes)?  of  the  House  to  do  aught  relative  to  public  wrongs 
except  to  complain  of  them,  to  the  personal  injury  perhaps  of 
many  mcnibers  wlio  might  act  thus  independently.  So  it  was  in 
the  present  instance. 

Of  this  Report  the  accused  took  no  public  notice,  but  the

tried.  The  late  Su'-veyor  General,  when  asked  to  attend  and  give 
evidence  at  the  House  of  Assembly,  said  he  must  first  obtain  the 
Governor's  leave,  as  an  executive  ofliccr,  and  tlie  Legislative  Conn- 
cifs  permission,  as  a  legislator  ;  and  5?o  fearful  must  Colonels  Givins 
and  Coffin  have  been  of  implicating  those  in  authority,  that  they 
rhose  to  go  to  jail,  for  conlempt,  rather  than  give  their  {estimony  be- 
fore the  Committee  of  Enquiry  into  Capt  Philpott'b  cate ;  so  they 
remained  m  jail  till  after  the  proi ooalion. 
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then  AUonioy  Goiiora]  addressed  a  secret  conmiunication  to 
Uio  Lieulonaat  Govortior,  for  tlie  Colonial  Department, 
which  it  duly  reached,  in  wbicii  he  thus  characterized  some 
of  tlie  most  distinguished  Members  of  the  House,  his  fellow 
Representatives.  "  If  a  preference  is  felt  for  tiie  system- in  use 
"there,  [in  England,]  I  have  never  heard  it  expressed  by  any 
"  jjersons,  and  that  it  is  decidedly  my  belief,  with  very  good 
means  of  observation,  that  whatever  prejudices  may  in  time 
"  be  excited,  any  dissatisfaction  with  the  present  system  of  con- 
"  ducting  criminal  prosecutions,  in  the  Courts  of  Oyer  and 
"  Terminer,  is  at  present  confined  to  a  very  few  indi- 
"viduals  in  the  Assembly,  whose  opposition  to  every  ar- 
"rangement  and  inslitulion  of  the  Government  is  very  indis- 
"  criminating." 

This  commanication  was  made,  as  I  liave  before  stated,  in 
secret — it  was  never  intended  to  be  made  known  to  the  per- 
sons attacked.  They  had  no  opportunity  to  refute  the  ca- 
lumny :  and,  at  first,  when  interrogated  by  a  Committee  of 
the  Assembly,  Mr.  Robinson  declined  to  avow  the  authorship, 
considering  the  document  from  wliich  it  had  been  taken,  se- 
cret and  confidential.*  It  was,  however,  soon  after  mads 
public.  The  ciiai  gc  it  contained  was  of  a  most  serious  nature  ; 
it  was  tirat  of  an  miprinciplod  opposition  to  all  the  measures 
and  institutions  of  the  Government.  "Mr.  Kobinsan  raight 
ss  well  have  secretly  cliarg  'A  his  brother  members  with  hav- 
ing been  combined  in  a  traitorous  conspiracy  against  the 
G-overnmenl  under  cover  of  a  faitlifui  discharge  of  their  Par- 
liamonlary  duties.  The  charge  was  not  offered  to  the  notice 
o-f  the  people  nmi)iig  whom  the  partixjs  lived,  where  it  could 
be  openly  aad  iairly  met,  but  was  transmitted  to  persons  at  a 
distance,  who  conld  judge  of  the  accusation  only  from  the  so- 
lemn atiil  confidential  manner  in  which  it  was  preferred,  and 
from  the  standing  and  official  character  of  the  accuser,  who' 
was  hrniself  high  in  their  confidence.  It  was  intended  to- 
protect  his  own  pocket  from  the  hand  of  legal  retrenchment ; 
and  in  order  to  do  this,  he  attempted  to  predjudice  one 
branch  of  the  government  of  which  he  was  a  confidential  ser- 
vant, against  another  of  which  he  v/as  a  member  ;  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Assembly,  he  so  fur  forgot  and  betrayed- 
Ihs  duties,  as  to  endeavour  by  a  clan;Iestine  unconstit'dtionai 
exercise  of  a  high  and  important  office,  which  he  held,  to 
prejudice  a  co-ordinate  brancii  of  the  government  against  its 
measures  ;  at  the  same  time  this  calumnious  representation 
was  made  to  thiise  who  had  no  business  with  it.  Whether  the 
charge  were  well  or  ill  louiidcd,  the  government  had  nothing 
to  do  with  it.    The  individuals  charged,  were  in  no  ways  an-

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swerable  to  the  Government.  On  this  account  the  accusation 
was  as  uncalled  for  as  it  was  unfounded  and  unjust.  The 
slander  was  intended  to  poison  the  Royal  Ear,  and  to  preju- 
dice the  mind  of  His  Majesty  and  His  Government  against 
those  who  most  naturally  look  up  to  him  for  protection.  It 
was  calculated  to  defame,  in  the  very  quarter  where  a  man  of 
honour  would  most  wish  his  character  to  be  regarded  with  es-- 
teem  and  respect." 

Except  in  so  far  as  it  afforded  Mr.  Robinson  the  private 
opportunity  of  traducing  the  Committee  of  the  Assembly,  the 
Report  effected  nothing,  and  a  subsequent  address  to  the 
King  on  the  same  subject  adopting  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee as  that  of  the  Legislature,  was  answered  by  the  exal- 
tation of  Mr.  Robinson  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Colony. 

7th.  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  soon  dismissed  Mr.  Justice 
Willis.  Why  he  did  so,  the  characteristic  despatches  sent  by 
him  to  the  Colonial  Office,  and  which  have  since  seen  the 
light,  will  she^'.  They  are  specimens  of  the  system  of  espi»- 
onage  to  which  many  a  worthy  man  in  Upper  Canada  has  fal- 
len a  victim.  Sir  P.  Maitland  appointed  the  Custom  House 
Officer  at  the  Port  of  Kingston  to  a  seat  on  the  Bench  of  Jus- 
tice in  Mr.  Willis'  room,  the  other  puisne  Judge  of  the  Colo- 
ny having  then  been  recently  exalted  from  the  Custom  House 
either  of  Brockville  or  Prescott.  His  Excellency  about  this 
time  quarrelled  with  the  ninth  Parliament,  on  the  Alien  Ques^ 
tion  and  other  matters,  and  being  very  generally  disliked 
through  the  Colony,  was  promoted  to  the  important  Govern- 
ment of  Nova  Scotia,  carrying  with  him  many  affectionate 
Addresses  at  parting,  containing  thousands  of  signatures. 
Among  the  most  prominent  Acts  of  the  last  year  of  his  admi- 
nistration, was  his  receiving  Addresses,  in  which  the  House 
of  Assembly  was  characterized  as  factious  demagogues  with 
an  expression  of  high  satisfaction.*  Lord  Dalhousie  did  the 
same  to  the  most  violent  declamations  against  the  Assembly 
of  Lower  Canada.t 

8th.  On  the  12th  of  January,  1829,  an  Address  by  the 
House  of  Assembly,  passed  in  the  10th  Parliament  to  the 
new  Governor,  Sir  John  Colborne,  by  a  vote  of  37  to  1,  pray- 
ing against  the  injurious  policy  of  the  Provineial  Administra- 
tion, and  lamenting  that  His  Excellency's  confidential  advis- 
ers were  persons  who  had  deeply  wounded  and  injured  the 
best  interests  of  the  country,  in  which,  (they  stated,)  the 
administration  of  justice  had  not  risen  above  suspicion.

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9th.  On  the  14th  of  March  of  the  same  year,  thelHouse 
addressed  His  Majesty,  praying  that  individuals  deeply  en- 
!    tangled  in  Provincial  politics,  might  not  be  called  to  the 
I    Court  of  King's  Bench  as  its  Judges,  but  that  they  might  be  se- 
lected from  the  English  Bar ;   that  Mr.  Justice  Willis,  of 
whose  conduct  they  approved,  might  be  restored  to  the  coun- 
try.   They  also  enumerated  many  wrongs  in  the  administra- 
tion of  justice,  and  assured  the  King,  that  it  was  "  from  such 
i    Courts  and  such  Judges  that  the  people  desired  to  be  re- 
lieved."* 

His  Majesty's  Ministers  promptly  answered  their  Addresses 
by  selecting  one  of  the  Executive  Council,  who  had  counsel- 
led Mr.  Justice  Willis'  dismissal,  to  be  a  Puisne  Judge  ;  Mn 
Robinson,  who  had  defamed  them  to  be  Chief  Justice,  and 
Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council.  (His  whole  public  life 
had  been  one  continued  attack  on  popular  rights.)  His  bro- 
ther, Mr.  Peter  Robinson,  had  a  new  office,  at  £1,200  a  year 
carved  out  for  him  :  His  relation,  the  Solicitor  General  was 
given  the  vacant  Attorney  Generalship.  Dr.  Strachan  had 
the  control  for  the  new  College,  Glebe  Lands,  and  large 
grants  of  valuable  public  property  near  York  :  Mr.  Campbell 
(who  had,  like  Mr.  Powell,  been  placed  in  the  Chief  Jus- 
ticeship, pro  tempore,)  had  a  pension  of  £1,200  sterling,  a 
year,  and  was  knighted  ;  and  the  other  Judge  had  £1,000  ; 
and  in  all  this  the  Colonists  were  never  once  consulted — their 
opinion  to  the  contrary  was  on  record.  But  in  these  days 
the  Assembly  was  not,  as  now,  considered  by  the  Government 
I  to  speak  the  sense  of  the  people.  Such  proceedings  were  well 
'  calculated  to  disgust  spirited  and  independent  men,  and  prevent 
them  from  accepting  seats  in  a  body  treated  with  such  supreme 
I  contempt.  However  bad  the  public  Officers  might  have  acted, 
there  was  no  Court  of  Impeachment  nearer  than  the  Privy 
Council  in  this  capital.

Extracts  from  a  Memoir,  addressed  by  special  permission^ 
to  Lord  Viscount  Goderich,  his  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies,  received  August  3d,  1832,  at  the 
Colonial  Office,  and  registered  there  as  "  No.  3,019,  Upper 
Canada  :"— 

COLONIAL  OFFICERS. 

Your  Lordship  has  been  pleased  to  convey  an  assurance  to 
the  people  of  Lower  Canada  that  "  if  any  public  officers  can  be

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named,  who  are  guilty  of  an  abuse  of  their  power,  and  of 
remissness  in  their  duiies,  His  Ma  jesty  w  ould  not  he  slow  in 
removing  such  persons  from  his  service,"  and  "  that  if  it  ran 
be  shewn  that  t!ie  patronage  of  the  Crown  has  been  exercised 
upon  any  narrow  or  exclusive  maxims,  they  cannot  be  too  en- 
tirely disavowed  aud  ;i  i  'c-  ]  d.  His  Majesty  can  have  no 
desire  that  such  invidious  distijictions  should  be  maintained," 
a  belief  that  the  same  principle  would  be  extended  to  Upper 
Canada,  induced  me  to  become  a  peiitioner  for  enquiring  into 
the  public  conduct  of  that  officer,  in  respect  to  which,  I  now, 
with  your  Lordship's  permission,  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing observations  :  — 

The  situation  of  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Co^mmandcr  of 
the  Forces  of  Upper  Canada  is  one  of,  perhaps,  greater  emo- 
lument than  any  other  on  the  Continent  of  North  America, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Governorship  in  Chief  of  British  A- 
jYierica  and  the  Presidency  of  t!ie  United  States  :  the  salary  of 
the  incumbent  is  i^-3,000  sterling  a-year,  besides  a  share  of 
certain  seizures  ;  great  patronage  ;  a  splendid  mansion  upheld 
by  the  Province  ;  and  the  income  and  other  advantages  at- 
tached to  the  Chief  Conmiand  of  the  Troops  ;  while  liie  ex- 
penditure in  a  country,  like  Canada,  where  the  necessaries, 
.and  many  of  the  luxuries  of  life,  arc  very  lov>^  in  price,  is, 
comparatively  small. 

Whether  the  acquirement  of  greater  wealth  and  properl3% 
.or  of  personal  comfort  in  a  temperate  climate  with  the  pleas- 
ing task  of  aiding  the  establishment  of  British  Freedom  in  a 
lovely,  a  magnificent  country,  be  the  objects  more  immedi- 
ately in  view,  the  high  office  of  representative  of  His  Majesty 
in  Upper  Canada  is,  in  my  humble  opinion,  far  preferabk;  to 
office  in  London  with  a  salary  of  £6,000  or  even  £8^000  .i 
year. — It  is  equal  to  the  official  value  of  20,000  acres  of  tiic 
best  surveyed  public  lands  in  fee-simj)le.  Land  which  will  be 
worth  ten  times  the  estimated  selling  price,  under  any  Gov- 
ernment which  can  continue  to  exist  in  the  Colony  for  any 
length  of  time.  It  may  be  ijifcrrcd  that  an  individual  thus 
amply  recompensed  by  the  country,  and  honored  by  his 
Sovereign  ought  to  spare  no  exertion  to  prove  to  the  colonists 
that  the  security  of  property  and  civil  rights,  the  improvement 
of  the  Province,  the  economical  expenditure  of  its  resources, 
the  redress  of  real  grievances,  and  the  advancement  of  general 
education,  are  objects  which  may  be  as  fully  attained  under  a 
Lieutenant  of  His  Majesty,  chosen  with  the  advice  of  a  Coun- 
cil, possessing  wise^  llheral  and  enlarged  views,  as  they  would 
^be  if  the  Ciiief  Magistrate  were  chosen  by  themselves  from- 
among  their  most  respected  and  tried  statesmen,  as  is  the  case 
*ii  the  adjoining  Republics.    What  a  rem.arkable  contrast  h 
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presented  to  the  eye  of  the  Canadians  who  compare  llie  l;»«.t 
ten  years'  messages  of  the  Governors  ol  Nov.'- York  State  u  ilh 
the  last  ton  years'  SjOeeches  of  the  Lieutenant  Governors  of 
Upper  Canada.       *        *        *        *  * 

The  Governor  of  Up})er  Canada,  if  he  does  his  duty  lias  a 
task  requiring  a  good  temper,  great  foi-hcarance,  a  freedom 
from  religious  prejudices,  and  a  diposition  to  avoid  giving  of- 
fence to  his  Majesty's  suhjecls  because  their  views  of  Govern- 
ment in  Church  and  State  may  not,  in  every  respect,  accord 
witli  his  own.  Above  all  things,  he  ought  not  to  estimate  ii 
man's  loyalty  to  his  King  by  the  degree  of  respect  he  mani- 
fests for  tiie  v/ealth  and  worldly  power  of  the  church  by  law 
established  in  this  part  of  the  island  of  Great  Britain,  nor 
range  himself  as  a  controversialist  and  partizan  of  the  few, 
overstep  the  bounds  prpscribcd  by  the  limctions  of  his  high 
office,  and  wantonly  injure  the  feelings  of  the  many  by  at- 


I  tacking  the  ministers  of  religion,  whom  they  esteem,  and 
I  whose  influence  and  hearty  <:o-operation  is  greatly  to  be  desir- 
I  ed  in  many  matters  connected  with  the  general  welfare.  He 
I  should  be  a  careful  observer  of  the  signs  of  the  times,  th.o 
i  genius  of  the  people,  and  the  various  indications  of  public 
opinion  :  he  is  placed  in  a  situaticn  to  attain  much  valuable 
,  information  concerning  the  eflect  of  the  laws  regulating  trade, 
j  jcommerce  and  manufactures  in  Canada,  and  the  adjoining 
!  Republic — to  judge  of  the  consequences  of  the  present  corn- 
i  laws  in  drawing  away  or  preventing  Emigration  to  the  oppo- 
I  site  shores — to  reason  and  reflect  on  the  probable  operation 
of  those  changes  so  much  desired  by  the  colonists,  botli  as 
I  .affecting  interests  here  and  interests  beyond  the  Atlantic. — 
I  Should  difficulties  occur  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  of  au 
1  .unforeseen  and  unexpected  nature,  and  Britain  have  her 
i  hands  full,  it  would  be  an  important  point  gained  to  have 
\  tranquilized  Upper  Canada  in  the  first  instance,  while  time  re- 
mained for  that  purpose,  by  doing  that  justice  to  the  attach- 
.ment  of  its  people  to  His  Majesty's  Government  and  the  Bri- 
tish nation,  which  their  patriotism  has  merited,  and  would  still 
aiiore  fully  merit.    Send  to  Upper  Canada  a  Governor  accus- 
tomed to  civil  rule,  of  kindly  dispositions,  and  who  will  not 
second  the  Rev.  Doctor  Straclian's  views  for  converting  the 
population  to  the  Established  Church  of  this  country,  and  a 
great  advantage  will  be  gained  to  England  and  to  her  colonists. 
If  a  more  just  and  equitable  policy  vv^ere  pursued  towards  tlie 
-<!olonies,  if  it  were  kept  iii  memory  by  all  who  seek  to  pre- 
serve the  unity  of  the  Empire,  that  the  Canadians  however 
great  their  interests  and  inclinations  to  remain  connected  for 
ages  to  come,  with  riio  Parent  State,  under  e.ood  government, 
.would  suffer  far  krrs  fiom  an  {.'usy  separation  from  Gt.  Crilal-it 
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than  would  Britain  herself,  with  whom  their  commerce,  in  a 
colonial  state,  may  be  greatly  augmented,  if  it  were  recollect- 
ed, that  although  England  engrossed  three-fourths  of  the  trade 
of  the  13  colonies,  now  the  United  States*  before  1796,  even  in- 
terest gave  away  to  patriotism  when  the  colonists  of  that  day 
thought  their  free  institutions  were  about  to  be  subverted  and 
their  religious  privileges  interfered  with,  in  such  case  the  re- 
sults would  be  more  satisfactory  than  ever  can  a  system  sup- 
ported by  wealth  and  undue  intiuence  in  the  hands  of  a  few^ 
and  used  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  community. 

In  the  remarks  I  am  about  to  make  respecting  the  conduct 
of  Sir  John  Colborne,  I  would  not  be  understood  to  attach, 
much  blame  to  himself  individually,  but  to  the  system  he  per- 
haps willingly  followed,  but  which  he  must  have  followed  whe- 
ther with  or  against  his  will,  in  order  to  remain  in  Upper 
Canada  as  its  Chief  Magistrate.  He  came  into  the  country  a 
stranger  to  the  people,  their  customs  and  their  manners,  he 
found  the  persons  who  had  guided  his  predecessor  prepared  to 
advise  him,  he  found  Dr.  Strachan  and  his  colleagues  in  pos- 
session of  tiie  wealth,  honors,  emoluments,  influence,  and  re- 
sources of  the  Province,  while  the  House  of  Assembly  was 
neglected,  and  its  remonstrances  utterly  despised  ;  he  found 
that  the  government  was  carried  on  without  any  supplies,  and 
that  the  policy  of  England's  rules  in  those  days,  was  to  conci- 
liate the  people,  bo  as  moderate  as  possible,  but  trust  the  peo- 
ple with  nothing,  keep  them  powerless  and  obedient.  Sir 
Peregrine  Maitland  had  been  raised  to  higher  honors  after 
having  pm'sucd  a  most  unpopular  course  in  Upper  Canada ; 
Dr.  Strachan  had  had  oflices  and  grants  of  land,  and  dignities 
conferred  on  him  for  standing  a  firm  tho'  not  very  consistent 
supporter  of  high  church  pretensions  in  a  country  where  very 
few,  even  of  the  few  Episcopalians  it  contains  had  the  least 
desire  for  temporal  pre-eminence,  His  Excellency  resigned 
himself  entirely  to  the  guidance  of  those  whom  the  Rev.  Dr. 
.could  influence  at  his  will,  became  a  firm  supporter  of  estab-  . 
lished  abuses,  interfered  with  the  religious  privileges  of  the 
people,  and  in  a  most  ungracious  and  inappropriate  moment 
declared  his  belief  of  all  the  slanders  which  had  been  heaped 
upon  the  dissenters,  outdoing  even  Dr.  Strachan  himself  in  his

I  know  no 
j  one  public  individual  who  has  been  more  carressed,  and  honor- 
i  ed,  and  promoted  to  greater  wealth,  influence  and  distinction 
j  by  the  British  Government  than  Dr.  Strachan  ;  and  it  is  pro- 
i  bable  Your  Lordships  will  doubt  my  judgment  when  J  affirm 
:  as  I  now  most  sincerely  do  my  conviction  that  the  Dr,  has  (1 
dare  say  unintentionaly)  done  more  to  wean  the  afiections  of 
j  the  people  from  British  rule,  and  to  impress  upon  their  minds 
\  (if  it  were  possible)  a  sense  of  British  injustice,  than  any  other 
I  individual  now  living.    He  is  an  Executive  Councillor,  a  Le- 
j  gislative  Councillor,  President  of  the  College,  and  member  of 
its  Council,  a  Civil  Magistrate,  Rector  of  York,  Missionary  to 
the  Society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  member  of  tlie 
Land  Council,  President  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, Senior  Member  of  the  Boards  of  Education  in  Eleven 
Districts,  and  a  very  extensive  Land-owner — receiver  of  the 
:  new  Glebe  Rents,  member  of  the  Clergy  Corporation,  one  of 
'  the  principal  proprietors  of  the  Province  Bank,  and  (if  my  me- 
I  mory  serves  me)  he  once  sat  at  the  Discounting  Board  as  a  Di- 
'  recter  of  that  institution.  Archdeacon  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, Doctor  in  Divinity,  a  Commissioner  under  the  Heir  and 
Devizee  Act  for  proving  letters  to  Estates,  a  Trustee  of  the 
Royal  Institution,  and  in  fact  holds  more  situations  than  I  can 
call  to  my  remembrance.    About  8000  persons  petitioned  the 
House  of  Commons  against  his  misrepresentations  while  here, 
I  the  Canada  Committee's  report  exposed  them,  and  success'. ve 
j  Houses  of  Assembly  complained  of  them,  as  if  to  shew  the  Pro- 
i  vince  that  the  Doctor  was  of  more  importance  than  the  opinion 
I  of  the  whole  country,  new  honors  were  haped  upon  him,  new 
;  grants  of  the  choisest  portions  of  the  public  Land  bestowed  on 
:  him  as  an  especial  mark  of  the  Royal  favor,  and  his  rebukes 
i  fell  with  increased  weight  on  the  unfortunate  Dissenters  from 
his  adopted  creed  when  conveyed  last  September  thro'  the 
'  channel  of  the  King's  Lieutenant  Governor.    For  the  sake  of 
the  peace  and  prosperity  of  Canada,  I  trust  the  day  is  not  far 
I  distant  when  this  Rev.  person  will  be  strictly  confined  to  the 
performance  of  his  functions  as  a  minister  of  the  everlasting 
Gospel — would  a  minister  of  State  expect  to  conciliate  the 
Catholics  of  Ireland,  or  to  retain  the  affections  of  the  Catho- 
lics of  Lower  Canada,  by  honoring  the  functionaries  who 
shall  act  towards  them  as  Sir  John  Colborne  and  his  chief  ad- 
viser Dr.  Strachan  have  done  to  the  Methodists  and  other-Dis- 
senters in  Upper*  Canada

Uppor  C;ui:!(.!;i  will  expect  an  intelligonl  aclive  iudivitluHi

The  Assembly  in  1829,  addressed  Sir  John  Colborne,  de- 
siring the  removal  of  Dr.  Strachan  and  his  colleagues  from 
the  administration,  because  "they  had  deeply  wounded  the 
feelings  aiid  injured  the  best  interests  of  the  country,"*  to 
which  His  Excellency  answcredf  that  he  was  convinced 
"  that  in  many  instances  the  most  upright  intentions  had  been 
discoloured  by  the  medium  through  which  they  had  been 
seen'*  and  took  no  further  notice  of  the  subject,  although 
their  vote  was  almost  unanimous. 

Ncxtyenr,  1830,  they  repeated  their  request,  and  assured 
him  with  scarcely  any  dissentients!  that  they  entertained  a 
settled  conviction  that  the  continuance  about  His  Excellency

i  How  different  this  from  his  answers  to  Addresses  wherein 
great  and  influential  bodies  of  the  people  under  his  govern- 
ment are  branded  as  seditious  rebels,  disaffected,  led  by  de- 
1  magogues,  and  so  forth. 

Few  military  men  make  good  civil  rulers  in  colonies,  under 
a  popular  form  of  government,  their  previous  habits  requir- 
ing more  implicit  obedience  to  their  mandates  than  is  consis- 
tent with  the  habits  of  a  free  people,  especially  in  America, 
where  every  man  lives  upon  his  own  land,  and  thence  imbibes 
high  notions  of  liberty  and  independence. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  any  motives  other  than  a  mistaken 
notion  of  what  his  duty  required,  united  with  had  advice^  pre 
vious  habits  of  military  life,  and  an  unpopular  sentiment  m 
i favour  of  making  converts  to  high  church  principles,  a  pro- 
jbable  consequence  of  his  education,  which  could  have  indu- 
ced a  brave  and  gallant  officer  like  Sir  John  Colborne  to 
jpursue  a  line  of  conduct  in  Upper  Canada  so  very  much  op- 
I posed  to  the  interests  of  Britain  and  Canada,  ai  his  has  been.

The  exclusive  and  excessively  impopular  manner  in  which 
IHis  Excellency  distributes  the  patronage  of  the  Government 
jis  a  source  of  perpetual  annoyance  to  the  wealthy  and  spirit- 
ed land-owners  of  the  Colony.  In  the  Home  District  a  few 
officers  of  the  Government  with  Dr.  Dunlop,  an  officer  of  a 
company  of  speculators  in  land,  here,  set  as  a  board  of  con- 
trol over  the  local  affairs  of  the  two  counties;  disposing  of 
the  produce  of  the  taxes,  judging  offences,  regulating  im- 
Iprovements,  constituting  courts  of  general  quarter  sessions, 
police  magistrates,  every  thing ;  while  the  task  of  the  Far- 
mers is  to  collect  the  taxes  and  pay  it  ( them )  into  their  Trea- 
sury, to  be,  in  too  many  instances,  wasted,  and  seldom  fully

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accounted  for.  It  might  be  admitted,  even  b}'  the  most  rap- 
tious  friend  of  arbitrary  power,  that  it  would  be  but  reason- 
able to  give  this  local  power,  at  least  partly,  into  the  hands 
of  the  principal  land-owners,  as  justices,  and  that  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly  for  the  time  being,  in  their  districts, 
would  be  as  fit  checks  at  least  as  the  Legislative  Council. 
His  Excellency  thinks  otherwise;  seldom  indeed  has  a  pop- 
ular individual  entered  the  magistracy,  nor  have  Colonial 
Governors,  either  in  Upper  or  Lower  Canada,  forgotten  to 
make  such  changes  as  might  warn  aspirants  to,  or  possessors 
of,  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace,  how  necessary  it  was 
that  their  political  opinions  should  agree  with  the  administra- 
tion. Sometimes  the  land-owners  have  prayed  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  certain  capable  and  independent  men  as  justi- 
ces, but  I  never  once  knew  an  instance  of  such  a  petition 
being  listened  to. 

There  are  no  doubt  some  few  very  independent  men  in 
the  commission  of  the  peace,  but  in  general  the  justices  all 
over  the  Colony  act  with  other  office-holders  and  the  pen- 
sioned or  salaried  clergy,  to  uphold  the  existing  system.

while  the  tea  trade  is  about  to  be  made  free  of  all  duties  to 
the  people  of  the  Union,  the  King's  subjects  in  Upper  Ca- 
nada and  the  other  Colonies  are  made  a  monopoly  of  for  the 
benefit  of  the  East  India  Company,  and  compelled  to  pay  a 
.dear  price  for  an  inferior  quality  of  tea,  purchased  by  the 
Company  at  an  inferior  price  in  the  Chinese  market,  ex- 
pressly for  the  use  of  Canadians  and  Nova  Scotians,  as 
your  Lordship  will  perceive  by  the  testimony  given  before 
the  East  India  Company  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons in  1830,  questions  1234,  1235,  123G,  1237,1238,  nS9 
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I    Tlie  profits  too,  centre  in  England,  in  that  Company  cxclu- 
!    sively,  and  are  considerable  as  is  evident  by  the  statements 
!    annexed  to  Mr.  MelvilPs  answer  to  question  5875,  History 
!    miglit  have  taught  England  the  expediency  of  adopting  ano- 
ther policy.    If  the  principle  of  2d  a  lb.  tax  on  tea  was  un- 
popnlar  in  Boston,  in  1775,  it  is  not  likely  that  a  knowledge 
I   qf  the  Canadians  of  the  above  facts,  and  that  Is.  to  Is,  6d. 
!   sterling  is  paid  in  profits  and  taxes  in  Leadenhall  Street  on 
I  every  pound  of  this  inferior  tea  they  consume,  will  interfera 
With  the  views  I  have  ascribed  to  the  American  Government, 

With  regard  to  trade  generally  England  declines  to  give 
the  Colonists  a  monopoly  of  her  markets  for  their  produce, 
and  she  declines  to  permit  them  to  supply  themselves  with 
such  things  as  they  want  from  abroad  at  the  cheapest  market. 
At  the  ports  of  Liverpool  and  Glasgow,  there  is  no  protecting 
duty  in  favor  of  a  cargo  of  Canadian  flour  beyond  what  is  al- 
lowed to  a  cargo  of  flour  from  the  r(  ar  of  New  York,  Pen- 
sylvania,  Michigan  and  Ohio,  ground  on  the  North  bank  of 
;  the  St.  Lawrence— while,  should  the  Canadian  owner  desirt* 
to  buy  tea  in  China  or  foreign  goods  in  the  Union,  he  finds  a 
prohibition  on  the  former  and  heavy  protecting  British  duties 
against  the  latter.  The  Americans  carefully  exclude  tho 
people  of  Upper  Canada  from  the  use  of  their  Canals  an<l 
grain  and  produce  markets  by  prohibition  duties — while 
England  orders  American  produce,  wheat,  flour,  beef  and 
j  pork  to  be  admitted  into  Canada  duty  free,  for  domestic  uso 
!  and  exportation,  A  British  Agricultural  Emigrant  who  shall 
i  carry  his  capital  and  industry  to  the  South  shores  of  the  St, 
Lawrence  and  great  Lakes,  will  find  himself  possessed  of  4 
free  access  to  the  Canadian  Market,  the  British  West  India, 
Market,  the  Domestic  American  Market  and  the  American 
Markets  in  Foreign  Ports — he  may  send  his  grain  down  the 
Canal  to  New  York  or  down  the  St.  Lawrenee  to  Montreal, 
while  the  inhabitants  of  Canada  is  restricted  to  Montreal 
only!  The  Americans  have  a  virtual  monopoly  of  the  supply 
of  the  British  West  India  Markets  with  produce,  while  the 
North  American  Colonists,  who  profit  little  by  the  VVest  In- 
dia trade,  purchase  vast  quantities  of  West  India  produce 
i  which  the  Americans  carefully  exclude.  Can  Your  Lordship, 
'  even  for  one  moment  suppose  that  the  shrewd  and  sagacious: 
statesmen  of  the  Union  are  ignorant  of  the  cftects  produced 
on  the  minds  of  the  Colonists  by  a  system  like  this  I  Know- 
ing as  they  do  the  internal  slate  of  »he  Colonies  and  ths 
petty  vexations  to  which  they  are  subjected  it  is  not  to  be 
^wondered  at  that  they  expend  very  Httle  money  in  fortifying 
^ek  Canada  frontier.    *       *  *       #  #

The  Jiiiud  Crrantang  System.

Mr.  Richards,  the  Commissioner  for  enquiry,  appointed  by 
fiir  George  Murray  could  not  learn  much  of  the  peo])le's  feel- 
ings and  temper  by  merely  passing  through  Canada.  {I  was  for 
years  a  resident  in  the  Upper  Province  before  I  fully  comprehend- 
ed the  state  of  parties.)  Mr.  Richards,  however,  in  his  report  to 
your  Lordship,  judiciously  alludes  to  "the  value  to  which  this 
beautiful  Province  (meaning  Upper  Canada)  might  have  been 
raised  under  a  more  economical  management  of  its  land  lesour- 
ces."  TL3re  he  is  right,  but  he  is  in  error  when  he  says  that 
the  present  and  late  administrations  are  not  to  blame.  We  of 
Upper  Canada  well  know  that  a  few  families  have  borne  sovereign 
sway  in  Upper  Canada  during  the  last  fifteen  years — that  they  in 
reality  are  the  administration  and  the  Government,  and  the  Judi- 
ciary— that  they  are  every  thing  and  the  people  nothing.  If  the 
mismanagement  complained  of  by  Mr.  Richards,  which  drove 
the  29,000  emigrants  from  Canada  in  1827  and  1828,  and  which 
wasted  the  landed  sources  of  the  Colony,  be  a  fact,  it  is  also  a  fact 
that  a  few  individuals  who  have  been  enabled  under  every  govern- 
ment here,  to  promote  their  own  personal  interests  at  the  expense 
of  the  freeholders  (with  those  who  permitted  them)  are  to  blame. 
But  for  them  Upper  Canada  would  have  been  twice  as  populous 
as  it  is — but  for  them  the  National  Debt  of  Upper  Canada  would 
not  now  have  exceeded  that  of  the  American  Union — but  for  them 
and  their  influence  here,  the  War  Losses  would  long  ere  now 
have  been  paid,  and  England  not  asked  for  a  shilling  towards 
the  payment.  No  one  directly  blames  either  Your  Lordship  or 
Your  Noble  &  llon'ble  Predecessors  in  this  matter.  Had  any  one 
or  two  of  the  Colonial  Office  Bearers  who  have  made  so  many 
voyages  between  Upper  Canada  and  Downing  Street,  of  late 
years,  in  search  of  pensions,  places,  offices,  and  appointments, 
taken  the  pains  to  enlighten  Ministers  as  to  the  least  burthen^ 
some  means  by  which  the  claims  could  be  liquidated,  as  their 
local  knowledge  of  the  Colonial  Revenues  enabled  them  to  dOr 
ihis  Memorial  would  have  been  unnecessary.

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As  Mr.  Mackenzie  has  been  the  bearer  of  tiiosc  petitions  to 
this  country,  I  have  gladly  availed  myself  of  his  residence  here  to 
obtain  such  information  as  it  is  in  his  power  to  give  respecting  the 
opinions  and  vinshes  of  that  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Pro- 
vince by  whom  ho  has  been  disputed  to  acf,  and  although  I  have 
adhered  to  the  general  rule  of  dcciir.ing  to  explain  the  views  of 
His  Majesty's  Government,  on  questions  of  Canadian  policy,  fo 
any  person  except  the  Governor  of  the  Pre vince,  I  have  bean  anxi- 
ous  to  afford  Mr.  Mackenzie  the  most  ample  opportunity  of  doing 
justice  to  the  case  which  he  laid  before  me. 

From  the  vo'uminous  mass  of  that  gentleman's  correspondcnco, 
1  have  selected  three  documents  which  profess  to  embody  the  en- 
tire substance  of  that  case  as  it  affects  the  present  condition  of 
Upper  Canada  :  of  thess  documents  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose 
copies  for  your  information. 

I  propose  in  this  Despatch  to  follow  Mr  Mackenzie  through 
those  parts  of  his  statement  respecting  the  representation  of  the 
inhabitants  in  the  Tlonse  of  Assembly,  which  appear  to  me  essential 
to  the  consideration  of  the  practical  questions  he  has  undertaken 
to  agitate.  But  confining  myself  to  what  I  consider  as  really  rele- 
vant, I  shall  necessarily  pass  over  in  silence  some  details  which 
have  been  introduced  vvi'h  ro  perceptible  tendency  to  elucidate 
the  subjects  in  discussion,  and  much  invective  and  sarcasm  which 
would  have  been  far  n  ore  conveniently  spared. 

It  is  with  no  intentional  disrespect  to  Mr.  Mackenzie  that  I 
remark  that  he  has  adopted  a  style  and  method  of  composition  sin. 
gularly  ill  adapted  to  bring  questions  of  so  much  intricacy  and  im- 
portance to  a  definite  if-sue;  but  however  discursive  may  be  bia 
papers,  or  however  acrimonious  their  tone,  I  am  not  on  that  account 
disposed  to  withhold  my  attention  from  any  useful  suggestions 
ihey  may  contain  for  the  public  good. 

I  am  the  more  induced  to  devote  to  this  discussion  such  leisure 
as  1  can  command,  because  1  am  solicitous  that  the  comparatively 
small  body  of  persons  whom  Mr.  Mackenzie  represents  should 
have  norcuson  to  tl  ink  th;  t  iheir  complain*!  Kr.d  been  overborreby 
the  contrary  declarations  of  the  much  more  Kumercus  bodies  oppc- 
sed  to  them. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  indeed  would  have  himself  understood  as  speak.- 
ing  the  sentiments  of  the  entire  population  of  Upper  Canada,  ex- 
cepting only  a  ft-w  public  functionaries  whose  interests  are  opposed 
to  those  of  the  people  at  large.  It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to 
have  a  very  long  experience  of  public  controverses  of  this  nature 
to  be  aware  of  the  levity  with  which  such  pretensions  are  continu- 
ally advanced  upon  the  slightest  and  most  inadequate  ground. 

Almost  all  complaints,  the  most  opposite  and  contradictory  not 
excepted,  which  reach  this  office  are  nearly  as  a  matter  of  course, 
preferred  in  the  name  of  the  collective  society  :  and  it  becomes 
necessary  to  distinguish  carefully,  in  such  cases,  between  mere  i 
rhetorical  embellishments,  and  statements  made  in  the  cautiou*  | 
and  measured  tone  of  truth,  ! 

Now,  in  the  present  instance,  1  find  that  Mr.  Mackenzie's  views  ■ 
are  supported  by  fo^ty.four  petitions,  which  have  been  signed  on  , 
the  whole  by  12,075  persons. — On  the  other  ha?Td  I  have  before  j 
ro  less  than  thirty-three  pctitionb  from  the  different  Coufltief,  | 
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Districts,  Towns,  and  Townships  of  the  Prov!iicf»,  signed  by 
26,8^4  persons,  who  concur  in  expretising  their  cordial  satisfactioa 
i  in  those  laws  and  institutions  vvJiich  the  other  sort  of  potitionera 
;  have  impugned.  Sucli  a  body  is  far  too  numerous,  and  many  of 
the  individuals  composing  it  are  far  too  considerable  in  their  sta- 
tion and  character  to  justify  the  supposition  that  they  can  be  in  a 
Btate  of  dependance  on  the  local  goverrnnent,  or  controlled  by  any 
unworthy  influence  in  their  public  conduct.  I  am  driven  to  the  di- 
,  lemma  of  either  supposing  this  great  mass  of  the  people  of  Upper 
Canada  ignorant  or  corrupt,  or  of  concluding  that  a  very  sm:ill 
minority  of  the  whole  population  concur  in  Mr.  Mackenzie's  views. 
I  Tlie  former  supposition  is  as  improbable  as  it  is  offensive.-The  latter, 
however  contradictory  to  Mr.  Mackenzie's  assertions,  is  verified  by 
I  many  of  the  particular  facts  which  he  has  advanced  or  admitted  ; 
j  but  Lho'  I  conceive  this  gentleman's  constituents  to  be  opposed  by 
I  ihe  general  current  of  public  opinion,  I  do  not  in  the  sliglitest  de- 
j  gree  mean  to  dispute  their  collective  or  individual  respectability, 
1  and  there  is  no  class  of  the  Canadian  people,  however  small,  nor 
!  individual  amongst  them,  however  obscure  his  station,  to  whose 
petitions  His  Majesty  does  not  require  that  t]ie  most  exact  and  res- 
,  pectful  attention  should  be  given. 

i     I  shal",  in  the  first  place,  advert  to  the  paper  to  which  Mr.  Mac] 
j  kenzie  has  given  the  title  of  *'  Observations  on  the  state  of  the  re- 
presentation of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada,  in  the  Legislature  of 
that  Province."    In  peiforming  this  task,  however,  I  must  decline 
to  pursue  the  discussion  into  those  redundant  and  misplaced  details 
with  which  Mr.  Mackenzie  has  encumbered  it.   Thus,  for  example, 
]  I  shall  pass  over  in  silence  whatever  is  stated  respecting  the  case 
of  Mr.  Stuart,  the  Attornev-General  of  the  adjoining  Province,  and 
the  state  of  the  borough  of  William  Henry,  for  the  represesenta- 
tion  of  which,  in  the  Assembly,  Mr,  Stuart  was  a  candidate ;  nei- 
i  ther  shall  I  enquire  into  the  justice  of  the  reproaches  with  which 
!  Mr.  Mackenzie  assails  the  conduct  of  former  administrations,  both 
I  ia  this  kingdom  and  Upper  Canada,  upon  occasions  which  have  long 
i  fiince  passed  away,  and  questions  now  become  wholly  absolete.  I 
1  can  address  you  only  for  some  practical  purpose,  nor  is  there  any 
measure  suggested  by  the  Petitioners  or  their  Agent  with  a  view  to 
I  which,  such  a  retrospect  seems  to  me  either  necessary  or  desirable. 
I  I  must  add  that  if  it  were  fit  to  review  the  past  history  of  the  Pro- 
I  vince,  it  would  be  impracticable  to  assume  Mr.  Mackenzie's  paper 
I  K8  the  basis  of  such  an  enquiry,  since  it  is  drawn  up  in  an  nttor 
i  disregard  of  method,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  the  diffi- 
I  culty  of  distinguishing  between  assertion  and  proof,  deliberate 
statements  and  the  exaggerations  permitted  to  an  advocate,  almost 
insuperable.    I  shall  limit  myself  to  the  single  consideration  whe- 
I  tber  he  has  brought  to  light  any  grievances,  for  which  His  Majesty, 
in  the  legitimate  exercise  of  the  authority  or  influence  of  His  Gov- 
ernment, can  be  called  upon  to  remedy. 

The  great  object  of  Mr.  Mackenzie's  censure  is  the  Election 
Law,  which  was  passed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Council 
and  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada,  in  the  year  1820.  I  might, 
.perhaps,  not  without  reason,  raise  a  preliminary  objection  to  the 
discussion  of  that  question  at  all.  If  the  Election  Laws  of  the 
"Froyince  require  amendment,  the  change  must  originate  not  with 
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the  Executive  Government,  but  with  the  popular  branch  of  th» 
local  Legislature.  Any  interference  of  tlie  Ministers  of  the 
Crown,  v/ould  be  reprobated  probably  by  Mr.  Mackenzie  him- 
self, and  certainly  by  his  brother  journalists,  as  an  uneonstitu- 
tional  encroachment.  If  therefore  I  auveit  to  the  question  at 
all  it  is  because,  in  the  prospect  that  such  a  discussion  will  be 
provoked  by  the  Petioners,  I  think  it  fit  that  you  should  be  appris- 
ed of  the  views  which  His  Majesty's  Government  entertain  on 
this  subject,  that  you  may  not  be  destitute  of  a  rule  for  your 
guidance  in  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  any  bill  which  may  be 
passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  for  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Election  Laws. 

If  I  have  found  occasion  to  lament  the  redundancies,  I  cannot 
less  regret  the  deficiencies  of  Mr.  Mackenzie's  documents.  He 
has  travelled  through  this  protracted  discussion  without  finding 
himself  called  upon  to  notice,  still  less  to  refute  the  arguments  by 
which  it  has  been  usual  to  vindicate  the  constitution  of  the  Pro- 
vincial House  of  Assembly.  Yet  it  is  impossible  that  he  can  bo 
ignorant  of  them,  nor  credible  that  he  should  regard  them  as 
deficient,  at  least  in  plausibility.  An  ignorant  reader  of  his  pa- 
pers might  be  left  with  the  impression  that  the  question  was  alto- 
gether new,  and  that  the  existing  constitution  had  never  been 
vindicated  on  the  principles  and  on  the  example  of  the  most  free 
and  independent  governments.  How  utterly  remote  this  is  froin 
the  fact  is  clear  to  every  man  whose  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  affairs  of  Upper  Canada,  for  the  last  few  years.  Mr.  Macken- 
zie has  therefore  imposed  on  me  the  necessity  of  drawing  a  gen- 
eral outline  of  that  defence  of  the  law  of  J 820,  which  he  has 
passed  over  in  silence,  but  which  is  far  too  important  to  be  disr 
regarded  by  any  fair  and  impartial  inquirer. 

It  is  a  faci  familiar  to  all  who  are  conversant  with  the  Legisla-  . 
tive  history  of  North  America,  either  in  the  United  States  or  in 
the  British  possessions  that  a  problem  of  no  light  difficulty  has 
continually  arisen  respecting  the  distribution  of  the  Elective 
Franchise  amongst  the  inhabitants  resident  in  diiTereut  parts  of  the 
same  State  or  Province.  The  surface  of  the  country  is  gene- 
rally divided  for  political  purposes  into  sections  of  nearly  equal 
J3reas,  but  those  counties  or  Townships  which  .are  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  capital  or  which  are  intersected  by  great  na- 
vigable streams,  ov  bounded  by  lakes,  are  peopled  with  far  greater 
rapidity  than  the  more  remote  Districts.  Hence  it  has  frequent- 
ly happened  that  a  single  metropolitan  or  trading  county  has  con- 
tained a  population  exceeding  in  wealth  and  number  many  newly 
settled  counties  of  similar  dimensions.  Accordingly,  when  capi- 
tal and  numbers  have  been  made  the  exclusive  bases  of  the  rep- 
resentation, one  portion  of  the  State  or  Province  has  acquired  an 
influence  in  the  Legislature  v/hich  has  reduced  to  comparative 
insignificance  the  weight  of  all  the  other  divisions  of  the  country. 
The  favoured  District  has  thus  been  able  through  its  representa- 
tives to  throw  upon  the  less  fortunate  sections,  a  most  unequal 
weight  of  taxation,  and  to  refuse  to  them  a  fair  participation  ia 
the  benefits  of  the  judicial  and  other  institutions,  to  the  support 
•f  which  the  revenue  wss  applied.    Local  interests  have  predom- 
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inated  over  the  general  iuterests,  and  discontenU  hare  been  ©a- 
gendered,  threatening  the  stability  of  the  Government  and  tend- 
ing to  an  abrupt  severance  of  one  part  of  the  Statw  or  Province 
from  the  rest. 

Jn  the  State  of  Maine,  as  I  am  informed,  this  difficulty  was  so 
sensibly  felt  as  to  have  led  to  the  introduction  of  the  system  adopt- 
ed in  Upper  Canada  in  the  year  1820.  In  apportioning  the  elective 
franchise  among  the  inhabitants,  the  Legislature  did  not  confine  its 
attention  exclusively  to  the  question  of  property  and  of  numbers, 
but  introduced  a  new  element  into  the  calculation.  They  consider- 
ed that  a  small  number  of  peisons  occupying  one  country  might 
reasonably  claim  as  large  a  share  in  the  Representation  as  a  much 
larger  and  wealthier  body  occupying  another  county  of  equal  dimen- 
Bions.  By  this  method  members  were  drawn  from  every  part  of 
the  Province  :  the  local  wants  of  every  part  were  explained,  and  the 
interests  of  each  vindicated.  In  a  densely  peopled  country  like 
Great  Britain,  possessing  such  internal  communication  ag  to  secure 
the  immediate  diffusion  of  intelligence  from  one  end  of  the  icingdoin 
to  the  other,  this  precaution  might  be  the  less  necessary,  since  no 
part  is  so  remote  or  inaccessible  as  not  to  be  rapidly  reached  by 
information  ot  every  projected  law,  or  as  to  be  destitute  of  the 
means  of  making  an  early  protest  against  any  measure  injurious  to 
its  welfare.  Yet  even  in  this  kingdom,  where  the  subject  has  v/ith- 
in  the  last  two  years  undergone  the  most  public  and  rigid  scrutiny, 
no  one,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  has  seriously  advanced  the  opinioQ 
that  the  Representation  of  the  metropolis  should  bear  to  that  of  the 
country  at  large  the  proportion  which  the  wealth  or  population  of 
London  bears  to  that  of  England  collectively. 

Such  a  principle  v^ould  have  given  to  the  metropolitan  districts 
i  between  forty  and  fifty  members,  a  scheme  which  I  need  scarcely 
j  Bay  would  have  been  rejected  by  the  entire  body  of  the  people,  aa 
I  altogether  unequal,  though  resting  u^^on  a  foundation  of  the  most 
I   perflct  nominal  equality. 

j      It  appears,  however,  to  have  been  perceived  by  the  Upper  Canadian 
I   Assembly,  in  the  year  1820,  that  by  simply  adopting  the  rule  to 
i   which  I  have  referred,  they  might  extricate  the  Province  from  one 
difficulty  at  the  expense  of  another  yet  more  considerable.  A  county 
might  contain  a  very  inconsiderable  body  of  persons  for  some  time 
I   after  it  was  first  redeemed  from  the  wilderness,  and  thus  a  choice  oi 
I   members  might  virtually  be  committed  to  a  very  few  electors,  who 
i   might  themselves  be  subject  to  some  unworthy  influence.    It  was 
therefore  required  that  no  county  should  be  represented  in  the  As- 
eembiy  by  a  distinct  member  uatil  the  inhabitants  numbered  one 
thousand,  at  least.    But  with  the  foresight  which  is  perceptible  in 
every  part  of  this  law,  it  seems  to  have  been  perceived  that  there 
was  considerable  danger  in  leaving  any  body  of  new  settlers  wholly 
unrepresented  ;  and  topbviate  that  inconvenience,  the  inhabitants  of 
each  county  whilst  yet  below  the  required  number»  were  authorised 
to  vote  m  the  least  populous  adjoining  county. 

Thus  without  being  betrayed  into  a  sacrifice  pf  the  substance  of 
good  government  by  a  superficial  attention  to  a  merely  nominal 
equality,  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada,  in  the  year  1820,  justi- 
fied the  confide  nee  reposed  in  them  by  the  constitution.  Th«y 
were  too  conversant  withthe  real  busiiieiss  of  life  to  supposQ  that 
12 
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a  great  social  system  coiild  be  practically  carried  on  without  ad- 
vancing a  little  bc3''ond  the  most  obvious  and  olemeiitary  maxims, 
or  that  the  inevitable  intricacy  of  the  public  aiTriirs  of  the  Province 
could  be  met  without  sonie  degree  of  complexity  in  its  political 
institutions.  They  therefore  embraced  in  their  law  provisions  for 
the  protection  of  all  classes,  however  obscure  and  remote  from  the 
notice  of  the  local  Government,  for  the  control  of  that  undue  in- 
fluence which  mere  v/ealth  and  density  of  population  would,  other- 
wise, have  exercised,  and  for  the  gradual  enlargement  of  the  reprc- 
centative  body  as  the  constituency  should  itself  increase. 

I  cannot  suppose  that  a  gentleman  who  has  taken  so  active  a 
part  in  the  affairs  of  the  Province  as  has  fallen  to  the  share  of  Mr. 
Mackenzie,  should  have  been  really  unapprised  of  considerations 
so  familiar  to  every  man  acquainted  with  the  subject  as  these  to 
which  I  have  adverted,  though  as  a  controversial  writer  he  may 
perhaps  have  not  consulted  ill  for  the  momentary  success  of  this 
argument,  in  suppressing  all  allusion  to  them. 

I  proceed  to  the  next  objection  which  Mr.  Mackenzie  has  made 
to  the  Act  of  1820,  which,  in  his  own  language  is,  that  it  created  a 
**  borough  interest."    In  less  invidious  terms  the  fact  appears  to  be 
that  it  gave  one  member  to  evftry  town  in  which  the  Quarter  Ses- 
eions  of  the  District  might  be  hoiden,  and  which  contained,  at  leasts . 
one  thousand  inhabitanto.    Those  towns  were,  therefore,  placed  in 
precisely  the  same  predicament  as  the  counties  of  the  Province.— 
Now  if  Mr.  Mackenzie's  principle,  that  wealth  is  the  proper  crite- 
rion, be  just,  this  civic  representation  was  wisely  established,  for  it 
can  scarcely  be  denied  that  one  thousand  persons  inhabitir^T  the 
same  town  will,  generally,  be  the  proprietors  of  a  larger  collective 
capital  than  a  rural  population  of  the  same  extent.    If  the  princi- 
ple of  numbers  be  correctly  assumed  by  Mr.  Mackenzie,  then,  also, 
it  follows  that  tho  Tov^^ns  were  rightly  enfranchised,  since  it  is  in 
tho  Towns  that  the  most  rapid  enlargement  of  population  usually 
takes  place,  and  since  if  members  had  been  refused  to  them  on  the  . 
ground  of  paucity  of  numbers  a  similar  refusal  must  have  been  ex- 
tended to  all  the  newly  settled  counties.    But  I  greatly  understate 
the  a  rgument.A  town  po^^sessing  a  thousand  inhabitants  will  yield 
a  much  larger  number  of  actual  voters  than  a  county  equally  popu. 
lous,  supposing  the  qualification  to  be,  in  either  case,  of  equal 
amount.    In  the  one  case  the  franchise  is  exercrcised  with  the 
greatest  facility,  and  in  the  other  at  an  expense  of  time  and  labour 
which,  comparatively,  few  will  incur.    Nor  can  I  forget  that,  in 
every  part  of  the  world,  civic  population  is  more  intelligent  &  more 
disposed  to  watch  over  public  subjects,  than  a  rural  population  of 
equal  numbers  ;    because  the  first  enjoy  the  constant  advantage  of  - 
mutual  intercourse,  and  co-operation  in  public  affairs,  of  which  the 
latter  are  in  a  great  measure  destitute.    It  is  net  at  all  surprismg 
that  so  enlightened  a  people  as  are  the  great  body  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Upper  Canada  should  have  expressed  in  very  strong  terms  their 
dissent  from  the  views  which  Mr.  Mackenzie  thus  advocates  ;  or 
that  a  people  so  conspicuous  for  their  zeal  for  civil  liberty  shoiiUi 
be  60  decidedly  opposed,  as  by  their  petitions  they  appear  to  bt  , 
to  plans  which  would  sacrifice  its  substance  to  a  very  superficia 
theory. 

It  ig  further  objected  that  the  law  of  1820,  placed  the  projectc  ' 
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University  in  llie  list  of  constituent  bodies,  and  Orom  the  terms  of 
the  charter  subsequently  issued,  it  is  inferred  that  the  University 
was  to  become  what  is  termed  "a  non}ination  borough,  underthe 
especial  patronage  of  the  Church  and  State."  I  should  scarcely 
have  anticipated  that  any  man,  and  least  of  all  a  man  devoted  to 
-literary  pursuits,  \yould  have  denied  the  propriety  of  giving  a  re- 
presentation to  the  principal  seat  of  learning  in  the  Province.  It 
would  be  superfluous  to  expatiate  on  the  importance  of  institu- 
tions for  the  education  of  youth  in  literature,  science  and  religion, 
especially  in  a  newly  settled  country,  and  I  am  well  assured  that 
neither  in  the  Council  nor  Assembly  could  a  single  gentleman  be 
found  who  would  not  gladly  receive  as  a  colleague  a  person  re- 
presenting the  collective  body  of  literary  and  scientific  men  iu 
Upper  Canada,  or  who  would  neA  gladly  support,  by  that  distia- 
guished  honor,  the  cause  of  sound  learning. 

You  will  observe  tliat  I  do  not  here  refer  to  an  University  con- 
stituted in  the  manrier  proposed  by  the  original  charter  of  incoiv 
poration.  Every  man  in  Canada,  hov/ever,  knows,  nor  could  Mr. 
Mackenzie  have  been  ignorant,  that  so  far  from  any  anxiety  hav- 
ing been  felt  by  the  King's  Government  to  maintain  that  charter 
against  the  wishes  of  the  great  majority  of  the  people,  every  pos- 
sible measure  has  been  taken  to  refer  to  their  representatives  the 
decision  of  the  question,  in  what  form  and  on  what  principles  the 
College  should  be  founded.  It  is  indeed  Mr.  Mackenzie, s  fortune 
to  be  opposed  to  a  large  majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly;  but 
it  can  scarcely  be  expected  that  in  deference  to  any  individual,  or 
to  the  small,  though  respectable,  minority  for  whom  he  acts,  the 
King's  Government  should  entertain  the  slightest  distrust  of  the 
"wisdom  or  fairness  of  the  resolutions  which  it  may  be  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Assembly  to  adopt  on  this  or  any  other  subject. 

It  is  next  made  the  subject  of  complaint  that  the  law  as  inter- 
preted by  the  court  of  King's  Bench  entitles  the  County  Mem- 
bers only  to  wages,  and  that  the  efforts  of  successive  houses  to 
ensure  a  certain  degree  of  pecuniary  independence  to  the  new 
village  representation  has  been  rendered  ineffectual  by  the  Legis- 
lative Council.  On  what  grounds  the  objections  of  the  Council 
rnay  rest  I  am  not  distinctly  apprised.  I  might  indeed  conjecture 
their  reason  to  have  been  that  counties  could  with  difficulty  find 
representatives  within  themselves  on  other  terms,  while  lown» 
will  always  possess  commercial  and  other  inhabitants  to  whom  a 
temporary  residence  at  the  seat  of  governmiCnt  would  be  attended 
with  no  inconvenience.  I  have  no  right  to  interfere  with  the  de- 
liberations of  the  Council,  but  I  am  able  to  signify  to  you  His 
Majesty's  pleasure  that  you  should  not  oppose  any  objection  to 
any  law  which  may  be  presented  for  your  acceptance,  for  placing 
the  Tov/n  and  the  County  Representatives  on  the  same  footing  in 
this  respect. 

It  is  made  a  subject  of  complaint  that  in  the  year  1821,  at- 
tem})ts  were  made  first  to  deprive  the  land-owners  of  the  honor  of 
assessing  themselves  to  pay  their  members  wages,  and  secondly 
to  establish  the  right  of  voting  in  persons  possessing  a  license  for 
the  occupation  of  Crown  Lands  without  having  actually  receive4 
V-  grant,  and  that  the  last  of  these  schemes  vvrs  revived  1827..  J 
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•will  not  pause  to  investigate  tho  propriety  of  measures  which 
were  never  carried  b'^-vond  an  ineffectual  attempt.  Il  is  enough 
forme  to  knovr  that  upon  subjects  strictly  within  their  cognizance, 
the  House  of  Assembly  adopted  a  decision  by  which  any  such 
projects  were  frustrated.  Whether  they  are  well  judged  or  other- 
wise the  King's  Government  are  not  in  any  sense  responsible  lor 
tham,  and  the  discussisn  of  public  affairs  would  be  utterly  inter- 
minable if  every  unsuccessful  motion  made  several  years  ago  in 
either  House  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  were  to  be  made  the 
subject  of  censure  and  inquiry,  at  any  distance  of  time. 

The  remark  that  various  religious  bodies  are  excluded  from  the 
elective  franchise  because  their  members  cannot  conscientiously 
take  an  oath,  raises  a  question  which  well  deserves  serious  consi- 
deration. You  will  call  upon  the  Law  Officers  of  Upper  Canada 
to  report  what  is  the  law  on  this  subject.  You  will  have  the  good- 
ness  to  acquaint  me  whether  you  perceive  any  practical  objections 
to  placing  tlie  various  dcr.cir.inctions  of  christians  mentioned  by 
"Mr.  Mackenzie  on  the  same  footing,  in  this  respect,  as  the  Society 
of  Friends.  I  shall  be  happy  to  introduce  a  bill  into  Parliament  for 
amending  this  part  of  the  Constitutional  Act  of  1791,  unless  there 
should  appear  to  be  some  difficulty  in  that  measure  which  does  not 
occur  to  me  at  present. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  then  objects  to  the  law  which  requires  that  every 
member  of  the  House  of  Assembly  should  possess  an  unincumbered 
estate  in  land  assessed  at  j£80  or  upwards.  This  regulation  he 
attributes  to  the  Officers  of  the  Government.  On  what  grounds 
they  are  entitled  to  the  credit,  or  responsible  for  the  discredit  of 
having  originated  this  law,  does  not  appear,  ror  does  that  question 
seem  to  my^^elf  of  much  importanco.  I  will  not  di^ieab  into  the 
discussion  of  the  great  general  principle  involved  in  this  enactment. 
Should  any  bill  for  the  amendment  of  it  be  reserved  for  Hie  Majes- 
ty's considration,  I  can  only  state,  that  the  most  careful  attention 
will  be  bestowed  upon  the  subject. 

It  i§,  however,  not  to  be  overlooked,  that  the  Government  are  said 
to  have  retained  in  their  own  hands  the  possession  of  all  the  un- 
cleared territory,  that  they  might  thus  avail  themselves  of  the  last 
raentioned  law,  and  qualify  a  favorite  whenever  it  mJght  be  deemed 
•xpedient.  I  might,  perhaps,  not  unreasonably  express  ray  surprise 
that  Mr.  Mackenzie,  acting  as  the  delegate  of  so  many  persons  in 
Canada,  should  have  passed  over  in  silence  the  fact  that  His  Ma- 
jesty had  been  graciously  pleased,  upon  my  humble  advice,  to  in- 
terdict the  gratuitous  disposal  of  the  Crown  Lands,  and  to  render 
them  all  the  subject  of  public  competition,  to  the  utter  exclusion  of 
any  such  favoritismi  as  is  thus  deprecated. 

If  the  law  which  disqualifies  any  British  subjects  from  voting  ati 
elections  till  the  expiration  of  seven  years  after  their  return  from 
R  residence  in  a  foreign  country,  be  still  in  force,  I  subseribe  to 
Mr.  Mackenzie's  opinion,J,hat  it  cannot  be  too  soon  repealed  ;  and 
you  will  adopt  all  constitutional  means  in  your  power  for  promoting 
tho  repeal  of  it.  On  this  subject  I  concur  in  Mr.  Mackenzie's 
reasoning,  however  much  I  may  be  disposed  to  think  that  the 
weight  of  his  arguments  would  have  been  enhanced  had  he  con- 
fined himself  to  the  use  of  language  more  in  accrdance  with  the 
ordinary  tone  of  official  communications  than  that  which  he  has 
■©iicsea  to  employ. 
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I  must  ei)tire]y  decline,  as  perfectly  irrelevant  to  any  practical 
question,  the  enquiry  whetfier  at  n  comparatively  remote  period, 
prosecutions  sgainst  the  Editors  of  newspapers  were  improperly 
instituted  or  not.  It  is  needless  to  look  beyond  Mr.  Mackenzie's 
journal  to  be  convinced  that  there  is  no  latitude  which  the  most 
ardent  lover  of  free  discussion  ever  claimeu  for  such  writers,  which 
is  not  enjo3'-ed  with  perfect  impunity  in  Upper  Canada. 

The  law  of  1818,  vvhich  prohibited  public  meetings,  is  again 
made  a  subject  of  remonstrance,  although  it  was  repealed  two 
years  afterwards.  To  what  end  such  complaints  are  preferred,  I 
am  wiioily  at  a  loss  to  surmise.  Yet  it  is  iiot  unimportant  to  re- 
mark, that  the  Assembly  which  repealed  this  Statute  was,  if  I 
mistake  not,  the  same  which  enacted  the  election  law,  and  that 
the  zeal  which  they  avowedly  exhibited  for  the  liberties  of  the 
people  in  the  one  case,  is  scarcely  consistent  with  the  imputationa 
mnde  by  Mr.  RIackenzie  against  their  motives  in  the  other. 

It  is  not  a  little  singular  that  in  the  present  year  I  should  re- 
ceive a  lengthened  repetition  of  the  ct)mplaint3  upon  the  alien 
question,  which  came  before  me  in  the  year  1827,  when  I  formerly 
held  the  seals  of  this  department.  Mr.  Mackenzie  describes  th« 
instructions  v;hich  I  then  issued  "as  ju&t  and  equitable,"  and  as 
having  "  removed  one  grand  cause  of  discontent."  I  do  not  feel 
therefore,  that  after  the  adoption  of  a  measure  so  characterized,  I 
can  be  again  required  to  enter  upon  a  detail  of  the  very  grievancei 
for  which  it  is  admitted  that  an  effectual  remedy  has  been  provided. 
.  In  following  the  order  adopted  by  Mr.  Mackenzie.,  I  next  reach  ft 
statement  that  the  local  government  encourage  dependent  personi 
holding  offices  at  pleasure,  and  "  debarred  by  the  laws  of  England 
from  being  concerned  at  elections,  to  use  the  great  influence  attend- 
ant upon  office,  to  secure  seats  in  the  representative  body,  in  order 
that  its  voice  may  be  wholly  under  executive  control  although,"  addi 
Mr.  Mackenzie,  "  it  is  an  undoubted  truth  that  the  interests  of  ths 
iocal  authorities  and  those  of  the  colonists  are  separate  and  distinct." 
As  a  writer  habitually  engaged  in  political  controversies,  Mr, 
Mackenzie  may  not  be  fully  alive  to  the  injustice  of  advancing 
charges  against  the  servants  of  the  public,  unsupported  by  distinct 
evidence  of  their  truth  ;  but  it  is  my  duty  to  refuse  credit  to  such 
imputations  as  I  have  quoted,  unless  they  should  be  clearly  substan- 
tiated by  evidence.  For  widely  as  I  dissent  from  the  assertion  ao 
confidently  made,  that  the  interests  of  the  local  government  are  diS' 
tinct  from  those  of  the  inhabitants  at  large,  I  admit  that  an  abuse  of 
the  influence  attendant  upon  office,  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  an 
improper  control  over  elections,  would  justly  expose  to  the  heaviest 
!  eensure  those  to  whom  it  could  with  truth  be  imputed.  On  this  sub- 
:  ject,  howevar,  in  the  absence  of  any  more  definite  statements,  I  can 
I  only  instruct  you  that  His  Majesty  expects  and  requires  of  you  nei- 
i  ther  to  practice,  nor  to  allow  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  officially 
!  subordinate  to  you,  any  interference  with  the  right  of  His  Subjects 
I  to  the  free  and  unbiassed  choice  of  their  Representatives. 

It  IS  represented  that  with  a  view  to  raise  up  and  multiply  the 
friends  of  arbitrary  and  exclusive  principles,  persons  in  authority, 
!  in  and  out  of  the  Assembly,  resist  all  plans  of  general  education, 
I  and  that  places  of  learning  are  established  only  for  the  children  of 
I  ,tho89  who  hold  Government  oQices,  and  a  few  other  influential  aad 
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wealthy  in^lividimb.  It  is  not  easy  to  repress  the  expression  of 
those  feelings  witii  which  I  cannot  hiit  receive  such  unworlljy  im- 
putations upon  the  ciinractor  of  bo  many  npriglit  and  enlightened 
men,  unsupported  by  any  proof  whatever,  except  a  general  refer- 
ference,  which  I  am  unable  to  verify,  to  a  report  said  to  have  been 
made  on  Fome  occasion  by  the  present  Chief  Jutsice  of  the  Pro- 
vince, on  the  case  of  Mr.  Osgood. 

Even  asuining,  wliich  is  most  improbable,  that  Mr.  Robinson 
really  obstructs  to  the  utmost  of  his  power  the  advance  of  general 
education  nnd  knowledge,  from  the  base  motives  so  lightly  imi)uted 
by  Mr.  Mackenzie,  I  utterly  deny  that  the  King's  Government, 
either  in  this  country  or  in  Upper  Canada,  are  resjjonsihle  fojr 
the  opinion  which  Mr.  Robinson  may  some  years  ago  have  advo- 
cated in  the  House  of  Assembly.  It  is,  however,  not  unim]iortan« 
to  advert  lo  this  subject,  because  Mr.  Mackenzie  cannot  assert 
more  peremptorily  than  I  deny  the  existence  of  any  such  narrovy 
and  jircposterous  policy  as  that  of  consigning  tlie  children  of  the 
yeomanry  to  ignorance,  lest  knowledge  should  render  them  in-* 
dependent  in  action  or  in  thought.  On  th-e  contrary,  there  is  no 
one  object  connected  with  every  part  of  his  extensive  dominions 
which  Jlis  Majesty  has  more  at  heart  than  the  general  dilTusioo 
of  sound  knowledge  in  the  legitimate  and  iuost  eiilarged  sense  of 
that  term.  This  is  not  merely  the  first  and  highest  hiterest  of 
Bociety,  but  is  essential  to  the  right  use  and  pcacable  enjoyriienit 
of  every  other  civil  and  social  privilege.  The  Legislature  ol  l-p- 
per  Canada  have  already  been  invited  to  consider  in  what  man- 
ner the  University  can  be  best  constituted  for  Uie  general  advan- 
tage of  the  whole  society  ;  and  llis  ^Majesty  has  studiously  ab- 
stained froiri  the  exercise  of  his  undoubted  prerogative  of 
founding  and  endowing  literaiy  or  religious  corporations  until  lie 
should  obtain  the  advice  of  the  Kepresentatives  of  the  peoj)le  for 
his  guidance  in  that  respect.  In  th-e  same  spirit.  His  Majesty  now 
directs  me  lo  instruct  you  to  forward  to  the  very  utmost  extent  of 
your  lawful  authority  and  infiuence,  every  scheme  for  the  exten- 
jsion  of  education  amongst  the  youth  of  the  Province,  and  espe- 
cially among  the  poorest  and  most  destitute  of  their  number, 
whicli  may  be  suggested  from  any  quarter  with  a  reasonable  pros- 
pect of  promoting  that  great  design.  All  n)inor  distinctions 
should  be  merged  in  a  general  union  for  this  important  end  ;  and 
that  the  head  of  that  union,  the  local  government,  should  be 
found  encouraging  and  guiding,  and  to  the  utmost  of  its  powor 
assisting  all  the  eflbrts  which  may  be  made  to  create  or  to  foster 
a  taste  for  intellectual  enjoyments  and  pursuits.  A  large  portion 
of  the  unappropriated  wihlerness  has  already  been  set  apart  for 
the  purpose  If  any  other  system  of  local  assessment,  for  the 
building  of  school  houses  and  the  maintenance  of  Teachers, 
should  be  thought  desirable,  your  assent  will  of  course,  he  chee^ 
fully  given  to  any  such  law  Or  if  the  Provincial  Legislalii. 
should  be  of  opinion  that  such  funds  would  be  more  advantd 
geously  raised  by  a  general  duty,  of  which  they  would  retain  tai 
themselves  the  specific  appropriatien  from  year  to  year,  I  .should 
hail  with  the  utmost  satisfaction  the  enactment  of  a  statute  o( 
thatnature  This,  however  is  a  subject  involving  so  n;nny  and  Jiiinul^  , 
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detnils,  that  it  i«,  of  course,  impossible  for  me  to  advance  bevon(3 
die  e:{jnessioa  uC  a  geiierai  but  inost  eainest  solicirude  for  th^ 
fjtnherance  of  the  cause  of  education,  in  its  most  compreheosive 
sense,  in  Upper  Canada.  Confident  in  your  own  coiicurrenee, 
and  in  that  of  the  members  of  tJie  Legis!a(ure  in  those  views,  I 
cheerfully  remit  to  you  and  to  them  the  office  of  origimiting  the 
necessary  plans  for  reducing  the  general  principle  into  a  definite 
shape,  requiring  of  yourself  in  the  nrst  instance  only,  that  you 
should  quicken  the  attention  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  As- 
sembly to  this  subject,  should  you  have  reason  to  apprehend  that 
it  is  in  danger  of  being  overlooked  or  forgotten, 

Mr.  Mackenzie  announces  his  design  to  deliver  separate  peepers 
respecting  the  organization  of  the  Legislative  Couiici!,  and,  iu'the 
mean  time,  assails  that  body  with  charges  in  tbo  Ijigfjost  degree  de- 
rogating from  their  character,  tliouglj  too  vague:  to  admit"  of  uny 
precise  discussion.    Amongst  tlicse  general  ciiargo?,  I.  however, 
find  a  statement,  tliat  the  "  Governmciit  has  annu.fL'y  siinpiicd  itself 
with  the  revenues  of  the  Province,  utterly  disregarding  every  re.so- 
Inlion  of  the  Assembly,  in  the  tenth  Paruameut  to  coirect  the  evil. 
Information  even  (he  adds)  as  to  the  oiijects  to  which  the  people's 
money  is  applied,  is  annually  refused,  in  respect  to  a  great  part  of 
■the  funds  of  the  Colony,  by  the  Colonial  Govcriiors,  to  unanimoua 
addresses  of  successive  Asscmbiies — the  Royal  Instructions  being 
the  plea  of  such  refusals."    To  whatever  hicts  the  writer  may  in 
this  passage  refer,  I  am  happy  in  an  occasion  of  stating  to  you,  that 
if  the  Royal  Instructions  are  supposed  to  fork  id  the  mosi:  unreserved 
communication  to  the  House  of  Assembly  of  the  manner  in  which 
i  the  public  money  of  the  Province,  froin  whatever  source  derived, 
is  expended,  such  a  construction  is  foreign  to  His  Majesty's  design, 
'  There  is  no  portion  of  the  Royal  revenue,  whether  the  proceeds  of 
!  Crown  Lands  or  from  whatever  other  source  derived,  of  the  employ- 
I  ment  of  which  the  House  of  Assembly  shouki  not  have  tlie  most 
:  ample  and  particular  information  which  they  may  at  :«.ny  time  think 
'  proper  to  call  for.    Nothing  is  to  be  gained  by  a  concealment  upon 
questions  of  this  nature,  and  a  degree  of  suspicion  and  prejudice  ia 
not  rarbly  excited,  which,  however  ill  founded,  often  appears  in  the 
result,  to  be  incurable. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  condemns  the  prpsent  House  of  Assembly  not 
less  vehemently  than  the  local  Government  aiid  the  Legisla- 
tive Council,  representing  thai  thpy  ^vere  chosen  by  the  people 
in  a  state  of  dejection  and  despondency  as  to  the  Reform  of 
sbuses.  To  sustain  his  argument  he  is  thus  compelled  to  draw 
a  picture  of  the  CanadiaJi  character,  in  which  I  am  confident  he 
does  His  Majesty's  subjects,  at  large,  great  inje.stice.  I  am  well 
persuaded  that  no  people  on  earth  arsi  j(^ss  likely  to  yield  thcm- 
i  selves  to  the  unmnnly  weakness  of  dcsj^p.iting  of  the  public 
good,  and  of  betraying  {"iieir  o-u  u  moot  .s;u;rod  drries  in  so  pusiL 
hmimous  a  spirit.  And  m  Irulh,  I^fr.  P.ir.ci.L-i  '-.M.;  uiust  have  per- 
suaded himself  that  a  dcgic.M)'  ;gnoi  i!K.(M\,jM  ^  m  this  country 
respecting  the  aif.«i,  -  of  C  wh''ch  \\ould  he  ..i^o'dmely  ludi- 

crous, if  he  can  le-i'l^  cvprcl  credit  foi  the  ~f rucir.cnt  that  in  the 
year  lb30,  an  uttei  dL-!'<<li  (  f  v  i  mi-'   n-j-  pidjlic  liberties 

had  taken  possession  of  tlic  inavi  ■)[  uil  i.  haiji'  .-i' - 
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I  desply  regret  tliat  in  some  parts  of  his  papers  Mk.  Maclien- 
»i©  ebouid  have  left  in  iniich  obs';urity  the  simpie  mailers  of  fact* 
whieii  it  might  havs  been  really  important  to  consider.  Thus  he 
•  peaks  of  preachers  taught  to  rneddle  iu  the  political  quarrels  of 
factions  and  parlies,  and  of  their  leaders  being  accommodated 
with  seats  in  the  political  councils  of  the  State,  and  of  the  Go- 
veramant  keeping  in  pay  a  political  priesthood."  It  would  sure- 
ly have  been  as  impressive  and  more  useful  to  have  stated  that  the 
Bishop  and  the  Archdeacon  are  both  on  the  list  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council,  but  tliat  it  is  expected  of  those  gentlemen  that  they 
should  altogether  abstain  from  interference  in  any  secular  matters 
which  may  be  agitated  at  th^t  board.  Whethei'  even  under  this  re- 
striction their  iiolding  such  Seats  is  really  desirable,  is  a  question 
wpon  which  I  am  fully  prepared  to  listen  with  the  utmost  attention 
to  any  advice  which  1  may  receive  from  yourself,  from  the  House 
of  Assembly,  or  from  any  other  competent  authority.  I  have  do 
solicitude  for  retaining  either  the  Bishop  or  the  Archdeacon  on  the 
list  of  Councillors,  but  am,  on  the  contrary,  rather  ]Dre-disposed  to 
the  opinion  that  by  resigning  their  seats  they  would  best  consult 
their  own  personal  comlort,  and  the  success  of  their  designs  for 
-the  spiritual  good  of  the  people.  But  any  such  resignation  must 
be  voluntary  since  the  office  is  held  for  life,  and  were  it  other- 
wise, no  consideration  could  induce  me  to  advise  His  Majesty  la 
degrade  the  Bishop  or  the  Archdeacon  from  the  stations  they  oc- 
cupy, exce{)t  u[)on  tlie  most  conclusive  proof  of  misconduct. 
But  even  Mr.  Mackenzie  does  not  impute  any  violation  of  duty  to 
them.  With  respect  to  the  charge  shewing  an  undue  preference 
to  preachers  of  religion  belonging  to  the  established  churches  of 
this  country,  it  is  so  utterly  at  variance  with  the  whole  course  of 
policy  which  it  has  been  tlie  object  of  any  despatches  to  your- 
self to  prescribe,  that  J  cannot  pause  to  repel  it  in  any  formal 
manner. 

Much  complaint  is  made  of  the  expense  of  elections,  and  it  if 
§aid  tliat  public  olhcers  arc  enabled  by  their  superior  affluence  to 
overpower  by  adavish  and  corrupt  expenditure  those  who  have  no 
other  recommendation  than  their  personal  character.  If  there 
J.*?  the  least  foundation  for  this  complaint  as  to  the  expense  of 
elections  (which  I  have  nut  the  means  of  ascertaining)  you  will 
signify  to  the  Legislative  bodies  that  it  is  the  earnest  desire  and 
recommendation  of  His  IMajesty  that  every  practical  method 
fehould  be  taken  for  correcting  what  would  be  so  great  an  evil,  by 
reducing  the  cost  of  elections  within  the  narrowest  possible  limits. 
— I  cannot  however  om;t  observing-  that  even  if  it  should  turn  out 
to  be  true  that  the  cost  of  elections  is  as  great  as  it  is  represented  to 
be,  the  official  return  of  the  civil  establishment  of  the  colony  suffi- 
cientlyshews  that  it  is  quite  impossible  that  the  salaries  received  by 
public  servants  can  enable  them  to  avail  themselves  of  this  circum 
stance  in  the  manner  wliich  has  been  alledg-ed. 

Mr,  Mackenzie  states  that  an  enquiry  into  the  state  of  the  re- 
presentation was  instituted  by  the  present  House  of  Assembly  on 
his  own  motion,  and  he  has  transcribed  the  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  committee,  but  he  adds  that  ''such  propositions  were  not 
saitablg  to  tha  m.ijority  in  the  present  Assembly,**  that  they  ap 
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^oiofed  a  uew  comniities  which  irepofled  that  ao  aheiatious  W6r# 
if'tjiiiied  in  the  existing  laivs,  except  by  giving  thy  County  of 
York  an  additional  member,  and  tiiat  on  receiving  thia  report, 
the  House  instead  of  giving  York  a  member  took  one  from  it  ; 
ftnd  as  I  understand  increased  the  number  of  members  for  tlie 
District  of  Batliurst. 

It  suits  the  present  view  of  this  gentleman  to  call  upon  the  Exe- 
cutive Government  to  censure  andjdissent  from  the  resolutions  of 
the  representatives  of  the  people,  adopted  after  two  solemn  enqui- 
ries and  supported  by  a  body  of  Petitioners  far  exceeding  in  nura' 
hers  those  for  whom  he  acts.  In  what  language,  however,  swch 
an  interference  of  Goveirnment  would  be  denounced  by  Mr- 
Mackenzie  himself  on  any  occasion  on  which  he  concurred  with 
the  majority  of  the  House,  it  is  not  difficult  to  conjecture.  It 
fcannot  be  expected  that  any  decision  of  the  Legislature  upon  a 
feubject  of  so  much  general  interest  as  the  Election  Laws  should 
escape  without  the  rtiost  vehement  and  unmeasured  censure  from 
the  parties  unfavorably  affected  by  it.  Looking,  however,  not  to 
individual  but  to  general  interests,  not  to  the  excitement  of  any 
dissatisfied  party,  but  to  permanent  principle,  I  must  positively 
refuse  upon  a  question  so  peculiarly  within  the  cognizance  of  th^ 
House  of  Assembly  to  place  the  King's  Government  in  hostility 
with  that  body.  I  have  every  reason  to  suppose  that  the  cours® 
they  adopted  was  wisely  taken  :  and  even  if  I  thought  otherwise 
their  authority  would  compel  me  to  distrust  my  own  judgment. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  has  concluded  this  paper  by  predictions  of 
bloodshed  and  civil  war,  and  a  dissolution  of  the  connection  be^- 
tween  Upper  Canada  and  this  kingdom.  He  may  well  suppose 
that  such  a  prospect  would  be  regarded  by  His  Majesty's  Go- 
vernment with  a  degree  of  concern  and  anxiety  to  which  it  would 
be  difficult  to  give  any  adequate  expressions.  But  against  gloomy 
prophecies  of  this  nature,  every  man  conversant  with  public  bu- 
siness must  learn  to  fortify  his  mind.  They  have  ever  been  tha 
i-esource  of  those  who  endeavor  to  extort  from  the  fears  of  go- 
vernment concessions,  in  favour  of  which  no  adequate  reason* 
eould  be  lirged.  1  will  not  adopt  the  injurious  opinions  whick 
Mr.  Mackenzie  seems  to  entertain  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada. 
I  reject  as  a  libel  on  that  loyal  and  enlightened  race  of  men,  th« 
supposition  that  they  would  violate  their  sworn  fidelity  to  th« 
King,  and  desolate  their  native  land  with  blood,  because  His  Ma- 
jesty defers  to  the  judgment  of  His  Faithful  Commons  in  Pro- 
vincial Parliament  assembled,  supported  by  large  bodies  of  the 
most  respectable  and  numerous  petitioners,  rather  than  to  the 
b-pinions  of  a  far  less  numerous,  though  probably  a  highly  res- 
pectable portion  of  his  subjects.  I  will  not  ibramoment  speculate 
upon  the  probabilities  of  such  a  revolt.  It  is  a  subject  which  it 
would  be  utterly  indecorous  to  agitate.  The  people  of  Upper 
Canada  have  the  highest  claims  to  the  attachment  of  their  Sov- 
ereign and  of  the  British  nation ;  and  whatever  efforts  may  be 
made  to  excite  discontents  among  them  they  will,  I  am  persuaded, 
believe  that  His  Majesty  and  the  Parliament  of  this  Kingdom,  ia 
common  with  the  entire  mass  of  the  population  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  cherish  towards  them  no  other  sentiments  than  thos<l 
K2 
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&(tht  most  profound  respect  for  the ir  constitutional  rights,  ^nd  tbe 
»i08t  earnest  desire  for  their  social  welfare.  In  that  spirit  His 
Majesty's  Ministers  are,  and  have  ever  been,  prepared  to 
refer  to  the  Provincial  Legislature  the  consideration  of  every 
question  directly  or  remotely  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Pro- 
vince, and  even  to  anticipate  their  probable  wishes  as  far  as  is  con- 
Sfstent  with  the  discharge  of  those  Executive  duties  which  th» 
constitution  has  devolved  upon  the  local  government  and  its  vari- 
ous functionaries.  I  am  unconscious  of  a  solitary  instance  in 
which  my  colleagues  and  myself  have  sanctioned  any  attempt  to 
derogate  from  the  privileges  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  or  the 
rights  of  any  class  of  His  Majesty's  Canadian  subjects  ;  and  in 
the  consciousness  of  having  acted  under  the  constant  guidance 
of  these  principles,  we  can  cheerfully  appeal  to  the  people  at 
kirge  for  that  just  appreciation  of  the  measures  of  government, 
which,  if  I  could  credit  Mr.  Mackenzie,  I  might  suppose  was  uat 
%o  be  expected. 

I  proceed  to  the  second  paper,  entitled,  "An  argument  intenJ- 
•dto  shew  that  it  is  expedient  to  dissolve  the  present  Provincial 
Parliament  of  tipper  Carraida,  antJ  summon  a  new  one." 

After  enumerating  the  various  topics  embraced  in  tne  former 
paper,  Mr.  Mackenzie  proceeds  to  state  that  the  metropolitan  coun- 
ty condemned  the  conduct  of  the  majority  of  the  present  Assembly 
first  by  his  own  election  in  January  1832,  and  secondly  by  hie  elec- 
tion in  February  last.  He  adds  that  the  decision  of  the  Cofmty  of 
Grenville,  in  rejecting"  Mr.  Jones,  and  choosing  Mr.  Norton,  testrfi- 
ed  their  coneuTrence  in  his  views.  For  tlie  reasons  already  ex- 
pkined,  I  must  be  permitted  to  believe  that  the  electors  for  the  me- 
tropolitan couniy,  enlightened  and  worthy  of  all  respect  as  they 
certainly  are,  cannot  be  considered  af?  perfectly  impartial  judge*' 
upon  the  question  of  representation.  The  proposed  change  would 
invest  them  with  an  influence  of  which  the  counties  remote  from 
the  seat  of  government  would  have  tne  strongest  reason  to  conj- 
plain — Nor  is  the  voice  of  the  County  of  Grenville  entitled  to  out- 
weigh the  decisions  of  many  others,  coimties  and  towns  which  aro 
obviously  opposed  to  it.  It  is  then  said  that  the  present  lloufie 
fchould  be  dissolved  b^^cause  it  is  manifest  that  the  great  body  of 
the  people  are  justly  dissatisfied  with  thei?  pFoceedings."  It  i» 
easy  to  make  such  assertions,  but  not  so  easy  to  substantiat-e  them. 
1  must  upon  such  a  auestion  give  more  weight  to  the  recorded  opin- 
ions of  the  28,854  persons  who  have  expressed  their  dissent  fron» 
Mr*  Mackenzie's  views,  ihm  to  that  gentkoaan's  declaration  supw 
ported  by  similar  attestations. 

The  writer  then  enumerates  various  oets  of  misconduct 
which  he  attributes  to  the  present  Assembly.  These  are  the  rejee-. 
tion  of  bills  for  the  regulating  of  township  olficeis,  for  education,.* 
and  for  amending  the  jury  laws.  They  also  are  charged  with  hav- 
ing granted  a  permanent  civil  list  without  stipulating  for  the  inde-- 
pendence  of  the  judges — and  this  measure  is  said  to  have  been  pass- 
ed both  by  the  Assembly  and  the  Council  in  an  unusual  and  inde- 
cent haste.  Respecting  judicial  independence,  it  must  have  beeiv, 
known  to  Mr.  Mackenzie,  that  without  waiting  any  sclicitatiour. 
from  the  Province,  His  Majesty  had  long  before  the  date  of  tlii* 
paper,  dire«l«d  you.  to  suggest  the  enactment  of  a  bill  for  that  pur» 
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^080.  Hi8  Majesty  would  rejoice  to  give  his  assent  to  such  ei  bili, 
and  doubts  not  that  it  will  speedily  be  enacted*  The  indecorous 
haste  which  is  said  to  have  occurred  in  granting  the  civil  list  aeemsi 
to  be  very  harshly  ascribed  to  the  House.  The  King  had,  without 
any  request  from  them,  placed  at  their  disposal  the  revenues  of 
which  the  law  had  vested  the  appropriation  in  himself;  and  if  in  a 
courteous  and  respectful  acknowledgement  of  so  frank  a  concession, 
the  ordinary  forma  of  business  were  dispensed  with,  it  is  surely  nei- 
ther wise  nor  gracious  thus  to  censure  a  proceeding  intended  and 
calculated  to  strengthen  the  bonds  by  which  the  Sovereign  and  hi* 
people  e-re  happily  united.  The  question  of  Juries  and  Townahip 
Officers  are  precisely  such  as  to  admit  an  infinite  diversity  of  opi- 
nion respecting  each  specific  measure  proposed  to  the  House  ;  and 
no  unprejudiced  person  would  assume  that  a  dissent  from  his  own 
views  on  such  topics  implied  any  failure  of  zeal  for  the  public  good. 

This  paper  proceeds  to  accumulate  a  bodj'  of  charges  against 
the  Assembly,  into  the  justice  of  which  it  is  utterly  itnpossibt* 
that  I  should  enter.  Whether  their  appropriations  of  public  mo- 
ney have  been  prudent — whether  Mr.  Mackenzie  himself  was  pro- 
perly expelled — whether  a  reduction  of  fees  ought  to  have  beea 
made— whether  the  term  "  rwisguided  individual"  was  correctly 
applied  to  Mr.  Mackenzie  and  others,  iu  the  address  to  His  Ma- 
jesty, are  topics  on  which  I  conceive  it  to  be  the  duty  of  ths 
King's  Government  rather  to  defer  to  the  judgment  of  a  body  en- 
joying the  most  extensive  means  of  local  information  than  to  oppose 
to  them  conjectural  opinions  of  their  own. 

The  same  conclusion  is  next  urged  on  the  ground  of  the  angry 
and  excited  state  of  the  public  mind.  I  should  have  thought 
that,  assuming  the  accuracy  of  this  statement,  anger  and  excite- 
ment were  precisely  those  tempers  of  mind  in  which  men  would 
be  least  qualified  to  exercise  a  wise  and  dispassionate  judgment  oa 
the  great  question  which  it  is  proposed  to  refer  to  their  determi- 
nation. 

The  recent  dissolution  of  Parliament  in  tliis  kingdom  is  quo- 
ted as  a  precedent  in  favor  of  a  similir  proceeding  in  Upper  Cana- 
da. I  will  not  discuss  the  accuracy  of  the  analogy  of  which  it  is 
thus  attempted  to  draw  between  the  two  cases  ;  but  content  my- 
self with  saying  that  I  believe  no  impartial  man  will  deny  that  no 
real  similarity  exists  between  them.  However  well  adapted  such 
atopic  may  be  for  po-pular  effect  it  would  be  at  variance  with  all 
sound  priEcipies  to  accept  it  as  a  ground  for  a  great  political  mea- 
sure. 

Mr.  IMackenzie  appears  to  have  foreseen  that  a  very  numerous 
body  of  petitioners  would  protest  against  his  recommendations.— 
It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  in  his  attempt  to  repel  their  effect  by 
anticipation,  he  has  no  specific  statement  to  make  or  argument 
fo  urge,  but  that  in  his  opinion,  such  petitioners  would  shew  "  th« 
!  follies  of  the  advisers  of  the  government,  and  their  own  inexpe- 
>  perience." — With  what  propnsty  '*  folly"  is  thus  fr-eely  attribut^ct 
'  10  more  than  26,000  persons,  or    Inexperi-ence"  to  those  who  ar» 
in  the  same  breath  condemned  for  having  exercised  an  improper 
authority  fi'ora  the  very  inffincy  of  the  Province,  it  were  nesdless 
I  for  m«  to  stats. 
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Th*  House  tUetnselves,  it  appears,  refused  to  "conGur  in  aa 
3K]dree«  for  their  owrj  dissolution.    Id  favor  of  the  motion,  eightera 
fiiembers  voted,  and  twenty-seven  against  it.    The  two  pariie* 
It  ig  said  each  representing  populations  numerically  equal.  But 
jt  is  added  that  nineteen  of  the  majority  were  persons  holdin;; 
©ffices  or  places  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Crown.  Upon  what  ground* 
Ml*.  Mackenzie  makes  this  assertion  I  am  at  a  loss  to  conjecture. 
I  hare  befare  me  a  list  of  the  majority  who  voted  upon  the  occa- 
sion referred  to,  and  ou  comparing  it  with  the  annual  return  of 
the  civil  establishment  of  the  colony  for  3S.*iO,  I  cannot  discover 
tHat  it  includes  more  than  six  gentlemen  holding  any  public  em- 
ployment.   Of  these  six,  one  fdls  a  situation  of  which  the  emo  - 
mment  is  little  more  than  nominal,  being  only  £9  a  year — of  th^ 
remaining  five,  two  are  the  hnv  ofificers  of  the  crown,  wliom  1  prc- 
eume  Mr.  Mackenzie  can  scarcely  hold  it  to  be  desirable  to  ex- 
clude from  the  Assoinbly.    If  it  could  be  shown  that  the  Crown 
really  possessed  an  undue  influence  in  the  Provincial  Legislature, 
Hie  Majesty  would  not  hesitate  to  assent  to  any  law  which  miglil 
b'e  passed  for  the  purpose  of  limitingthe  number  of  persons  hold- 
ing ofticcsat  i)leasure  who  should  be  permitted  atone  time  to  sit 
there.    I  cannot  however  bclicvo  that  any  such  undue  influence, 
e'ould  i)0ssibly  be  exercised.    The  popular  system  of  election., 
which  exists  in  Upper  Canada,  would  enable  the  inhabitants  spee-  " 
dily  to  dismiss  from  the  Assembly  any  representative  who  migh^, 
oe  capable  of  betraying  his  duty  to  his  constituents  by  supporting 
a  line  of  policy  injurious  to  their  interests,  for  so- paltry  a  confH-,- 
•fcration  as  £r)0  or  jGCO  a  year,  which  seems  to  be  the  amount 
received  by  some  of  the  persons  to  whose  presence  in  the  Assem- 
bly Mr  Mackenzie  objects.    If  the  majority  of  the  electors  of. 
any  town  or  county  thuik  fit  to  return  as  their  representative  a 
gentleman  who  i.s  in  the  public  service,  this  only  proves  that  the  , 
general  policy  of  the  Government  by  which  he  is  employed,  is  in 
fheir  opinion  entitled  to  approbation  ;  nor  if  so,    can  I  see  the 
slightest  objection  to  such  a  choice  :  on  the  contrary  I  think  the 
presence  in  the  Assembly  of  a  certain  number  of  gentlemen  hold- 
ing official  situations,  and  able  to  explain  the  views  and  objects  of 
the  Government  on  the  different  subjects  which  come  under  die-  , 
tnssion,  is  calculated  very  much  to  j)romote  the  public  interest. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  further  contends  that  the  petitions  of  which  he 
i«  the  bearer  should  be  credited  as  expressive  of  the  general  opi- 
>»ion  of  the  Province,  because  they  accord  with  the  votes  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  of  Low  er  Canada — because  they  are  in  har- 
mony with  the  views  of  the  last  Asseijibly  of  Upper  Canada — be- 
<t?.use  this  present  Assembly  has  vacillated  in  some  of  its  measures, 
]»ecause  the  present  House  has  sanctioned  resolutions,  bills  and  ad- 
rlresses,  negatived  by  the  Council  or  rendered  ineffectual  by  your- 
self— because  they  correspond  vvith  the  petitions  presented  to  tha 
House — because  they  are  in  coincidence  with  certain  petitions  ap- 
proved by  the  Assembly  in  1828 — with  others  presented  to  tli§ 
^louse  of  Commons  in  1831 — and  with  another  address  to  your- 
•rlf  in  December  last ;  and  finally  because  they  are  supported  by  \ 
^Srasi  of  facts  and  testimony. 
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Tliese  statements  do  nor,  as  far  as  I  ptMceive,  nwalidate  the 
inreience  which  I  am  hound  to  draw  from  the  facts  that  Mr. 
Mackenzie  and  his  constituents  are  opposed  by  a  body  of  petitioners 
who  very  greatly  outnumber  themselves  :  desirous  to  attribute  to 
popular  opinion,  when  dehberately  formed  and  calmly  expressed, 
the  weight  which  it  is  indeed  impossible  to  deny  it,  I  am  by  tijat 
very  consideration  compelled  to  believe  that  in  acccd  ng  lo  the 
prayer  for  a  dissolution  of  the  House,  His  Majesty  would  be  acting 
jipt  in  consonance  with  the  judgment  of  the  people  but  in  opposi- 
tion to  it.  I  must  believe  myself  better  informed  than  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie, respecting  the  affairs  of  Lower  Canada,  as  I  have  miich 
more  ample  sources  of  information,  and  I  therefore  deny  that  the 
f-ases  of  tlie  two  Provinces  are  so  parallel,  or  alike,  that  tiie  resolu- 
tions adopted  in  the  one  could,  witli  any  propriety,  be  traiisf.rred 
to  the  circumstances  of  the  other.  I  cannot  assume  that  the  ninth 
Provincial  Assembly,  were  it  now  sitting,  would  regain  the  opinions 
it  held  in  a  fjrnier  and  d  fferont  period.  The  change'^  of  opinion  in 
the  prosePit  House  of  Assembly  rather  prove  that  fliat  body  are  at- 
tentive to  the  Vv^ishes  of  their  conelituonta  than  iho  reverse,  and, 
Vjertainly  afford  no  argument  to  show  that  tliey  have  Jost  the  jiublic 
confidence.  The  "facts,"  and  the  testinionies"  to  wliich  r;  f?r- 
ence  is  made,  I  have  considered  in  the  former  part  of  this  Dcf3- 
patch. 

The  dissolution  of  the  House  is  again  urged  upon  His  Mnjesty, 
because  the  same  princii)le  of  extending  the  representation  to 
pieet  the  increase  of  the  population  was  recognized  in  the  Lov/er 
Canada  bill  of  1829 — because  His  ?Ylajesty  assented  to  a  reformed. 
Representation  in  lliis  country — because  it  is  desirable  to  conciliate 
the  people  cX  Upper  Canada — because  the  Canada  Committee  of 
1823,  advised  a  conciliatory  and  constitutional  system  of  Govern- 
ment to  be  ol)3erved  in  the  Canadan  :  and  because  Mr.  Hume  has, 
on  some  occasion,  which  is  not  e:-;plained,  excited  expectations  in, 
^he  Province  which  thei  cfusalof  a  dissolution  vwould  disappoint. 
I  answer  that  for  whatever  language  Mr.  Hum.e  may  have  em- 

•  ployed,  that  gentleman  alone  is  responsible;  and  His  Majesty's 
Government  cannot  be  called  upon  to  answer  for  any  disappoint- 
ment which  they  m.ay  have  had  no  share  in  producing.  I  further 
answer  that  the  advice  to  conciliate  the  Canadas  by  a  constitutional 

,  system  of  Government,  has  been  constantly  borne  in  mind,  by  my 
colleagues  and  myself:  but  that  I  know  not  what  principle  of  thG 
constitution  calls  upon  us  to  advise  His  Majesty  to  oppose  the  de- 
cided voice  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  the  voice  of  the  greaS 
apparent  majority  of  the  people. 

i      To  retain  their  affections  is  the  great  object  of  His  Majesty's 

i  policy  :  hut  how  am  I  to  suppose  that  this  object  would  be  promot-. 
ed  by  thwarting  the  declared  wishes  of  so  preponderating  a  majori- 
ty of  them  1  The  Royal  Asrcnt  to  the  R*.  f  r  7i  Bill  in  this  king- 
dom, proceeded  on  no  principle  which  could  be  applied  to  the  pre.i 
sent  question  ;  and  the  reference  to  Lower  Canada  and  the  Elec- 
tion Lav/ of  that  Province  of  1829,  proves  only  hov/ very  imperfect- 

I   ly  Mr.  Mackenzie  is  acquainted  with  the  real  history  of  that  law». 

;      I  have  thus  pursued  the  two  first  papers  laid  before  me  by  Mr. 

;   Mackenzie  in  the  most  ample  detail.    If  it.  should  occur  to  you 

j   th-at  I  attach  to  them  mors  importance  than  can  be  fairly  claimed;

eonal  resentment,  1  tvould  reply  that  I  have  always  felt  it  to  be 
my  duty  to  consider  any  representation  which  may  be  laid  before 
me  upon  important  public  question?,  with  reference  to  the  intrinaio 
irerits  of  the  questions  t  hemselves  rather  than  to  any  matter  person, 
al  to  the  individual  from  whom  they  may  immediately  proceed  ; 
aad  in  this  case  I  have  received  these  documents  from  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie, not  merely  as  expressing  his  own  opinion,   but  also  as  ex- 
planatory of  thf?  views  of  il.ose  who  have  deputed  him  to  represent 
what  they  consider  their  grievances  to  His  Majesty.    To  them  ihe 
wtmoet  possible  respect  is  due  ;   and  althong-h  they  have  not  sue-  , 
ee^ded  in  satisfying  me  that  their  opinions  are  right  and  their  i 
viewei  correct,  I  hav«  been  anxious  at  least  to  prove  that  they  had  i 
imdergone  tho  most  careful  scrutiny  which  it  was  in  my  power  j 
to  bestow  upon  them.    Tlio  only  object  which  His  Majesty's  Gro-  j 
vernment  can  have  )n  view  is  the  improvement  and  welfare  of  the 
Province  ;  and  it  is  highly  gratifying  for  them  to  believe,  from  ail 
accounts  which  reach  this  country,  that  whilst  upon  some  <j<iestioMa  ; 
«f  internal  policy,  and  the  slate  of  the  law,  in  certain  respects,  dif-  . 
feren-'ea  of  opiniou  may  prevail,  the  prosperity  of  the  Provmce'  j 
y9  rapidly  advancing  in  a  manner  calculated  to  draw  closer  th«  | 
bonds  of  attachment  by  which  the  peo])le  are  united  to  the  Mo-  ' 
ther  Country.     It  is  the  duty  of  His  Majesty's  Government  at 
home,  and  of  His  Representative  in  the  Provmce,  (o  keep  those 
great  objects  steadily  in  view,  relying  with  confidence  tipon  the 
good  sense,  the  right  feelnig,  and  the  warm  loyalty  of  the  pen- 
pje   at  large.     It  is  by  such  a  cour^^e  that  errors  may  best  be 
s mended,  imperfections  rL-movcd,  abuses  corrected,  and  all  the 
•oorces  of  public  good  developod  and  enlarged. 

Having  written  this  despatch  with  a  view  to  publicity,  yott 
fcave  my  authority  to  make  it  public  in  whatever  manner  yot;  . 
Baaiy  think  most  convenient.

We,  His  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Le- 
gislative Council  of  Upper  Canada,  in  Provincial  Parliament  as- 
sembled, beg  leave  to  express  wirth;>nks  to  Your  Excellency  (or 
laying  before  us  an  original  despatch,  written  to  Your  Excellency 
by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Secvf  fary  of  State  for  the  Colonies, 
on  the  8th  of  Noveniber  last,  cantaintug  hia  Lordship's  observa- 
twns  at  gre?vt  length,  upon  a  variety  i)f  statements  made  to  him  by 
Mr.  W.  L.  Mackenzie,  an  inhabitant  of  this  town.  Having  per- 
used this  Despatch,^  we  comply  with  your  Excellency's  desire  in 
returning  it  to  your  Excellency,  taking  it  for  ^jranted  that  ther 
only  reason  for  laying  it  before  the  Legislative  Council  was  the 
direction,  contained  in  the  Despatch  that  it  should  receive  publi- 
eitf 

i^'he  statements  upo^n  which  tbe«e  comments  have  been  framed 
have  also  been  laid  before  us  by  yaur  Excellency;  but  without 
entering  into  any  particular  consideration  of  their  contents,  with 
which  the  Council  had  little  desire  to  became  acquainted,  enough 
appears  in  the  tenor  of  his  Lordship's  observations,  to  make  it 
ftianifest  that  those  statements  have  be^n  made  with  a  very  unu- 
9«al  disregard  of  truth,  and  in  a  spirit  of  wanton  and  intemperate 
iiastility  to- th«  Legislative  and  Executive  authorities  in  this  Pra- 
viuce.    If  suffioieut  inceriial  evidence  of  this  character  did  oof 
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present  itself  to  Hia  i\Iajest)''8  Secretaiy  of  Stale,  in  all  audi 
parts  of  those  documents  as  relate  to  the  urtkhs  of  this  Colony  we 
must  infer,  from  the  observations  of  his  Lonlsbip,  that  it  was- 
abundantly  disjilayed  in  the  principles,  motives  and  conduct  as- 
cribed to  His  Majesty's  Ministers  in  England,  upon  which  his 
Lordship  has  necessarily  the  means  of  forming  a  correct 
Ctpinion.  - 

We  cannot  say  that  it  may  not  possibly  give  satisfaction  tc 
»ome  persons  in  this  Province  to  observe  the  condescending  ami 
respectful  manner  in  which  representations  of  so  peculiar  a  des- 
cription, proceeding  from  an  individual,  have  been  received  and 
replied  to,  nf)twithstanding  it  was  c«vident  they  were  outrageous- 
ly insulting  to  all  the  constituted  authorities  of  this  Colony,  and 
scarcely  less  so  to  the  people  at  large,  in  iriiputing  to  them  sen- 
timents and  feehngs  by  which  they  never  have  been,  atid  we  are 
convinced  never  will  be,  actuated.  It  is  not  in  the  nature  of 
things,  however,  that  the  Legislative  Council,  or  that  any  portiou 
of  the  people  in  this  Province,  of  sound  hearts  and  understand- 
ings, having  the  truth  under  their  view,  can  regard  such  state- 
ments, as  compose  Mr.  Mackenzie's  voluminous  correspondence 
with  His  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State,  in  any  other  manner  than 
with  the  most  unqualified  contempt,  a  contempt  which,  upon 
every  principle  on  which  character  is  acquired  or  lost,  we  think 
it  must  be  more  conducive  to  the  public  interests  and  honor,  and 
to  all  the  ends  of  good  government  to  avow  than  to  disclaim  : 
so  far,  therefore,  as  the  despatcli  of  His  Majesty's  Secretary  it' 
State  is  to  be  considered  as  a  reply  to  those  statements,  or  as  a 
commentary  upon  information  derived  from  the  same  source, 
we  cannot  regard  it  as  calling  for  the  serious  attention  of  the  Le- 
gislative Council  ;  but  i(  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say,  that  in  any 
ether  point  of  view,  this  expression  of  the  sentiments  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's Government  upon  several  of  the  matters  discussed  by  hii' 
i.ordship,  must  be  received  by  us  with  the  greatest  interest. 
Upon  some  of  these  matters  it  may  become  the  duty  of  thei 
f^iCgislative  Council  to  address  themselves  respectfully  to  their 
Gracious  Sovereign,  because  tliey  deeply  concern  the  permanent 
interests  of  this  Province  ;  but  we  think  we  shall  best  consult 
the  respect  due  to  the  other  branches  of  this  Legislature,  as  well 
as  to  ourselves,  by  forbearing  to  enter  into  any  discussion  upoit 
them  in  connection  with  these  documents. 

We  appeal,  however,  to  the  intimate  knowledge  of  this  colony 
which  Your  Excellency  has  acquired  during  a  residence  of  four 
years,  for  a  confu-raation  of  our  remark,  t?iat  upon  several  of  the 
questions  which  in  this  despatch  are  most  elaborately  discussed^ . 
no  dissatisfaction  or  difficulty  prevails,  or  ever  has  prevailed  ;  that 
no  person  living  here  ever  heard,  or  imagined  before,  that  they 
were  seriously  talked  of  or  thought  of  as  grievances;  andthatthe 
Kiinds  of  the  people  are  so  far  from  being  disquieted  by  them, 
that  it  is  probable  not  a  word  would  be  heard  upon  them  in  tra- 
velling from  one  extreuiity  of  the  Province  to  the  other,  and  ill 
mingling  with  its  industrious  population  throughout  every  por- 
tion of  it.  We  appeal  also  to  "Vour  Excellency  for  a  confuna- 
tion  of  the  statement,  that  from  the  day  on  which  the  author  of 
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those  abusive  papers  left  this  Province  to  tlie  present  hour,  iho 
people  of  Ui)per  Canada  have  pursued  their  avocations  as  covitwit- 
edly  and  as  happily,  with  as  kind  and  Hberal  a  confidence  in  (hs 
justice  of  their  governnrient,  and  as  respectful  a  submission  to  the 
laws,  as  can  have  prevailed  througbo'dt  the  same  period  in  any 
part  of  the  dominions  of  the  Crown,  not  excepting  the  mobc 
peaceable  county  that  could  b3  pointed  out  in  either  of  the  United 
Kingrloms. 

It  cannot  but  be  highly  gratifying  to  the  Legislative  Council  to 
observe  how  rightly  His  Majesty's  government  estimates  the  sin- 
cere and  ardent  attachment  which  binds  the  great  body  of  this 
people  to  the  person  and  government  of  their  Sovereign,  and  to  the 
constitution  under  which  they  live.  It  would  indeed  be  folly  to 
expect,  that  in  so  large  a  population,  there  may  not,  at  any  time 
be  found  some  individuals  v/ho  desire  to  disturb  the  existing  order 
of  things,  from  the  same  motives,  and  for  the  same  purposes, 
which  have  prompted  to  similar  attempts  in  all  ages  and  coun- 
tries, and  under  all  forms  of  government. 

And  it  is  not  strange  that  there  should  be,  among  300,000  per- 
sons, a  very  considerable  nusnber  who,  from  a  want  of  informa- 
tion, or  of  sufficient  reflection,  or  from  dispositions  unfavorable  to 
candid  inquiry,  may  be  too  easily  deceived,  and  brought  to  unite, 
for  a  time,  in  measures  which  they  would  not  and  could  not  ap- 
prove of,  if  the  truth  could  be  brought  clearly  under  their  view. 
But  in  respect  to  our  fellow  subjects  in  Upper  Canada,  speaking  of 
them  collectively  as  a  people,  we  do  them  sincerely  the  justice  to 
believe,  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  conciliate  their  good  will  by 
overlooking,  upon  any  occasion,  the  broadly  marked  distinctions 
between  truth  and  intentionn!  mistatement,  between  honor  and 
dishonor,  patriotism  and  sedition. 

Upon  the  manner  in  which  His  Majesty's  government  might  choose 
to  notice  the  petitions  of  any  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Pro- 
vince upon  public  or  private  grievances,  expressed,  as  we  must 
conclude  they  would  be,  in  the  ordinary  language  of  serious  re- 
monstrance or  complaint,  it  would  be  presumptuous  inns  to  ofler 
any  remark  ;  but  the  documents  before  us  are  the  productions  of 
an  individual,  supplied  and  reasoned  upon  as  matters  of  informa- 
tion, upon  the  general  policy  of  thh  government,  and  the  conduct 
of  its  officers  ;  and  they  consist,  in  a  great  measure,  of  extracts 
from  articles  that  have,  from  time  to  time,  appeared  in  the  columns 
of  a  newspaper,  and  which  cast  unmerited  insults  upon  the  repre- 
sentative of  His  Majesty  in  this  Province,  upon  both  branches  of 
the  Legislature,  upon  members  of  each  House  individually  and  by 
name,  and  upon  some  of  the  most  worthy  and  irreproachable  in- 
habitants of  the  country.  These  strung  together  with  little  order 
or  connection,  and  bearing  upon  the  face  of  them  the  most  palpa- 
ble  marks  of  a  reckless  mind,  have  been  unscrupulously  thrown 
before  His  Majesty's  Government,  in  disregard  of  the  respect  du*; 
to  the  high  authority  to  v/ljich  they  were  addressed,  and  in  viola- 
tion of  the  official  form  and  decorum  which  constitute  in  general 
some  protection  against  contumoly  and  abuse. 

It  has  been  painful  to  the  Legislative  (council  to  see,  that  in  a 
discussion  founded  upon  these  docameuls,  the  uiiice  of  Licuten- 
AssEM.  No.  2L  L2 
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nnt.  Govorndr  of  this  Province,  and  the  names  of  soni«  of  th«  most 
responsible  of  the  King's  servants,  are  even  liypothciicall)/  con- 
nected with  iiiiputationa,  which  no  one  can  easily  tolerate  to  find 
associated  with  his  name. 

We  confess  it  has  not  been  without  some  degree  of  alarm,  that 
we  have  observed  the  great  stress  laid  by  ilis  Majesty's  Secretary 
of  State,  in  the  course  of  his  discussions,  upon  the  fact,  that  the 
petitioners,  who,  it  seems,  have  supported  by  their  signatures 
some  of  the  statements  advanced  by  Mr.  Maci<enzie,  are  very  much 
outnumbered  by  the  signers  of  petitions  avowing  opposite  opinion?. 
The  Provinces  of  Canada  are  a  most  valuable  portion  of  the  Bri- 
tish Empire,  and  their  rapidly  growing  importance  well  justifies 
the  anxious  interest,  and  the  minute  attention,  with  which  the 
welfare  and  the  wishes  of  their  people  are  consulted  by  our  pater- 
nal Government  ;  but  for  the  sake  of  the  very  numerous  popula- 
fion  v/hich  now  iiihabits  this  portion  of  the  King's  dominions,  and 
for  the  sake  of  the  millions,  who,  at  no  distant  period,  will  be 
comprehended  within  their  limits,  we  earnestly  hope,  that  the 
stability  of  those  institutions  upon  which  our  social  happiness  de- 
pends, is  so  far  secure,  that  there  are  some  points  which,  from 
their  vital  importance,  will  be  firmly  and  inflexibly  maintaiiied, 
and  for  reasons  more  satisfactory  and  conclusive  tiian  an  acci- 
dental preponderance  in  the  number  of  petitioners  on  one  side  or 
the  other;  and  that  the  Government  of  our  mother  country  will 
feel  it  to  be  an  ind  spensible  duty  to  u])hoid  them  with  constancy 
against  any  unfounded  prejudice  or  complaint,  however  sr.pported. 
The  Legislative  Council  feel  it  right  also  in  candour  to  declare  to 
your  Excellency,  that  they  have  pevceived  in  various  parts  of  his 
j^ordship's  despatcli,  and  not  without  extreme  regret,  that  to  tlie 
rotnplaints  urged  against  the  Executive  Government  of  this  Co- 
Tony,  and  its  officers,  charging  them  with  actual  misconduct,  or- 
with  culpable  indifference  to  the  interest  of  the  Colony  and  the. 
I'.appiness  of  its  people,  it  seems  to  have  been  thought  material, 
if  not  satisfactory,  to  reply  in  substance,  that  if  indeed  such  itn 
putations  could  be  truly  made,  no  blame  can  attach  to  His  31  a 
jesty's  Government  in  England,  either  because  these  abuses  oc 
curred  in  times  that  are  past,  or  because  the  responsibility  resi  , 
wholly  with  the  persons  inculpated  ;  and  in  some  instances  a  de- 
gree of  color  is  given  to  the  complaint,  by  an  express  direction  to 
your  Excellency  not  to  practise  or  to  suffer  any  such  abuse  in 
future,  or  to  give  your  utmost  attention  to  the  particular  subject 
in  discussion,  which  it  might  from  thence  be  supposed  has  thus 
been  brought,  for  the  first  time,  under  the  attention  of  Ilis  Ma- 
jesty's Government. 

The  licgislative  Council  trust  they  may  be  permitted  to  re- 
mark, that  if  the  mnny  faithful  subjf!Cts  of  His  Majesty  in  this  coun- 
try, w^hoso  kn'iwledifc  of  the  trut);,  and  whose  sentiments  h  d  them 
justly  to  appreciate  the  acts  and  intentions  of  His  Majesty's  Gov- 
trnment,  had  always  contented  themselves  with  vindicating  them 
m  the  ee.me  6p)rit  against  aspersions  unsupported  by  evidence,  and 
advarced  for  the  tole  purpose  of  weakening  the  respect  which 
F^^puid  bo  felt  frr  thrm,  there  m'rjht  have  been  found  somewhnt  Jess 
tf  that  ':cnfidence  in  the  gcvcrnniLrit  oi  ihe  Mother  Ceunlry,  wuk.'!" 
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'  evcvy  good  man  has  felt  it  to  be  !iis  duty  to  maintiin  and  choiisli. 
And  they  cannot  but  think  it  much  to  be  deplored,  that  on  soma 
most  interesting  public  questions,  wiiatever  the  Goveriiirient  and  the 
Legislature  of  this  Coioi)y  have  done,  and  are  doing,  in  tlie  zealous 
discharge  of  their  duty,  yeemb  to  have  been  unfortunately  for  the 
time  lost  sight  of,  so  much  as  to  leave  ground  for  the  inference,  that 
it  was  necessary  to  quicken  attention  even  to  the  obvious  duty  of 
promoting  the  religious  and  moral  instruction  of  the  people,  by  en- 
forcmg  the  su^'gfStions  of  an  iiidividnal,  wiio  unhappily  employs  tlie 
education  he  has  received  in  misleading  public  opinion,  and  in  sow- 
ing dis  content  among  a  happy  and  loyal  people.  We  have  not 
failed  to  remark,  that  in  the  observations  which  His  Majesty's  Se- 
cretary of  State  has  nmde  upon  the  subject  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
oil,  it  seems  not  to  have  been  present,  at  the  moment,  to  his  Lord- 
chip's  recollection,  although  it  must,  of  course,  have  been  familiarly 
known  to  his  Lordship,  that  that  branch  of  the  Legislature  is  not 
composed  here,  as  in  many  chartered  governments,  of  the  same 
body  which  constitutes  tlie  Executive  Council  of  the  Governor. — 
It  is  therefore,  as  we  most  respectfully  suggest,  not  accurately  &po. 
ken  of  as  a  Board,  being  in  fact  a  deliberate  assembly,  distinct  from 
the  Executive  department,  constituted  by  a  British  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  composed  of  members  from  various  districts  of  the  IVg- 
vince  who  hold  their  office  for  life,  whose  duties  are  exclusively  Le- 
gislative, and  in  which  all  that  is  done  is  openly  and  publicly  di^= 
cussed,  and  proceeded  in  according  to  the  same  formalities  as  are 
observed  in  the  representative  branch  of  tlie  Legislature.  Under 
this  constitution  wiiach  created  and  preserves  them  an  indepcndenr, 
body,  the  Legislative  Council  has,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  and  for 
many  successive  parliameiits;  proceeded  in  a  spirit  of  perfect  har- 
mony witlitlie  House  of  Assembly,  w,th  but  one  interruption,  occa- 
eioned  by  a  discussion  on  a  point  of  privilege,  in  which  each  branch 
doubtless  maintaaied  those  principles  which  it  thought  essential  to 
its  just  indepcndonco. 

However  different  may  have  been  the  opinions  formed  in  the  two 
Houses  upon  the  principles  or  details  of  particular  measures,  neither 
has  manifested  the  inclination  to  deny  to  the  other  the  free  exercise 
of  their  judgment  upon  all  questions,  and  they  have  constantly  pro- 
ceeded in  a  spirit  of  cordial  co-operation  in  the  advancement  of 
objects  and  undertakings,  by  the  aid  of  which  this  Province  is  mak- 
ing the  most  rapid  and  satisfactory  progress,  and  is  attaining  to 
great  importance  as  an  agricultural  and  commercial  country.  It  is 
the  very  intention  of  our  constitution  that  the  several  branches  of 
the  Legislature  sliould  act  as  mutual  checks  upon  each  other,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  too  hasty  adoption  of  measures  of  doubtful  ex- 
pediency ;  but  whsn  tiiis  check  is  interposed  and  feU,  it  is  not  un- 
likely to  happen  that  persons  of  impatient  and  impetuous  tempei  s 
1  )ok  thenceforward  with  an  unfavourable  eye  upon  tiie  barrier  which 
obstructs  the  fulfilment  of  their  wishes,  and  exert  unscrupulously 
every  effort  to  undermine  or  overturn  it. 

For  a  just  and  t-tcady  support  against  every  ?iuch  attempt,  the 
'^giSlative  Council  liad  always  relied  with  a  natural  and  habitual 
confidence  upon  the  consideration  and  prudence  of  tiie  Parent 
State  ;  but  they  confess  with  pain  that  this  confidence  was  in  some 
degree  impaire  1  whea  they  fcund  a  committee  of  the  H-jusb  of 
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Commons,  a  few  years  ag-o,  in  the  course  of  an  inquiry  into  the  a;- 
fairss  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  proposing  to  such  individuals  as 
happened  to  be  at  hand  a  variety  of  qucfctions  apparently  framed  for 
the  very  purpose  of  drawing  forth  expressions  of  dissatisfaction 
with  the  manner  in  which  the  Legislative  Councils  were  constitut- 
ed, and  really  pressing  upon  them,  as  it  were,  to  give  a  eanction  by 
their  voice  to  the  opinion,  that  the  Councils  should  be  rendered  elec- 
tive, a  change  which  we  are  convinced  no  portion  of  the  people  of 
this  province  had  even  to  that  moment  contemplated,  and  which  we 
venture  to  say  is  one  of  the  very  last  changes  which  any  friend  to 
the  best  interests  of  these  Colonies  would  desire  to  see  adopted. 

To  lead,  however,  to  this  conclusion,  a  variety  of  questions 
were  proposed  relative  to  the  conduct  of  the  Councils  in  reject- 
ing or  amending  bills,  and  these  were  proposed  to  individuals  in 
110  measure  responsible  for  the  acts  of  the  Council,  nor  compe- 
tent in  any  degree  to  account  for  or  explain  them. 

It  could  not  be  otherwise  than  that,  by  such  a  proceeding,  an 
injury  must  be  inflicted  upon  the  character  of  the  Council,  by 
which  its  efficiency  might  be  more  or  less  impaired,  a  consequence 
ceitainly  not  to  be  desired,  and  of  which  the  prospect  was  more 
painful  to  this  Council  from  the  consciousness  that  no  conclusion 
to  thei)-  prejudice  would  have  been  drawn  by  cnndid  men,  after 
that  explanation  of  their  proceedings,  which  alone  could  make 
them  intelligible,  and  which  the  gentlemen  conducting  the  en- 
quiry were  whoHy  without. 

The  Legislative  Council  feel  it  necessary  also  at  this  time, 
after  perusing  the  Despatch  of  His  IMajesty's  Secretary  of  State, 
to  declare,  with  what  disappointment  and  regret  they  perceive 
that  in  an  official  communication  which  is  directed  to  be  made 
public,  and  which  has  l)een  elicited  by  the  extraordinary  repre 
eentations  alluded  to,  His  Lordship  has  tliought  it  necessary  to 
make  express  and  particular  reference  to  individual  members  of 
the  Council,  commenting  upon  the  profession  to  which 
they  belong,  declaring  the  line  of  conduct  which  His  Majesty's 
Government  has  enjoined  upon  them  while  they  continue  to  be 
members,  aad  intimating  His  Lordships'  preference  that  thev 
should  resign  their  seats. 

In  respect  to  that  part  which  the  members  alluded  to  shnl! 
take  in  the  measures  and  deliberations  of  tlie  Legislative  Coun- 
cil, it  is  well  known  to  the  Council,  that  nothing  could  have  beei7 
less  called  for  than  the  injimcfion  which  has  been  thus  publicly 
announced,  and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  expression  of 
this  injunction  upon  sucli  an  occasion,  and  in  such  a  manner, 
«hould  now  render  it  difficult  for  those  gentlemen  to  persevere  in 
a  line  of  conduct  into  which  their  own  inclination  and  conveni- 
ence liad  led  them,  but  which  they  could  not  honorably  have 
consented  to  adopt  either  upon  compulsion,  or  upon  any  other 
suggestion  than  tliat  of  their  own  judgment. 


The  Council  takes  this  occasion  to  remonstrate  re-^pecffuliy; 


Legislative  Council. 
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but  envnesfly,  against  this  assunieJ  right  of  inflnencing  the  ron- 
diict  or  controlling  the  attendance  of  individual  members. 

They  claim  to  be  regarded  as  a  perfectly  independent  branch  of 
the  Legislature ;  they  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  the  people  of 
this  Province,  no  less  than  to  themselves,  that  they  should  really 
maintain  that  character;  and  they  are  painfully  sensible  that  the 
honour  of  the  Council  collectively,  and  of  each  member  of  it 
individually,  is  concerned  in  their  asserting  to  the  full,  the  privi- 
leges which  the  Constitution  has  vested  in  them. 

Th^y  observe,  with  pleasure,  the  declaration  of  His  Lordship, 
in  one  part  of  his  Despatch,  that  His  Majesty's  Government  has 
no  right  to  interfere  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Council;  and  they 
should  have  felt  most  liappy,  if  the  same  conviction  which  had 
dictated  that  declaration  had  also  suggested  that  no  individual 
member  can  constitationally  be  instructed  upon  the  part  which 
he  may  take  in  those  proceedings.  If,  instead  of  being  appoint- 
ed to  the  Council  for  life,  the  members  of  that  body  had  held 
their  seats  at  the  pleasure  of  His  Majesty,  it  would  seetn,  but  a 
reasonable  consequence,  that  either  that  pleasure  should  be  con- 
clusively expressed,  by  absolutely  removing  the  member,  or  that 
he  should  be  left  to  be  freely  governed  by  his  own  discretion  in 
respect  to  the  frequency  of  his  attendance  in  his  place,  as  well 
as  the  extent  to  which  he  may  participate  in  the  acts  and  delibe- 
rations of  the  House. 

The  Legislative  Council  observes.  That  His  Majesty's  Secre- 
tary of  State,  adverts  in  the  Despatch  to  a  statement  that  Mr. 
Hume  had  excited  expectations  of  certain  measures  in  regard  to 
this  Colony,  which  expectations  ought  not  to  be  disappointed. 
Upon  this  point  it  is  not  unimportant,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Council  to  observe,  that  if  reliance  could  be  placed  on  the  same 
source  of  authority,  on  which  most  of  those  assertions  rest, 
which  have  occupied  so  much  of  the  attention  of  His  Majesty's 
Government,  Mr.  Hume  would  indeed  be  responsible  in  r.o  ...dll 
degree  for  any  discontent  which  may  in  time  be  produced  in  this 
Province  in  respect  to  its  constitution  and  Government ;  but  the 
Council  sincerely  trusts  that  it  is  not  with  truth  represented  that 
the  measures  beginning  to  be  introduced  into  this  prosperous 
Celony  for  establishing  Political  Unions,  which  threaten  alike 
the  peace  and  the  liberty  of  the  people,  are  pursued  under  hh 
recommendation  ;  the  Council,  indeed,  are  bound  at  present  to 
discredit  it.  It  would  be  difficult  to  conceive  what  motives  would 
justify,  or  what  feeling  could  impel,  any  one  of  our  fellow  sub- 
jects, in  England,  to  such  a  proceeding.  The  people  of  Upper 
Canada  are  at  this  moment,  anion';  the  most  favoured  on  earth; 
they  enjoy  peace,  libeiiv,  security  and  abundance;  on  a  fertile 
soil,  and  in  a  healthful  climate,  with  an  almost  total  exemption 
from  burthens  of  any  kind,  and  they  enjoy  those  at  a  time 
when  distress,  tumults,  and  the  prospect  of  war,  occasion  suifer- 
ing  and  anxiety  in  most  countries  of  the  world. 

If  under  these  circumstances  there  can  bo  any  considerable 
number  who  are  really  not  contented  with  their  lot  as  inhabitants 
of  Upper  Canada,  the  only  cause  of  their  U!ihap]>iiips'=!  mu.^i  be, 
that  tbey  have  trot  ?  disposition  to  be  tlsanl.iu.!.

ave  calculated  to  produce.    The  Council,  with  tlie  greatest  deier- 
f^nce  to  His  Mr.jesty's  Government,  beg  further  to  add,  that  although 
tlicy  are  far  from  thinking  that  no  imporlance  ehould  be  attached 
to  the  respectability  of  the  source  from  whence  information  upon 
the  p"blic  afiairs  of  this  colony,  or  ihe  conduct  of  its  government, 

sought  and  devised,  yet,  with  respect  to  various  opinions  express- 
f  d,  it  would  have  S'^emed  to  the  Council  to  evince  a  dej  arture  from 
nil  former  usages,  almost  equally  to  be  regretted,  to  have  found  His 
T^fnjesty's  Government  involved  in  public  discussions  upon  the  com- 
position and  proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Assenibiies  of  this  co- 
lony, in  consequi^nce  of  the  representations  of  any  one  of  its  most 
ref^peclable  inhabitants. 

Your  Excellency  having  transmitted  to  the  Legislative  Council 
Ihf*  despatch  and  documents  referred  to,  as  tlie  only  method  which 
A\'e  ffH'l  could  have  been  consistent  with  the  dignity  of  the  govern- 
ment for  giving  to  them  the  publicity  required  by  His  Majesty's 
Minister,  we  have  thought  it  the  more  regular  and  respectful  course 
to  address  to  your  Excellency  our  uiianimous  stntimeuls  upon  them  ' 
under  the  expectation,  however,  that  your  Excellency  will  deem  it 
proper  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  Address  to  His  Majesty's  Secre- 
tfsry  of  State  for  the  Colonies.

Extract  of  a  despatch  from  Major-Goneral  Sir  John  Colborne  to 
t?ye  Right  Honorable  Secretary  Sir  George  Murray,  dated  York, 
Upper  Canada,  iGth  February,  1829  : 

With  respect  to  tlie  constitution  of  tlie  Executive  and  I^egisla- 
tfte  Councils,  on  v.-hich  subject  you  require  inforoiation,  it  is  evident 
j  that  whatever  persons  may  be  appointed  mCinbers  of  the  Executive 
I  Council,  there  will  be  a  considerable  degree  of  jealousy  existingr  ia 
I  tfiis  limited  community  of  their  influence  &  authority  ;  they  mnstne- 
i  cessarily  reside  at  York,  and  will  seldom  be  able  to  accept  tha 
'  feharge  without  holding  other  ofiicea  under  the  Crown.  On  mar.y  -^c- 
CQunts  ii  is  very  desir.ible  that  the  Ch)ef  Justice  should  retain  hi  ?  g--,at 
in  the  Executive  Council ;  but  there  ca.n  be  no  doubt  that  occ-'-:'on- 
'  ftjly  he  must,  aa  a  Judge,  be  led  too  deeply  into  tho  political  aifairs 
ef  the  Colony,

has  a  right  to  complain  of  the  great  influence  of  the  Executive 
government  in  it..  The  Legislative  Council  consists  of  seventeen 
members,  exclusive  of  Uie  Bishop  of  Quebec  ;  of  these,  frcr.:  acci- 
dental causes,  not  more  than  fitteen  ever  attend  to  their  Legislative 
duties.  Thu3,  out  of  the  number  generally  present,  six  z.t^  of  the 
Executive  Council,  and  four  hald  offices  under  the  Governmenl ; 
I  have,  therefore,  intimated  my  intention  of  recommending  to  Hia 
Majesty's  Government  to  increass  the  Legislative  Council. 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  tc  ii;id  persons  quahfied  for  it;  but  if 
about  ciglit  or  ten  more  can  be  selected  from  different  parts  of  the 
Province,  arid  the  majority  be  conaidered  iudependent,  there  caa 
lie  no  good  reason  £.£s;gned  for  excludiiijj  tlie  Executive  Council.  . 

Since  the  date  of  the  dcspatuli  from  ivhick       above  ert  -s  et  has 

Ibsen  taken,  the  Right  Rcr.  Doctor  MacdoncU,  Oacholic 
Eiihop,  and  John  E'.^nslcy,  Esq.  t-,vo  ^.dditioiial  ir-  nbers,  have  been, 
added  to  the  Legislative  Coa..c;l;  and  it  is  noi  trnended  that  th^. 
Chief  Justice  of  Upper  Canada  ehouid  conli-iue  a  member  of  ti  t

Proceedings  in  England,    with  Acts  of  the  Coloniat 
Legislature. 

On  tae  arrival  of  the  Acts  of  a  Session  of  a  Colonial  L°^!«l9.tur«  | . 
fet  the  Colonial  Office,  they  arc  referred  hy  the  Secretary  of  State  ! 
to  tne  Law  Counsel  for  the  Department,  who  reports  on  them  in 
point  of  Law — that  is,  1.  Whether  they  arj  consistent  with  the 
Governor  of  the  Colony's  Commission  and  Lastructions. — 2.  Whe- 
ther in  the  language  of  the  statute  7  &  8,  Will.  3d,  ch.  22,  sec.  9, 
they  are  or  are  not  repugnant  to  llie  laws  of  Great  Britain:  and 
3.  VViuLher  each  act  is  so  framed  as  to  give  full  effect  to  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  Colonial  Legislature  framed  it. 

The  Law  Counsel  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  acts 
thus  reported  on,  and  the  report,  are  communicated  by  the  latter 
to  the  President  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  iaiJ  before  the  King  in 
Council  for  his  Majesty's  cons-H-rp.fion.  At  the  then  ensuing 
Council  Board,  the  acts  and  reports  are  referred  to  the  Lords  of 
Trade  and  Plantations,  of  the  Committee  of  whom  the  Secretary 
of  State  is  one.  This  Committee  select  the  most  difficult  statutes 
and  get  the  opinions  of  the  Crown  Lawyers  upon  them. 

The  Committee  then  report  on  the  acts  under  three  heads  : — 

1.  Acts  disallowed. 

2.  Acts  of  public  and  general  impoitaace  requiring  Bpecial  con- 
firmation. 

3.  Ordinary  acts  left  to  their  operation. 

1^0  Colonial  acts  can  be  disallowed,  save  by  a  regular  order  of 
the  King  in  Council. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Council  announces  to  the  Secretary  of  Stato 
the  decision  of  the  Council  on  the  acts?,  which  is  communicated  to 
the  Governor  of  the  Colony,  tc^tiher  with  the  original  order  in 
Council.  A  lis.t  is  also  made  and  sent  of  acts  neither  confirrried, 
nor  disallowed,  with  an  intimation  that  they  will  be  left  to  their 
•peration. 

Gomparatively  few  statutes  are  either  confirmed  or  disallowed.

I  am  directed  by  Viscount  Goderich  to  acknow- 
ledge the  receipt  of  your  letter  dated  the  18lh  instant,  and 
to  return  you  the  following  answer. 

Lord  Goderich  does  not  consider  it  consistent  with  the  du- 
ties of  his  office  to  enter  into  any  explanation  with  yourself 
or  with  any  other  private  persop./e^  t^o  vicvs  which  ILs  Ma- 
jesty's G:  Ye-nn:.;nt  may  entertain  respecting  the  propriety  of 
dissolving  the  present  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper 
Canada.  f 
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With  respect  to  the  warnings  and  predictions  which  yow 
have  thous^ht  it  your  duty  to  address  to  His  Lordship  in  tho 
name  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada  coiiectivcly,  not  only 
on  the  present,  but  on  former  occasionsj  Lord  Goderich  directs 
me  to  say  that  he  cannot  acknowledge  or  suppose  that  your  views 
are  really  tliose  of  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  import- 
ant part  of  His  Majesty's  dominions.  Opinions  directly  opposite 
to  those  wijich  j'ou  r;iaintain,are  advanced  in  petitions  addressed 
to  His  Majesty,  and  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  bodies  of 
the  inhabitants  far  more  numerous  than  those  who  have  signed 
the  petitio"«!  entrusted  to  your  care.  With  the  most  unaffected 
anxiety  to  consult  the  deliberate  wishes  of  the  people  of  the 
Province  upon  all  questions  of  iocai  interest,  Lord  Goderich 
would  be  acting  in  direct  opposition  to  that  principle,  if  he 
were  to  defer  to  the  desires  of  the  comparative!}'  small  minor- 
ity, for  whom  you  act,  rather  than  to  those  of  the  far  greater 
body,  by  whom  the  counter  petitions  have  been  signed. 

"With  reference  to  your  statement  that  the  question  of  the 
Union  of  Montreal  with  Upper  Canada  is  "agitated  by  author- 
ity emanating  from  Downing  Street, "Lord  Goderich  directs  me 
to  state  that  he  is  totally  at  a  loss  to  understand  your  meaning, 
but  will  be  greatly  obliged  to  you  if  you  will  place  him  in  pos» 
session  of  proof  that  any  person  in  British  North  America  or 
elsewhere  has  agitated  that  question  under  any  pretended  au- 
:  thority  from  this  Department,  because  His  Lordship  would 
ifeel  it  his  duty  to  dh",'-o>v  in  the  most  unquahfied  terms  the 
having  directly  or  indirectly  imparled  any  such  authority  t© 
to  any  person  whatever.

My  Lord, 

I  I  greatly  rejoice  to  perceive  thafYour  Lord- 

ship is  most  anxious  to  consult  the  deliberate  wishes  of  the 
people,  because  I  am  convinced  that  the  safety,  the  honour, 
the  strength  of  governments  at  a  distance,  are  best  preserved 
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and  maintained  by  ascertaining  and  following  the  judgment  »r 
the  better  informed  part  of  the  community.  Being  assured 
that  1  am  expressing  opinions  and  stating  facts  relative  to 
Upper  Canada  in  accordance  with  that  public  sentiment,  and 
a  strict  regard  for  truth,  T  think  it  my  duty  to  submit  to  the  go- 
Ternment  some  of  'ho  rc  r.->o;is  which  have  led  me  to  conclude 
(without  seeing  thvi  coi  '  p.  itions")  that  His  MajcstyV 
Government  have  been  deceived,  misled,  and  grossly  impos- 
ed upon,  with  regard  to  the  real  numbers  and  character 
of  the  raemoriaHsts  who  express  *'  o[)inions  directly  '*  opposit*-. 
to  those  wiiich  1  mnintain."  I  feel  assured  that  upon  in- 
vestigation it  will  be  found  there  is  some  mistake  in  the  esti-, 
mate,  and  I  court  that  enquiry  with  the  least  porjr,ible  delar 
- — I  beg  I  entreat  Your  Lordship  that  I  may  be  permitted 
examine  the  statements  and  signot'u-es  of  the  supposed  *'  fcr 
greater  body,''  spoken  of  by  Viscount  Howick  in  his  letter  of 
last  .Saturday  v.  cek,as  having  signed  those  "counter  petitions.'*" 

The  whole  population  of  Upper  Canada,  w'hen  I  left  it  lam 
April,  was  believed  to  be  under  240,000,  of  whom  about  one- 
sixth  were  male  adults,  capable  either  of  signing  their  nanio* 
or'making  a  mark  ;  and  if  every  man  of  them  had  come  for-" 
ward  to  petition  His  Majesty  on  tlie  state  of  the  Province — 
w-hich  was  not  the  case — the  whcle  number  of  pelitioimrit 
would  probably  have  fallen  below  40,000. 

It  is  a  fact  of  which  I  have  a  distinct  personal  knowledge 
that  the  number  of  signatures  attaclied  to  the  petitions  addres- 
sed to  the  King  and  entrusted  to  my  care,  far  exceeded  20.- 
GOO,  and  that  these  petitions  were  agreed  upon  at  from  one 
to  two  hundred  District,  County,  Town,  Township,  and 
^  il!aq:G  public  meetings,  at  'vhich  vast  numbers  of  the  peo- 
ple attended.  Tf,  tlien,  a  large  majority  of  the  whole  popu-- 
iation  capable  of  petitioning,  entrusted  their  Addresses  to 
your  humble  correspondent.  Your  Lordship  cannot  have  re- 
reived  through  the  Lieutenant  Governor  petitions  of  an  oppo- 
site character  signsd  by  a  still  greater  number  of  persons.  Ei- 
ther I  have  been  the  bearer  of  spurious  petitions,  or  a  great 
part  of  the  addresses  sent  by  Sir  John  Colborne  deserves  that 
designation — unless  indeed  it  bo  assumed  that  thousands  of 
the  good  people  of  the  Colony  signed  first  on  the  one  side,  and 
then  went  affixed  their  names  on  the  other  for  uniformity's 
sake,"  certainly  a  very  in>probable  surmise,  when  their  high 
character  for  integrity  and  intelligence  is  taken  into  considera- 
tjon. 

If  I  could  have  donb^ed  for  a  moment  as  to  whiether  1 
v  as  expressing  the  deliberate  opinions  ot  the  people  of  Up- 
p^rCanada,  1  never  Moidd  have  consenied  to  cross  the  At- 
kntic  upon  such  7?n  errand  a?  ha?  now  detained  me  her«  sf- 
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Ten  naoiiths,  and  which  to  all  appearancQ  is  iikelj  to  hinder 
me  seven  more.  Although  the  popular  repregentation  is  rery 
imperfect,  and  the  influence  of  the  Executive  Government, 
and  the  monopolies  which  uphold  it,  very  great,  Your 
Lordship  will  do  me  the  justice  to  keep  in  memory  that  I 
have  continually  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  Government 
a  dissolution  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  calling  of  a  new  Pro- 
vincial Parliament  as  the  only  true  way  of  ascertaining  pub- 
lic opinion.  What  could  the  petitioners  hy  me  have  gamed 
hy  a  dissolution  if  they  had  not  felt  beyond  a  shadow  of 
douht  that  they  vjere  strong  enough  in  numbers^  wealth  and 
respectability^  to  counteract  the  whole  ivfucnct  of  the  Execu- 
tive now  upheld  in  Upper  Canada  to  the  injury  of  the  Bri- 
tish Nation^  and  in  despite  of  the  people  of  the  Colony?  If 
your  Lordship  will  cast  a  glance  over  the  petitions  you  will 
find  that  it  is  through  the  House  of  Assembly  the  petitioners  pro- 
pose to  carry  into  effect  nearly  all  ihese  plans  of  reform  &.  im- 
provement to  which  they  solicit  Your  Lordship's  countenancCo 
it  would  have  been  quite  a  Quixotic  project  to  send  me  her© 
at  a  vast  expense  to  pray  the  dissolution  of  the  present  House 
i  if  the  petitioners  had  not  felt  perfectly  secure  that  thej^  could 
I  send  s  very  diHerent  class  of  members  to  the  new  one,  1  ass'jrcd 
I  Your  Lordship  in  presence  of  Mr*  Hume  and  Mr.  Vigor,  on  the 
I  very  first  day  Your  Lordship  honored  me  with  an  ar.dience,  that 
i  if  that  point  alone  was  gained  before  the  then  next  annual  sessioti 
I  should  return  to  Upper  Canada  well  satisfied  that  I  iiad  no 
doubt  the  petitioners  would  be  so  also.  But  instead  of  a 
dissolution  we  had  the  Legislature  hurried  prematurely  Into 
session,  and  expulsion,  not  by  a  majority,  but  by  a  few  go- 
vernment functionaries,  not  one  half  the  House  being  in  at- 
tendance. 

Your  Lordship  will  remember  that,  in  1828,  the  Wesleyan 
Methodists  and  Protestant  Dissenters,  from  one  general  and 
thirty-nine  local  committees,  humbly  petitioned  the  House  of 
Commons  against  Dr.  Strachan's  misrepresentations,  and  in 
favour  of  equal  religious  privileges,  and  that  their  petitions 
■signed  by  8,000  men  and  presented  by  I\1r.  Hume,  on  the 
Srd  of  May  were  referred  to  the  Canada  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Commons  whose  favorable  report  thereon,  it  has  not 
pleased  His  Majesty's  Government,  thus  far,  to  act  upon.  I 
appear  here  as  a  member,  and  the  accredited  agent  of  the 
general  committee  to  whom  these  8,000  men  entrusted  their 
memorials,  and  whatever  may  be  the  number  of  signatures 
sent  to  your  Lordship's  office,  by  Sir  John  ColLorne,  I  would 
require  very  powerful  evidence  indeed  to  irdace  me  to  beli<3v>^ 
that  public  opinion  h^A  changed  on  the  iir.porta.nt  qwestiona 
i  tnese  petition?  embrace.    I  am  the  same  pf  rjnn  who  prncur-

ed  from  a  large  majority  of  the  present  House  of  Assembly^ 
the  explicit  declaration  recorded  on  its  journals,  in  favour  of 
the  principles  h-\d  down  in  these  petitions  and  against  the  ra- 
cognition  of  exclusive,  dominant  religious  establishments. 
Therefore,  it  was,  most  probably,  that  I  was  unanimously  se- 
lected to  support  the  same  opmions  here. 

I  appear  as  the  accredited  agent  of  the  Committee  of 
Friends  of  Civil  and  Religious  Freeclom,  of  all  denomina- 
tions whose  petitions  signed  by  10,000  freeholders  and  inha- 
bitants, Mr.  Hume  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  in 
1831,  Mr.  Hume,  as  well  as  Captain  Kyerson  assured  the 
people  of  Canada  that  the  Reform  Ministry  would  carefully 
enquire  into  the  allegations  of  the  petitioners.  Years  have 
elapsed,  but  their  complaints  remain  unredressed  ;  and  what 
is  worse  than  all,  I  am  now  informed  that  the  petitioners  are 
in  the  minority.  On  the  merits  of  their  case  nothing  is  said^ 
but  I  can  readily  infer  that  on  this  grounu  also,  they  are  held 
to  have  been  found  wanting,  and  that  Governor  Colborne's 
squabbles  with  the  Methodists  are  justified. 

I  was  the  bearer,  this  summer,  of  the  petitions  of  10,000 
inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada,  praying  for  a  change  in  the 
character  of  the  Legislative  Council,  an  enquiry  into  the 
conduct  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  redress  of  noany 
grievances.  Tl^ose  petitions  were  presented  to  the  House  of 
Commons  by  Mr.  Hume,  who  informed  mc,  as  I  did  the  pe- 
titioners, that  the  Government  would  cause  full  enquiry  to  be 
made.  I  must  suppose  that  this  has  been  done  ;  and  after  an 
interval  of  six  months,  at  length  I  am  assured  by  your  Lord- 
£hip  that  the  petiiions  do  not  express  public  opinion. 

A  majority  of  all  the  mule  adult  population  of  Upper  Cana- 
da have  expressed  their  opinions  and  wishes  in  61  humble  and 
respectful  addresses  to  the  King  during  the  last  18  months.— 
Of  these  addresses  and  memorials,  two,  not  numerously  sign- 
ed, were  presented  to  His  Majesty  by  Lord  Brougham  ;  ono 
from  Hastings,  reached  your  Lordship  with  some  difficulty 
through  the  Post-office  and  Home  Department ;  and  the  rest 
i  remember  having  personally  deposited  in  the  Colonial  Office 
at  several  times  myself.  Even  this  indication  of  public  sen- 
timent a^jpcars  to  have  been  neutralized,  as  well  in  regard 
to  the  merits  of  the  case,  as  by  a  far  greater  majority  of  the 
signatures  of  persons  holding  opinions  directly  opposite,  and 
compared  to  whom  the  Reformers  af  Upper  Canada  are 
"  a  comparati vel}^  small  minority." 

I  have  long  and  successfully  advocated  the  principles  em- 
braced in  the  petitions  I  brought  over,  both  within  and  with- 
out the  walls  of  the  House  of  Assembly.— And  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  a  sixth  at  least  of  the  whole  Colony,  I  thought  I 
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might  be  entitled  to  be  considered  by  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment on  that  ground  alone  a  tolerably  fair  indication  of  public 
opinion  in  that  District  where  the  acts  of  the  Government  ar« 
best  known. 

According  to  my  understanding  of  Viscount  Howick's  let- 
ters of  the  23d  and  29th  of  June,  and  29th  of  December  last, 
your  Lordship  has  laid  down  several  rules  or  principles  for  the 
guidance  of  those  who  sent  me  here.  1  humbly  ask  leave  to 
apply  these  rules  or  principles  to  the  case  of  the  petitioners. 

I  am  told,  that  the  unauthoiized  statements  of  individuals 
are  not  to  be  received  in  opposition  lo  those  of  the  Assembly 
of  Upper  Canada,  and  that  your  Lordship  is  convinced  that 
all  classes  of  the  inhabitants  are  fairly  represented  in  tho 
House  of  Assembly, 

That  your  Lordship  is  desirous  to  consult  the  deliberato 
wishes  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada  upon  all  questions  of 
local  interest. 

And,  that  as  opinions  directly  opposite  to  those  which  I 
maintain  are  advanced  in  petitions  addressed  to  the  King  and 
his  Lieutenant  Governor  by  far  more  numerous  bodies  of  th@ 
inhabitants  than  those  who  have  signed  the  petitions  entrusted 
to  me,  your  Lordship  would  not  be  consulting  the  deliberate 
wishes  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada  if  you  were  to  comply 
with  the  requests  of  the  comparatively  small  minority  for 
whom  I  act,  in  opposition  to  the  far  greater  body  who  havs 
expressed  opinions  directly  opposite. 

It  so  happens  in  the  present  instance,  that  in  many,  if  not 
in  most  cases,  the  petitioners  by  me  ask  that  those  things  may 
be  recommended  by  His  Majesty's  Government  to  be  done, 
.which  the  present  as  well  as  the  two  last  Houses  of  Assembly 
have  vainly  essayed  to  accomplish.  I  find  it  somewhat  diffi- 
cult to  reconcile  this  fact  with  a  refusal  of  these  requests,  up- 
on the  ground  that  to  grant  them  would  be  deferring  to  the 
minority,  even  while  it  is  readily  admitted  that  the  House  of 
Assembly  correctly  represents  the  sentiments  of  the  majority. 
For  example  : — 

1.  The  present  House  of  Assembly  have  passed  a  bill  for 
the  more  equal  distribution  of  the  estates  of  persons  dymg- 
intestate — so  did  the  last  House — so  did  the  Hoyse  before  that. 
The  petitioners  by  me  humbly  pray  that  this  most  impertant 
and  much-to-be-desired  measure  maybe  perfected  by  receiv- 
ing the  Royal  Approbation.  Three  successive  Houses  have 
proved  the  unchangeableness  of  public  opinion  on  this  point. 
Yet  it  is  refused,  because  your  Lordslilp  is  in  psos^ssion 
of  the  unauthorised  statements  of  individuals"  whom  you 
eonscientiously  believe  to  be  a  majority  of  all  the  petitioners 
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feom  the  Colony,  but  who  in  thii  case  are  '*  in  opposition  ta 
the  Assembly." 

2.  The  present  House  of  Assembly  have  declared  the  Col- 
lege Charter  a  grievance — so  did  the  last  House — so  did  the 
House  before  that — so  did  the  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Comnions  sitting  upon  one  of  the  petitions  for  which  I  am  the 
agent — so  do  the  petitioners  by  me.  Yet  has  it  not  received 
a  liberal  charter  ? 

3.  The  present  House  of  Assembly  solemnly  declared  its 
opposition  to  any  pecuniary  union  of  Church  and  State,  and 
to  all  undue  preferences  given  to  the  Ministers  of  particular 
Religious  Sects,  and  prayed  that  the  Clergy  Reserves  might 
be  sold  and  general  education  promoted  with  the  proceeds. — 
So  ^id  the  House  rjlected  in  1824,  and  the  House  elected 
in  1828. — So  did  tho  petitioners  by  me. — They  are  unsuc- 
«cssfijl. 

4.  The  last  and  present  Houses  of  Assembly  have  enquired 
by  address,  and  in  other  ways,  from  time  to  time,  into  the 
amouat  and  application  of  that  secret  revenue  which  it  ha* 
been  usual  to  collect  as  well  as  expend  Avithout  the  knowledge 
or  approbation  either  of  the  people  of  England  or  of  Canada. 
They  enquired  in  vain.  The  petitioners  by  me  make  the 
same  request.  Your  Lordship  ad*nits  that  there  ought  to  bo 
oo  concealment.    But  the  concealment  continues. 

5.  The  present  House  of  Assembly  prayed  that  the  Tirabef 
Trade  might  not  be  burthoned  with  an  inland  tax,  which  h 
equal  to  about  25  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  the  raft8.  Tb© 
Ministry  declined  to  remove  the  impost  thus  unaniraoualy 
eoraplained  of.  The  petitioners  by  me  are  opposed  to  its  coo- 
tinuation. 

6.  The  present  House  addressed  the  King  in  favor  of  the 
ittdependence  of  the  Judges — So  did  the  two  last  Houses — ^80 
have  the  petitioners.  Yet  the  Judges  (political  partizans)  have 
been  made  more  than  ever  dependant  upon  the  military  gov- 
ernment while  they  are  perfectly  independent  of  the  country! 

7.  The  present  House  of  Assembly  refused  or  declined  t« 
cemply  with  the  prayers  of  the  Freeholders  of  the  County  of 
York  last  winter  and  the  winter  before,  asking  a  fair  share  of 
the  representation.  I  obsorve  by  the  debates  of  this  SessioD, 
that  they  are  uow  hastening  to  give  it  six  Members  instead  of 
one— tlie  very  thing  I  was  sent  here  to  aisk  for,  after  it  had 
been  refused  there.  I  doubt  its  becoming  a  law  ;  it  ii  too 
good  a  measure  to  origiuate  with  the  local  authorities  or  to  be 
countenanc?J  by  them. 

8.  The  Commiftee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Canada,  stronjrly  recommended  an  amendment 
the  defective  system  of  summoning  Juries,  under  which  Mar« 
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Glials  or  Sheriffs  enjoying  large  incomes  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Colonial  Executive,  are  entrusted  with  the  arbitrary  selection 
both  of  Grand  and  Petty  Jurors  all  over  the  Colony.  The  last 
House  of  Assembly  and  the  one  before  it  passed  bil's  in  vain 
for  remedying  the  evil,  and  the  present  House  has  acknow- 
ledged its  existence.  I  am  not  aware  that  His  Majesty's 
Government  has  taken  any  step  whatever  to  remove  this  griev- 
ance, although  the  petitioners  by  me  have  made  it  a  princi- 
ple ground  of  complaint,  as  striking  at  the  very  root  of  the 
administration  of  justice; 

9.  The  present  House  endeavoured  to  provide  for  the  pay-* 
hient  of  the  War  Losses,  but  were  checked  by  the  Legisla* 
tive  Council,  which  is  to  say,  the  Government.  The  petiti- 
oners by  me,  though  disagreeing  as  to  the  best  mode  of  pay- 
ment, wish  that  speedy  justice  may  be  done  these  iong- 
neglected  and  ill-treated  claimants  upon  British  justice. 

10.  A  Bill  was  introduced  last  winter,  in  the  present  House, 
to  diminish  law-costs — it  passed,  with  two  dissentient  voices, 
and  was  lost  in  the  Council.  The  petitioners  pray  that  law- 
costs  may  be  diminished. 

11.  In  the  question  of  the  Chaplaincy  of  the  House  of  As- 
sembly, as  it  appears  on  the  Journals,  is  involved  the  wholo 
merits  of  the  petitioners'  claims  to  be  relieved  from  the  undue 
interference  of  the  Government  in  matters  of  religion.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  petitions  of  the  country,  a  bill  and  an  ad- 
dress to  His  Majesty  passed  the  House  last  Session.  Nothing 
has,  however,  been  done  by  the  Government,  as  far  as  I  know^ 
and  now  the  objection  is  raised  that  there  are  counter-petiti- 
ons emanating  from  "  bodies  of  the  inhabitants  far  more  nu- 
merous than  those  who  have  signed  the  petitions  entrusted  to 
my  care." 

If  the  House  of  Assembly,  who  agree  with  the  petitioners 
by  me  in  the  above  and  many  other  essential  points,  are  as  it 
is  assured  by  the  Government  they  are,  the  true  representa- 
tives of  public  opinion,  what  shall  we  say  of  the  counter-peti- 
tions, in  favor  of  whose  wishes,  though  directly  the  reverse  of 
those  of  the  Assembly,  His  Majesty's  Government  has  thus 
far  inclined  to  decide  I

My  Lord, 

Your  Lordsliip  having  signified  your  desire 
ffiat  I  should  explain  what  I  meant  by  saying  that  the  question 
©f  the  union  of  Montreal  with  Upper  Canada  is  "agitated  by 
authority  emaiiating  f.oni  Downing  Street/'  I  have  now  the- 
honor  to  afford  that  explanation  : 

So  far  back  as  1828,  the  evidence  of  Sir  R.  J.  Wiliiot  Hrr- 
ton  and  others  before  the  Canada  Committee,  goes  to  shew 
that  tlie  question  w'as  then  under  serious  consideration  in  this* 
country,  and  also  tliat  it  was  not  unfavorably  regarded  by  cer-^ 
lain  members  of  the  government. 

In  1829,  I  recollect  of  Mr.  Fothergill,  the  late  govern- 
ment printer,  bringing  the  question  of  the  dismemberment  of 
Lower  Canada  before  the  House  of  Assembly  in  the  shape  of 
resolutions,  which  tije  majority,  of  which  I  was  one,  entirely 
^sapproved,  as  we  had  the  unjust  and  iniquitous  me'risure  of 
the  Union  proposed  at  an  earlier  period.  Mr.  Fothergill  kept  up 
ihe  excitement  by  placing  the  measure  on  the  order  of  the  day 
of  the  Session  of  1830,  and  Colonel  Elliott,  another  official 
person,  gave  a  like  notice  in  1831-2,  which  was  copied  into, 
and  commented  on  by  the  opposing  .Journals  in  the  Sister  Co-^ 
Tony,  producing,  as  might  be  looked  for,  any  thing  but  good 
feelings. 

The  government  having  at  length  obtained  the  upper  hand 
in  the  House  of  Assembly  at  York,  and  having  also  succeeded, 
notwithstanding  my  expulsion  and  the  petitions  to  the  contrary 
of  which  I  was  the  bearer,  in  convincing  your  Lordship  that  all 
classes  were  fully  and  fairly  represented  in  it,  we  find  the  Law 
Officers  of  the  Crown,  the  President  of  the  Bank,  the  Higb 
Sheriff  of  the  Home  District,  and  other  official  persons  employ- 
ed in  organizing  public  meetings^  getting  up  petitions,  and  set- 
ting the  example  to  the  Province  of  agitating  the  Province  in 
favor  of  this  plausible  scheme  of  aggrandizement  and  spoilation. 

His  Majesty^^s  government  in  Upper  Canada  forms  apart  of 
his  government  here — his  administration  of  the  public  affairs 
of  Iiis  subjects  there  is  a  part  of  the  general  government  of  tha 
Empire  and  doubtless  controlled  by  that  general  government. 
It  is  not  the  usual  practice  of  the  members  of  the  King's  gov- 
ernment, (so  far  T  understand  that  practice,)  to  agitate  out 
©f  doors,  or  bring  forward  imd  support  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, measures  of  the  deepest  general  interest,  such  as  the 
reform  of  a  Parliament  or  the  dismemberment  of  a  nation  or 
province,  without  tiaving  first  given  such  measures  a  grava 
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-ftc-rtfideratioa  and  obtained  the  royal  countenance  and  appro- 
bation ;  nor  was  I  aware  until  honored  with  ihe  last  corarauni- 
cation  by  Viscount  Howick,  that  it  was  either  usual  or  deco-= 
rous  for  his  Majesty's  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  to  exhi- 
bit themselves  as  the  prime  nicvsrs  in  public  meetings  of  th© 
j^eople  of  Upper  Canada,  of  difficult  and  dangerous  questions, 
beyond  the  coiitroi  of  a  Colonial  Government,  and  the  ver}'  dis* 
cussion  of  which  was  evidently  calculated  to  excite  and  keep 
up  a  deep  feeling  ^f  alarm  and  dissatisfaction  in  the  minds  of 
$0  many  thousands  of  his  Majesty's  subjects  in  the  sister  Co- 
lony, until  these  functionaries  Lad  lirst  sought  and  obtained  tha 
sanction  of  his  Majesty's  government,  or  that  of  tlie  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  the  Province,  on  its  behalf,  as  their  warrant  for 
«uch  interference.  Judging  from  a  late  instance  here,  that  of 
Sir  Henry  Parneil,  who  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  govern^ 
jEent  when  he  ceased  to  thir.k  and  act  with  his  colleagues,  t 
readiiy  inferred  that  the  Crown  Lawyers  had  acted  under  th^ 
very  highest  authority  ;  nor  was  I  alone  in  that  opinion,  the 
-same  observation  was  often  made  by  the  Canada  Journalists, 
as  well  as  in  private  conversat:?^ — I  siiould  suppose  that  there 
are  very  icv>  individuals  in  the  Candidas  who  bestow  attentioB 
on  public  affairs  that  did  not  form  the  same  opinion  as  myself 
when  they  saw  his  Majesty's  servants  clothed  with  the  autho- 
rity and  influence  of  office  held  during  the  Roj^al  pleasure, 
placing  the  disi.;eix<berment  of  Lower  Canada  as  a  prominent 
feature  in  the  reply  to  the  speech  from  the  throne  at  opening 
ihe  Legislative  Session.  The  question  had  been  long  before 
the  country,  a  great  deal  of  angry  discussidii  had  arisen,  and 
it  seemed  to  ma  just  and  rep.sonable  to  conclude  that  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Government  in  the  Assembly  when  they  voted  and 
carried  such  a  resolution  through  that  body  on  such  an  occasi- 
on, had  not  failed  to  ascertain  from  the  head  of  the  Colonial 
Department  what  was  the  Royal  pleasure — I  felt  assure/^  from 
the  ill  success  of  my  own  efforts  to  effect  the  least  change,  thnt 
they  possessed  in  the  fullest  degree,  your  Lordship's  confix 
dence,  and  that  of  ihe:  Lieutenant  Gove»'nor  of  the  Colon}''.  I 
had  known  'nuances  not  a  few,  where  the  people  of  Upper  Ca- 
nada, and  19-20ths,  of  the  representatives  of  their  choice,  had 
•condemned  the  con  luct  of  the  olficers  of  the  locul  adminis- 
tiation,  but  in  all  my  experience  J  uad  never  07ice  found  that 
any  course,  of  proceeding  adopted  by  these  officers  on  any  OC'- 
jcasion  failed  to  receive  the  sanction  of  his  Majesly^s  govern- 
mtnthere.  I  do  not  perceive  any  very  essential  difference  m 
the  effects  of  a  series  of  political  measures,  whether  they  ar» 
originated  here,  or  invariably  justified  and  acquiesced  iir^ 
however  much  opposed  to  public  opinion,  British  practice, 
the  vie  ws  of  the  best  informed  c  lasses  of  society  in  wjjatso- 
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fiver  manner  expressed  in  the  Colonies  in  \i'hlch  they  art  tA 
be  put  in  operation. 

The  Crown  Lawyers  and  iheir  associates  in  the  Assembly, 
have  told  His  Majesty  that  it  was  necessary  that  60,000  per- 
sons should  be  transferred  from  one  Government  to  another, 
without  their  consent  asked  or  obtained,  including,  of  course, 
property  of  immense  value,  and  the  first  commercial  city  in 
the  British  Ainerican  Colonics.  These  high  legal  functiona- 
ries, supposed  to  be  selected  for  their  superior  knowledge  of 
the  law  and  the  love  they  bear  to  the  first  principles  cf  British 
justice,  would,  it  appears,  readily  violate  the  articles  of  the 
capitulation  of  Canada,  and  principles  of  public  law,  which 
secure  to  the  natives  their  property  and  civil  institutions — they 
would  unsettle  rights  long  established — they  woiild  place. 
60,000  men,  women  and  children,  under  the  immediate  ope- 
ration of  that  absurd  jumble  of  British  and  Provincial  Statute 
Enactments,  (primogeniture and  all,)  which  have  proved  so  irk- 
some to  the  Upper  Canadians,  and  which  the  sister  Province 
knows  nothing  of — the}'  would  oblige  a  population  who  speak 
French,  to  select  gentlemen  vested  in  the  English  laws  and  Ian? 
guage,  in  order  to  legislate  at  York  or  Kingston  for  an  English 
Colony — they  would  even  abstract  the  speaker  of  the  House  of 
Assembly  of  Lower  Canada  from  the  body  of  which  he  has  for 
piany  years  been  the  distinguished  ornament — And  for  why  1

'They  would  parcel  off  Lower  Canada,  just  as  a  Russian 
Potentate  parcels  off  his  serfs,  or  as  the  European  invaders  of 
America  parcelled  oiTtlie  possessions  of  its  aboriginal  i:ihabi- 
tants — and  that,  too,  with  far  greater  injustice.  In  tlie  dia- 
jnemherments  of  Poland,  of  which  British  Historians  and  Bri- 
tish Statesmen  have  seldom  spoken  whh  npjch  approbatioii, 
the  unprincipled  victo;  s  can  r.t  least  plead  tlie  right  of  conquest 
■ — a  right,  such  as  ii  is,  which  the  King's  advisers  in  Upper 
Canada  have  not  pleaded. — Your  LordsL-ip  will  see,  however, 
that  the  same  plea  which  was  so  long  and  so  scccessfuily  urged 
in  the  British  Parliament  hy  the  traders  in  hsmjan  blood  and 
owners  of  slaves  shir.s,  is  here  forwarded  hy  His  Mcijesty's 
legal  advisers,  and  trdnsmiited  to  England  as  the  dcliberato 
wishes  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada," — namely,  the  en- 
couragement of  foreign  trades,  commercial  interests,  money, 
profit.  The  wages  of  injustice  !  The  authorities  of  Upper 
Canada  do  not  appear  to  have  profiled  by  the  History  of  Na- 
both's  Vineyard. 

If  I  could,  even  for  a  moment,  bring  myself  to  believe  tliat 
the  honest,  unsopiiisticaied  yeomanry  of  Upper  Canada,  were 
capable  of  entering  into  th.e  feelings  and  views  of  tl.e  authori- 
ties in  such  a  matter  as  this,  I  would  never  desire  to  put  foot 
into  the  country  again,  further  than  to  remove  my  familjMo  a 
jnore  kind  and  benevolent  clime  ;  but  I  know  them  well,  and 
I  acquit  them  of  the  least  intention  to  co-operaie  in  such  a 
disgraceful  act  as  has  been  proposed  to  be  done  osten  sibly  for 
their  benefit.  Neither  in  tlie  petitions  to  His  M?jestv,  of 
which  I  was  the  hearer — nor,  I  trust,  in  those  ciher  addresses 
far  more  greviously  received,  which  contain  oj.inion^  "direct- 
ly opposite"  to  those  wl)ich  I  maintain,  will  any  design  or 
purpose  be  found  for  enriching  the  Exchequer  of  Upper  Ca- 
nada, and  iiDproving  her  commerce  by  the  wanton  plunder 
and  spoliation  of  60,000  French  Canadians.  The  honor  of 
that  scheme,  if  there  be  any — now  that  ids  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment have  disclaimed  any  participation  in  it — is  exclusively 
due  to  the  chosen  few  who  have  been  iijmeld  by  Government 
(in  the  belief  that  it  was  for  the  ])ub!ic  advantage)  in  a!i  their 
projects,  (some  of  which  I  have  explained  in  foi  mer  papers,) 
for  dividing  the  people  of  the  Canadas  as  Ireland  is  divided, 
and  for  governing  them  as  Ireland  is  governed.  The  author- 
ities say  they  want  more  money,  more  commercial  profit — 
well  would  it  be  for  the  Colonists  if  the  Income  of  the  Govern- 
ment were  a  great  deal  less  !  \'- '  •  '  ..  -i^h  people 
have  had  the  opportp.niiy,  in  ihe  ^:  America, 

they  have  established  frugal  gove:..:  ;  >  d  laws.  I 

am  firmly  convinced  they  would  do  so  in  the  Canadas,  if  His 
^lajesty's  Government  v^'ouid  let  tiiem,  as  also  that  England 
would  gain  by  the  change. 
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If  there  are  any  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  apportioning 
the  revenue  raised  at  Quebec,  tiie  British  Act  regulating  th« 
trade;  between  tiie  iwo  Colonies  provides  an  easy  and  obvious  re- 
medy. Lower  Canada  years  ago  passed  an  Act  appointing 
Commissioners  to  meet  Commissione's  to  be  appointed  by  Up- 
per Canada,  to  confer  upon  the  questions  of  trade  and  revenue, 
and  prepare  the  way  for  their  final  and  satisfactory  adjustment. 
The  same  Bill,  word  for  word,  except  the  Commissioners 
names,  was  introduced  into  the  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada, 
and  p.f^reed  to,  3'sar  after  3'ear — hut  failed  always  in  the 
Council — (that  is,  with  the  Government,)  consequently^oth- 
ing  was  done. 

Thus  have  feelings  of  the  most  unpleasant  nature  been  kept 
alive — and  had  not  the  great  body  of  the  people  in  both  Pro- 
vinces seen  through  the  flimsy  vail  with  which  the  executive 
officers  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  attempted  to  conceal  the 
true  object  they  had  in  view,  bitter  quarrels  would  have  been 
the  inevitable  consequence.  It  is,  however,  clearly  under- 
stood on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  that  the  proposed  dis- 
memberment is  but  one  of  many  plans  devised  by  men  hitherto 
<infoi  tuately  upheld  by  the  gigantic  power  of  this  great  nation  in 
all  their  schemes,  the  efiect  of  which  would  be  the  dividing  and 
weakening  the  Colonists;  and  the  sincere  friends  of  the  peace 
and  happiness  of  England  and  Canada,  look  forward  to  the 
•time  in  which  full  enquiry  will  bo  made  and  justice  done. 

In  the  4th  article  of  the  October  number  of  the  Edinburgh 
Review,  the  critic  says — "  We  confess  that  v/e  like  to  see  men 
**  left  to  act  for  themselves.  We  like  the  variety  of  human  na- 
*'  ture.  We  like  to  see  difl'erent  races  of  mankind  advancing, 
**  each  by  its  own  road,  10  civilization.  The  minds  of  men 
**  are  then  in  a  more  vigorous  and  healthy  state.  We  dislike 
*'  the  lonely  dead  level  of  an  universal  or  far  extended  empire, 
**  whether  Roman,  or  Russian,  or  Briiish." — Should  senti- 
ments like  these  be  entertained  by  the  great  council  of  the 
nation,  now  ahout  to  assemble,  the  people  of  the  Island  of 
Montreal  will  have  nothing  to  fear  from  the  machinations  of 
the  enemies  of  Canada,  and  the  Canadians  may  look  forward 
with  well  grounded  confidence  to  a  lengthened  period  of  m 
ternal  prospcrify.

Sir, 

I  am  directed  by  Viscount  Goderich  to  acknowledga 
the  receipt  of  your  letters  of  the  5th  and  9r.h  and  12t;h  instant. 
With  reference  to  your  statement  that  «'  the  Government  mus6 
*•  have  been  deceived  and  imposed  upon,"  and  that  "the  majority 
«  of  Anti-Reformers  is  but  an  imaginary  one,"  and  with  reference 
to  the  following  expressions  in  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant,. 
«♦  I  beg,  1  entreat  that  I  may  be  permitted  to  examine  the  state- 
ments  and  signatures  of  the  snnpoacd  far  greater  body  spoken  of 
•*  by  Viscount  Hovvicli  m  his  letter  of  last  Saturday  week,  as  har- 
'*  ingsigned  these  Counter  petitions;  "  lam  directed  to  state,  for 
your  information,  that  in  the  absence  of  any  specific  ground  for 
supposing  that  the  signatures  to  petitions  transmitted  through  thd 
Lieutenant  Governor  of  Upper  Canada  to  be  laid  before  the  King 
are  spurious,  Lord  Goderich  does  not  think  it  necessary  to  institute 
Buch  a  scrutiny  as  you  propose  to  undertake.  If  that  course  of 
proceeding  were  adopted,  the  petitions  of  which  you  were  the 
bearer,  must,  in  equal  justice,  be  transmitted  for  the  same  purpose 
to  your  political  opponents.  Tiie  result  of  such  investigations 
would  unavoidably  be  to  embarrass  with  an  unprofitable  mass  of 
mere  personalities,  a  discussion  already  oppressed  with  a  variety 
of  irrelevant  topics  which  have  been  introduced  into  it. 

With  reference  to  your  statement  that  the  number  of  signatures 
attached  to  the  petitions  addressed  to  the  King,  and  entrusted 
to  your  care,  far  exceeded  twenty  tliousand.  I  am  directed 
to  acquaint  you  that  in  the  month  of  November  last,  Lord 
Goderich  directed  the  number  of  signatures  to  be  counted^ 
and  that  the  result  exhibited  a  number  considerably  less 
than  twenty  thousand  But  upon  receiving  the  statement  made  by 
you  on  this  subject,  His  Lordship  immediately  ordered  the  enume- 
ration to  be  repeated,  and  he  finds  the  result  entirely  to  coincido 
with  the  account  contained  in  your  letter.  The  consequence  is 
that  the  difference  between  the  number  of  persons  who  signed  tha 
petitions  entrusted  to  your  care,  and  those  who  signed  the  addres- 
ees  evincing  opposite  opinions  is  less  than  was  originally  supposed, 
altho'  there  is  a  considerable  mojoriry  of  signatures  to  the  addresses. 
Lord  Goderich  is  happy  thus  to  admit  and  correct  the  error  into  which 
he  was  led  by  the  inaccuracy  of  those  to  whom  he  confided  a  duty, 
which  from  its  nature  was  necessarily  placed  in  the  hands  of  subor« 
dinate  persons  ;  I  nrczt  observe,  however,  that  the  question  whether 
the  number  of  petitioners  who  entrusted  their  petitions  to  you^ 
was  greater  or  less  than  that  of  their  opponents,  was  one  on  which 
Lord  Goderich  did  not  rely  in  estimating  the  correctness  of  the 
opinion  advanced  on  either  side,  or  in  deciding  on  the  advice  to  be 
tendered  to  His  Majesty  on  the  subject.  It  is  upon  its  own  merita' 
that  the  whole  case  has  been  wei^rhed.  The  raagon  of  adverting^ 
to  the  numerical  majority  of  the  petit ioners  hostile  tr>  your  viewa, 
was  the  claim  so  frsqupuf  iy  urged  by  you  that  you  sliould  be  'isv 
deretood  as  speaking  the  general  and  deliberate  opinions  of  tke 
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great  body  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada;  a  claim  which  the 
great  number  of  signatures  attached  to  the  counter  petitions  befora 
Lord  Goderich  directly  repelled. 

With  respect  to  your  remark  that  when  Mr.  Randall  came  to 
England  to  compiam  of  injustice,  Lord  Goderich  "not only  discu?- 
*'  sed  the  question  with  him,  but  also  gnve  him  a  written  official  letter 
"  pledging  His  Majesty's  Government  to  do  certain  things,"  and  that 
"  liis  lordship  has  been  less  indulgent  to  you  and  to  those  who  sent  you 
*'  than  he  was  to  Mr.  Randal,"  I  am  directed  to  observe  that  the  two 
cases  were  wholly  disBimilar.  Mr.  Randal  repa-red  to  England  to 
remonstrate  against  the  final  enactment  of  a  Provincial  Statute 
there,  awaiting  His  Majesty's  decision,  which  ceeply  aflocted  the 
interests  of  the  body  by  whom  he  was  deputed  to  act.  Lord  Gode- 
rich  discussed  that  specific  grievance  with  Mr.  Randall,  as  he 
would  have  discussed  with  any  other  individual  or  body  of  persons 
any  other  spocifij  measure  in  which  they  had  a  peculiar  interest. 
You  on  the  other  hand  invite  a  di.^cu.-sion  of  every  measure  con- 
nected with  the  administration  of  iho  Provincial  Government,  of 
every  principle  by  which  It  is  guided.  Thnt  demand  is  made  in 
the  language  of  open  and  undisguised  hostility,  not  with  a  view  of 
affording  the  Socretaiy  of  State  sucli  iaformation  and  such  sug- 
gestions for  the  publio  good  as  your  experience  might  enable  you 
to  supply,  (in  which  liglit  your  commuaications  would  have  been 
thankfully  received)  but  in  furtherance  of  a  direct  accusation 
against  the  Legislature,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  judges,  and 
the  Public  Officers  of  Upper  Canada  collectively.  Under  such 
circumstances  to  engage  with  you  in  the  wido  range  of  enquiry 
upon  which  you  seek  r.o  enter,  would  be  to  direct  the  official  corres- 
pondence of  this  department  from  its  proper  channel,  and  would 
place  the  Legislature  and  judicial  and  executive  authorities  of 
Upper  Canada  m  a  position  of  which  they  would  have  the  beet 
reason  to  complain,  and  in  which  they  could  not  continue  to  con- 
duct the  public  service. 

With  reference  to  your  renewed  npplication  for  pr-rmission 
to  consult  the  proceedings  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Up- 
per Cunndn,  deposited  in  this  ofTico,  and  especially  to  consult 
tiie  public  journals  of  that  House,  I  am  desired  to  acquaint 
you  that  Lord  Goderich  is  far  from  wishing  to  present  ob- 
stacles to  your  enquiries  respecting  any  part  of  the  Public 
Affairs  of  the  Province  in  which  you  mny  desire  to  obtain 
information.  The  Proceedings  of  Colonial  Legislators  used 
formerly  to  be  bound  np  with  the  correspondence  between 
the  Governors  and  Secretary  of  State,  and  it  is  contrary  to 
established  custom  to  allow  strangers  to  have  access  to  that 
correspondence.  This  was  the  ground  on  which  it  was 
deemed  necessary  that  jour  former  application  should  not  be 
complied  with. —  But  considering  the  importance  which  you 
appear  to  attach  to  an  opportunity  of  referring  to  the  journals, 
i»nd  having  also  ascertained  that,  in  the  case  of  Upper  Cana- 
?la,  there  are  very  few  years  for  which  the  proceedings  of  the 
AssQ.nbly  aro  not  possessed  in  volumes  separate  from  the 
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qorrespori'jcnce  of  tiio  ])ppar(in;;nt,  l/ord  Gaucrich  has 
i^jfructed  tlio  Libr.u  ia!!  la  place  any  Papers  of  lhat  nHiiiic  be- 
fore you,  \v!ionov(3r  it  shall  suit  your  own  convejiiciicc  to 
niako  ;i  pprsonal  application  for  thefi). 

The- bill  -whicii  you  stale  to  have  passed  the  Provincial 
Assembly,  for  enci'casing  the  re})resontation  of  the  County  of 
York  to  six  Members,  lias  not  been  received  at  this  Dopai  t- 
:nent. — Should  your  information  on  that  subject  prove  to  be 
accnrate,  the  most  conclusive  proof  will  have  been  given,  that 
the  iJoiise  are  willing  to  concur  with  the  other  branches  of 
the  Legislature,  in  relieving  the  people  at  large  from  any 
gri(!vance  under  which  they  may  be  supposed  to  iaboK 

With  reference  to  the  remaiks  which  you  made  on  the  caso 
of  Mr.  Chriuie,  and  on  tl<e  different  mode  of  proceeding;^ 
adopted  by  Lord  Goderich  on  the  subject  of  that  gentleman's 
expulsijn,  and  with  regard  to  your  own,  it  is  necessary  to 
remind  you  of  the  wide  dilTerence  between  the  iv/o  cases. — 
Mr.  Christie  preferred  a  petition  to  His  Majesty  fur  a  red'^ess 
of  a  grievance  under  which  he  represented  himself  to  labor^ 
atid  His  ^lajesty  could  not,  unless  it  had  been  thought  proper 
ontirtily  to  suppress  a  complaint  from  one  of  His  Subjects, 
pursue  any  other  course  than  was  adopted.  .  Lord  Goderich 
does  not  understand  that  you  have  ever  invoked  the  aid  of 
G'Dvernment  in  the  same  manner. — To  have  addressed  a 
eommunicaiion  to  the  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada  on  your 
case,  would  have  been  a  gratuitous  interference  with  tiie  pro- 
cfiedings  of  that  body.  Had  you  preferred  a  petition  to  His 
r.Iijesty  respecting  any ,  grievance  under  which  you  deenr 
yourself  to  labor,  it  would  undoubtedly  have  been  the  diiiy  of 
His  Majesty's  Government  to  give  their  best  consideration  to 
iJiat,  as  to  any  other  petition  proceeding  from  any  of  Hii 
^jlajesty's  Subjects.

In  the  nrst  week  in  Blarch  1833,  certain  representations  wer« 
made  by  Mr.  Mackenzie,  a  member  of  this  committee,  to  Ilis  Majes- 
ty's Government,  respecting  tiie  conduct  and  proceedings  of  the  At- 
tomcy  and  Solicitor  General  of  Upper  Canada  ;  these  reprcBenta- 
t'ORs  were  taknn  into  immediate  cousideration,  and  dcspatclies 
transmiited  to  Upper  Canada.  The  following  account  of  the  dis- 
missal  from  o^ce  of  Mr.  Boulton  and  Mr.  Hagertnan  was  sent  to 
the  Editor  of  the  Yorlc  Courier  by  the  present  Chief  Justice  of 
Newfoundland  ;  and  the  commentary  of  the  Editor  is  annexed. 

[From  the  Courier  of  Upper  Canada,  of  May  1,  1833.] 

DISMISSAL  OF  TIIE  CROWN  OFFICERS   OF  UPPER  CA. 
NADA  BY  LORD  VISCOUNT  GODERICH. 

In  a  postscript  to  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  last  Saturday's 
Courier,  which  were  mailed  for  the  country,  we  announced  the 
fact,  that  Henry  John  Bonlton,  Esquire,  and  Christopher  Alexander 
Har,'r>rman,  Esquire,  had  been  removed  from  the  offices  of  Attorney 
and  Solictor  Generals,  of  this  Province;  but  neither  space  nor 
timo  admitted  of  our  explaining  the  causes  of  that  removal  in  that 
Postscript . 

Since  that  publication  wo  have  received  the  following  commu- 
nication, together  with  che  accompanyinor  documents,  from  Mr. 
Ex-Attorney  General  Boulton,  which  we  hasten  to  lay  before  th« 
people  of  Upper  Canada  : — 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Courier  of  Upper  Canada. 

York,  April  30.  1833. 

Sir  : 

Having  filled  for  the  last  sixteen  years  the  situation  of  a  Law 
Officer  of  the  Cr-jwn — first  ag  Solicitor  Genera],  and  latterly  as  Attor- 
ney General  of  this  Province  :  and  having,  without  a  previous  inti* 
mation  of  any  part  of  my  c  onduct,  official  or  political,  being  dis&p. 
proved  of  by  His  Majesty's  Government,  been  suddenly  removed  from 
office,  I  feci  it  to  be  an  act  of  justice  to  myself,  as  well  as  ]Mr.  Ha- 
german,  who  is  new  absent  from  the  Province,  and  whose  disuiission 
is  announced  in  the  same  despatch,  not  to  leave  room  for  unfounded 
and  injurious  surmises,  as  to  the  cause  of  our  removal.  I  do  not  know 
that  1  can  a-dopt  any  meaeiire  so  satisfactory  for  this  purpose,  aa  tbs

By  the  accounts  I  have  ialel}'^  received  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Legislature  of  Uj)per  Canada,  I  hare  leariit  that  the  Attoi  j.r-y  and 
Solicitor  General  of  that  Provinee,  have  in  tiicir  places  in  the  As- 
sembly, taken  apart  directly  op{)osed  to  tiic  nvov^cd  policy  of  His 
Majesty's  Government.  As  members  of  tlie  Provincial  Parliament, 
ISIr.  Boullon  and  Mr.  Hagerrnan,  are  of  course,  bound  to  act  upon 
their  own  view  oi  what  is  most  for  ilie  interest  of  their  con.vfituontF, 
and  of  the  Colony  at  large — !;ut  if  upon  questions  of  great  >;oH[ical 
imj  ortance,  they  unfortunately  differ  in  opinion  fi'oin  His  isiajcsty's 
Government,  it  is  obvious  that  they  cannot  continue  to  liold  confi- 
dential situaUons  in  His  Majesty's  s'Mrice,  v.'ithout  either  betrayinw 
their  duty  as  members  of  the  Legislature,  or  bringing  tlio  sincerity  of 
the  Goveriiment  into  question,  by  their  opposition  to  the  policy  which 
His  Majesty  has  been  advised  to  pursue. 

His  Majesty  can  have  no  wish  that  Mr.  Boultonand  Mr.  Hogcrman 
phould  adopt  the  first  of  these  alternatives — but  on  the  ether  hand,  lie 
cannot  allow  the  measures  of  His  Government  to  be  impeded  by  th<5 
opposition  of  tlie  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown.  In  order  therefore, 
that  these  gentlemen  may  be  at  full  liberty  as  members  of  the  Lcv  is- 
lature,  to  follow  the  dictates  of  their  own  judgement,  I  have  reccivad 
His  Majesty's  commands,  to  inform  you  that  he  regrets  that  hn  can 
no  longer  avail  hiuiself  of  their  services,  and  tiiat  from  the  time  of 
your  receiving  this  despatch,  they  are  to  be  relieved  frcni  the  duties 
imposed  upon  them  in  their  respective  oilic,:^.

iiy  supported  it,  with  tlieir  fuilunes  or  their  blood,  their  'direc- 
tions are  aheady  more  than  half  aheirated  from  the  Government 
of  that  country,  and  in  the  apj)rehension  that  the  same  insulting 
and  degrading  course  of  policy  towards  them  is  likely  to  be  con- 
tinued, they  already  begin  to  "  cast  about"  in  "  their  mind'y  eye," 
for  some  new  state  of  political  existence,  which  shall  Cjiectu-? 
ally  put  the  colony  beyond  the  reach  of  injury  and  insult  from 
any  and  every  ignoramus  whom  the  political  lottery  of  the  day 
may  chance  to  elevate  to  the  cliair  of  the  Colonial  Office. 

This  is  strong  language  :!jThe  lools  and  the  knaves  of  the  Yankee 
Republican  faction,  whom  Lard  Goderich  delightethto  honor — 
and  the  fools  and  knaves  of  the  Canadian  Republican  press  [and 
they  are  all  fools  or  knaves]  will  affect  to  condemiJ  and  ridicule 
that  language — but,  it  is  true  I  It  is  not  the  mere  circunistance 
of  the  dismissal  from  office  of  Mr.  Boulton,  or  i^Ir.  Ilagermau, 
but  it  is  the  disposition  which  this  Lordling  of  the  Colonics,  has 
evinced  to  countenance  and  protect  the  odious,  despicable,  un- 
principled and  puny  faction,  which  has  been  labouring  for  years 
to  dissever  the  Colony  horn  Britain,  and  to  set  up  democratic 
Republicanism  in  its  stead  ;  and  the  equally  despicable  and  un- 
])rincipled  emissary  of  that  faction:  and  the  disposition,  which 
he  has  at  the  same  time,  as  a  consequence,  shewn  to  annoy,  insult, 
;ind  iiijurethe  feelings  of  the  great  and  respectable  majority  of 
the  Canadian  population,  who  disa-owed  and  condemned  the 
conduct  and  the  representations  of  that  emissary  and  tli at  faction  ; 
it  is  this  we  repeat,  and  not  merely  the  dist7iissal  of  the  gentle- 
men in  question  (whicli  constitutes  only  one  prominent  instance 
of  the  disposition  and  designs  of  the  Colonial  Secretary)  that  has 
alienated  the  affections  and  jivodnccd  the  feelings  of  resentnjent, 
and  the  views  with  regard  to  the  future,  which  we  have  des- 
cribed. 

*' Fools  never  learn  w'sdom  or,  one  might  have  ho])ed  tliat 
tlic  experience  which  the  present  foolish  ministry*  have  had  of 
the  consequences  of  setting  up  their  opponents  and  putting  down 
liicir  supporters;  of  taking  their  enemies  by  the  hand,  and  throw- 
ing cold  water  in  the  faces  of  their  friends,  would  have  ere  this 
taught  them  the  propriety  of  abandoning  this  amicabia  iniquity  ; 
but,  the  ruinous  folly  \yhich  has  been  enacted  in  Ireland,  iu  ./a-' 
maica,  and  in  the  Mauritius;  is,  it  appears,  in  spite  of  dear 
bought  ex})erience,  to  be  re-enacted  in  LJi)per  Canada,  and  the 
Lord  knov/s,  perhaps  in  all  the  other  colonies  of  the  Em})ire. 

In  Ireland,  in  accordance  with  this  imbecile  policy,  the  Go- 
vernment have  alienated  the  affections,  and  made  deadly  enemies- 
of  the  fastest  friends  of  the  British  Throne — while  they  have  ad- 
ded tenfold  to  the  power  and  to  the  enmity' oi  their  former  foes  : 
and  20,000  additional  bayonets,  are  consequently,  required  to 
keep  the  people  of  Ireland  from  weltering  in  each  other's  blood, 
ajid  from  annihilating  every  vestige  of  order,  governinent  and 
lav,-. 


From  this  general  charcicter  there  ore  two  o."  tiirec  distliiculshed  tx- 
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la  .Taiiiaica,  in  pursaaucd  of  the  same  pottcy,  they  hav«  sfirau- 
latcil  liie  blacks  to  cut  the  throats  of  the  whites — af)d  now  ia 
order  to  prevent  the  blacks  from  cutting  any  more  throats,  or  to 
protect  them  in  doing  so  (for  there  is  really  no  telling  which  is 
the  object  of  our  sapient  Minister),  the  same  Cabinet  are  obliged 
to  send  5,000  additional  swords  and  bayonets  to  that  devoted 
Island. 

In  the  Mauritius — in  accordance  with  a  similar  policy,  th® 
same  measures  have  been  pursued,  and  the  same  necessity  for  le- 
sorting  to  additional  bayonets  has  been  the  consequence. 

And  now  the  same  imbecile  expeiiment  is  to  be  pursued  in 
Upper  Canada — but  if  it  is  persisted  in — the  n)oral  and  physical 
force  of  the  great  and  overwhelming  majority  of  the  Canadian 
people,  whom  it  will  be  necessary  for  Lord  Goderich  to  deal 
with,  will  be  too  powerful  to  be  subdued  or  influenced  by  any  de- 
monstrations of  this  kind. 

We  hope,  however,  for  the  best — we  hope  that  though  "fools 
may  not  learn  wisdom,"  they  may,  at  least,  be  arrested  in  their 
f^areer  of  foliy ;  and  that  the  consequences,  which  no  honorable 
or  patriotic  mind  can  contemplate  without  shuddering,  mny 
ihevefore  be  averted.

It  appears  tjiat  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to 
take  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Council  only  in  such  cases  as 
he  shall  be  required  to  do  so  by  his  instructions  from  the  Impe- 
rial Government,  and  in  such  other  cases  as  he  may  think  fit.  If 
appears  by  the  following  transactions  that  the  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nors only  communicate  to  their  councils  so  much  of  the  prhvate 
despatches  they  receive  from  the  Colonial  Office  as  they  think  fit, 
unless  in  cases  where  they  are  otherwise  specially  instructed  :

25th  Oct.  Lieutenant  Governor  Gore,  came  to  the  Council  and 
ordered  summonses  to  Messrs.  Powell  and  Selby  to  attend  each 
council  as  ordinary  members.

Returns  called  for  not  be  ready  so  soon  us  might  have  been 
expected,  I  must  observe,  that  the  task  prepared  for  mo  is  a

"  The  Blue  Book"  shews  that  a  small  sum  is  annually  expenri- 
rd  out  of  funds  derived  from  England  on  what  is  called  "The 
Indian  Department,"  it  is  so  inconsiderable  as  scarcely  to  be  worth 
notice;  bat  small  as  it  is,  tho  following  extract  from  the  Sessions 
papers  of  the  House  of  Commons  for  1833,  will  shew  that  it  is  fast 
progressing  towards  a  total  ai>olition. 

Tlie  Blue  Book  mentions  'hat  tho  follownig  pei's^ons  were  paicl 
from  England  last  year-^tke  sums  in  Halifax  Currency,  oppos'.ts 
tlieir  respective  nanies,  on  the  whole  and  it  is  prob- 

able that  a  snm  under  ;62000  a  year  is  remitted  to  keep  up  slno- 
cures  and  pensions,  under  tliis  title.

in  Canada  concur  in  opinion  ihat  any  suudon  alteration  cf  the  sys. 
tem  would  excite  gieat  dissatisfaction  arnongst  thern,  and  be  pro- 
ductive of"  considerable  inconvenience  to  the  Local  Governments. 

Under  these  circuni&tances  it  v/ould  be  alike  impolitic  and  unjust 
Euddenly  to  discontinue  the  issue  of  the  customary  presents,  but 
Lord  Godciich  truslsthat  their  amount  may  gradually  be  diminish- 
ed in  proportion  as  the  Indians  can  be  induced  to  settle  and  to  adopt 
the  habits  of  civilized  life.  13y  the  accounts,  which  have  been  at 
various  periods  transmitted  to  the  Lords  Commissionerr,  it  appears 
that  very  groat  redactions  have  already  been  made  in  the  cx}»ense 
cf  this  department ;  the  amount  of  the  presents  liaving  been  reduced 
since  1816  froiu  £117,500  sterling,  to  about  £16,000,  and  the  charge 
of  the  establishment  and  pensions  from  £16,200  to  £4,400. 

Even  this  sum  for  the  establisliment  may  appear  considerable,  but 
the  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  dcparfment  in  time  of  peace,  accor- 
ding to  the  statements  of  Sir  James  Kempt,  are  various  and  impor- 
tant ;  much  discretion  is  required  for  their  faidifal  and  satisfactory 
discharge,  and  from  the  remote,  and  in  some  measure  uncontrolled 
situations  in  which  these  officers  are  sometimes  placed,  it  becomes 
nececsary  to  rely  almost  implicitly  upon  their  integrity  and  judg- 
ment. 

For  these  rca^-ons  it  is  essential  that  the  salaries  should  be  suffi- 
cient to  induce  persons  of  character  and  responsibility  to  fill  the 
appointments  ;  indeed  Euch  alone  can  obtain  the  confidence  of  the 
Indians. 

The  strength  of  the  establithment  has  also  been  recently  diini- 
nisher',  and  the  present  scale  was  fixed  after  much  consideration  by 
JSir  George  Murray. 

Lord  Godcrich  is  therefore  of  opinion  that  it  is  impossible  at  pre- 
sent to  make  any  further  reduction  either  in  the  number  of  the  indi- 
viduals  employed  or  in  the  amount  of  their  salaries,  without  impair- 
ing the  efficiency  of  the  department  in  a  manner  which  must  nccc;?- 
sarily  be  productive  of  very  serious  inconvenience. 

TliC  presents  to  be  distributed  arc  purchased  under  the  directions 
of  the  Board  of  Ordnance,  according  to  the  requisitions  furnished 
by  the  local  authorities,  and  which  they  have  received  the  stricti.sr 
injunctions  to  keep  within  the  narrowest  limits. 

The  presents  being  as  I  have  already  stated,  partly  given  to  the 
Lidians  in  exchange  for  the  lands  of  which  they  have  resigned  pos- 
session, a  portion  of  the  expense  ought  to  fall  upon  the  Revenue 
derived  from  the  sale  of  those  lands,  and  Lord  Goderich  trusts  that 
an  arrangement  for  that  purpose  may,  before  next  year,  be  effected  ; 
but  as  the  largest  part  of  this  charge  has  been  incurred  under  Trea- 
ties entered  into  with  a  view  of  securing  the  services  of  the  Jnciauis 
in  wars  for  British  and  not  for  Colonial  interests,  his  Lordship  is  of 
opinion  that  the  burden  cannot  be  thrown  (as  at  first  sight  would 
appear  reasonable)  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Canada.

Each  of  the  six  lower  forms,  it  vviil  bo  seen  by  the  above  detail, 
has  a  recapitulation  day  in  classic?,  each  week,  i.  e.  a  dny  on  which 
certain  of  the  Lessons  which  have  been  done  duiing  the  previous 
days  of  the  week,  are  gone  over  a  second  time.  It  is  so  arranged 
that  on  every  alternate  recapitulation  day,  each  form  recapitulates 
to  the  principal,  who  is  thus  enabled  from  time  to  time,  to  judge 
of  the  general  progress,  and  also  has  an  opportunity  of  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  abilities  and  character  of  every  boy  in  tho 
Coil  ego. 

A  public  examination  embracing  all  the  departments  takes  place 
annually  in  the  week  preceding  the  Christnias  Hollidays — at  the 
conclusion  of  vvliich  prizes  of  books  are  distributed  to  tho.^e  scho- 
lars, whose  proficic'Tcy  and  good  conduct  during  the  past  year, 
have  been  most  distinguished. 


The  regular  course  at  tho  College  is  completed  in  the  seven 
forms,  according  lo  the  detail  now  given.  Rut,  to  meet  the  views 
of  those  parents  who  arc  not  desirous  of  giving  their  sons  a  tho- 
rough classical  education,  pupils  who  have  been  not  less  than  two 
years  pursuing  the  College  course,  or  who  have  completed  the 
course  of  the  third  form,  are  allowed,  at  the  especial  request  of 
the;r  friends,  to  discontinue  classical  studies,  and  confine  their  at- 
tention to  the  other  departments — a«unilar  exception  is  occasinally 
rAtde,  in  the  case  of  a  boy  being,  at  admission  of  too  advanced  an

think,  to  comply  v/ith- 

I  transmit,  tor  the  information  of  the  House,  Mr.  Justice 
Sherwood's  observations,  and  copies  of  a  Petition  from  Fran- 
cis Collins,  and  of  the  reply  to  it  forwarded  by  ray  direction.

York,  Sth  December,  1828, 

Sir, 

The  following  are  the  principal  grounds  of  my 
judgment  in  the  case  of  the  King  vs.  Francis  Collins,  lately 
convicted  of  a  libel  on  the  Attorney  General. — I  think  all 
publications  of  this  kind  have  the  eflect  to  create  ill  blood  in 
society,  and  therefore  manifestly  tend  to  a  breach  of  the  pub- 
lic peace,  which  u  alwaj-s  regarded  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance by  all  civiiizrd  governments.  Such  publications  also 
have  a  direct  and  undoubted  tendency  to  impede  the  due  ad- 
nnnistration  of  public  justice,  by  generating  a  bad  feeling  and 
injurious  prejudice  in  the  public  mind,  and  more  particularly 
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in  the  nihicls  of  the  J.;.\>rs  vvho  are  summoned  for  the  trial  of 
causes.  Tiiis  libel,  i  i  my  opinion,  was  intended  to  obstruct 
the  administration  of  justice,  because  it  was  printed  and  pub- 
lished during  the  sitting  of  the  Court,  and  just  before  the  de- 
fendant was  tried  for  printing  and  publishiijg  an  allcdgcd  libel 
c^'.  Sir  Peregrin':  ^Initkuid,  then  the  LieuiCi^riiii  Governor  of 
the  Province.  Any  person  who  v/rites  and  publishes  fair  and 
candid  opinions  on  tlio  system  of  government  and  constitution 
of  the  country,  or  points  out  what  he  honestly  conceives  to  ba 
grievances,  and  in  a  proper  and  decent  manner  proposes  le-^ 
gal  means  for  the  redress  of  such  grievances,  or  if  any  per- 
son, in  his  publication,  enters  into  a  just  and  useful  criticism 
of  the  productioas  of  otlicrs,  and  shevvs  the  pubUc  tlieir  er- 
rors or  absurditjrs  ;  or  if  any  one,  in  a  decent  and  proper 
manjier,  exposes  the  errors  and  wrong  opinions  of  public 
men;  or  if  lK3exuibho  the  evil  tendency  and  unconstituiional 
bearing  of  public  measures,  such  person  in  my  opinion  de- 
serve encouragement.  If  such  publisher  however,  steps  aside 
from  tlio  higb  road  of  decency  and  peaceable  deportment^ 
r.'Ki  adopts  a  course  of  public  calumny  and  open  abuse  arr'iir'st 
the  ofiicers  of  government  generally,  or  particulL'rly  isgainst 
the  principal  law  oflicor  of  the  (Jrewn,  in  the  legal  execuiioii 
of  his  duty  in  the  King's  Court:^,  as  th.o  doCciidunt  did,  then, 
I  think,  he  should  be  punished  to  tii'.it  extent,  which,  in  hu- 
man probabilit}^  v.'ouid  prevent  a  recurrence  of  tl;e  offence  ; 
any  thing  s!>ort  of  tliis,  would  be  nugaiory,  and  have  an  effect 
contrary  to  tlie  ends  proposed  by  all  punishments. 

Taking  all  t;:e  circumi'  inccs  of  the  case  into  considcralion, 
B!r.  Justice  llagerman  and  myself  deemed  the  sentence  which 
we  passed  on  the  defiM^.lant,  both  proper  and  necesnarv  foi 
the  nublic  good,  and  what  the  case  itself  required.

Tlirit  Your  Momoriaiist  was  convicted  of  libel 
upon  the  Attorney  General,  at  the  last  York  Assizes,  senten- 
ced to  twelve  months  imprisonment,  to  pay  a  fine  of  fiiiy 
pounds  and  to  find  security  for  good  behaviour  for  three  years, 
iiimself  in  £400,  and  two  sureties  in  £100  each  ;  which,  sen- 
tence if  enlorced,  amounts  in  fact,  to  perpetual  imprison- 
ment. 

In  consequence  of  tliis  ruinous  sentence,  your  memorialist 
has  been  kept  in  close  confinement  in  this  gaol,  for  the  last 
month,  and  Xha  business  by  wliich  lie  supports  his  family  all 
hut  ruined,  as  the  entire  success  of  liis  establishment  depen- 
ded soleiy  on  his  own  personal  exertions. 

Under  these  painful  circumstances,  Your  Memorialist  looks 
forward  with  humble  confidence  to  Your  Excellency's  clem- 
ency, to  restore  him  to  his  liberty,  by  a  remission  of  the  sen- 
tence, and  thereby  save  a  young  and  helpless  family  from  deso-. 
lation.

"  Boardsloy,  with  the  jjroceedings  of"  the  House  in  the  case  of  Co- 
lonelc  Giving  and  Coffin,  head.s  of  Dajiarimonts,  who  were  sent 
«  !o  gaol  for  refusing  to  give  testimony  in  tiie  matter  of  Capt.  Phill- 
»•  pois,  they  severally  alleging  to  the  House  that  the  Major  General, 
♦*  ihen  commanding,  would  not  permit  them  to  attend,  together  with 
"  the  proceedings,  if  atiy,  which  have  been  had  thereon  by  His  Majcs- 
**  ty's  Government,  or  the  local  authorities."  And  that  these  docu- 
ments were  accordingly  transmitted  by  His  Excellency  Sir  John 
Colbornp,  and  ordeifd  to  be  printed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Com- 
mons House  of  the  lu-'perial  Parliament. 

11th.  Tiiat  it  appoara  on  a  reference  to  the  Dospatch  of 
Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  addressed  to  iMr.  Secretary  Huslatson, 
on  the  29Lh  of  March,  1823,  that  it  contained  a  gross  and  unwar- 
rantable attack  upon  the  rights,  privileges  and  character  of  the 
House  of  Assembly,  and  a  Committee  of  its  appointment,  and  that 
t,he  secrecy  of  a  confidential  communication  from  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  this  Colony  was  taken  advantage  of  to  slander  and 
traduce  the  character  of  Mr.  Fursyth  to  his  sovereign,  as  "  a  per- 
Bon  notoriously  of  indiffjrent  character." 

That  the  conduct  of  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  in  these  pro- 
ceedings was  justly  condemned  by  Secretary  Sir  George  Murrav, 
as  appears  by  his  despatch  to  Lieutenant  Governor  Sir  J,  Colborue, 
dated  October  20 Ji,  18J8,  of  vvhich  a  copy  is  hereto  annexed. 

13th.  That  it  appears  from  Mr.  Forsytli's  petition  that  harrassed 
as  he  had  been  by  illegal  proceedings  and  wearied  with  fruitless 
applications  for  redress,  he  concluded  to  dispose  of  hi&-valuable 
estate,  for  less  than  it  was  worth,  and  that  no  compensation  has 
been  made  him  for  the  injuries  he  sustained  by  the  unlawful  pro- 
ceedings taken  against  him  by  authority  of  the  late  Lieutenant 
Governor. 

That  in  a  letter  to  Colonel  Rowan,  dated  the  Zlst  of 
cember,  1832,  Chief  Justice  Robinson,  after  giving  a  description 
of  Forsvth'e  Estate,  adds  that  "  Mr.  Forsyth  does  not  now  occu- 
py any  part  of  the  property  in  question,  having  sold  it  to  persons 
who,  I  am  convinced  will  never  pretend  that  thoy  have  a  right  to 
enclose  the  public  reseivation  to  which  he  asserted  a  claim."

That  1  went  to  law  for  my  damn^-^T  nrd  ta  defend  ivy  tiile — had 
various  success — was  harras«ed  many  way«  —  injured  in  my  rir- 
rumstances — traduced  in  my  character  '>y  tlie  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor— p^rsf'cuted  for  the  sake  of  my  vaiu;ib!e  estates  which  otheri 
were  anxious  to  obtain — and  emljarras-^ed  in  my  I)u.sin'^s3  because 
I  had  had  fortitude  to  resist  executive  usur[>ation — that  thus  situ- 
ated I  resolved  to  sacrifice  the  whole  Fails  estate  to  those  who 
wers  mors  likely  than  myself  to  obtain  equal  justice — and  that  I 
did  so  at  a  price  at  least  $L5,0{X)  less  than  its  fair  value  to  thfi 
present  owners  who  had  no  difiicnlty  in  obtaining  tha-t  justice  i'l 
rhi  premises  which  to  ine  (a  marked  ma?))  had  been  continually 
denied. 

That  yo'ir  petitioner  concluded  his  'Statement  by  prating  that 
the  Fxecutive  Government  would  compensa-e  hi?Ti  for  the  injus- 
tice he  had  sustained — and  received  in  reply  an  opinion  sio;ned  by 
l^e  Attorney  General  referring:  to  the  docnirients  prirUed  by  order 
of  ihe  House  of  Commons  IBih  .Inly  I3'?'^,  and  afti'ming  that  ths 
government  had  not  abandoned  its  claim  to  the  j)roperty  in  ques- 
tion, an  1  that  if  it  appeared  espe  dient  to  the  constitute  authorities 
it  was  his  intention  to  proceed  against  Chrk  and.  Street  "  by  ih'> 
informatioa  of  intrusion."  the  Lieutenant  (ycvernor  in  Council,  at 
same  time,  stated  that  the  new  proprietors  were  placed  in  your  j>«- 
titioner''?  stead  by  hi?  ^'Oe  to  them. 

Your  petitioner  ha?  long  'raited  for  jn-fic?,  ''n  1  h«  refers  to  ths 
ii-pvpral  lawsuits  he  ha-*  been  '^'igagpf]  in— to  hi>  humble  pe^^itioni 
to  your  honorabU  houpa— -to  thg  vory  favor  dd*  tsports  made  o-t

fhcm  hv  the  thine  Si«lecl  Committees  of  wljicb  Julin  Rulph  Esq. 
H.  C.  Beardsle^'  Esq.  and  the  late  Colonel  llornor  were  Chair- 
men— to  tlie  attention  pnid  to  his  case  by  the  enquiries  and  ad- 
dresses of  the  Honoralile  the  House  of  ('omnions — to  the  evidence 
on  the  Journals  of  your  Honorahle  House  shewing  that  he  lias- 
been  the  victim  of  lawless  outrage  and  military  violence — to  hi^ 
njemorials  to  his  Majesty — and  to  the  many  days  he  has  passed  in 
attendance  upon  the  Legisiatnre  urging  its  interposition  iii  tiiscas?. 

Your  petitioner  has  had  his  charactei  traduced  in  the  most  in- 
decent terms  by  the  Irite  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  his  secret  cobi- 
munication^  to  the  Colonial  Oli'ice  :  your  honorafile  house  has  aL-o 
been  grossly  ir.isrepresenicd  to  his  iVJajesty  as  a  band  of  conspira- 
tors, and  a  report  in  your  petitioners  favor  emanating  from  some 
of  the  most  honored  members  of  the  I>egislatnre  was  secretly  de- 
nounced, to  our  most  gracious  Sovereign,  by  the  then  head  of  the 
government  here,  as  a  production  draw  n  in  terms  which  gratiiy 
the  malice  of  an  individual  or  answer  the  teiujiorary  purpose  of  An 
unprincipled  faction,"  meaning  your  honorable  house  as  it  exist- 
ed _in  the  Ninth  i*arliamcnt^ 

Information  as  to  the  outrage  committed  at  the  Falls  was  wiili- 
held  from  your  honorable  house  by  the  express  commands  of 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  who  ordered  his  officers  to  disobey  the 
summons  of  the  House,  and  to  keep  bacl<  the  facts  by  which  the 
full  extent  of  the  atrocities  practised  by  the  Military  band  under 
Captain  Phillpoifs  would  have  been  exposed;  and  allhou,^-h  Colo- 
nels Coflin  a!jd  (iivens  were  imprisoned  for  contempt,  the  purpo- 
ses of  the  eneniics  of  justice  were  answered,  and  enquiry  was  snjo- 
fhered.  In  order  to  strike  terror  into  the  press  and  prevent  it 
fiom  exposing  these  high  handed  acts,  a  jiresentment  was  made 
aa;ainst  one  of  the  Editors  of  this  City  for  expressing  his  detesta- 
tion of  the  crreky  which  had  been  practised  tow^ards  your  petition- 
er— and  the  then  Surveyor  Geneial  joined  the  enemies  of  itjves- 
ti^^ation  by  refusing  to  obey  the  order  of  the  House  or  to  give  that 
evidence  which  would  liave  elicited  the  facts  in  your  petitioner'* 
f;a  or. 

Your  petitioner  comes  before  your  honorable  hotise  as  a  man- 
marked  otJt  by  the  ftnger  of  authority  to  be  oppressed  w  ith  impu- 
nity— and  humbly  and  ear.iestly  implores  your  assistance,  so  that 
justice — tardy  jusii'  e — may  be  done  hin),  and  the  honor  of  the 
Crown  and  the  rights  of  the  subject  (violated  as  they  have  been 
in  his  person)  duly  secured,  asserted  and  iriaintained. 

And  your  j)ctiiionL'r  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

SIR, 

I  have  the  honor  to  aclinowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter,  transmitting  some  Resolutions  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
in  consequence  of  which  ills  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor has  been  desired  to  furnish  co'ues  of  certain  proceedings  in 
the  Assembly  of  this  Trovince,  upon  petitions  preferred  by  Wil- 
liam Forsyth. 

In  reply,  I  be{>  leave  to  state,  that  the  specific  call  for  informa- 
tion which  the  House  of  Commons  has  made,  wouid  be  answered, 
as  it  appears  to  mo,  by  luerely  transcrining  iVom  tlie  Journi-ils  of 
the  Assembly  the  fienorrs  referretl  to,  and  tiie  evidence  p.ppended 
to  them,- and  tiansiuitti  ig  those  papers  to  England.  If  the  sub- 
ject of  His  Excellency's  reference  to  lue  is  to  obtain  any  further 
information  on  tlie  siil)ject  of  thost^  complaints  whicii  it  is  in  my 
power  to  ^ive,  I  can  have  no  objection  to  state  such  facts  as  are 
within  ray  knowledge,  accorditjg  to  the  best  of  my  recoDectior.. — 
The  reports  alluded  .to  have  not,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  engaged 
my  attention  in  this  country,  either  in  the  Le^islaiure  or  out  ol  it, 
for  some  years.  [  haA'e  louri  ceased  to  think  of  tliein  :  and  it  is  nmre 
than  tliree  years  since  i  niicif!  the  situation  rtnderiwC  C-nernmenl, 
which  ^ave  me  ofhcial  knowled:!;^  of  tlie  mauers  tliey  refer  to.  it 
i«?  therefore  prob.dj!'^  that  sorri'^,  niin-^r  circnriistacc&s  trray  have 
passed  from  iny  uiiiid,  l)ut  I  a j)j^rebeti'!  iiic  fuhowing  f-iaiemeDt 
will  be  found  t.»  1;:^      s  -'.-lance  correct. 

The  Towrj^'  /";rd,  and  the  othe-'  Townships  on  the 

River  Niagara,  mie  other  parts  of  this  Province,  were 

surveye<l  and  I^id  oa^iMio  iuts  be!bret!ie  division  of  ibe  Provinca 
of  Qiiebec  into  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  sometime  between  the 
years  !785  and  1790,  and  wniie  Generru  rJaldarjand  admisnsiered 
the  Government  of  Canada.  In  layinsr  out  the  inn.'.s  on  ibe  River 
Niagara,  a  reservation  of  n  Chain  in  width  (G(j  feet)  was  made 
iiipng  the  top  of  the  bank,  partly,  I  think,  with  a  vie^  to  tU«  Mii^-. 
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tary  defence  of  the  Province,  and  partly  for  the  purpose  of  pi  C3ci  f- 
ii)^  a  coDvenient  coramunication. 

The  Kiver,  which  \n  many  places  is  of  very  moderate  width, 
constitutes  a  boundary  between  us  and  the  Uniied  States  of  Arucr- 
rica  ;  and  it  no  doubt  occurred  to  the  government  ihat  m  ihe  event 
of  war,  it  might  be  necessary  to  construct  batteries  and  other 
works  upon  the  bank  to  repel  invasion,  or  to  command  the  pas- 
sage of  the  river.  In  the  war  which  occurred  in  1612.  byttonca 
were  in  fact  constructed  at  numerous  points  along  the  r"uer. 

In  more  recent  surveys,  made  under  the  authority  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  Upper  Canada,  it  h.as  been  thought  obviously  proper 
fur  other  reasons,  and  independently  of  these  con>iderations,  tu 
reserve  to  the  Crown,  for  the  public  convenience,  the  space  of  ii 
chain  along  rivers  and  other  v^aters  of  far  less  imporlancc  than 
tlie  Niagara;  such  a  reservation,  by  preserving  the  land  open,  af- 
fords to  all  persons  accesis  to  the  water  without  trespassing  upoi| 
the  lands  of  i)rivate  proprietors. 

After  General  Simcoe  assumed  the  government  of  Upper  Cana- 
da as  a  separate  Trovince,  (in  the  year  1792)  the  particular  public 
reservations  which  had  been  made  along  the  Niagara  river,  in  the 
original  surveys  were  designated,  and  rep'orted  to  him  by  iht  Sur- 
veyor who  had  made  those  surveys  under  the  authority  of  iht) 
Covcrnrnent.  An;ong  these,  (for  there  were  others  at  particular 
i)oints)  wao  the  general  reservation  1  have  mentioned,  of  one  chaiu 
fioiu  the  top  of  tiie  bank  along  the  liiver  Niagara. 

Tbe  L<;tiers  Patent  afterwarda  issued  by  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment to  the  several  grantees  specified  this  reservation  or  exception, 
ft  wan  0  maUcr  perfectly  notorious  and  well  understood,  and  no 
d  )ubt  or  dilUculty,  tiiut  I  Lave  heard  of,  ever  arose  upon  the  subject  lor 
nearly  forty  years,  and  until  Mr.  Forsyth  in  the  year  18"J6  or  1827^ 
took  upon  himself  to  inclose  with  a  high  post  and  rail  fence,  tijtj 
uiiov/auce  or  resorvatio;;  of  one  cluiin  aloDg  iho  bank  of  the  river  ui 
front  of  his  own  laiids;  aiid  the  efiect  of  making  tiiis  inclosurc  iii 
the  place  uud  manner  in  ivhicii  it  was  made,  was  to  ej:clude  the 
public  from  accets  to  the  great  natural  curiosity,  the  Falls  of  Niar 
cxcejjt  such  persons  as  he  might  permit  to  go  through  his 
Jio:i.Scs  cT  prji!):i-c6  to  thu  bank  of  the  rivor.  Mr.  Forsyth  kept  the 
principal  Inn  at  that  liUio  at  the  Fulls,  aiid  owned  the  adjoining 
lands  for  a  lung  distance  along  the  river,  including  those  points  IQ 
Vriiicii  all  strangprj  resort  to  vievv  the  Cataract. 

Th.i  jjujiic  were  annoyed  at  this  acl:  of  Mr.  Forsyth's,  and  applied 
by  petition  to  tlie  Lieutenant  Governor  for  red.c.-.-.  This  ju  ti^'on 
J  have  seen,  v,-.:^  t-igned  by  the  most  rerpectable  inliabilants  of 
the  country,  and  1  think  the  Lieutenant  Goveri.or  was  repeatedly 
applied  to,  af,d  tiic  necessity  urged  upon  him  of  having  this  unau- 
thorised oba<,riJction  removed.  I  have  nov/  in  niy  ^v.ooession  tho 
elatemcnts  mnAa  on  oaili  and  preferred  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
by  the  keeper  of  an  hotel  m  the  vicimry,  complaining  of  the  op- 
pressive conscqueiiceb  to  him  of  the  vexatious  usurpation  by  Mx^. 
Forsyth. 

Tr>r»  refiorvation  of  a  chaiu  along  the  river,  hadf  it  seems,  bo^n 
cmnmoniy  reg-arded  as  made  for  military  purposes  rather  than  for 
civil,  a::d  looki;.'^'  upon  it  in  that  l''^'lit,  as  I  suppose  Sir  Pcrcgriiie 
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Maitland,  who  thon  resided  in  thf  District  of  Nir.g- v,-m,  onH  wHh:?!  n. 
few  miles  of  the  reserve  iii  question,  and  who  was  then  I'.^rjor  Gta- 
erai  commanding,  referred  lo  tije  Eug-ineer  ufncer  in  cUm-.^c  "i  l.h»..t 
dlHtrict,  and  instructed  hiia  lo  oae  that  tlie  t^pace  was  krpi  oi  en,  as 
it  had  been,  ai.)d  as  it  ougat  to  be.  This  officer,  C'jpiain  Piiiilruti:?, 
niter  Mr.  Forc-ylh  haa  bemi  requested  in  rain  to  reixiove  hia  fence, 
thouglU  hiiiist;lr' bound  by  instructions  lo  see  thu  t  it  was;  remov- 
ed, and  taking  a  suuiil  party  of  soldiers  m  ti.eir  fatigtie  t'refi^,  i-o 
<did,  in  tliG  presence  of  Mr.  Forsyth,  cut  or  pvll  /icwr.  the  fence,  and 
llirovv  open  the  land  agair.  to  the  riubiic ;  ar-d  he  also  pulled  down 
and  removed  a  small  blacksmith's  t-hop,  n;iid;j  of  board  -,  w-iiich  had 
been  placed  on  tiie  reserve.  No  force  was  necessary  for  overcosn- 
iiig  any  persoiidl  resii^taiice,  for  lajjie  vv-^s  niade  To  r.rov.iii!.  tha 
possibility  of  encroaching  epon  Mr.  For^yt.h'a  property,  Captain 
Phdiports  procuied  Li;e  iittt'iidaiH:G  of  a  Mr.  Jones,  the  very  ean^e 
Bworn  Surveyor  who  had  louile  the  or;^';:naI  official  survey  of  the 
ground  nearly  forty  years  befor*',  and  ii  v;as  of  the  hind  rnurk*'d  out 
by  him  as  the  public  reservatieni  that  p:---s;: Jc.:.n  v;i.;3  Laiver..  It  ap- 
pears also,  that  to  prevent  a  i!iis-?'ateinent  of  h;:,.  ;>rocee.dino6,  Cap  - 
tain Phillpolis  had  requested  the  Sheriif  of  The  ]3ist.rict,  who  lives 
near  the  premises,  to  be  })re?ent  viu\  observe  wh>ai  wa,^  dov-e,  Tho 
8I:?r'ff  di'l  attend,  but  took  no  part.    Tho  rs,  in  obedience  to 

their  orders^  pulled  down  the  1"  ...  r  ;  a.  d  Mr.  Foisyih,  who  was 
present,  remonstrjiled  and  declared  liuit  ho  v.  oiilu  piosecute  ftn- this 
trespass,  us  he  caiiou  il,  upon  his  propuriy.  TiiC  pickcls  and  other 
materials  not  iuiving  botu  removed  irom  the  gruut.d,  Mr.  ForsytU 
60oa  afterwards  set  aJ[)  the  fjnce  again,  and  excluded  ll;'.;  public 
before  ;  and  Captain  Ph^lpo'tG  r!,;a!n  took  it  down,  and  w;!h.  no  od- 
jdiiional  <jircum.3iar,ce  ol' force,  aiid  no  »nore  direct  resistance  o.i  the 
part  of  Mr.  Foi>yth. 

For  the.^e  Iv.o  ii^is,  Mr.  For.>yi.h  bvougliL  civil  cictions,one  against 
the  Sheriif  .and  Ci'iJlaiu  Phillpetls  joiiitly,  for  the  fust  removal  of 
the  fence  ai;d  bujidjig,  aiid  the  oiher  agauj^t  Capiain  Phillpotta 
alone  for  the  second  rLjj.ovai  i;f  the  fci:ce.  Captain  Piniipotls  re- 
ported to  Sir  Pcreifrme  Maitland,  ihat  he  hud  been  thus  prosecuted 
for  acts  done  in  ob..diLi;ce'o  the  orders  he  iuid  received,  and  I,  be- 
ing the  Attorney  <  1- .'lerai  ;:t  the  time,  v^as  inslnu.-tLd  defend  Ihoso 
jsuits,  and  tn  take  the  ::ecessary  measures  for  vind.calii'g  the  right 
of  the  Ci-/j\vn. 

My  first  knowledge  of  the  circum.^tances  I  have  detailed  above, 
was  acquired  after  1  had  beeu  so  ii  biructed,  and  1  relate  the  fads 
from  my  recollection  of  the  evidence  given  afterwards  upon  the  trial. 

I  pleaded  specially  to  the  action--,  i.i  siicdi  a  manusr  as  to  bring 
in  issue  tho  righ.t  of  the  Ctown  to  the  space  of  land  in  question,  Mr. 
Forsyth  took  icsue  on  that  right,  not  relying  upctt  or  asserting  in  hid 
pleadings  that  any  unwarratituble  or  excessive  v;olence  had  been 
used,  or  any  wrong  cornnntted  in  case  the  land  v/as  tho  proj)e'-ty  of 
the  Crown,  bat  simply  denying  that  fact,  and  8S5»-'--'ng  the  property 
to  be  his.  To  set  that  point  at  rest  in  the  must  formal  manner,  I 
filed  an  information  of  intrusion  against  h  ni  on  the  part  of  the 
Crown,  for  his  act  in  taking  possession  after  the  removal  of  hig 
fence,  and  to  this  information  he  pleaded  not  guilty.  Thug  m  threo 
^fiCreral  actions  or  cases,  the  opportumiy  was  afforded  of  trying  tho 
queetioa  by  juriC3  of  the  country.    It  was  fally  invectigatcd,  and 
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»r-»n  the  cltarept  teetimony  decided  against  Mr.  Forsytn'f  prote«- 
pionp.  He  failed  in  his  action  ag-ainsl  Captain  Piiillpottg  and  th« 
Sheriff,  and  a  verdict  wue  rendered  agaiiist  him  on  the  informatiom 
rvf  inerusion.  Upon  this  verdict,  jnrlgmcnt  was  riileren,  and  a  writ 
#f  arzmifas  manus  Riied  out  and  ox^'cutcd.  Upon  the  trials  he  main, 
tained  his  pretensions  to  the  nrronnds  inclosed,  by  pivino-a  particular 
^onptniction  to  the  words  top  of  the  bank,"  and  endeavonring  to 
apply  them  to  the  top  of  the  l-twer  hank,  confiiiincr  the  river  at  an 
inaccessible  point,  and  to  which  lower  bink  no  person  cnuid  pnpi 
from  what  is  actnally  the  •<  top  of  lt)o  bank,"  and  more  ospeciaJlj 
after  he  had  inclosed  the  ?pace  in  question. 

This  coTiatruction,  rcpu^iiant  to  reason,  wag  clearly  repelled  by 
▼ariotis  proofs,  and  especially  by  the  evidence  of  the  very  survey- 
or, etill  livlnof,  wlio  laid  out  the  ground  in  the  year  1780,  who  wnm 
•xamincd  as  a  witness  at  t!ie  trial,  and  whose  explanations  wer» 
confirmed  by  a  survey  recently  maje  by  another  Pioat  reepectabl© 
surveyor.  It  was  pnivod  t'mt  the  lines  of  the  lots,  as  originally 
marked  out,  were  never  produced  further  than  v.'ithin  one  chain  trf 
the  hig-h  bank,  or  commencement  of  the  Tableland  ;  and  moreover 
the  nctual  contents  of  the  lots  tlicmselvep,  fcrnisht  d  internal  evi- 
dence of  this  fact.  I  hnve  alsjo  in  my  po?s;cs5'on  the  evidence  on 
afTilavit  of  a  man  Plill  livinsf,  who  vvne  chain-bearer  on  the  original 
survey,  and  of  another  respectable  inhabitant  of  the  Province,  who 
was  residing  in  Stamford  at  f!ie  time.  This  additional  testimony 
1  became  nccidentnlly  aware  of  since  the  tri^J.s,  and  they  arc  qon-i 
elusive  as  it  seomf?  to  me,  upon  the  point  at  ipptw. 

It  was  while  his  nc'ion  pfjainst  Captain  IMiillpot'a  and  the  Shor^ 
inTwT?  prn'iinfj,  and  a  f«*w  months  b'^fore  it  was  to  be  tried,'  thaft 
BIr.  Forsyth  made  tliese  statf-mentg  to  the  iNssembly,  the  natural 
rflect  of  which  would  be  to  elicit  a  discussion  calculated  to  inflamff 
the  public  mitid,  by  exc  tinj^  a  j'^alousy  of  military  interference,  and 
from  this  excitement  he  prob-ibly  expected  ao  n-dvantage  in  his 
roiuest  with  the  government  upon  the  question  of  right.  Uis  pe- 
tition  wns  entertained  and  referred  to  a  select  CommiJtee,  who  r»- 
e?ivpd  such  evidence  as  thry  chose,  nnd  made  th.e  report  upon  it^ 
which^ppenrs  upon  their  journals.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  report 
was  brought  in  at  the  close  of  the  Session  ;  no  question  upon  il» 
reception  was  ever  moved  in  that  body,  nor  were  the  ep  nions  ex- 
pressed on  it  mnde  the  S!ibj"ct  of  di-^cussion  or  vote.  It  has  ther<»- 
foro  no  other  sanction  than  the  op>n'On  of  t!ie  CommUtee  upon  an 
ixparle  henring;  and  if  I  am  entitled  to  assume  that  truth  must  b>» 
regarded  in  a  IjOgislative  body,  1  may  venture  to  assert  that  such  a 
report  could  not  have  been  approved  if  it  had  been  made  the  sub- 
ject of  opon  discu--9  on.  In  the  fnre  of  whatever  attempts  wem 
made  by  the  petitioner  to  excite  prejutlice,  the  jury  came  to  th© 
conclusion  I  have  stated.  The  notes  taken  of  the  evidence  by  the 
Juuje  who  presided  at  the  trial  have  most  probably  been  -preserved 
by  him,  and  a  copy  might  be  procured,  if  for  any  purpose  it  should 
b3  desired. 

I  will  add  f'lrthrr,  that  no  exception  to  the  verdict  of  the  jury 
was  attempted  tob-?  raided  by  Mr.  Forj-yth — no  new  trial  was  mov- 
*»d  fbr.  In  the  four  years  that  have  elapsed  since,  I  do  not  reccJ- 
}?ct  that  in  the  L«^j!slature  or  elsewher**,  the  puhjecl  has  ^xcit^ 


tny  mtercft.  llr.  F.uvyth  Jaea  not  iiOvy  own  a;*r  pirt  of  i:i<s  pm- 
p«rty  in  quasiio-i.  aatjiu^'-  ja/J  u  A>  persjns  who,  /  u/.-j  cmviuced,  wiJt 
never  pretend  that  thsy  havs  a  right  ij  endoss  thi  ^ubU-s  rcsirtaiiou 
$0  tohich  hs  asserted  a  claim. 

Willi  respect  to  the  reasonableness  of  tlio  con-splaint  as  to  mllit-iry 
i  iterference,  I  think  it  wouiJ  oe  d  rHo ult  to  find,  in  Hid  Majesty'* 
flyrvioe,  an  officer  less  open  to  Ihi  imputatioii  of  arbitrary  condac% 
and  a  disregard  of  civil  rights  than  SirPeregrhje  Mtiitlaad.  VVhcjt 
ha  look  thii  step  coinjilaiaed  of,  ae  vvas  doubtless  suiiiGiently  avvara 
ha*?  ea?y  it  is,  in  a  certain  temper  of  uien'3  minds,  to  make  a  trif- 
ling matter  the  cause  of  an  unjust  exciteincnt ;  and  had  he  thought 
of  nothing  but  his  ow.j  ef  se-,  he  would  probably  have  doclinod  giv  - 
ing any  directioii  to  the  Ea,jiiio:r  O.liccr  to  remove  the  nuisanc* 
complained  of,  aad  he  uiigi.t  liav-^  told  tho.^e  who  petitioned  for  hs» 
interference,  that  tliey  must  pubia  t  to  Mr.  Forsyth's  encroach- 
ments npon  tiie  public  ri^ht,  and  await  the  result  of  an  informatioai 
for  inirusion.  An  individual  wliose  property  had  been  thus  tret 
pabEed  upon  would  have  iiad  a  clear  right  by  law  io  abate  the  nui 
«ance,  and  it  seouied  no  unreasonable  cvxpectation  that  ihe  Govern, 
ineut  should  protect  its  rights  as  fulSy  and  proriijjUy  aa  individual* 
may.  It  was  the  natural  impatience  of  ihe  public,  under  the  vea:a<* 
iioua  act  of  Mr.  Forsyth,  that  led  the  gOYai  ninenf ,  for  their  sake, 
the  measure  which  cccagioned  for  a  lirne,  no  littic  trouble. 

Whether  it  would  have  bcevi  irjoie  judicious  in  Sir  Peregrin* 
MaitUnd  to  have  taken  any  other  cou.se,  I  need  not  preEuma  t* 
uiTcr  an  opinion  ;  havir.g  knov.-n  nothing  of  t'le  act  complained  of 
until  after  it  had  taken  place,  no  responsib.l.ty  rested  wiCa  mo  ot 
Crown  Officer  ;  and  so  f.^r  a3  roppects  any  legal  question,  I  need 
assume  no  responsibility  now;  but  without  pretending  to  decide 
the  metier  ii.  I's  sti  ict^y  legal  point  of  view  I  mutt  say  1  have'  nc£ 
much  duubt  that  if,  in  any  }.art  of  England  or  in  the  Un,i>t;d  Stalea 
ftf  America,  an  intruder  were  to  insist  on  incun/bering  a  barrack 
square  with  his  wagon,  or  were  to  plant  posts  and  rails  in  a  parades 
ground,  the  nutsaticc  v.xuld  be  r<;inovtd  undtr  the  direction  cf  aa 
cflicer  on  the  spot. 

Tlie  House  cf  Commons  has  also  called  for  information  reppect- 
ing  "  the  proceedinog  of  the  Assembly  of  this  Province,  in  the  caaa 
of  Colonels  Givens  and  ColBn,  heads  of  departments,  who  wcr^ 
sent  to  gaol  for  refusing  to  give  tesiiinory  in  the  matter  of  Captaia 
Phillpott'F,  they  sever-dly  alleging  to  the  House,  that  the  Major 
General  then  commanding  would  not  permit  them  to  attend ;  to- 
f  ether  with  the  proceedings,  if  an)-,  which  have  been  had  thercoa 
l-y  H,f  Majesty's  Government,  or  by  the  local  authorities." 

I  was  Attorney  Genera!  at  that  time,  and  have  a  general  recollecw 
i^OQ  of  the  matter  here  rcft-red  to.  !n  that  session  of  the  Legislt- 
tare  (1828,)  as  will  be  seen  by  inspection  of  the  Journals,  th^rt 
were  a  number  of  Select  Committees  conducting  inquiries  into  va- 
rious public  matters.  It  had  been  the  constant  usages  of  the  Aa- 
•erably,  in  past  years,  wlien  any  of  (heir  Committees  desired  that 
'«.a  officer  of  the  Government  should  attend  them  as  a  witness,  t# 
si9nd  an  address  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  communicating  their 
jiwish  and  specifying  the  subject  on  which  the  evidence  of  the  wit- 
;tm  required.    The  order  then  f  roceedgd  a«  a  matter  of  cours», 
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fVoTt?  rho  Li-n!.pnr»nt  Governor  t'^  thf  oiTiCftr,  f,o  attend  the  Cornnilf- 
VV hfttlter  t his  wn.s  the  pmpoc  course,  liaving  a  due  respect  lo 
The  privileges  of  tl;e  {jilF-jrent  branches  of  the  G-"vernment,  or  wlie- 
tiicrit  was  a  wholly  iinnoccssnry  cov.rtesy,  I  do  r.o'  pretend  to  df-tcr- 
min;-,  but  it  had  been  Hi^ually,  if  not  invanahly  foi'lowed.  One  of 
The"  yetec?-.  Committeet^  in  this  session  required  the  evidence  of 
Colonel  Coffin,  the  Adjutant  Gon-!-f,.l  of  Mil  it. a,  and  of  Colonel 
0:vcn«,  the  Ch'.efSepernitendeiit.  of  Indian  ^''tTairs  ;  «nd  instead  of 
addrefiSTn^  themselves  to  the  L^ewteiiant  Goveriior,  as  had  been 
u-ml,  the  Select  Committee  e-Mii,  jt  soem^,  a  smnmons  flirectlv  to 
tWoae  g'^nllemnii.  i  do  not  menn  to  pay,  spt-akin^  as  I  do  merely 
from  mnniory  tiiat  th'.s  the  fir?t  instance  of  a  variance  from 
the  %riner  spoken  of ;  bnt  pt  nil  evenis  the  depHrtnre  from 

thi\t  <AsfKg2  was  of  very  r'jcesjl  date,  and  the  officers'  in  question 
ravip.c;  received  the  Fi!>rimoi  p.  r^n■>orte^l  the  fi»ct  to  Sir  Peregrine 
7 ifjtlar.d.  and  prayed  ins  instrnctjon.  The  object  ofmqinry  (un. 
i'""^s  lam  ine.-h  m-ctaken')  v;.-as  not  stnted  in  the  pomrnonp,  and  the 
I/entenf.n*  Governor  or  Commander  of  the  Force?,  m  whichever 
rnr;>rity  Sir  Perefynne  Maitland  conceived  he  was  uctinjr,  (and 
#>oM«ider'r!j  the  naturf^  eftlie  duties  d  ychar^.'^d  by  those  officers,  or 
by  ono  of  thf^m.  certrtinly  T  punpoee  b«  ^c**^''  in  Uic  former)  being" 
left  quite  immlbrmed  on  that  point,  dcpirod  the;n  not  to' attend, 
rnetit>in!:ri  I  it  for  crrnnted,  by  that  course  to  insist  upon  the 
riirht  of  bcin^j  n>ade  acquainted  with  the  subject  of  investi|ration 
I'.pon  which  the  teptimoiiy  of  theso  p'.ibJic  ofRcere  was  desired.  Co- 
lonels (i  V'-ns  and  Coffin  ob'^yint^'  r!ie  orders  of  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ern-;-, not  rjtlend.  The  Asa-^rably  resolved  tliat  their  refusal 
was  a  contempt,  and  committed  them.  Thev  aff.erwatds  brought 
cr  actiou  of  false  imprisonmont  airt'-inst  t!ic  Speaker,  but  they  did 
Dot  r'  cover,  for  ibe  leti-.^lify  of  tiie  i.npri.-onment,  tb?t  is,  the  right 
of  Uie  IInv.se  to  fo  nnr.t  for  wliat  they  bfid  ndiudgcd  ('>  bo  a  con- 
tempt, was  coiifined  by  the  Court  of  King's  Ileuch  by  a  solemn 
judgment  rendered  in  j:;olhcr  cause  ti»en  pejiding  which  involved 
the  Fame  quest icn. 

ir,  in  making  this  F:tntcm«:rt  ftorji  mpmriry.  I  uava  faileti  into 
Tiny  error,  a  reference  to  the  Jorjrnals  will  perhaps  correct  it;  and 
as  Sir  Peregri'nc  Maitland  is  now  in  l^ngland,  if  I  iiave  misappre- 
hended or  have  staJed  imperfectly  tlio  grounds  on  which  he  acted, 
he  can  of  course  more  eorrccMy  explain  them. 

I  oI)seive  it  is  stated  in  tlie  resolutions  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, that  the  ofTieers  referred  to  were  required  to  give  evidence 
in  the  iTu.tter  of  Captain  Phillpotts. 

I  am  i:ot  under  the  im^'re3sion  that  any  connexion  between 
the  two  matters  v;as  expressed  in  li.o  notice  jriven  to  the  officers 
to  attend,  or  was  understood  at  the  time  oftlie  occtirrence,  though, 
of  course,  the  Select  Commltice  and  the  Assembly  were  aware 
of  it,  and  the  Govornmeni  must  soon  after  have  known  it,  if  they 
did  not  at  firct.  But  however  this  mny  he,  I  am  satisfied  that  no 
»icr/a\^  to  keep  from  rhe  Select  Committee  any  information  that 
Colonel  Givens  or  Colonel  CofTin  could  give  respecting  Captain 
Phillpotts  or  iMr.  Forsyth,  could  liave  had  the  slightest  inHfence 
with  the  Lieutpp^nt  Govoreo'*  f  e^n.eot  see  how  there  could 
Inve  been  any  vooiu  for  sucii  a  motive  ;  I  do  not  recollect  that  I 
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ever  ftxeUanged  a  word  with  either  of  tliose  gentlemen  on  the 
subject  of  Mr.  Forsyth's  complaints  ;  but  from  the  very  nature  of 
the  thins;,  from  their  duties  and  characters  and  occupatiotjs,  1  ant 
persuaded  ia  my  own  mind  that,  whatever  Mr.  Forsyth  may  have 
imagined,  they  could  have  had  nothing  more  to  tell  respecting 
that  transaction  that  could  affect  either  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
i)r  Captain  Fiiillpotts,  than  any  two  officers  that  might  have  been 
taken  at  random  from  any  regiment  at  that  time  in  His  Miijesty's 
service.  The  Hoitse  of  Assembly  did  not  in  any  subsequent 
session  require  their  evidence  on  any  com.plaint  of  Mr.  Forsyth'i^ 
and  if  they  did  in  fa»t  know  any  thing  that  Mr.  Forsyth  himseif 
considered  important  it  was  singular  that  they  were  not  heard  of 
upon  the  trial  wMch  afterwards  took  place,  when  their  evidence 
must  have  been  most  material  if  it  could  have  affbcted  either  his 
rights  or  the  amount,  of  damages  which  he  claimed,  and  when 
their  attendance  could  have  been  procured  as  a  matter  of  course,- 
upon  an  oTdimary  subpoena. 

In  one  of  the  jfetitions  of  Mr.  Forsyth  there  are  reflection* 
cast  upon  ilu-.  h :';ji.-' .  -.  ina  of  justice  in  this  Province,  and  par- 
ticularly upon  the  conduct  of  the  Crown  Olticers,  upon  whom 
the  duly  is  imposed  of  conducting  criminal  prosecutions  in  thf* 
Courts  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  atid  in  the  evidence  given  by  hira 
before  the  Select  Commitree.  Mr.  Forsyth  has  made  certain blata - 
ihenf:*       --'i  .    ■.■■:vseif  ind'vjdaa'ly. 

r  or  uiorti  t'!i:-n  <]-■■■ year.s  bt'Tore  that  time,  1  had  discharo-e{!, 
with  CTiC  .:  snort  irjterv:;',:,  ...Ivd  duty  of  Atteniey  General,  and 
there  could  scarcely  be  much  foundation  for  the  remarks  made  upon 
the  adm/mistration  of  justice,  without  my  beir;:>-  i  .jpUcated  c.nisid- 
erahlv  in  the  misconduct  spoken  of. 

Whatevei*  countenance  may  be  considered  to  have  heen  given  to 
these  complaints  of  Mr,  Forsyth  by  the  report  of  the  Select  Commit, 
teeoflhe  Assembly,  a.id  throug-h  whatever  channel  and  for  what^^ver 
purpose  these  matters  are  now  brought  undertime  notice  of  t.'ie  House 
of  Commons,  I  hold  myself  fcouiid  to  p'-  .vc  r-.r.d  ready  to  prove,  upou 
any  invesfiofation  conducted  upou  tliose  common  principles  of  jus- 
tice vviiich  reg-ula^^e  the  most  inferior  tribu  lals  in  this  country,  thaf, 
as  applied  to  myself,  the  charges  and  insinuations  are  utterly  ground- 
less, and  I  undertake,  at  this  distance  of  time  to  repel  satisfactorily 
the  attempt  to  justify  them  by  any  one  act  of  mine,  during  Ihe  wholo 
Course  of  my  public  service  as  Crown  Officer. 

In  respect  to  the  assertions  of  Mr.  Forsyth,  which  expressly  ap- 
ply'to  myself  personally,  the  evidence  of  the  Honorabie  Wiiliani 
Dickson  and  of  the  Honorable  Tliomas  Clark,  printed  in  the  Ap- 
pendix to  the  Journals  of  tile  same  scbsion,  will  shew  to  what  Ciodit 
tijey  are  entitled. 

I  will  on]^  «".'.d.  -vb^-  'r.^.-t^ci  r  have  already  seated,  that  the  Re- 
port  of  the  Select  Committee  vves  never  aiii.^  ' /  ■]  (;r  discussed,  in 
any  manner  acted  upon  in  the  Legij-lniu;\.;  ofti..^  Province.  Against 
the  act  of  a  Sel-^ct  Cor^v^-  ^■^  in  receiving  evidence,  and  reporting- 
It,  by  which  means  it  becomes  printed  in  the  Journals,  there  is  no 
r^.-raedy  ;  but  &li!.^u^u  (.ae  Assembly,  neither  in  that  tune  nor  in  the 
four  years  that  have  since  elapsed,  brought  Mr.  Forsyth's  statemets, 
the  test  of  a  pubhc  discussion,  or  of  a.  satisfactory  investig  atioti 
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if  the  Houso  of  Commons  has  leisure  and  inclinn,tion  lo  examine  ; 
to  my  oIHciul  conduct  or  private  trausaclions,  I  shall  be  happy  ii.- 
deed  to  undergo  the  scrutiny  ;  and  in  tiie  mean  time,  I  content  my- 
eelf  witli  affirming,  that  Hia  Majesty  has  no  officer  in  his  service, 
civil  or  military,  in  any  part  of  his  domin'ona  who  has  kept  himseiiT 
more  entirely  free  from  any  pecunkry  or  private  transaction  that 
could  interfere  with  his  public  duty,  or  bring  in  question  his  char- 
acter as  a  man  than  I  have  done  to  the  present  hour,  and  I  shall  be 
surprised  if  an  individual  can  bo  foimd  in  the  Province  of  ordinary 
good  character,  whatever  may  be  his  political  bias,  who  will  asscr* 
tlic  contrary.

Captain  Piiillpott's  statzmcnt  respecting  the  removal  gf  the  ffncpx, 
c^c.  "put  up  on  the  Mililary  R^scrvey  near  the  Falls  of  Nia-^ara,  by 
Mr.  WilliaiTi  ForsyLh. 

Mr.  Forsyth,  who  purchased  the  farm  immediately  adjoining  the 
Falls  of  Niagara  some  years  since,  on  winch  l>c  erected  a  large  ho- 
tel, having,  without  any  permission  or  aulhorily  whacever,  taken 
upon  himself  lo  enclose  the  sirip  of  land  originally  reserved  by  the 
Government  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  colivenient  access  to  tlie 
river  at  all  times,  and  having  wilfully  destroyed  a  wooden  causeway 
made  on  this  Reserve  by  a  neighbouring  inkeeper,  Mr.  J.  Browne, 
lor  the  accommodat.on  of  persons  visiting  the  Fulls,  so  that  the  only 
convenitht  aporoacli  to  this  great  natural  curiosity  was  tiirough  hio 
(Forsyth'.i)  own  house,  and  all  tlie  most  respectable  inliabitanls  in 
tliC  neighbourhood  signed  a  p  tition  to  the  Lieutci^aiit  Governor, 
Major  Gener.il  fclir  J^eregrine  r.Iailland,  requesting  that  the  said  Re- 
serve migliL  be  tlirown  open  to  the  pi.blic. 

In  consequence  of  this  application  His  Excellency  directed  Capt. 
Phillpotts,  at  that  time  comi.:  uiding  the  Royal  Engineers  in  that 
District,  and  therefore  in  charge  of  these  Reserves,  to  make  a  sur- 
vey of  th»  Government  ground  near  the  Falls,  and  lemovc  any  fences 
&,c.  which  had  been  placed  thereon. 

In  compliance  with  these  directions.  Captain  Phillpotts  went  to 
the  spot,  with  a  Sejgeant  and  four  soldiers,  in  fatigue  jackets  with- 
out  arms,  having  previously  visited  the  Falls  for  the  purpose  of  call- 
ing on  LIr.  Forsyth,  and  informing  him  that  he  had  placed  his  fen- 
ces, &c.  on  the  Government  Reserve  ;  and  liaving  communicated 
to  him  the  orders  he  iiad  received  on  the  subject,  he  informed  him 
that  he  should  be  obliged  to  carry  them  into  execution,  unless  Mr. 
Forsyth  would  remove  the  fences  himself,  wtiich  he  not  only  refused 
to  do,  but  threatened  to  prosecute  Captain  Phillpotts  if  he  tou.;hed 
them.  In  c-.d  :r  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  mistake.  Captain  Phill- 
potts had  cliiiiiei  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland's  authority  for  availing 
iiimself  of  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Jones,  (a  sworn  surveyor,  who  ori- 
ginally laid  out  that  part  of  tlie  Province,  v.  iien  the  country  was  firat 
Fettled,)  who,  on  this  occasion,  made  a  survey  of  this  Reserve,  and 
Xiomtcd  out  its  linrt3  h"  :;^ick«.-'^^;  Jbr  thp  ^■lidanc^  of  "^i'vi^on^  '  wx- 
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|>loyp{i  (oromovp  Tvfr.  For.sytb's  fence?.  This  took  place  on  about  tlie 
18tb  of  May,  1827,  and  about  four  days  afterward^',  Captain  Pbi]U 
potts,  having"  occasion  to  visit  the  Falls,  saw  that  these  pickets  had 
been  taken  away,  and  Forsyth's  fence  re-placed  on  the  Reserve;, 
which  Captain  Piiillpotts  caused  to  be  again  removed,  and  the  Re- 
serve to  be  marked  out  v;7ith  pickets  as  before. 

Major  Leonard,  the  Sheriff  of  the  District,  who  resides  near  tlie 
Falls,  having  accompanied  Captain  Phillpotts  to  the  ground,  at  big 
reqjiest,  Mr.  Forsyth  brought  a  civil  action  against  both  of  them  for 
the  alleged  trespass,  which  was  tried  at  Niagara,  and  a  verdict  v/as 
given  for  the  defendants. 

In  consequence  of  his  having  again  placed  his  fence  on  the  Go- 
vernment Reserve,  the  Attorney  General  was  directed  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  to  institute  legal  proceedings  against  Mr.  Forsyth; 
a  writ  of  intrusion  was  filed  O'gainst  him  accordingly;  and  on  a  sub- 
peqnent  trial,  a  verdict  was  given  for  tlie  Crown  ;  and  thus,  on  two 
different  occasions  it  hag  been  proved  by  juries  composed  of  respec- 
table yeomen  of  the  country,  that  Mr.  Forsyth  had  no  cause  of  com- 
plaint whate^^er  against  Captain  Phillpotts,  or  the  military  persons 
employed  under  him  on  this  occasion.

PiR, — During  the  Session  of  the  Legislature  of  this  CoionVf 
svhich  has  just  terminated,  a  proceeding  has  taken  place  upo?! 
which  I  am  compelled  to  solicit,  very  earnestly,  the  opinion  of 
His  Majesty's  Government,  that  I  may  not  be  at  a  loss  hereafter 
how  to  act  under  similar  circumstances. 

On  the  KJth  instant.  Colonel  Givens,  Guperintendcnt  of  In- 
dian Affairs,  acting  as  head  of  the  department  in  this  Province,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Deputy  Superintendent  General, 'who  resides 
M  Quebec,  and  Colonel  Cofiin,  Adjutant  General  of  the  Militia, 
communicated  to  me  officially,  that  they  had  been  summoned  to 
attend  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  they 
subrmtted  to  me  the  letters  which  they  had  respectively  received 
from  the  chairman  of  the  Committee,  requiring  their  attendance, 
copies  of  which  accompany  the  Despatch. 

It  has  been  usual  hitherto  for  the  Assembly  when  they 
required  information  from  any  public  department  under  the 
Government,  or  the  attendance  of  any  Civil  OfScer,  to  address 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  on  the  subject,  and  I  do  not  know  that 
in  any  instance  their  request  has  not  been  complied  with.  In  some 
cases,  liowever,  the  request  has  been,  in  the  first  instance  made 
to  the  officer  whose  attendance  v/as  desired,  and  who  has  obtain- 
ed tlie  leave  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  before  he  a- tends  the 
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Committee.  The  mode  first  nientif)ned  has,  liowever,  generally 
prevailed,  particularly  during  the  last  session,  in  the  couise  of 
which  I  received  three  or  lour  addresses  for  the  attendance  of  dif- 
ferent officers  on  Ccinmittees  of  the  House. 

Colonel  Ccffin,  as  Adjutant  General  of  the  Militia,  is,  in  tirao 
of  peace,  the  head  of  a  deparimciit  in  tiie  Civil  Government,  Co- 
lonel Givens  is  now,  and  has  been  for  some  time,  acting  as  head 
of  a  department  under  the  control  of  the  Commander  of  the 
Fx)rces.  The  former  conceived  he  was  following  the  proper  and 
ordinary  course  in  applying  to  me,  as  Lieutenant  Governor,  for 
p.ermission  to  attend  the  Com^nittee  of  the  Assembly  ;  the  latter 
was  led  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  apply  for  the  same  pui-pose  to  me  a^ 
Major  General  Commawding  the  Forces  fn  the  Province  ;  and 
they  severally  sent  to  the  Ciiairman  of  the  Conmiittee  a  commu- 
nicat  on  of  which  I  enclose  a  copy,  informing  him  that  they  had 
applied  for  leave  to  attend. 

For  reasons  which  1  shall  presently  explain,  I  thought  it  right 
to  give  to  the  application  of  these  officers  the  answers  which  I  en- 
close ;  ibcy  consequently  did  tiot  attend,  but  acquainted  the  Chaii;- 
man  of  the  Committee  that  they  were  not  permitted  to  do  so. 
On  t\\e  2.*>rd  instant  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  reported  to 
tb"  House  of  Assembly  that  Colonel  Givins  .and  Colonel  CoflSn 
hnd  nut  attended,  and  ihe  House  avoiding  any  communication 
with  me,  directed  Warrants  against  them  to  be  issued  by  the 
Speaker,  tliat  they  might  be  brought  up  in  custody  of  the  Serjeant 
at  Arms.  Of  the  intention  to  issue  the  \V  arrants  the  two  offi- 
cers were  apprised,  and  as  I  did  not  think  it  proper  that  the  gov- 
ernment should  interpose  in  that  stage  of  the  proceediLg,  they 
were  directed  entirely  by  ti  e  advice  of  the  professional  gentlemen 
whom  they  chose  to  consult.  Acting  under  this  advice,  they  de 
dined  voluntary  submission  to  the  Warrant,  declaring  that  force 
must  be  resorted  to,  and  intimating  that  if  such  foice  were  used, 
they  would  prosecute  the  Speaker. 

They  werr^  taken  on  the  same  day,  the  22nd  instant,  having 
submitted  wiiliout  resistance,  after  the  house,  in  which  they  wera 
had  been  forcibly  entered  ;  and  being  brought  to  the  bar  of  tyie 
Assembly,  and  charged  with  a  contempt  in  not  obeying  the  sum- 
mons of  the  Chairman  of  the  Select  Committee,  they  stated  in 
their  vindication  that  they  had  applied  for  permission  to  attend. 
Mid  had  not  received  it,  and  Colonel  Coffin  read  the  letter  whicii 
I  had  directed  to  be  written  to  him  in  answer  to  his  application. 
Th  resolution  which  is  transmitted,  was  then  moved  and  adopted 
in  the  Hou^^e,  21  voting  for  it  and  11  against  it,  after  two  amend- 
'i^-pnts  had  been  neg-itived. 

The  Speaker  thereupon  made  his  Warrants  of  which  copies  are 
transmitted,  and  Colonel  (Jivens  and  Colonel  Coffin  were  receiv- 
ed in  custody  by  the  Sheriff  the  same  evening,  and  remainod  in 
prison  until  the  25tli  instant,  when  the  Legislature  was  prorogued 
in  the  ordinary  course,  and  according  to  an  intimation  which  I 
had  given  to  the  two  Houses,  through  their  Speakers,  many  dayn 
before. 

The  23d  March  beinjr  Simday,  Colonels  Givins  and  Colonel  Cnf- 
3^11  reported  to  me  on  Mor.duy  what  had  taken  place  in  consequeiica

of  tlieir  decliHing  to  nttend  the  Select  Committee,  and  I  sent 
a  message  lo  the  Assembly  on  the  same  day,  of  which  1  trans- 
mit a  copy.  No  proceeding  was  had  upon  this  &3cssage,  and 
you  will  perceive  that  in  iiie  speech  with  which  I  closed  the 
session,  and  which  I  also  send  to  you,  I  avoided  mixing  up 
this  disagreeable  occurrence  with  the  general  business  of  the 
Legislature.  I  chose  rather  to  make  it  the  subject  of  a  se- 
parate Message,  and  to  forbear  in  that  Message  to  advance 
topics  or  employ  language  that  might  produce  irritation,  and 
unnecessarily  implicate  the  feelings  in  a  queation  which  Hook  upoa 
as  exceedingly  important. 

Since  the  Session,  Colonel  Coffin  has  addressed  to  my  Secretary 
a  letter,  of  which  I  enclose  a  copy,  I  have  referred  to  the  Executive 
Councl  on  the  subject,  and  tianiiujit  their  report  m  which  I  entirely 
concur. 

I  have  thus  laid  before  you  the  whole  case,  and  T  shall  be  most 
s.nxious  to~ receive  your  opinion  upon  it  :  and  in  order  that  that 
opinion  may»  as  much  as  possible,  serve  me  for  a  direction  in  a  very 
delicate,  but  important  ponit  of  duty,  I  am  desirous  tliat  it  should  ba 
formed  upon  as  general  a  view  as  can  possibly  be  taken  of  thy 
question. 

I  will  refer  to  the  Governors  of  other  Colonies  to  learn  what 
usage  has  obtained  in  them  ;  but  my  belief  is  that  in  other  Colon- 
ies as  well  as  in  this,  it  has  been  the  practice  for  the  Asseuibly  to 
apply  to  the  Governor  by  address,  wiien  information  is  wanted 
from  any  public  department,  or  when  the  attendance  of  a  public 
, officer  is  desired. 

When  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  here  de- 
sires  the  attendance  of  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Council,  or 
any  officer  or  servant  of  that  House  the  course  Uniformly  pursued  is 
lo  request  it  by  Message,  and  not  by  directly  sunmioning  the  indi- 
vidual. If  courtesy  leads  to  this  practice,  I  see  no  reason  why  the 
same  courtesy  should  not  be  extended  to  the  third  branch  of  the 
Legislature;  and  if  it  |]as  prevailed  rather  from  a  sense  of  its  ne- 
cessity iu  order  that  the  business  of  the  Legislative  Council  may 
not  be  unreasonably  interrupted  by  a  compulsory  abstraction  of 
their  members  and  officers,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  same  reason 
would  apply  with  equal  force,  to  the  Executive  Government,  which 
is  constantly  in  operation,  and  whose  functions  may  be  very  incon- 
veniently suspended,  if  without  any  reference  to  the  head  of  a  go- 
vernment, the  principal  of  a  department,  or  even  subordinate  officeri^ 
can  be  withdrawn  and  detained  at  the  pleasure  of  a  Committee  of 
the  Assembly. 

There  are,  however,  other  considerations  which  apply  peculiarly 
to  tlie  Executive  Government,  and  which,  although  they  will  not 
fail  to  occur  readily  to  your  mind,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  lay  especially 
bef  )re  you. 

Few  Sessions  elapse  in  which  the  Assembly  does  not  call  upon 
the  Goveriim^nt  for  information,  which  is  sometimes  granted  and 
sometimes  refused,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  request.  For 
instance,  they  have  not  unfrequently  called  for  an  account  of  the 
receipt  and  appropriation  of  the  Casual  and  Teiritorial  revenue  of 
>ce  Crown.    My  instructions  are,  not  to  comply  with  such  a  re- 
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quept  until  f  have  rvpccrlainp*!  iho  piirpoce  for  which  the  infor- 
motion  is  dosired,  and  have  referred  to  the  Scrrotary  of  Stnto 
upon  the  eubject ;  hut  if  the  Assembly  cap,  without  corpmn. 
ricntinrr  with  the  Jjioiitenant  Governor  snrninon  the  Receiver  (jt  n- 
err\]  or  the  Inppcctor  General  of  AccnuntP,  or  any  of  their  Ch^rk?-. 
to  attend  a  Select  Committee  and  compel  their  attendance  nt  tlm 
.  peril  of  imprisonmr'nt,  tlic  Government  here  or  in  England  jjas  no 
jonfrer  any  dipcrotion  to  exercjf;e.  Then  with  respect  to  the  Mili- 
tary Service,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  possible  that  a  Select  Commit- 
tee of  the  Assembly  can,  for  th.e  purpose  of  enqnirin^,  perhapB, 
into  some  Mlleg-od  irrofrnlarity  in  a  o^arriFon,  or  want  of  dif^riphno 
in  a  retriment,  which  thry  have  nothing  to  do  with,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  compel  the  attendance  of  any  Military  Officer  upon  pain 
of  imprieonment,  and  that  hie  superior  officer  phould  h"ve  no  d'S- 
cn  tion  in  granting-  or  witliholdmg  perznission,  whatever  may  he  tli9 
exigency  of  the  service. 

I  should  bo  most  happy  to  learn  whnt  in  such  cases,  is  the  uppgr" 
of  England,  though  it  mny  by  no  means  follow  that  the  usnge  of 
Psrliamf'nt  there,  is  in  all  things,  to  be  adopted  here,  or  that  it  cj-.n 
be  legally  introduced  and  enforced. 

The  31st  Geo.  III.  will  shew  for  what  purpo<^es  the  Legislature 
of  this  Province  was  constituted,  and  what  powers  are  given  to  it. 
It  hns  never  ben  conceived  that  one  of  these  powers  was  to  pref  r 
imprnchmonts.  because  the  Legislative  Council  lias  no  power  to 
f'litertain  them  or  dispose  of  them.  If  therefore  the  proles^ed  oh- 
jret  of  an}''  enquiry  by  a  Select  Committee  is  to  ascertain  the  truth 
of  a  complaint  against  individuals,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  how 
obviously  and  secnrely  such  an  inquisition  may  be  perverted  to 
F.orvp  the  purpuseiS  o^  factio",  and  may  be  made  the  iubtrument  of 
the  greatest  oppression  and  abuse. 

A  select  committee  composed  of  members  named  at  the  request 
of  a  p'^titionor,  receives  an  rx  parte  sfarement  of  a  cnse;  snni»nnns 
only  such  witnesses  as  it  pleases,  records  their  testimony,  giv- 
en without  llic  sanction  of  an  oath,  and  not  under  the  restraint  of 
any  responsibility  whotever.  Upon  this  evidence  a  report  is 
drawn  m  terms  which  gratify  the  malice  of  an  individual,  or  an- 
swer the  temporary  purpose  of  an  unprincipled  faction,  by  aspers- 
ing the  fairest  characters  among  their  opponents.  The  individual 
injured  hns  no  rrdrr^ss  ;  he  cannot  prosecute  the  conspirators  in  a 
court  of  liaw.  The  committ'i'e  who  manngo  the  inquiry  are  rot 
sworn  as  courts  are  to  decide  justly  ;  and  when  they  have  made  thoir 
r'^port  no  niter  or  proceeding  is  within  the  power  of  tiie  p^rty 
injured  for  vinrTica'ing  hi*  character;  no  impeachment  can  f >1- 
l-'ur,  and  ho  cannot  therefore  obtain  relief  from  the  unjust  accusa' 
tion.  Tlie  use  of  this  engine  fjr  party  purpoce.^,  has  commenced 
in  the  present  Assembly,  but  the  length  to  which  it  has  been  car- 
ried in  the  jp.st  s'^ssion,  during  the  unfortunate  absence  of  eight  or 
nine  mombers  of  the  Assembly,  has  been  quite  an  innovation,  nrd 
one  which  1  feol  it  my  duty  to  bring,  without  io^e  of  time,  under 
the  notice  of  His  Majesty's  Government. 

Perhaps  a  stronger  case  could  not  well  be  imagined  than  tiiat  which 
has  fo-med  the  ground  work  of  the  particular  proceeding  which  I 
have  dciicribed.    A  Mr.  For?yth.  a  person  notoriously  of  indifFerfnt 
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iiaracter,  had  taken  unon  liimself*  to  enclose  pru  t,  of  a  p'.i'tlic  rc- 
i^orve  of  a  chain  in  width  alon;^'  tht'  b^uik  of  th?i  ll.vor  N;na'iU'a, 
xviy  attention  was  particularly  c.ailad  Lo  the  circu!n&!.aiice  by  u  pciti- 
tion  from  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  who  cnnii.juii.ed 
of  being-  thas  shut  out  from  the  River  by  the  iiie^al  act  of  an  iiidu 
vidual.  I  directed  the  Commanding  Enginoer  to  sui-vey  tiio  re- 
swerve  along  the  river,  and  throw  it  open  to  tiie  public.  No  one  but 
Mi',  Forsytii  raised  any  objection.  He  was  renionstrafed  with  in 
vain;  he  was  asked  to  remove  his  fences,  but  lefuscd.  lie  vvas 
told  hashould  have  men  to  assist  hnn,  but  woahl  iiot  consent ;  arid 
at  leni-'th,  without  any  personal  violence  being  oaered  or  thrijaten- 
ed.  t!ie  Eno^ineer,  with  a  fati^juo  party,  threw  down  tJse  fences. 
The  Siier:fF  of  the  District  v/as  present.  Mr.  Forsyth  brought 
actions  of  trespass  a^^ainst  the  Ent^ineer  Officer  and  the  SlicriiJ, 
wiiom  I  have  directed  the  Crown  Officers  to  def^md.  He  replaced 
his  fences,  and  the  Attorney  General  in  conseqnenc3  filed  an  in- 
formation of  intrusion  against  him,  which  he  defendf>d ;  and  upon 
a  full  trial  by  a  jury,  a  verdict  was  vGndored  for  the  Crov/n,  there- 
by establishing  the  right  which  had  been  disputed.  Tiie  civil  ac- 
tions, from  an  error  in  the  Plaintiff's  proceedings,  are  yet  undeci- 
ded, and  while  they  are  depending  in  the  Courts  of  Law,  Mr.  For- 
syth petitions  the  Assembly,  complaining  of  what  he  terms  a  grie- 
vous outrage,  in  language  calculatod  to  influence  public  feeling, 
by  desciibi'ig  the  act  as  a  lawless,  high-lnindt'd  exercise  of  military 
power.  This  petition  is  referred  to  a  select  committee.  His  coun- 
sel, in  his  proceedings  at  law  for  the  .'^ame  alleged  injury,  happen- 
ing to  be  a  member  of  the  As&embly,  is  named  upon  the  Commit- 
tee, and  upon  the  eo; /^ar^e  statement  of  his  client  and  other  wit- 
nesses, not  on  oath,  f  rames  a  report  in  direct  opposition  to  the  ver- 
dict of  one  jury  who  have  tried  the  point,  and  intended,  as  it  must 
be  bupposed,  to  influence  tho^e  verdicts  which  ar.3  yet  to  be  ren- 
dered. This  report  when  inide  becomes  a  public  document,  and 
finds  its  way  into  the  public  papers,  and  thus,  upon  a  question  of 
boundary  and  legal  rigiit  whicii  has  yet  to  be  tried,  the  parties 
have  to  encounter  whatever  weight  a  prejudice  so  excited  can 
throw  into  tiie  scale. 

I  am  well  aware  that  in  England  no  such  case  could  occur,  be- 
cause a  sense  of  justice  would  prevent  it;  but  when  civil  or  mill- 
tary  oScers  under  niy  government  are  summoned  in  the  mere  hope 
that  they  may  know  something  that  may  turn  to  account  at  the 
trial,  and  in  order,  it  may  be,  to  find  out  evidence  to  be  made  use 
of  in  a  court  of  law,  I  feel  it  quite  necessary  that  I  should  kno  w 
whet'-ier,  with  or  without  permission  from  thi  Government,  their 
attendance  can  be  compelled. 

You  will  confer  upnn  me  a  great  favor  by  putting  me,  as  soon  as 
may  be  convenient,  in  possession  of  your  sentimerits  upon  tlie  mat- 
ters stated  in  this  Despatch,  and  I  feel  that  the  questions  they  in- 
volve are  of  the  greatest  moment  to  the  adminisLration  of  justice, 
and  lo  the  honor  and  stabdity  of  the  Government. 

I  will  not  further  swell  this  Despatch  By  the  transmission  of  any 
official  report  from  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Co!:)ny  on  the  subject 
10  ^vhich  it  has  reference,  but  will  cjiilcnt  myself  with  adding  thai;

Vv^hereas  the  House  of  Assembly  have  appointed  a  Committee 
-fo  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  petition  of  William  Forsyth  of 
Stamford,  for  inquiry  into  crime  and  autrage,  with  power  to  send 
for  persons  and  papers,  you  are  hereby  required  to  attend  the  said 
Committee  in  the  Committee  Room  of  the  House  of  Assembly  at 
uoon  to-morrow.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  re.ceipt  of  Sir 
Peregrine  ^.laitland's  Despatcli  of  the  29th  of  March  last,  detailing 
the  proceedings  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Cpper  Canaria, 
ai;aiii5t  Colonel  Coffin  and  Colonel  Civius  for  contempt  of  the 
privileges  of  that  House,  in  refusing  to  obey  the  summons  of  the 
C'hairman  of  the  Select  Committee,  and  retjncsting  instructions 
for  his  guidance  under  similar  eirctmitances. 

From  the  stcitcraent  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  I  v.m  led  to 
infer  that  tliere  were  adequate  grounds  for  incjuiry  by  the  House 
of  As«cniuly  into  the  grievances  complained  of  in  Mr.  Forsyth's 
l)*tilion,  of  luiving  been  dispossessed  of  lands  in  his  occupation 
by  a  military  force,  acting  under  the  express  command  of  the 
IJe'itenant  Covsrnar  ;  and  the  chief  reason  adduced  by  the  Lieu 
tenant  (rovernor  for  not  allowing  Colonels  Givens  and  Coffin  to 
ntiend  tlie  Conunittee  is  stated  to  have  been  that  he  did  not  know 
the  uainre  of  Mr.  Forsyth's  complaint,  nor  the  facts  in  regard 
to  which  the  evidence  of  the  officer  was  required. 

As  no  direct  notification  had  been  made  to  the  liientenant  Gor- 
erijor,  in, a  certain  technical  sense,  he  did  not  know  the  nature  of 
the  complaint,  yet  as  he  must  liave  inferred  that  the  Committee 
proposed  to  examine  tliese  officers  respecting  the  employment  of 
a  milifury  force  for  ejecting  Forsytli  from  the  land,  I  cannot  but 
consider  that  Sir  Peregrine  Maithmd  would  have  exercised  » 
sounder  discretion  had  he  permitted  the  officers  to  a[)pear  before 
the  Assen-  bly  ;  and  1  regret  that  he  did  not  accomplish  the  object 
he  had  in  view  in  preventing  Forsyth's  ♦^ncroachnjents  by  means 
of  the  civil  power,  which  is  said  lo  liave  been  at  hand,  rather  than 
by  calling  in  mihtpry  aid.

SlR, 

1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge,  with  thankfulness,  the 
•ense  of  jLiiilce  which  has  led  you  to  submit  to  me  a  Despatch 
from  Sir  George  Murray,  when  Secretary  of  State,  to  Sir  Joha 
Colborne,  of  2Uth  of  October,  1828,  previously  to  laying  it  he 
fore  the  House  of  Commons. 

However  strange  the  statement  may  appear,  I  was  altogether 
\inawnvo  that  such  a  document  existed.  By  it,  I  am  now  for  the 
first  time,  made  acquainted  with  Sir  George  Murray's  animad- 
versions on  certain  act;^  of  my  government. 

As  my  despatch  of  the  29th  of  March,  1828,  on  which  the 
opinions  of  the  then  Secretary  of  State  are  grounded,  was  written 
exp  'essly  with  the  view  of  obtaining  instructions  on  a  very  dehcate 
and  important  question,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  full 
detail  oi  Liar^'^cli'^ns,  nor  of  justifying  my  measures,  the  piopriety 
of  which  hnd  noi  been  called  in  question,  circumstances  were  na- 
turally omitted  by  me  that  would  have  been  necessary  for  th« 
hitte*-  objects,  but  not  for  that  which  I  had  principally  in  view. 

I  shall  therefore  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  you  have  offer- 
ed me,  to  supply,  as  well  as  my  memory  v/ill  enable  inc  at  this 
this  distant  period  of  time,  a  few  circumstances  ihat  seem  to  have 
been  omitted,  and  that  may  tend  to  place  those  matters  wLich 
h.r.'c  been  Cou....-vi.:'ed  on  i'l  a  truer  li?;ht. 

Mr.  Forsyth,  an  I  t  A.'"  ;:r.r.  havi i  iuen  upon  himself  to  enclose 
wifV)  -A  hif;h  lerjce  a  v;--n ;r!  jv-iihrvp,  ctjnsisting  ofa  chainhi 
width  aloi)g  the  b?(]k  oi'  the  River  N;;igara,  and  v/hich  'afforded

he  public  fVee  access  to  the  principal  fall  of  the  river,  I  wras  re- 
tentedly  solicited,  by  petition  and  otherwise,  to  cause  the  obstruc- 
pion  to  be  removed.  In  consequence  of  these  solicil9tions  I  di- 
jrtected  the  officer  of  engineers  who  had  charge  of  tiie  reserved 
lands,  to  survey  the  government  property  near  the  Falls,  and  r«- 
Miove  any  obstruction  that  had  been  placed  on  it.  These  objects 
were  carried  by  hhn  i.nto  cjTcct,  v.  ith  the  assistance  of  three  or 
four  of  his  men,  without  amis,  in  trieir  working  drvss,  and  wjih 
the  temper  and  caution  he  was  enjoined  to  observe. 

In  the  suits  instituted  by  Mr.  Forsyth  against  the  Officer  <»f 
Engi'icers  it  was  incunibenf  on  the  Piait)tifi'  to  establish  one  or 
two  points  lo  entitle  him  to  a  verdict,  namely,  that  the  defecdant 
had  done  that  which,  by  law,  he  was  not  auiiiorised  to  do,  or 
that  in  doing  that  which  by  law  he  wa:^  authorised  to  do,  he  had 
done  uniiecesspiy  injury  to  the  plainiili's  property  or  i)os.session. 
Both  ilicse  points  were  distinctly  submitted  to  the  jur^-,  and  both 
were  determined  a<;ainsf  the  plaintiff.  IMr.  Forsyth,  therefore, 
lio  doubt  re^icltcd,  as  well  as  Sir  Geor;:e  Murray,  the  manner  in 
which  this  intrusion  on  the  public  property  had  been  renioir- 
«d,  of  course,  for  reasons  that  did  not  lie  in  the  same  direction. 

Can  ir  be  seriously  believed,  that  had  any  other  course  been 
taken,  Mr.  P'orsyth  or  his  Counsel,  would  have  found  in  it  lost 
cause  for  complaint,  or  have  been  less  industrious  in  endeavonr- 
ing  to  excite  cl-^  nour  al>out  it  ]  It  is  certain,  however,  that  their 
cfibrts  CGul'i  not  have  been  less  successful. 

^fter  a  verdict  had  been  obtained  for  ihe  Ccown,  and  while  th« 
civil  suit  was  j)ending  against  the  Officer  of  Engineers,  every  at- 
tempt was  made  to  prejudice  the  public  mind.  Mr.  Forsyth  pe- 
titioned the  A-:s'iiibly,  complaining  of  what  he  tcrired  a  grievous 
outrage,  decril)in2:  tiio  act  as  a  lawless  high  hatidod  exercise  of 
military  power.  This  petition  was  referred  to  a  Select  Commit- 
tee, of  which  his  counsel  in  the  proceedings  at  law  was  aj)pointed 
member  and  elected  chairman,  and  on  (he  ex-parte  staten)ent  of 
his  client,  and  other  witnesses,  not  on  oath,  framed  a  Report  in 
flirect  opposition  to  the  verdict  that  had  beeu  rendered  and  intend- 
ed, as  it  must  be  suj)i.oscd,  to  influence  that  which  was  yet  to  b« 
given. 

This  Report,  when  made,  became  a  public  document,  and  found 
Its  way  into  the  public  papers  ;  and  thus,  upon  a  question  of 
right,  which  had  yet  to  be  tried,  the  party  had  to  encounter 
whatever  v  ^iglit  a  prejudice  so  excited  could  throw  into  the 
•cale.  The  jury,  however,  g.ive  their  verdict  for  the  defendant^ 
•d9  I  have  already  stated. 

Jt  is  rather  "ii'gu!:  r,  that  noiirly  at  the  same  time,  an  intrusion 
on  the  public  property  in  the  town  of  Washington,  in  the  neigh- 
bouring Republic,  had  attracted  attet-.tion.  Tlie  obstruction  in 
that  case  was  reinoved  by  a  party  of  the  military,  escorted  by  «i 
rompany  of  soldiers  fully  arnu  d.  A  rJrcutnstantial  narrative  of 
the  occurrence  was  given  in  the  papers  of  that  country  ;  hut  in  no 
•cst'ince,  I  believe,  accompanied  by  any  exj)ression  of  disapproval. 

To  pvGcepd  to  Sir  George  Murray's  observation,  that  I  should 
hav*  exercised  a  sounder  discretion  had  I  permitted  Colone'i

fjrivi'JB  and  Coffin  to  attend  the  Select  Committee,  I  concur  en- 
tirely with  Sir  George  Murray  in  thinking  that  it  would  have  beeit 
advisable  to  do  so  Ijiad  the  Committee,  as  was  usual,  applied  to 
me  to  direct  their  attendance.  It  was  very  well  known  that  they 
could  give  no  more  inCormation  respecting  the  alleged  outrage 
€Oinplained  of  by  Mr.  Forsyth,  than  any  military  cfiicers  selected 
at  random  from  any  part  of  the  Province.  It  was  no  wish  to  with- 
hold information  therefore,  that  influenced  me  in  this  matter,  and 
I  did  not  fail  to  take  care  that  the  Committee  shoukl  have  reason 
to  be  assured  that,  in  the  event  of  the  usual  application  being 
made  to  me,  the  officers  would  be  desired  to  attend. 

It  was  scarcely  therefore  to  be  anticipated  that  the  Assembly,  39 
aear  the  period  which  had  been  notified  for  the  close  of  the  Ses- 
sion, many  members  having  already  returned  to  their  homes, 
would,  without  any  previous  communication  made  to  me,  be  led 
to  take  the  course  which  they  adopted,  a  course  so  likely  to  be, 
as  it  actually  was,  attended  with  very  general  reprobation. 

Sir  George  Murray  remarks,  that  the  chief  reason  adduced  by 
me  for  not  allowing  the  officers  to  attend  the  Committee  is  stated 
to  have  been  that  I  did  not  know  the  nature  of  Forsyth's  com- 
plaint, nor  the  facts  in  regard  to  which  the  evidence  of  those  offi- 
cers was  required. 

I  slated  this  as  a  reason  (not  the  chief  reason)  for  it  was  calcu- 
lated, if  submitted  to  the  Committee,  to  remind  them  that  it  had 
been  usual,  in  similar  cases,  to  apply  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor^ 
and  in  doing  so,  to  fuinish  him  with  information  on  certain  points. 

Before  I  acquiesced  in  the  course  which  had  been  taken  by  the 
Committee,  it  doubtless  became  incumbent  on  me  to  consider 
well  what  might  be  the  effect  of  my  acquiescence  at  any  future 
period.  In  doing  so,  it  appeared  to  me  that  the  security  of  the 
Colony,  in  the  strongest  sense  of  the  term,  would  be  affected,  and 
that  objections  against  the  measure  might  be  adduced  as  important 
as  undeniable  ;  but  they  were  not,  for  obvious  reasons,  such  as  I 
could  properly  submit  to  the  Assembly,  or  state  in  a  despatch 
which  would  probafcly  be  submitted  to  that  body.  I  am  alwaye 
ready  to  state  them,  if  called  upon  by  His  Majesty's  Government 
to  do  so. 

It  has  of  late  years  grown  into  a  practice  to  submit  the  official 
correspondence  had  with  the  Colonial  Office  to  the  Legislature  of 
the  Colonies,  if  called  for  by  them,  unreservedly. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  of  a  Colony  must  therefore  necessa- 
rily exercise  a  greater  degree  of  restraint  than  formerly,  in  address- 
ing the  Secretary  of  State.  And  if  he  cannot  rely  upon  being 
met  by  so  much  consideration  as  will  ensure  to  him  the  opportu- 
nity of  offering  explanations  before  his  measures  are  condemned, 
be  may  justly  despair  of  being  able  to  render  justice  to  the  office 
he  is  entrusted  with.

Previous  to  their  obtaining 
tiie  lease,  Messrs.  Clark  and  Street  had  become  Icsseesof  the  King'a 
Ferry  across  the  i^iagara  River,  just  below  thn  Falls,  and  opposite 
to  the  property  of  a  i\Ir.  Forsyth,  an  innkeeper  who  had  himself  at 
one  tinic  been  desirous  of  obtaining  a  lease  of  the  Ferry.  When  they 
bfece^cix^  Irssees,  this  man,  Forsytli,  obstructed  their  enjoymerrt  of 
jt  in  evsry  possdde  way,  setting  up,  at  the  same  place,  a  Ferry 
in  opi/osii.ior.  to  their?,  and  as  was  believed  from  a  variety  of  cir- 
eurn>tances,  causing  several  of  their  boats  to  be  destroyed.

Mr.  Clark  stated 
his  reasens  for  vvishing  the  lease  to  me,  and  T  prepared  e  ]<^'ffj"j  un- 
der the  Great  Seal,  to  liim  and  his  partner  to  hold,  strictly  taring . 
pieasnre,  at  a  pepper-corn  rent.  This  instrument  gave  him  a  ;rg-al 
title  ta  the  possession — at  the  same  time,  from  the  uncertain  period  - 
at  which  they  could  hold  it,  the  Crown  and  public  were  fully  pro- 
tected in  the  enjoyment  of  the  easement  it  was  intended  the  latter 
should  possess,  that  of  free  ingress,  egress,  and  regress,  to  tl>-^ 
Falls,  as  the  Crown,  from  the  terms  of  the  lease,  retained  the  power 
of  putting  an  end  to  the  tenure,  should  the  confidence  be  abused 
w'hich  was  placed  in  the  Icoecos.  They  have,  to  my  knowledge,

ted to  enquire  into  tiie  claim  preferred  in  tlie  present  and  for- 
mer Sessions  of  the  Legislature,  by  Mr.  William  Forsyth,  of 
Bertie,  Yeoman,  late  proprietor  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Estate, 
TO  compensation  for  injury  and  damage  done  him,  under  the 
authority  and  by  the  command  of  tlie  OtTicer  lately  command- 
ing the  Force"?  in  this  Province.  We  are  of  opinion  that  Mr. 
Forsyth  has  fully  proved  that  he  sustained  damage,  and  that 
his  case  is  an  ai^c:ravated  one,  deserving  the  early  and  favora-

That  it  sliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  member 
of  the  said  Council  to  admir.ister  any  oath  required  by  this  act,  and 
any  person  conyictcd  before  any  court  of  compeipnt  jurisdiction  in 
thre  Frovincc,  of  wilful  and  corrupt  false  swearing  under  any  oath 
administered  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  guilty  of 
|^erjury.  and  nhall  be  liable  to  the  like  punishment  as  can  be  infiicted 
by  the  laws  of  this  Province  for  j)erjury. 

Ql).  Avd  hi  it,  JfC.  That  upon  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  ofilco 
of  the  President  of  the  said  College,  by  the  death  or  resignation  of 
tiie  present  President  thereof,  the  naid  situation  shall  be  tilled  in  all 
tjnie^  to  come  1  y  tlie  Council  of  the  said  College,  any  thing  in  the 
i  iinrtcr  of  tiie  said  College  to  the  contrary  thereof,  in  any  wise  not 
withstandinsf. 

30.  And  hf  if,  d^-C  That  the  visiior  of  said  College  shall  be  a^-, 
pointed  hy  the  Council  thereof,  any  thing  in  the  eaid  Charter  to  Ui« 
ooutrary  notwithstanding.

An  Act  io  promote  Education, 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  make  more  ampie  proviv 
sion  for  the  Teachers  of  the  Comn)On  Sciioois,  and 
to  provide  means  to  enable  some  of  the  most  talented  youth 
in  the  Province  to  pursue  their  studies  in  the  higlier  Semina- 
ries of  learning  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  estab- 
lished in  this  Province  :  JBe  it  therefore  enacted,  ^yc.  That 
the  ninth  clause  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fifty-sixlh  year  of  the 
reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Tliird  entitled, 
•*  An  Act  granting  to  lli$  Majesty  a  sum  of  money  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  use  of  Common  Schools  thronofhout  this  Province, 
and  to  provide  for  the  regulations  of  said  Common  Schools,'* 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  Arid  he  it  further  enacted^  Sfc.  That  it  shall  and  mny 
be  lawful  for  the  inhabitant  householders  of  each  and  every 
Township  in  this  Province,  at  the  Town  meeting  to  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  each  and  every  year,  to 
nominate  and  appoint  three  fit  and  proper  persons  to  be  Su- 
perintendents of  Schools  in  the  Township  for  the  year  in 
which  they  shall  be  so  appointed.

That  it  shall  and  n)ay 
hf)  l  awful  for  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  person 
ntl:iiiniste»  ing  the  Government  of  this  Prov  ince,  on  or  before 
liie  fifteenth  of  June  in  each  and  every  year,  to  cause  to  ho' 
tr  msnailted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Co.ud  of  Educ::t:on  in  each 
hnd  every  district,  a  copy  of  such  warrant  as  he  shall  have 
issued  in  fivor  of  the  Treasurer  of  such  district,  for  tho 
payment  of  the  portion  assigned  to  such  district  out  of  the 
Education  Fund. 

19.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Sec.  That  it  shall  be  th<*  duty 
of  the  Chiiirman  of  the  Board  of  Educatio!)  for  each  and  every 
district  of  this  Province,  to  repoit  the  state  of  the  dist.ict 
^.ommDii  scliools,  to  tlje  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or 
p.?r?on  administering  tho  Govcrnujent,  that  tho  sarne  may  be 
laid  before  the  Legislature,,  at  its  first  meeting,  for  their  in- 
speciion  ;  and  tlsat  ti)e  Cliairman  be  entided  to  ten  shillings 
per  dien),  for  every  dav'  necessarily  employed  in  preparing 
such  report,  provided  it  does  not  exceed  five  days. 

20.  And  be  if  further  enacted,  <^'c.  That  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Board  of  Education  in  each  and  every 
district,  to  allow  to  the  Clerks  of  their  respective  Boards,  in 
addition  to  the  sum  they  are  now  by  law  authorised  to  receive, 
the  further  sum  of  five  pounds  annually. 
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21.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  &lc.  That  the  said  sum  of 
twelve  thousand  pounds  annually,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Re-

That  this  Act  shall 
not  go  into  operation  until  the  first  day  of  January,  which 
will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-six.

IPMTTIEREA??,  to  promote  the  froeflom  of  Election  in  the 
W  W  C^oimty  of  Leeds,  and  obtain  a  fail  exi)ri*ssion  of  thw 
soniiiYionts  of  electors  in  iho  choice  of  members  to  represent 
the  suid  county  in  Parliament,  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  al;er 
and  aruend  the  election  laws  of  this  province,  so  far  as  the 
same  relate  to  the  said  county.  Be  il  therefore  enacted  by 
the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  consent' 
of  the  Legisl  itive  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of 
U()per  Canada,  &c.  tiiat  the  several  laws  of  this  province  re- 
Jatinj>-  to  the  election  of  members  of  Assembly,  and  tiie  mode 
of  conducting  elections  shall  be,  and  the  same  aro  hereby  re- 
pealed in  I  elation  to  the  said  county  of  Leeds,  so  far  as  tlio 
provljions  thereof  vary  from  this  act. 

2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid^ 
That  hereafter  the  election  of  members  to  represent  the  said 
County  of  I^eeds  in  Parlianmnt  sh;tll  be  held  at  four  places

tenant G  venor,  or  person  administering  the  Government  of 
tliis  Province  for  tho  time  being,  to  appoint  in  like  manner  a 
Deputy  Re. urn ing  Officer  to  each  of  the  three  of  the  said

Cf.-r  to  take  down  and  rerord  the  names  ol'  the  voters,  their 
place  of  residence,  and  the  description  of  freehold  ujjon 
which  they  vot<\  in  a  |)<)11  book,  prepared  as  near  as  circuni- 
stnnces  will  admit,  agreenble  to  tlic  form  now  prescribed  by 
law.
